I. IT7 Hat we are to inform the Reader of 
W here , are principally two things : the 
one is concerning the Original of this 
Work : the other concerning the method of Jludymg 
andpraftifwg the Art of Phyfick and other Accom¬ 
modations relating to the fame . 

II. The Author hereof was one John Dolaeus, 
Doll or of Phyfick , and a German Vertuofo , one of 
that Society which has puhlifhed the German Ephe- 
merides; a fVork much like our Philofophical 
Tranfa&ions of the Royal Society. He was alfo 
fhyfician to the Landgrave of Hefle, and in his-own 
Perfon accompanied that Illufirious Prince , in the 
Famous Expedition to raife the Seige of Vienna. 

IIL As to the Work , we fhall leave it to Jpeak 
for it ft If , being founded upon the Divine Hip¬ 
pocrates, and his Interpreter Galen, and compleated 
from the Advancements of Paracelius , Helmont, 
Sylvius, Cartefius, Willis, and their Followers \ be • 
fides the Author s own Experience >wbo with an ex all 
Judgment has given you the Sum of the old and new 
Phyfck , the Galenical and Chymical Theory and 
P rail ice. So that having this one Author , you have 
a Library , and the )$m of all you ean expett from 
A ? fo 
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fo many Volumes. Jtnd he has leen fo ample upon 
fome Difeafes , that he has laid (as it were) the 
foundations of the s4rt therein, and given you an 
Exemplar, how to do the like in others. 

IV. Here is alfo given a Solution of the Caufe of 
Difeafe*, according to the Cartefian Principles', 
which I confef, I hare not met with elfe where, mo¬ 
ther Authors. And alt hough you will find herein much v 
new matter, yet nothing, hut what is confirmed hy the 
Suffrage of Great Judgments, and the mofl Learned 
Men of this latter Age. 

V. The next thing which we are to injtrutt you 
in, is. The Method of fludying and frail ifing Phypck ; 
which hecaufe we canHot fo well do, unlefs we render 
you an Account of the whole Art, and of its Parts, 
he pleafed to take it in the following Words. 

V I. Phyficians have divided the Art, fome into 
five Parts; viz. Phyfiologia, Pathologia, Scmiotica, 
Hygieine , and Therapeutics : Some hut into four 
Parts, viz. Phyfiologia, Pathologia, Hygieine, and 
Therapeutics : Others hut into three Parts,Viz. into 
the Phyfiologicks, the Pathologicks, and the Thera- 
peuticks, which UJl Divifton , heft fuits with our in¬ 
tended Method.

Anatome, or the Strulluie of Man s Body, 
is a complete defeription thereof , reprefenting in a 
proper method, both with fit Words and curious 
figures , the exquifite Idea of the whole Humane 
frame. Tkf Order whereof in few /fords, we have 
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already done in a particular Treatife at the latter 
end of our Synopfis Medicine, the latter Edi¬ 
tion. 

IX. The Phylical State of the fame, is confidered 
in the difquifition of all natural things relating to 
the aforefaid Compofitum, in refpeft of Formation , 
Structure, Comp option , Prcfervation , Agitation , 
Aff eft ions , and Diffolution ; wherein alfo is confide- 
red , i. The Materia Medica. z. The Parafcuolo 
gia. 

X. The Materia Medica, is confidered in a three¬ 
fold refpeft , as it has relation to the threefold 
Kingdom; viz. Vegetable, Mineral, and Animal. 

XI. Botonologia, or Phytologia, is that which 
teaches the Figures , Names , Kinds , Defcriptions , 
Differences, Places, Times, Temperature, Appropri¬ 
ations, Virtues, VfeSy Qualities, and various Prepa¬ 
rations of Vegetables; as they have relation , i, To 
Englifh Herbs and Plants, z. To Englijh Trees 
and Shrubs. 3. To Exoticks , fo many as we ufe in 
Phyfick. The which we have already completely 
performed , in a Folio Herbal now in the Pre/s. 

XII. Minerologia is thap which teaches the 
Names, Kinds, Choice, Growth, Virtues, Ztfe, Qua¬ 
lities, various Preparations of all. Mineral Bo¬ 
dies, viz. of Earth,Stones, Salts, Sulphurs, Excre¬ 
ments of Metals, Semi-metals, and Metals. 

XIII. Zoologia, is that which teaches the Icon, 
Names, Kinds, Defcriptions , T/tfce, Virtues, Ztfes , 
Qualities , Preparations of all Kinds of Ani¬ 
mals , viz. Birds, Bealls, Serpents, Fillies, W 
Jnfe&s.

XIX. the Pharmacologia , or Medical Store, 
(which the Prudence of Antiquity , and Wijdcm of 
all Ages, has ordered to le kept in the Apothecaries 
and Chymijls Shops , to anfwer the Exigency of all 
Occafions) contains the Names, Nurhber, Compofiti- 
ons. Preparations , Virtues , Vfes, and various Dofes , 
of certain feleSl, approved , and experienced Medi¬ 
caments ; together with an Ejlimate of the Powers 
and Forces of thofe mojlly in ufe , which the prudent 
Phyfic'tan is to draw forth , and ufe as the nature and 
necefity of his occafion requires. The which we have 
already done in Our Pharmacopeia Londineilfts, 
hitherto of the Phyfiologick Part of Phyjtck ; the 
Pathologick/o//^. 

X X. nxdcKoyiwh, in rerum preter naturam con- 
/iftit. Wherein is confidered the General Method 
of Indications of Difeafes , Diagnoflick, ^Etiolo- 
gick, and Prognoftick. 

XXL The Diagnofticks, jhew (jiot fo much Jim? 
ply the Signs of Difeajes, as) the Signs of the vari¬ 
ous Caufes, whereby the caufe may be known and un- 
de r flood : for if the Difeafe be known by its Pa- 
mognomick Signs , yet if the Cauje be not under- 
jleod , the Cure will be very doubtfully attempted $ 
for the* Medicaments for removing of the Di¬ 
feafe , mufi be contemperated , according to the Na¬ 
ture, Variety , and Mixture of Caufes ejfetting. 
k X XIL The i€tioiogicks , fkew the feveral and 

various 
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various Caujes of Difeafe s , according to their feve- 
ral Kinds or Differences : for as one Difeafe may 
have feveral Caujes from which it may arife ; fo 
the Jevcral Kinds or Differences of it , will yet 
have different Caufes from the first , either fimple 
or mixed, according to the Symptoms and Complica¬ 
tion of the Difeafe. 

XXIII. The Prognofticks , are deduced from 
the Symptomatick Appearances of the Difeafe; 
whence , according to the Strength and Vigor of the 
Sick , the Vehtmency or Remifsnefs of the Symp¬ 
toms , and their various alterations or changes , the 
Fhyfician is made able to judge , whether the Difeafe 
may be curable or not , or probably may end in Life 
or Death. The Therapeuticks , now remain to be 
conftdered. 

XXIV. medendi rationem Dicta, 
Chyrurgia , Pharmaciaque prxfcribit. Herein u 
confide red the General Indications of Cure , Dixte- 
tick, jChyrurgick, and Pharmaick. 

XXV. Hygieinc,or the Diaetetick Cure, is con* 
fidered in a twof old refpett. i. As it has relation 
to the prefervation of Health , or prevention of 
Difeajes, confirming in the true Knowledge and right 
Government of the Body in rejpett to the fix Non¬ 
naturals. a. As it has relation to the Government 
and Diet of the difeafed. 

XXVI. Chyrurgia, or Chyrurgery, teaches the 
Names , Numbers , Kinds , Parts affetted , Signs, 
Caufes, Judgments , and particular ways of Curing 
all external Difeafes ; As i. Tumors, i. Wounds. 
3. Ulcers. 4. Fradures. f. And Difldcations. 
Together with the Names, Numbers > Defer iptions\ 

and 
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» and feveral Z/fes of all the Chyrurgick Inftru- 
ments; and the Method of Pollicination or Embal- 
ji ming, whether Ancient, as the Egyptian and JewiJh; 
« or Modern, as the Greek, Roman'or Englifx. 

XXVII. Pharmaica, the Pharmaicks commonly 
* and properly with us called Phyfick, is that which 
teaches us the Names, Kinds, Parts affetted, Signs , 
i Caufes, Judgments , and various ways of Curing of 
all Internal Difeofes, whether General or Particular , 
Acute or Chronick, happening to the Bodies of Men , 
Women, and Children. 

XXVIII. Thus in fhort have we run through) 
the whole Art of Phyfick in its principal Branches 
(to defend to particulars in this place we cannot) 
wherein you mujt note, that the NAMES, i. Of 
the Principal Parts of Mans Body. i. Of Difea- 
fes. 3. Of Herbs, Plants and Trees. 4. Of Mi¬ 
nerals, as Metals, Semi-metals, Stones, and Earths. 
f. Of Animals, as Birds, Beafis, Serpents , Fijhes , 
and Infells, are to be known, learned, and under food 
in Greek, Latin, and Englifh, that the Induflrious 
Art if may be the more ready for the reading and 
underfunding of Authors: And withal, that he be 
knowing and skilful, in all the Icons or Figures ufed 
•n the Medical Learning, whether Anatomical,Chy- 
rurgical, Phytological, Zoological, or Chymical, 
that he may not be impofed upon by any Medicafter 
pretending to our Art. 

XXIX. In order therefore for the more Ex - 
1 *ifite and Honourable Study and Prallice of thefe 
Artsphe young Phyfcian , ought Firft, to be through¬ 
ly limed in all the preceding Branches of the 
fame, and that he might be the - * 4 ' 1 M 
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complifoed for it , he ought to revolve Antiquity ; to 
examine and fcrutinize the various Judgments and 
Obfervations of the moft Eminent Phyficians , and 
daily read all the more approvable Authors ex- ! 

tant . 

XXX. Secondly, He ought to draw up the fum 
of his diffufedKnowledge into a Jhort and fuccintt 
Method , that he may not only know how to apply Pre¬ 
cepts to his Practice ; but alfo he able to jujlife 
his P raft ice by the Precepts of the Art , and the 
Opinions of the Great Mafiers of the fame ; not for¬ 
getting all this while , to make ufe of his own Judg¬ 
ment and Reafon, in all his practical Conclufions . 

XXXI. Thirdly , He ought to be knowing in 

all manner of Drugs , that he may not only tell what 
their Names are, but he judge of their Goodnefs, 
Virtues and Ztfes , and be able to make a choice of , 
the befi y if necefitated thereto. *■ 

XXXII. Fourthly, He ought alfo to fpend £ 
fome time,at leaf a year or two , with an Apothecary, 
that he may not only dijpence the Compofetion of i 
Medicines , but be verfed in their Preparations and 1 
Mechantck mixtures , which though thofe things may j 
at firfi feew below the Dignity of a Phyfician , yet 1 
this he is to underftand y that he fhall never be an 
aide Art.ifi without it. 

. XXXIII. Fifthly , He ought to live at leaf a 
year with fome able Chymifl,and go through an ample . I 
Cvnrfe of Chymifiry ; not that it is requift for him 
to make and prepare every Medicine, which Ghymijls 
have taught in their Books ; but* that he ought atlu- 
ally to go through every kind of. Procefs , and per¬ 
form the operation with his own hand. And thus 

h \ 
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by knowing how to make one Medicine of that kind, 
he will know how to make an hundred of the fame ; 
whereby he will conceive the Myflery , Nature and 
Reafon of the Art , and from thence ., as out of a 
Store-houfe, fetch the Preparation of any Medica¬ 
ment whatfoever, at pie a fur e. 

XXXIV. Sixthly , He ought not only to read 
Anatomy conftantly , but alfo frequently to fee Dif- 
fell ions; and thence , partly by his Reading, partly 
from his own Qbfervations,to draw up a kind of Ana¬ 
tomical Scheme , that the complete Idea of the whole 
Humane Frame , being conflantly in his Mind, he 
may be the more able to contemplate Difeafes, fearch 
out their hidden Caufes, and to prepare ft and pro¬ 
per Medicaments for the dure. 

XXXV. Seventhly, He ought conflantly in 
the Summer time to Herbarize , that he may at 
fight know the Herb and its kind , from the pre¬ 
fence of which , the Virtues , Natures , and Qualities 
thereof will prefent them]elves to his Mind, where¬ 
by the Power and Energie of the Art will [as it 
were) by degrees be implanted in his Soul. 

XXXVI. Eighthly, He ought to fpendtwo 
years at leafl with a Practical Chyrurgzon , that he 
may fee, and withal help to perform all the Manual 
Operations of Qhyrurgery; and that if pojfible in an 
Hofpital , where he will conftantly fee great Varie¬ 
ty. Without this Knowledge , let him pretend what 
he will , and ufe all the Industry he can, he will be 
but an imperfett Mafter of his Art . 

XXXVII. Ninthly, Thefe things being done y 
before ever he adventures to give or preferibe any 
Medicament of his own , he ought to live two or 

three 
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three years with fame eminent Phy fician, and a 
man of P rad ice, where he is to vifit the Patient, 
ohferve the Difeafe, and its Symptoms, fcrutinize in¬ 
to the Caufe, take notice of his Mafler’s Prefcripti- 
ons, and make Ohfervations of the Ejfeds of every 
Dofe , how it wrought , and the Operation upon that 
Conjlitution ; all which things he ought conjtantly to 
commit to writing, that by revolving the fame he 
may (when he comes to praftije) be able to do the 
lire . Hitherto of the Method of Studying, and 
coming to the knowledge of the Art of Phyftck : it 
now only remains to give Dir ell ions to a young Phy- 
fician, how he fhould manage the P rad ice there - 

of- 

XXXVIII. As to the PraSice of Pbyfick, this 
is to be under flood,t hat the Learned Phy fician ufes 
not fo much Levity, as to try all forts of Medicines 
which Phyftdans have in their Books prefcribed, 
nor dften to change their Medicaments ; he that 
fhall do fo, jhall never know the true worth of any 
one , but be always to feek. Whereas if he be a 
man of good Judgment, and able to make a Choice, 
he may by his Diligence in Reading be able to draw 
out a feled number of the mofl approvable , which 
may anfwer all the Operations and Intentions of 
Phyfick, and abfolve the whole P rad ice of the 
fame. 

XXXIX. With the conflant ufe of thefe he will 
get Credit, and in a fhort time be able to know tru¬ 
ly, whatever they will do; whereas otherwife , he 
would never be able to judge or know the true Worth 
of a Medicament. 

XL. But whereas things are beft taught by Ex- 
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ample , We will here exhibit a Catalogue of fuch as 
we conftantly make ufe of in our P rati ice, and have 
tried their Ejfetls for more than twenty years lafi 
paft. Andthefe we always keep ready prepared by 
us , being in a manner the very fub fiance of what 
we pratltfe withal , except fome few Arcana, which 
ive are not yet willing to difeover to the World: 
Their Compofitions, Preparations, Virtues, Ufes, 
and Doles , you may find at large in the Fifth E- 
dition of Our Polygraphice, lately emitted to the 
World. 

XLI. Thefe Medicines are wholly falulrious, 
and beneficial to the Body , of a fmall price , and 
admirable againft the Difeafes fpecified\ They will 
be of excellent ufe for all Travellers , Soldiers, 
Sea-men, and fuch like , who cannot attend upon a 
Cure , but are forced to go about their Bufinefs. 

XLII. Thefe things may be taken to Sea with 
them, where they will fiand them in great / lead , in 
all Sea-ficknefles, fickly Seafons, Agues, Scurvies, 
Poxes, Gouts, Poyfons, Fluxes, Feavers, Calen¬ 
tures, and other Difeafes, commonly attending y Ar¬ 
mies , Camps , and fuch as go to Sea : By the ufe 
of thefe things , efpecially in Scurvies , Dropfies, 
Gouts, Rheumatifras, Agues, leavers, Calentures, 
Fluxes, Worms, Intolerable Pains, &c. almojl in - 
credible Cures have been done. The like to this 
may any Phyfician do for himfelf , if this pleafes 
him not.

CHAP. i. 

Of Fevers in General, 


\ i. 

A Lmoft all Mortal Men, 
in Helmont's Opinion, 
have been took away by 
the Cruelty of Fevers, 
either Simple, or Complicate and 
Malign. Therefore I believe that 
He was not much out of the Way 
who called Fevers, which at tins 
Day deftroy almoft the third Part 
of Mankind, the moft common 
and ul'ual Difcafe, Hipocrates, 
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lib. de FI at thus, confirms the fame 
to be true in his Time: And alfo 
Helmont in Tr. de Febribus num. 
I . faying, Altbo a Fever be moft 
familiar to us, yet it is it that 
chiefly fattens our Church-Tards t 
and lays IVaJl our Camps. Scarce 
any Man dies without a Fever y 
cries the Poet, intimating, that it 
is the moft General Diftemper. 
And feeing, that belides Intermit¬ 
tent, Peliilcntial, and Spotted Fe¬ 
vers, others daily rage amonglt us: 
for that Reafon die credulous Ig- 
A a n noraucc 
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horance of the Romans thought| 
that a Eever-was-a Goddefs, and,e- 
redcd Temples to its Hqpcwjjrjas \ 
Valerius Maximus iiic} f \fitih- , 
Tiimtjy memorabSCap. Vfdoeste- 
ftifie; perhaps left it (hould hurt . 
them and afflitft the Bbdy. -' Sure- 
ly no Goddefs, but the 

Microcofm hath forced its way on 
every lide through all Societies, j 
This Lemxan Hydra fpares no j 
Age;-Country, or Sex, but is de- j 
ftru&ive and cruel to all. But J 
Intermittents are more favourable, ] 
than thofe* that bum with conftant 
Fires. For it is not fo grievous to 1 
be tormented ^nd tortured atcer- j 
tain Times, or every other Day, jj 
as to be continually and always fo. 
But of all thefe we (hall treat in j 
Order. 

§• 

A Fever, both amongft the 
Latins and Greeks, feems to 
ha*-c took its Name from Heat. 
The Latins derive it from the Verb I 
Ferbco , which is the fame with ; 
Ferveo , to be hot. For it is a cer- j 
tain Heat or Effcrvefcency, where¬ 
by the Body is in a Flame, or vio¬ 
lently hot; although Parace/fus, 
lib.i. Param.c. 6. Tom. I. writes, 
That its Name is erroneoully de¬ 
rived from Pleat, for that it is a 
Sign' of the Difeafe, not of the 
Matter or Caufe. By the^Greeks 
it is called mrfljof, ami n 7tvp)i, 
that is, from Fire, or Vefuvian 
Flames, ferv Heat and Burning.. 
Willis lays that a Fever has its I 
Derivation from the Word febru- j 
urn, or Oll-fcouring, which comes 
from the Verb ferveo ; for he fays, ; 
tills Word belt iits every fort of j 
Fever, in that the Blood in this J 
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Difeafe does ferment, and by its 
Heat,like new Wort that is a work¬ 
up is purged from the Lees. Some 
will have it to be derived from /<rr- 
beo, ferbis, and by Tranfpofition 
febru. Others by the Word fe- 
bruum (as may be feen in Varro) 
underftand a Purgament or Filth. 
For thofe expiatory Sacrifices which 
were offered for Purgation or Pu¬ 
rification-Sake were called februa, 
as Ovid, 1. 1 . Fajlorum, tings, 

Februa Romani dixire piamina 
Panes. 

From whence foitie Pretenders 
to Phyiick do barbaroufly call a 
Fever, Sangiiipurgium, or a Pur- 
ger of the Blood. The Ancients 
alfo gave it the Name dinnerquera, 
according to Luctlius the Poet 

Suerquera confequitur febris, 
capitifq, dolores. 

It may alfo be called Turbatio 
Sanguinis, or a Troubling of the 
Blood, becaufe the Elfence and For¬ 
mal Caufe of all Fevers, confifts 
in the difordered Mixtion of the 
Blood. But I am unwilling to 
dwell fo long upon Words, and 
prefer the Shell before the Kernel. 
For from thefe Etymologies idle 
Wits raife many Difputcs and Con¬ 
tentions. Thus the Latins have al¬ 
ways derived a Fever from Heat. 
But the Germans, on the other 
Hand,call it a Shaking or Shivering. 

For if a Fever does conlift in 
Heat alone, then Shaking Agues, 
which we obferve to be very fre¬ 
quent, cannot be called Fevers. 
For Cold and Heat are not the Fe¬ 
ver, but rather the Eflaft of it ; as 
Belmont lias very well obferved. 
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when he fays, That Heat is only a 
Symptom of the Fever, not the 
Fever it felf. But feeing that Names 
do not always declare the Nature of 
the Thing, wc will not therefore 
infill any longer upon them. 

Definition. 

A S to the Definition of a Fever 
in Generafthei&aUnifts define it 
A preternatural Heat of the whole 
Body, caufed by the various Dif- 
pofition of the four Humours. Or, 
which is the fame thing, they de- 
feribe it, by a hot and dry Intem¬ 
perature. Hence Hippocrates , to¬ 
wards the end of his Book de Natu- 
ra humana , laies, That all Fevers 
arife from Clioler; and many 
Ghymifts deduce them from Sul¬ 
phur alone. Others, who think 
they have hit the Nail on the Head, 
define a Fever by a preternatural 
Heat. 

By QBUlUtf and his Followers it is 
defined, A Fermentation or Ef- 
fervefcency rifen in the Mafs of 
Blood. And in his Treatife of Fe¬ 
vers, not far from the Beginning, he 
writes thus; “A Fever is aFer- 
“ mentation or immoderate Efi'er- 
“ vefcency brought upon the Blood 
“ and Humours. So that accor¬ 
ding to this excellent Author, it 
confills in a notable EJfervefcency 
of the Blood and Humours. 

iptlraont explains the Nature of 
a Fever by the Accenhon of the 
Archeus ; and fays, That it 
is an Impurity of one Part of 
the Archeus , which therefore is af- 
fe&ed with Anger and Indignation 
and raifes fuch Motions. 

But deferibes Fevers by a 

preternatural Etiervefcency happen¬ 
ing in the Duodenum ainongtt the 
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Juyces that meet together there, 
which Eficr vefcency he does not de¬ 
ny to be afterwards augmented in 
the Heart. 

'Barbtttc will have it to confift 
in the encreafed Circulation of the. 
Blood, and alferts, That it is a 
certain Alteration in the Blood, and 
efpecially in its quickned Motion. 

There arealfo ©cl)tcs,who think 
a Fever to con lilt in the Coagulati¬ 
on and Stoppage of the Motion of 
the Blood. 

©aractlftts with his Crew of 
Chymiltsfay, That it confifts in 
the Burning of Sulphur and Nitre, 
or that it is an Univerfel Inflamma¬ 
tion of the vital Balfam, and Mercu¬ 
ry. Whereupon fomeChymiflsdeny 
that it’s Ellcnce does confift in a 
hot Intemperature, as an Accident, 
but rather in a certain Subftance. 

©tbcM define it by an Ebulliti¬ 
on of the Blood and Humours. 

There are alfo fonts, who pretend 
that a Fever has its Original and 
Rife from thofe Globules, which 
were difeovered in the Blood by 
Mr. Ltcwenhab. 

feck for the Caufe in a 
vitious Acid coagulating the Blood, 
and fixing it in the Heart. 

©there blame the Ataxy of the 
Animal Spirits, which in their O- 
pinion, does occafion this Difea'fe: 

From what has been faid it may 
appear how intricate and doubtful 
the true Caufe and Elfence of Fevers . 
hath hitherto been. Infomuch that 
it is known to few in what \ lace - 
the febrile Matter does infallibly re¬ 
side, and in what Acid or Humour 
it doth precifely confift, a s Hcl- 
mont in his Tradl of Fevers, not 
far from the Beginning, teftifies: 

A Fever is a Difeafe that is known 
even from the very firft Invalion: 
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but as to it'4 Caufes, Manner of 
producing, Place of its Aboad or 
Remedies, Phyficians are altoge¬ 
ther in the dark. 

But now to a& our own part in 
this difficult Bufinefs; C5tc, with 
flie Cmrltm*, defcribe Fevers by 
a moreorlefs diforder’d Mixtion of 
the Blood,with an Ataxy and Ex- 
candefcence of the Animal Spirits, 
■Which according to the Diverfity 
of incongruous Particles, thatcom- 
pofethe Blood and cirailating Hu¬ 
mours, become of a various Nature 
and Difpolition. 

When therefore a certain Hu¬ 
mor, endued with a fermentative 
Quality, quite contrary to the 
Motion and Mixtion of the Blood, 
is perpetually, from it’s Store- 
tfoufir in which it is heaped up by 
fittle and little, carried to the Heart; 
or only before a total Apyrexy 
happens; and the forme? Portion of 
the febrile Matter not as yet altoge¬ 
ther attenuated, nor fubdued by 
the Blood,otthruft out of the Bo¬ 
dy,is carried-to the bloody Mafs with 
, tr.e other circulating Humors, and 
by irritating the little Fibres of the 
Heart, haftensthe Diforder of the 
Animal Spirits; then it is that a 
Continual Periodical Fever is pro¬ 
duced. But if the Blood upon 
fa ne Occa‘ion do ferment, and its 
Parts be fo inordinately moved that 
it can,fcarce in many Days be redu¬ 
ced to its banner orderly Motion, 
then by Reason ot the confuted 
Mixtion thereof, and the corrupt 
Tril>e (as the Vulgar exprefs it) of 
grievous Symptoms depending 
thereon, we lay the Patient has 
g">t a ('-.ntnnul Fever. Ail'd in 
r i' co.itfilithe Elfential “Difference 
IvenVix* Continual znd Intermittent 
ones. - T-nat you may the better 
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imprint thefe Things in your Mind, 
you may take notice. That our 
Blood does fo long retain a due and 
exadt Mixtion, as thofe indefinite 
Parts thatconfritute itfperhaps fuch 
as Wine is compounded of J dofo 
mutually touch one another, that 
the fubtle Matter that fills up all 
the little Spaces an maintain a due 
Agitation of thefe Parts, and fuch 
as is agreeable to ourNaturerbutif a 
foreign aethereal Matter flow in, this 
Union is deftroyed,and the Parts are 
all more or lefsas it were relaxated, 
and other Interftiees and unufual 
Pores are formed amongft the fluid 
Parts. And from hence proceed fo 
many Fevers and inordinate Moti¬ 
ons and Fermentations of the Hu¬ 
mors, and efpecially of the Blood. 
For by the adlive Corpufcles alone. 
Salt, Sulphur, and Spirit, the 
Phenomena of Fevers cannot be 
explained, becaufe nothing is mo¬ 
ved ofit felf, but has its Motion 
from fomething elfe. Therefore we 
affirm that the Motion of all the 
Particles that con It itute the Blood, 
is from a molt fubtle aethereal Mat¬ 
ter,which fillseven the leaftlntervals, 
and all the intelligible Pores, and 
exagitatesthe various Particles with 
various Motions. Furthermore,the 
Blood has this in commop with 
Wine, that at (bme Times of the 
Year it is more exagitated than at 
others. 

From what has beenfaid it may 
eafily be concluded, That the EC- 
fence and formal Caufe of all Fevers 
doesconfift in the confuted Mixtion 
of the Blood, and the Perturbati¬ 
on of the Animal Spirits thence 
proceeding. Yet every Thing 
which is mixt with the Blood, does 
not forthwith caufe a Fever, but 
only that which is of a fermentative 
Nature, 
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Nature, that is, which difturbsthe 
Mixtion of the Blood j of which 
more hereafter when we (hall fpeak 
oftheCaufe. 

§• 3- 

T HE antftnw affirm That 
there are divers Sorts of Fe¬ 
vers, fome in the Spirits, fome in 
the Blood, and laftly, fome in the 
Jolid Parts. 

The firftthey call Ephemeras 
or Diaries , that is, Fevers that 
continue but one Day: to the fe- 
cond they give the Name of Pu¬ 
trid ; and the third they call He- 
to which alfo they add the 
Plague, malignant Fevers, and 
fome other Difeafes of the whole 
Subltance, as they call them. 

But ■SvdlUtns not content with 
this Number, hath found out fome 
more, to which he gives divers 
Names, as, when it is accompanied 
with a Vomiting, he calls it a Vo¬ 
mitory Fever; when it is occafion’d 
by often going to Stool, he calls it 
a Cacatory one, &c. but Entities 
are not to be multiplied without 
Nece.Tity: for it is fufficient that 
all the Symptoms be obferved, af¬ 
ter which it is altogether unprofi¬ 
table to make divers Species of 
thcm,lince they all differ only gra¬ 
dually. They are therefore either 
Intermittent or Continual. 

There are many and other Diffe¬ 
rences, which are,as it were,fubordi- 
nate, as from the Time oftheln- 
valion they are either • Vernal or 
Autumnal, fome are Unottdian, 
fome Tertian, fome Quartan, 8 cc. 
others' are Benign, others Malign. 
For according to the Diverfity of 
the Nature of thofe acid febrile 
Particles which varioufly di.turb 
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the Mixture of the Blood, divers 
Sorts of Fevers are produced. 

How Putrid Fevers differ from 
non-Putrid, Authors have not ex¬ 
plained. It is true indeed that 
they fay that in the Putrid there 
is an unequal Pulfe; but this is 
only becaufe the Drops of Blood 
that enter the Heart, are not all 
alike badly mixt; which ho wever 
makes nothing to the real diffe¬ 
rence of Fevers. 

In 2) or Opinion Fevers only dif¬ 
fer in Degrees, as the Blood is more 
or lefs dillurbed; and hence the 
Cure it felf differs according to the 
Degrees of efficaciousMedicamentJ. 
They differ alfo ( as to the Proxi¬ 
mate and Remote Caufe; for fome 
have theirRifefrom the corrupt and 
acid Chyle difordering the Blood ; 
others immediately from the Air, 
8 ec. Again they differ as to their 
Symptoms, the Cure of which is 
to be attempted as Nece.Tity urges. 
The fweetnefs which we have often 
obferved in the Mouths of Febrici- 
tants, is an Argument that the 
Blood is not vitiated with any 
Thing that is acid or bitter. Where¬ 
fore it is none of the worft Signs- 

§. 4 . Fart affected. 

I T is a great controverfy and ve¬ 
ry dubious what the Srlyeel of 
a Fever is, whilft fome. especially 
the Ancients, make the Branches of 
the Vena Porta to be the Foun¬ 
tain of it; others the greater and 
more principal Veins and Arteries 
of the Liver ; fome the greate t 
VeTels of the B’ood, and thofe 
that are next the Heart; many o- 
thers, both of the Ancients rncj 
Moderns, make that noble Vifcus 
the Heart, as to it‘Humors, Spi- 
Aaa 3 * fits 
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rits and (olid Parts, to be the on¬ 
ly and true Subject of it; which 
they prove from this, Becaufe the 
Albion of the Heart, to wit, the 
Pulfe, is hurt, which many in this 
Diftemper reckon the only Sign of 
a Fever. Sylvius accufes the Duo¬ 
denum. Others, efpecially Hel- 
mont , blame the upper Orifice of 
the Stomach. Molt Phylicians 
make the Iefs Principal Subjed: 
ofFeverstobethe Mafs of Blood, 
or rather, the whole Body; for 
fuch Heat as is produced by the 
Heart, fuch is received by the other 
Parts,which, like Subjeds, undergo 
the fame Fortune with their King. 
But the firit Paflages, as the Ven¬ 
tricle, Mefentery, Pancreas , and 
other Glandules, alfo the Vi jeer a 
appointed to elaborate and perfed 
the Chyle, many of which, having 
their Tone relaxed, beget nothing 
but acid Crudities, are faid to be 
the Subjed of the Caufe. 

We in fhort, make the Subjed 
of a Fever to be all the Parts and 
Vefccra , wherefoever there are a- 
nyfmall Pipes, and alfo the ner¬ 
vous or fibrous Thread which is 
obvious everywhere in the Body. 
Neither do we exe mpt the Head; 
nor the Sanguiferous and Lympha- 
tick Veflels; nor the Chylii'erous, 
in which often thofe acid and fecu¬ 
lent Particles are wont to lurk; no, 
nor fo much as even the cutaneous 
Glandules, becaufe that favage and 
febrile Acid is alfo fomcti r.es wont 
to lodge in thefe. That the Serum 
is often the Receptacle of this Acid, 
I was convinced by experience in 
my Eldeft S 9 n, who when he was 
five years of Age, having took a 
Do<e of pAcrcunus dulcis for the 
Worms, wasprefently feized with 
a very great Salivation; wliich, af- 
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ter that 1 had given him Opiats, and 
efpecially Tberiaca Ccelejiis , im¬ 
mediately ceafcd, but he fell into 
a tertian Ague; then after Univer- 
fals, giving him Anti-Febrificks the 
Fever withdrew, but the Salivati¬ 
on returned; a Month after I gave 
him Opiats again, and he fell a fo- 
cond Time into a Fever; then, 
laying alidc Opiats, I made ufe of 
Purgers and Dryers, a Decodion of 
the Woods with their EiTence, and 
fo, God be praifed, he was happily 
reltored to has former Health. For 
the Lympha retained in the Body 
becomes acid, which afterwards 
being communicated to the Mafs 
of Blood diforders it and makes it 
ferment. 

5 . Diagttoflick. 

7 E will here in few 
V V Words, give the Signs 
of a Fever in General, referring 
tho r e, which difeover a Fever in 
Special, or this, or that particular 
Fever, to another Place. But 
whatever Authors fay of Cold and 
Shaking, they have left us no 
Marks whereby to know what Spe¬ 
cies a Fever is of, before that it 
h^th made its period or Circuit of 
Intention and Remilfioa 

A Preternatural frequent Pulfe 
is accounted a Pathognomonick or 
infeparable Sign of a Fever; but 
I have obferved the fame alfo in 
other Difeafes when there was no 
Fever, as in Faintings, Convulfions, 
Epilepfy, Jaundice, &c. and alfo 
the Pulfe is always fwift in Infants. 
After thefe the Pnyficians bring in 
great Wcarinefs, Stretching, Yawn¬ 
ing, Cold and Heat, Pain of the 
Head and Loins, Vomiting and 
Lofs of Appetite, all which Signs 
may 
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may notwithftanding be obferved 
in the Beginning of other Difeafes, 
to wit, when the Animal Spirits 
do not irradiate the Parts as they 
ought; for from hence follow 
thefe above named Symptoms. But 
■when a Phy Asian hath obferved the 
Type of a Fever accompanied 
with the forefaid Symptoms, he 
may cerainly know what particular 
Species it is of; Therefore he will 
do well to attend diligently to 
thefe Things, left he undergo the 
Calumnies pf the Vulgar. Altho 
thefe conjunct Signs do, for the 
moft Part, one way or other (hew, 
that there is a Fever; yet they do 
not difcover of what Particular Sort 
it is. For the Heat in Fevers fome- 
times is excelfive, in fome ’tis mild 
according as the tremulous Motion 
of the little Fibres is more or lefs 
encreafed by the fluid Particles. 
There is often a vehement Pain of 
the Head by reafon of the great 
Diforder of the Blood, and the 
Abundance of rigid Particles, and 
a too great Fermentation. Al¬ 
io there is a great and frequent 
Pulfe, becaufe of the augmented 
Fermentation, and violent Influx 
pf the Animal Spirits into the 
Heart. 

§. 6. Caufe. 

A L L Phyficians agree that a 
Fever has its proper Caufe , 
but becaufe moft of them f with¬ 
out Envy be it fpoken) are confii- 
fed and obfcurc in the Bulinefs, it 
ismanifelt that it ftill lies buried in 
the dark. 

The ancient*, efpecialty they 
that are Defenders of the Galenical 
Putrefaction, explain thefe Fevers 
by the four Humors fuppofed tp 
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exift in the Blood (in which, ac¬ 
cording to Hippocrates , there are a 
ThoufandJ which they fay do pu- 
trefie in the larger Veflels, and 
that Phlegm putrefies every Day, 
yellow Clsoler every third Day in- 
clufively, and black. Choler every 
fourth Day. So likewife from 
thefe Humors they derive all putrid 
Fevers; for by the putrefying of 
thefe Humors, and the Vapors that 
exhale from them, they explain 
the Heat and Cold, yea all the 
Symptoms of Fevers. Thus the 
Humor putrefying in thefe Veffels, 
enflames the natural Heat of the 
Heart and turns it into a preterna¬ 
tural or fiery one; whether it be 
from fomething within tire-Body, 
as ObftruCtions, Putref ;Chpns,Hu-. 
mors and hot Vapors tent to the 
Heart or fomething without the 
Body, as Heat, of the Air, Sun, &c. 
And thus do they define a Fever 
in General by a hot and dry hi? 
temperature. 

§• 7- 

T HE Chymical Bttajdp* 
do contend that Fevers do 
not arife fo much from the Flu.?, 
mors, as nitro fulphurgpus Impu¬ 
rities; affirming that the Humors 
cannot be enflamed of thcmfelves, 
but that whatever is enflamed is of 
the Nature of Sulphur. For Para* 
celfus himfelf doth atteft , That 
the peccant Matter in Fevers is Sul? 
phurand Salt-Petre. But in ano¬ 
ther Place, he fays, That a Fevep 
arifes from the ObftruCtions of 
the Spirit of Life, and that the 
Caufe pf all Fevers is an Oppilation, 
which turns to PutrefaChon. 
Therefore the followers of Paracel - 
fus do explain the Caufes of Fever; 
Aaa 4 ’ 
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(according to his Principles) by 
Sulphur, Mercury and Salt conglo¬ 
merated here and there in the Visce¬ 
ra. Others elegantly deduce the 
Generation of them from vitriola- 
ted acid Salts, if they ferment with 
lixivious Salts and Sulphur: Like 
as when Oyl of Vitriol is mixed 
with Oyl of Turpentine, and 
when Nitre is mixt with Vitriol 
for the making of Aqua forfi's, or 
when Water is poured upon quick 
Lime, or when Aqua fortif is 
poured upon Silver. 

8 . 

H ®lmont aferibes the whole 
Work to the ferment of the 
Stomach corrupted and itrayed out 
of its Precinds. and thereby irri¬ 
tating the Archats ; and faitH, 
That the Matter does not f?u 3 u- 
ate in the Blood, but flicks in¬ 
wardly to the Veliels, and that the 
Archcus alone is the Caufe of every 
Fever. For he faith, That the fe¬ 
brile Bias doth firltraife a Cold- 
nefs, and after (hat a Heat in the 
Ar chcus: for according to him, 
the Ar chef is will flir up febrile 
Shiverings, Colds and Heats, but 
not the peccant Matter. Arid for 
this Reafon, as he (ays, Tract, dc 
Teh. c. 5.' n. 4. when a Eone is out 
of joint, forthwith the Parents 
Teeth chatter, and he is troubled 
with a Shivering*. N. 14.. he fays, 
Tnat the Gall does regularly 
change the Chyle of the Stomach 
from acid to (alt, but that in Fe¬ 
vers if changes it prepofteronfiy in¬ 
to bitter Alfo cap. 10. n. 1. he 
alferts, That Continual and In¬ 
termittent Fevers have one and the 
fame Seat; and that the Difference 
does not rife from their changing 
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their Places, or from the Nature 
of their Lodgings, but only upon 
the Account of , the Occafional 
Matter. Likewife alfo Cap. 11 . 
n. 8. he fays, The occafional Caufe 
of Fevers, and the Matter is firft. 
In the Lift Digeftion of the Ali¬ 
ment, whilft that the folid Parts 
do affimilate the Nutriment into 
themfelves out of the Blood, it 
happens very often that there are 
Alterations, and, as it were, pre¬ 
posterous Abortions. Therefore 
. this degenerating Aliment,undergo¬ 
ing various incongruous Shapes,does 
aho beget divers Fevers. The 
other occafional Caufe of Fevers, 
according to him, is a Recrement 
or liquid Ordure,, drawn by the 
Meferaic Veins oat of the Extremi¬ 
ties of the larger Inteftines. If the 
Recrement be carried obliquely to 
another Place (which ought natu¬ 
rally to pifs by Ur in'J it caufes 
a continual Fever. _ But when the 
Aliment degenerates in the Paf- 
fage of the Lift Digeftion, for the 
molt Part if is milder and inlipid, 
and therefore caufts Intermittcnts, 
which continue the longer accor¬ 
ding as the Matter of them is the 
more glutinbhs':', But the Recre¬ 
ment is the 1 fiefeef, and therefore 
doth raifethe more grievous conti¬ 
nual Fevers, and which come the 
fooner to a Period. Or thefe two 
Excrements, or the two. occafio- 
nal Caufes when they confpire to¬ 
gether, do bring forth Eptala\ 
femi-tertians, Baltard-Tertians, il¬ 
legitimate and erratick Fevers. 
Therefore the Intermittent require 
Itrongcr Inciders than the Conti¬ 
nual do, becaufe they have a more 
obltinateand more glutinous occa- 
fionr .1 Matter which grows inward¬ 
ly to the Veffels. But if that Ali¬ 
ment 
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ment degenerate above tire Liver, 
it raifes various Apoftems, but 
not primary Fevers; and becaufe 
in an Inflammation the Cruor , 
or the Aliment of the folid Parts 
degenerates into Pus, it alfo necef- 
farily brings a Fever. And after 
it is come to the Height the Trou¬ 
ble and Pain is the lets, as in Conti¬ 
nual Fevers, and then either a Cri- 
fis or Abfcefs is at Hand. 

Therefore Helmont , as we hare 
already faid, aflerts, That Fevers 
arife from a peccant Matter, which 
being once exiftent in the Body, the 
Spirit of the Members or Archeus 
doth enflame it felf by its own Ex- 
candefcence, and being too much 
elevated, is extremely troublefome. 
But he does not fay that there is 
any Heat in the peccant Matter, 
bccaufe if there were, it would 
a<£t more violently near at Hand 
than at a Diltance; Nay, that 
a dead Carcafs, in which dots 
remain a putrid Matter that grows 
hot by putrefying, would be hot. 
This therefore only occafionally 
heats, after the Manner of a Thom, 
which occafionally caufes a Heat 
and -Tumor: Not becaufe the 
Thorn heats, but in that the Spirit 
of the Members, that is, the Ar- 
cbeus , doth enflame it felf, in ftri- 
ving to expel the occafional Mat¬ 
ter, as if it were a Thom. Who¬ 
ever takes this away, whether by 
hot Things or cold, he wholly roots 
out the dileafe, and thereby the ra¬ 
ging of this Spirit is appeafed. 

Therefore a Fever, according to 
this Author, is, not barely the Vio¬ 
lence of Heat, but the occafional 
Matter, at the Appulfe of which, 
the Archeus , as if it were enraged, 
enflames it felf. He fays, That the 
Thom has its Seat in the firft Shops, 


from the Pylorus through the Duo- 
dcnum,a\\d the manifolaVclfels that 
are there, the Inteftines and Veins 
of the Mefentery, the Spleen even 
to the Liver; But that the nearer 
to the Mouth of the Stomach thefe 
Annoyances are, they are the more 
troublefome, and that afterwards 
more grievous Accidents, as Thirft, 
Want of Appetite, Head-Ach, 
Cams , Watchings, Anxieties do 
enfue. Furthermore Helmont fays. 
That a Fever is not only an expul- 
five or alterative Endeavour, but 
that it is a Part it felf of the Ar- 
chetts enraged at the Prefence of the 
hated Enemy, which is the occa¬ 
fional Caufe. Hence it is manifelt 
that the Eflence of all Fevers does 
confift in the Excandefcence of the 
Archeus , and only differs as to the 
occafional Caufe. In like manner 
the Helmontiam fay. That a Fever 
may alfo arife without an occafio¬ 
nal Caufe, as when the Archeus does 
grow turbulent on its own.accord, 
and upon fome finall Error in¬ 
wardly alfumes to it felf Species of 
Madnefs, and by this Means is di- 
fturbed, and fequeftred from the 
l remaining Part of the Archeus. 
They further add. That this how¬ 
ever is for the molt Part provoked 
by the occafional Caule, which 
is like a Thorn; by meansof which 
the Archeus is moved by its own 
Bias, which it hath from the Soul; 
and this Bias fometimes is fo ele¬ 
vated, that the Archeus feems to 
take Fire. Now, according to our 
Author, thefe Thorns are nothing 
elfe than corrofive fharp Salts, 
proceeding from Indigeliions, by 
the Miniltery of which the Ar¬ 
cheus is eafily enflamed, and it is 
caufed as often as the Blood by vo- 
iatilizating is not ventilated. Or 
alfo 
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alfo the occafional Caufe doth a- 
rife from hence in that the Chyle 
by the Fault of the Stomach, is 
become acid, and being carried in¬ 
to the Veins of the Mefentery 
through the Error of the Duumvi¬ 
rate, does caufe a Fever. 

Now die Reafon, as Helmont 
will have it, why there is a quick pre¬ 
ternatural Pulfe in Fevers, is not 
through any Neceflity of cooling, 
or to expel the fuliginous Vapours, 
but becaufe of a molt fwift DifTi- 
pation of Spirits; for by a more 
fpeedy Pulfe the Reftauration of 
the Spirits is haftened. What Hel¬ 
mont fays of the Caufes of the o- 
ther Symptoms of Fevers, we will 
fliow afterwards when we treat de- 
fignedly of their Symptoms. 

i 9- 

T he famous awm* fyhich 
Opinion Ipoeglann alfo, and 
fterger are of) treads another 
Path, and faith. That a Fever doth 
con lift in a notableEffcrvefcency of 
the Blood and Humors. For he 
affirms, that the Blood in a Fever 
doth mightily and with great Vio¬ 
lence boil: becaufe every Febrici- 
tant(behcnever fo ignorant) com¬ 
plains of the Blood being affedled, 
and of its fermentating in the Vef- 
fels, and as it were, running mad. 
Furthermore, he prefuppoles the 
Juice that irrigates the nervous parts 
and the Brain, to be tranfmitted 
out of the Blood into the Nervous 
Stock by an even motion and a 
certain Circulation,and from thence 
again to be refunded into the Blood: 
which Juice if it receive any Taint 
from the Blood, or is perverted in 
its Motion, is the Authour of Pains, 
Shakings, Convulfions, Deliriums , 
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Phrenzy, and of many Symptoms 
ofthe Nervous Kind. His opinion 
is that the Nutritious Juice or 
Chyme, is fupplyed out of the 
dailyFood,is mixed with the Blood, 
becomes a perfedl Humor,and is by 
it, whilil it circulates, aflimilated 
into it felf; at length, waxing old, 
is feparated and let alide to the 
Nourilhment of the Parts. So 
long.as thefe Mutations are rightly 
perform’d, he thinks that the Blood 
ferments as it ought to do: but if 
thisjuice be not duely maturated 
by the Blood nor ailimilated, but 
confufed and remains in the Blood 
like fome heterogeneous Thing; 
that then a febrile Ebullition hap¬ 
pens,yet not always, but only then 
w hen the Blood is fully faturated. 
Now, he fays, That this Juice is not 
corrupted by its own Fault, or of 
the Vtfcera , but by the Fault of the 
Blood ; for that the Blood when 
rightly difpofed docs fanguifie, but 
if it oo degenerate from its native 
and genuine Difpofition into a 
(harp or auftere one; that then 
alfo the Stock of the Nutritious 
Juice is perverted. 

He does not compound the 
Blood of the four Humors of the 
Dogmatijls, vi\. the Blood Aridi¬ 
ty "fo called, Phlegm , and both 
the Cholers \ but of the five Prin¬ 
ciples of the Chymifts, Spirits , 
Salt, Sulphur , Water and Earth. 
But he thinks that Plilegm and 
both the Cholers, being Recrements 
of the Blood, are Ihut up in their 
proper Receptacles, or in the nar¬ 
row Palfages of the Vijcera , and 
are not mixed with the Blood, and 
therefore cannot be the Caufe of 
a Fever. 

He alfo makes a two fold Fer¬ 
mentation in the Mafs of Blood; 

one 
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one Natural, the other Morbous. 
He drives the natural from a dou¬ 
ble Caufe, from the Crafts of the 
Blood it felf, whichconliftsinadue 
Proportion of Sulphur, Salt, and 
Spirit, and from Hogelandus's Fer¬ 
ment, or Cortes's Fire hid in the 
focus of the Heart, which in a Mo¬ 
ment kindles the Blood that flows 
in thither. The morbous he places 
in the Disproportion of one or more 
of the Principles. 

From the morbous fermentation 
he fays.ThatFevers have thcirBirths, 
and according to the three-fold 
Degree, or Way of Fermentation 
in the Blood, he makes a threefold 
Diflerence of continual Fevers. For 
that either the Spirit alone, or alfo 
the fulphureous and oily Subftance 
does ferment, or that the Blood is 
infe&ed with a poifonous Miafrn. 
From the firft he derives an Ephe¬ 
mera of one or more Days, or a 
Synochus; from the fecona putrid 
Fevers ; from the laft, the Pejh- 
lence. Malignant Fevers, fmall 
Pox, and Measles. 

This Author furthermore makes 
the natural Temperature to be ex¬ 
ceeded by a third preternatural 
Way of Etfervefcency, wherein the 
Blood undergoes an alteration 
which never happens to Wine, 
but very often to Milk; to wit, 
fometimes this liquor is coagulated 
by the morbifick Caufe, fo that its 
Subftance is fcattered and falls to 
pieces, and the thick and terreftrial 
_ Part is Tenanted from the thio: by 
means of which the Blood does not 
well circulate in the Vellels, but 
fome frozen Portions of it being 
apt to ftagnate in the extreme 
Partsorinthe Heart, do interrupt 
or mightily hinder tlic equal and e- 
ven Motion to reftore which greater 
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Effervefccncies than ufual are rai- 
fed in the Blood; fuch as are wont 
to be in a Pleurify, malignant Fe¬ 
vers, 8cc. 

IO. 

S PltJfua, from the various Caufes 
of a preternatural quick Pulfe 
aiting varioufly, fearenes out va¬ 
rious Species and Differences of 
Fevers: the Caufe of which he 
makes the too great and permanent 
Rarefa&ion of the Blood; arifing 
from a ftrong Fire, breaking forth 
by the Etfervefcency of both forts of 
Blood. 

He therefore blames every Thing 
that’s (harp, fometimes an Acid, 
fometimes a lixivio-faline, fome¬ 
times a briny-faline driven through 
the Veins with the Blood to the 
Heart, and inwardly twitching its 
Parenchyma. Alfo every dry Fla¬ 
tulency, carried in like Manner 
with me Blood to the Heart, or 
raifed by the Etfervefcency of the 
Blood in the Heart, and increafing 
the Dilatation of it’s Ventricles. 
Alfo every thing that’s fharp or 
hard in the Pericardium or elfe- 
where, and inwardly gnaws or 
pricks the Heart. 

And to the caufrng of Fevers he 
thinks the Succus Pancreaticus 
does very much contribute, whilft 
fome Part of it ftagnates in one or 
more of the obfttudfed lateral 
Dublin's, and is made (harper by 
its long lying there; for by that 
acid Acrimony it forces it’s Way 
through the more or left vifeid 
Pituita, and whatever occalioos 
that Obftru&ion ; and being pou¬ 
red into die tenue Jntejhnum, and 
-there mixing with Ciiolcr and 
Phlegm makes a vitious Fermenta- 
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tion. So that Sylvius, to be brief, 
will have the Caufe to be, the Suc- 
cm Paucreaticus , made fome 
what tharper by reafou of the Paf- 
fagcs, that are flopped and a vi- 
tious Fermentation thence enfuing; 
which Acid, together with a pre¬ 
dominant lixivial Salt conveyed to 
the Heart through the Ven<e Ln- 
8e*, he concludes to be the Caufe 
of a preternatural Heat there. 

A Phyfician of goo.d Quality 
bears up againtt the Opinion which 
this Praditioner entertains of the 
Pulfe, faying that the Quicknefs 
of it is no true (ign of a Fever, (i) 
Becaufe it is Notorious that the 
Pulfe is very quick in the Cold Fit 
as well as in the Hot, and yet not 
one of the Syhians will affirm that 
the Circulation is augmented in a 
Cold Fit. (l) And that we may 
more accurately underftand this, 
let us conlider what a PuHe is, and 
how it is made: A Pulfe accord¬ 
ing to him is nothing elfe but a very 
quick or Convulfive Motion of tlie 
Heart 8c Arteries. Now the Heart 
is a Mufcle, or rather made up of 
many Mufcles which open and (hut 
dilate and coritrad it And lie 
proves that the Opening or Conftri- 
dion of the Heart, cOmes from 
the Influx or Afflux of the Blood, 
becaufe fo often as the Heart is 
contradcd and freed from Blood, 
fo often does it beat; for the 
Blood does not move the Heart, 
but the Heart receives and fends 
it out again, or rather, difeharges 
it felf, jult as 'Water is pumped out 
of a Pump. So that he reckons 
that a quick of flow. Pdlfecomes 
from nothing elfe but the quicker 
or flower Motion of the Arteries, 
(which Arteries are fo many Pipes 
and Channels that receive and drive 
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on the Blood, nof by Means of 
the Blood it felf, but the little 
Mu r cles, after the fame Way that 
the Heart does) From whence he 
concludes, that the Heart and the 
Arteries may be quickly diftended 
and contraded, tho the Blood be 
thin, hot, and in a very quick -Mo¬ 
tion; nay, thoitbegrofs, cold,and 
in a brisk Motion; for feeing the 
Heart can beat without Blood, it 
may alfo beat if the fame Blood be 
thick. For the Pulfation of the 
Heart does not properly depend 
upon the Blood: nay, it is plain 
as he fayes , to any confiderate 
Perfon, that the Blood which is 
thicker and (lower mov’d , is the 
Caufe of a quicker Pulfe: The 
Reafon is this. Blood which is 
grofs and moves (lowly, pafTes 
with great difficulty through the 
final led Arteries into the Veins, 
fo that the Heart, that it may 
difeharge it felf of the Blood, ftag- 
nating, a? it were, in the Arteries, 
mult beat very quick, that fo 
what cannot by one, may be etfc- 
ded by frequent Pulfations. And 
he declares the Pullage to be para¬ 
doxical , that is. That a quick 
Pulfe in Fevers is not a Sign of an 
Augmentation of the Circulation 
and Eriervefcency of the Blood. And 
the Dime Author Iikewife fays, 
That the Opinions of 'Sylvius and 
de Gra/tf about the Peflilence: 
are invalid. For whereas Sylvius 
attributes the Caufe to a (harp, 
piercing, VolatilSalt; the fore- 
laid Author proves by tliefe follow¬ 
ing Reafons.that it does not conlift 
in any fuch Thing, (i) Becaufe 
thole Remedies which are preferi- 
bed in the Plague, for the molt 
part conlift of volatile Salt, as vola¬ 
tile Salt of Harts-hom, Vipers, &c.‘ 
(zjBe- 
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(1 ) Becaufe there is a great Re- 
fcmblance betwixt that and thole 
Difeafcs which arife from an Acid. 
And alfo becaufe Oil of Vitriol, 
Salt and all Acids immediately infu- 
fed into the Blood of any Creature 
caufe the fame Symptoms. 

§• II. 

O UR own Opinion is, That 
the Nature of a Fever con- 
fiits in, nay has it s Original from, 
fome heterogeneous Particles mixt 
with the wholefome Mafs of Blood, 
that have no proportion with it 
either in Figure or Motion. That 
is ,to fay, that it is compofcd of 
fuch Pores, and indeed round 
Globult, which leave interltices that 
are pervaded by a fubtil Matter, 
which has no Commerce with that 
which rims through the good 
Mafs of Blood. So that when 
any incongruous thing is intimately 
mixt with the Blood, then there 
happens an unufual Fermentation or 
Etiervefcence thereof, and thereby 
the Animal Spirits are ditturbed and 
infelted, whence proceeds their A- 
taxy or total diforders, and from 
hence fevcral preternatural Symp¬ 
toms, a very quick Pulfe, a De¬ 
lirium, phrenetic Convulfion, ve¬ 
ry often occurring in Fevers, may 
be derived. So that as often as 
the Exotick Particles of the Blood, 
fuch as are the Pointed, and tliofe 
that have many Angles; as often, 
I fay, and fo long as thefe Particles 
predominate, and confequcntly 
raife aconfiifed Motion} (o often 
and fo long the Fever rages in the 
Blood, and feizing upon the Heart 
and Brain does fonietimes caufe 
utter Ruin and Devaftation there. 
So that the Blood is fo long kept 
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in an exad Mixture, as thofe inde¬ 
finite Parts that compound it do 
mutually touch one another fo 
clofe, as that the fubtle Matter, fil¬ 
ling up all the Intervals, is able to 
keep thofe Parts in their due Mo¬ 
tion : But this Tie is diflolved 
whenever other (paces and unufual 
Pores are made amongft the fluid 
Parts, and from hence, in our Opi¬ 
nion, daily do proceed fo many Fe¬ 
vers and inordinate Motions & Fer¬ 
mentations of the Humors. So 
that we do fuppofe the Eflence and 
formal Reafon of all Fevers to con- 
lilt in the dilturbed Mixtion ofthe 
Blood, and which proceeds from 
that, the diforder of the Spirits; 
tho every thing that is mixed with 
the Blood, cannot prefcntly pro¬ 
duce a Fever, but only that which 
is of a fermentative Quality; for 
thereby the Mixtion ot the Blood 
is hindred, and confequently the 
Animal Spirits difordered; fuch 
as are Salts, Recrements, and 
difproportionate Particles; likewife 
difagreeable Sulphurs, the Lym¬ 
ph a, or Chyle corrupted with an 
Acidity, and fuch like, and that 
which we call a febrile Ferment, 
which may eafily be communicated 
to the Heart by the Lymphatick 
Vcilels from all the Parts and 
Vijcera of the Body, and in its 
molt inward Recedes dilturb the 
Mixtionol the Blood; as may be 
proved by Wounds, Buboes, and 
Ulcers. Yet we are of Opinion 
that a Fever proceeds commonly 
from the Non-naturals, as they 
all than; from the Air infected 
with di&grccableCorpufdes; from 
irregular Eating and Drinking, 
which fupplics the Blood witli no¬ 
thing bin vitious Chyle; by the 
Intennillion of fo.nc ufuail K- 
vacuation; 
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vacaation; or the Paffions of the 
Mind. 

But fome Difficulties arife touch¬ 
ing this Opinion, as ( i) Whe¬ 
ther certain Particles of the Blood 
are blended amongft one another 
in fome certain Order, which upon 
the coming of the Fever are chang¬ 
ed and confounded? (2) What 
the Effect of this confuted, difor- 
derly Mixture is, and in what Or¬ 
der thofe Particles are difpofed in 
time of Health ? (3 ) What it is 
tliat thus diforders the Mixture? 

(4) How the Blood thus troubled 
can caufe a Fever ? And ( 5 ) How 
from this Hypothecs an Account 
can be given of the Phenomena , 
and Symptoms of Fevers ? So that 
we are to lhew firft the certain 
Order of the Mixtion of the Parti¬ 
cles in the Blood; then How they 
are dilturbed; and lately How a 
Fever comes from this Dilturbance. 
We mult therefore obferve, that 
the Order and Harmony of the 
Particles in the Blood, confifts in 
their due Motion, Figure, Magni¬ 
tude and Situation; for they are 
in no Confulion, but have a propor¬ 
tionate Mixture whilft in a Natural 
State ; which is difordered by a 
fupervening Mialin,or a febrile Fer¬ 
ment : And this docs not Conlilt in 
the fcnlible Particles, as may hap¬ 
pen in any Indilpoiition and C.ico- 
chymy, but in the infenlible. Now 
the Etfe&of this Mixtion is this; 
That the proportionate Fermenta¬ 
tive and Vital Motion of die Blood 
may be preferved, and all the vital 
Aiteions commod foully perform¬ 
ed. The natural Order of the Parti¬ 
cles is fuch, that there is no Appear¬ 
ance of a ry that are either Acid, 
faline, bitter, watry, or villous, 
&c. which Hippocrates long lincc 
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taught; butallofthemoughttobe 
fo tempered together,as to confpirc 
in one and the fame Motion. 

Now that difturbs the Mixtion 
of the Blood which brings in ano¬ 
ther aetherial Matter that prove 
the Author of another Motion: 
that is, the Pores of the Ferment 
do not in every Refpate anfwer 
die Pores of the Particles that con- 
lfitute the Blood, fo that there a- 
rifes a Confuted Mixtion in the 
Heart, where it ought to be mote 
exaite; and in this confifts the ef- 
fential Caufe of a Fever, and not 
in the Blood troubled or dilturbed. 
It is therefore clearer than the Sun 
at Noon day, that all the Symp¬ 
toms of Fevers, allowing this to 
be the formal Caufe of them, may 
be very eafily explained, as we fee 
daily in the Modem Schools. Of 
all which we will be more large 
when we come to treat of Fevers in 
particular. 

§. iz. Prognojlick. 

T HE greater or lefs the Difor- 
der of the Blood is, the 
more or lefs dangerous is the Fever. 
Thofe who are fat are not fo apt to 
have Fevers as thofe that are 
lean. 

Muddy Urine without any Sedi¬ 
ment, is a great Sign of the Difor- 
der and Confulion of the Humors; 
the fooner that it abates of it’s Co¬ 
lour, and the Sediment being of a 
good Confiltency, fettles of it’s 
own Accord; by fo much the 
Ihorter will the Fever be, and it 
is a Sign of a good Crifis ; for the 
redder and thinner it is, fo much 
die Worte. 

A weak Pulfe prefages a doubt¬ 
ful Event; an Intermitting one, 
except 
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except at the fame time very weak, 
is not always mortal 

A goodPulfe, that is, a great 
and equal one, though accompa¬ 
nied with bad and grievous Symp¬ 
toms , is Better and Safer than a 
weakPuIfe with thofe that are mild¬ 
er, for this often proves Mortal. 

Autumnal Fevers are more 
dangerous, and attended with worfe 
Symptoms than the Vernal, the 
Blood in Autumn being deprived 
of its Spirits. 

§.13. Dietetic Cure. 

OEeing the whole Bufinefc of 
O Phyfick is to conquer the Di- 
feafe, and cure the Patient as far 
as is poflible, and as Hippocrates 
fays, not only to keep him in 
Health, when he is well, but aj(b 
to prop him up, when he is like to 
fall, and when he is fallen to rear 
him up again. It is of great Mo¬ 
ment to learn the General Curative 
Indications of Fevers, according to 
the Conftitution of the Etymology, 
Definition, Subjedt, Differences, 
Signs, and Caufes, which we have 
hitherto, but (lightly mentioned. 

And firft, that we may be Me¬ 
thodical concerning Ditt in Fevers 
Hippocrates writes well /. I. jI phor. 
1. That not only the Phyiician, 
but the By-ltanders, and the Pa¬ 
tient himfelfmuft bear a part, or 
elfe no Remedies can be admini- 
ftred, if cither the Attendants, when 
the Phyiician has preferibed a good 
Thing, omit to give it, or give 
it him unfeafonably, or do fome- 
thing about him without the Phy- 
licians Advice, which may after¬ 
ward prove hurtful to him; for 
poor forry Women which fit by, 
or wait on the Patient, both Kin¬

dred and Friends that come a vifit- 
ing, are wont to force much meat 
upon him to his utter Ruin, and 
this too, as the tatling Fools 
pretend, to keep up his Strength. 

Now the main Bufinefs of the 
fix Non-naturals regards the Pa¬ 
tient's (trength, his Cure only by 
Accident. Therefore firft of all 
the Air is to be conlidered, from 
which a Fever generally has its Ori¬ 
ginal , efpccially if it be infeefted 
with exotick Corpufcles. Let that 
which is pure,ferene,and temperate, 
be chofen; if that which is naturally 
fo cannot be had, it mult then 
be made fuch by Art. That which 
is too hot,is to be avoided, and alfo 
that which is too cold, becaufe it 
(huts up the Pores: So long has 
this opening and (hutting of the 
mtercutaneous Padages been ob- 
ferved by Phyficians, that Ga¬ 
len in his time did not reckon it to 
be theleaft Caufe of Fevers. 

As to Meat in this Cafe it con- 
fifts in Quantity, Quality , and 
the Way of taking it. 

And firft for the Quantity, We 
muft confider that thofe, who are 
apt to have Fevers, have always 
fome hidden Morbific Caufes with¬ 
in them, which eafily haften a con¬ 
fided Mixtion of the Blood; There¬ 
fore die feverilh Matter is only 
augmented by much eating, nay, 
the Chyle becomes more vifeid, 
grofs and acid, which if it gets in¬ 
to the Mali of Blood , an intermit¬ 
ting Fever muft neccflarily follow; 
fo true is that Saying of Hippocra¬ 
tes, i. Aphor. r o. The more you 
feed impure Bodies, the more hurt 
you do them. 

Therefore they who humor Fe¬ 
verilh Perfons in this Point, do 
not at allconfult the Patient's good; 

nay, 
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nay, run him into amanifeft Mis¬ 
chief; for the Stomach of Febrici- 
tants,by reafonof the Stupidity of 
the Faculty in the Vtfcera, and the 
nervous little Fibres kept in con¬ 
tinual Motion, and made more lank 
by much Drinking, is very faint, 
and the Chylihcation, through 
much Eating, is rather hurt and its 
Fermentation Spoiled, and by 
that means breeds Fuel for the 
Fever. And for this reafon Hip¬ 
pocrates, 7. Apb. 6 5. fays. The 
meat which is given to one in a Fe¬ 
ver; as when he is well it is a 
Strengthning to him, fo here it is 
an Increafe to his Difeafe. So that 
in the molt acatc Fevers which have 
commonly their Crifcs the firft 
four Daies, they mult ufe a very 
flender Diet. In acute Fevers fuch 
a flender Diet is not altogether 
required; And here ought to be 
confidered, the Climate, Seafon 
of the Year, Age, the Diverfity 
of the Fever; as to which this or 
that thing is,or is not Expedient,ac- 
cording to Aphor. i r. §. 4. 

As to the Quality of the Meat, 
Hippocrates advifes the Patient 
to Soups rather than (olid Meats.For 
fuch Diet is more agreeable to Na¬ 
ture, which is fooncr.refrelht by 
thcfc, and not taken off from the 
War, which it lias undertaken a- 
gainfr the Difeafe. And it is cafier, 
Dyes Hippyc, arcs, Aphor. 9. $. a. 
to be reireflit with Drink tlian 
Meat.' 

As to the Manner of taking 
Meats, we are here to know that 
the Patient muft not eat at all in 
ti e Accellions of Fevers, in which 
thing there is a great Errour in 
tl is Age, as we have already faid, 
when molt Phylicians allow their 
Patients Meat without obferving 
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Difference of Time. For Nature 
whilft in the Acceffion it is driving 
againft the Difeafe, is not fo in¬ 
tent upon providing of Aliment. 
So that the Meat not being fermen¬ 
ted, aggravates the Fever and its 
Symptoms. And Hippocrates 1 .1 o. 
ae Acutts , alfo tells us what Incon- 
veniencies happen upon the unfea- 
fonable giving of Meat. Tho there 
arefome Cholerick, Hot, Sulphu¬ 
reous Bodies of a molt exquifite 
Senfe, who, being ufed to great 
Toil, and to feed heartily, if they 
do not eat in the Beginning of the 
Fit, fall into a Syncope, Maras¬ 
mus, &c. which Galen tells us of; 
10. Moth. Cap. 3. fpeaking of 
a Youth, who, having a Tertian 
Ague in the Summer time, if he 
did not eat when the Fit was com¬ 
ing, tainted away. But one Swal¬ 
low does not make a Spring: 
however I think we fhould allow 
fomething to Cuftom. But ma¬ 
ny politick Phylicians think they 
have no more to do,than to pleale 
the People and feem to be 
careful of the Patient’s Strength; 
whole prefervation I would have 
them know, does not depend on 
Words, but a proper Adminiftra- 
tion of Remedies. But the World 
loves to be impos’d upon. In 
like manner, as I do not like too 
fevere Phylicians, fothofe are frill 
worfe that are too favourable tor 
Confcicnce fake, as Ajclepiadcs at 
Home ; who allowed his Patients 
Baths, Wine, Flelh, and what 
ever they longed for, or was grate¬ 
ful to them; by that myans cun¬ 
ningly Winning the Hearts of the 
Romans, no doubt, not with¬ 
out the manifefr Injury and 
Death of many. But enough of 

this. 


As 
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As to Heft ahd Exercifc. Im¬ 
moderate Motion is oftentimes 
hurtful, and may caufe a Fever; 
becaufeby that Means the febrile 
Particles that lie lurking in the lit¬ 
tle Paffages are mightily forced 
out, which communicated to the 
Mali of Blood, are apt t* dilturb 
it and produce a Fever. And like- 
wife too much reft is ill, becaufe 
by that means the Particles through 
too great relt and Vacation con- 
tradfc a Malignancy, which after¬ 
wards through their fuperabundan- 
cy fwell and difordcr the Blood; 
therefore the Golden Mean is the 
Belt. 

The fame Meafures are to be ta¬ 
ken in Sleeping and Waking. 

The Mitui ought to be free from 
Cares, fright and Grief; tor by 
thefe you may quickly haltcn a 
Fever, nay Death it felf. 

Take Care that Evacuations 
and He tent ions be according to 
Nature. 

§. 14 . Cure. 

come now to the 
V V Cure , and firft accor¬ 
ding to the Opinion of the anctents: 
We muftoblcrve in general, that 
every thing which is Preternatural 
does indicate a Removal thereof, 
as Galen teaches, /. 8. Mesh. Med. 
c. r. So that if a Fever, according 
to the Dogmatifts, is bred of Heat 
and Drynefs, we mutt in the Cure 
have recourfc in the firlt place to 
Cooling and Moiftening Things; 
for which Reafon Galen, lib. 9. 
Metb. Med. c. 14. fays, every 
Fever, as fuch, is Cured by Moilt- 
ning and Cooling Remedies; which 
Hippocrates confirms, lib. 1. Apb. 
16. And they ufually cure Fevers 


by Vencfe&ion, Purging, Clyfter*. 
according to that of Monlieur Mol- 
Her the French man, 

Clyftertum donate, pojlea Purr are' 
venumfecare , See. 

For they indeavour to carry off 
the Putrid Humors, which breed 
that preternatural Heat in Fevers. 
Their other preferiptions are either 
things Cold or Moift, as fcveral Al- 
terers, yea and they preferibe va- , 
rioufly, according to the different 
Symptoms. Others of them, as 
Avicen, after they have opened 
i. Va ? n Z cven ' are of Opinion, 
that the Belly ought to be looted 1 
with Manna. Others order firft ' 
1 Purge,and then to breathe a Vein: 
For this is their main Drift in Cu- • 
nng, to root out the Mine of the 
Difeafc, which they ty is in the 
Humors, and fo dearly to extir¬ 
pate the Febrile Matter out of the 
Body, that there be no Remainder 

of it left, or any fear of a Rclapfe ; 
tor which Reafon they ply the Pa¬ 
tient with Catharticks, Vomitories, 
andalfo Venefe&ion, for that is 
Galen's Opinion, 9.

Body with fojne Lenitive Medi¬ 
co ones:

(hould be an Arcanum and not 
G.ilenical. For Tartar it felf is * 
Specifick Subject in the Arcana,* 
are Ccntory, Hellebore, Spurge, 
Colocynthis, fSfe. In the fame 
place. Chap. 7- he Dcfcnbei feme 
Pills. He makes a Three-fold Cure 
for Fevers of the Liver; Deoppih- 
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tion, Mundificat'on and Iri^aura 
tion. For Fevers in Tie Rems he 
commends Aicali of Shells, Cry- 
ftal, Munhmy (3 c. S.veet oyl of 
Sulphur, of Vitriol; and in other 
places he commends Opiates And 
his' Cbymical Followers mention a 
thoufand things more; fome of 
which we fhall fpeak of when we 
give our own Opinion. 
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H Clmsnt has one Cure for all 
Fevers, but difeommends 
Bleeding, which is the-only Retne 
dythat theGaleniftsuleinthis Di- 
ftemper, and brings an Example of 
one who was Blooded fo often, that 
when he was open’d, not a drop of 
Blood was found in his Body, and 
yet the Fever did not abate to the 
very laft, but rather kept its Circuit 
of Intention and Remidion. And 
this- Author further adds, that 
Bleeding Reals away the Spirits, fo 
that the Strength is not fofobn re¬ 
pair'd, and the Crifts is put by, 
and that if the Patient do grow 
well, it is not till of a long time, 
and with fome fear of a Relapfe; 
but they are ealily recovered with¬ 
out- Bleeding Helmut farther 
faies,Tbat by Venefcdion a P.iliage 
is tathfcr open’d for Corruption to 
flow to the Heart, than prevented’ 
by it. Befides, he faies it is a Ri¬

Befides, 
the Turks and other People are Re-’ 
feued from Fevers, who yet know 
nothing of Venefedion. Both 
Helmont and Paracelfus extol 
their Arcana’s, which, as they Brag, 
never failed them. For, they fay, 
they have Cured all Fevers with one 
fingle Dofe of Mercurius Dtapbo- 
retscus , and an Hedic in a Months 
time, and a Quartan with one 
Draught of their Arcanum Coral- 
linum. For in Helmont's way of 
Curing Fevers, the occilional caufc 
is not only to be conlidered, but 
the Dignity and Perturbation of the 
Archjeus ; and thofe things which 
oflend Materially, are eafily forced 
by Nature, the Confo/ion of the 
Arcbaus cealing, as foon as they 
are reached by the Arcanum. 

This Author Brags, he has Cur'd 
Fevers without Blood-letting, and 
that he allow’d his Patients Wine; 

S , he fays, that Perfondoes not 
■ve the Name of a Phyfician , 
that cannot Cure a Fever Within 
the (pace of four Days; and this 
is that Sudoriferous Medicine, viz. 
Met curias Diapboreticus which 
Cuts, Attenuates, Rcfolves, and 
Grinds off the occafioml Caufe 
wherever it be, which it often ef- 
feds without Sweating. Yet, he 
faies, that particular Remedies . 
which do not come up to an Uni- ; 
verl.il Amplitude, are Salts of Ce- j 
phaliek Things, as Marjoram, and 
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before the Fit in Intermitting Fo¬ 
yers, and in Continual at any time. 
Helmont orders tlie Patient Beer 
Coloured with Wine, and a Cruft 
of Bread, not fo much for Nourilh- 
ment as Humedation. He is a- 
gainlt Cordials of Alkermes, Pearls, 
and Gold, beoufe neither Gold nor 
Gems do' inwardly refirdh Nature, 
in that they do not Symbolize with 
our Spirits, which Petronius de 
Viciu Upm. c. 4. doesconfirm.But 
| the only Intention of this Author 
| is to Cure a Fever by Sweating; for 
the Archaus commonly Enflames 
it felt by its own Excandefcence, 
and pours forth a Hot Sweat, Ihew- 
( ing the Phyficianthe way how to 
Expel.th.it Feverilh Heat, vi%. by 
Diapboreticks, which are the only 
: Appropriate and Specifick Remedy 
in Fevers.

f A S to what concerns awtlUjj his 
Jtx way of Curing Fevers,efpeci- 
ally Intermittents, he has thefe fol¬ 
lowing Intentions ; Firft, To re- 
ftore the Blood to its Natural 
Temper. Secondly, To prevent 
( as much as may be ) the Deprava¬ 
tion of the Succtis Nutritius. 
Thirdly, To hinder a Feverilh Fer¬ 
mentation, for fear a Fit be caufed. 
And he thinks that in the Cure of 
tilts Deftemper, more is to be Attri¬ 
buted to Nature, and an orderly Di¬ 
et, th an to Phylick. 

Tofitisfy the firft Intention he 
♦Commends Vomitories, Vcnefedi- 
011, and Purgation, which are to be 
Celebrated and Adminiltrcd in the 
beginning of the Difeafe but af¬ 
terwards to b? omitted as doing lit¬ 
tle Good, Nay, that they often do 
Hurt i it. being a tiling Notorious, 
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that a Tertian Ague is feldotft or ne¬ 
ver at all Cur’d by thefe Remedies, 
when ufed too late, and that there¬ 
by it often turns to a Quotidian, 
And this Author knew feme in per¬ 
fect Health,who by taking a ftrong 
Emetick for Prevention in the 
Spring time, and caufing a violent 
Evacuation, havefall’n prcfently in¬ 
to a Tertian Ague 1 Others he has 
known to have fuffered a Relapfe, 
becanfe the Morbifick Matter which 
lay afleep, was by Purgers row- 
fed up again: And therefore be pre¬ 
fers gentle before ftrong Cathar- 
ticks. He lays. Vomitories do 
great good both by Evacuating the 
Stomach, that Concodionmay the 
better be performed, and that there¬ 
by the Chymns Nutrstius,o£ which 
the Blood is to be made, maybe 
more pure; and efpecially becaufe 
they empty the Gall-Bladder by 
Copioufly forcing Choler out of 
the Meatus Choltdocus, that there¬ 
by it being more plentifully drawn 
out of the Mali of Blood, it may 
be Purged of its Saline Recrements 
and Adult Sulphur. Of Venefe- 
dion he fays, that it Cools and 
Fans the Blood, and hinders it from 
being too Hot, and as it were Roa- 
fted, and makes it more freely, 
without danger of Aduftion,Circu- 
late in its Velfels. He fays. That a 
Purge Evacuates, and by Irritating 
forces Choler out of the Vafa Fel- 
lea, and confequently out of the 
Mafs of Blood. To this end he al- 
fo reckons Digeftive lharp temper¬ 
ing things (to Wit, to reduce the 
Blood) for they fufe and alter it, 
and temper its Heat. This Author 
alfo tells us, that fometimes the 
change of Soil and Air do Notably 
corred the bad Conftitution of the 
Blood, better than any other Rich 
Medicines, His 
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His Second Intention confifts in 
Exadlnefc of Diet , which in Fc- 
ver$ ought to be light and fparing; 
fo that we commonly fay. Hunger 
if the tefi Remedy againjl a Fever. 
And it is an Experienced thing that 
the Fit is very often delayed. Nay, 
quite driven away through Abfte- 
tjiioufnefe and Farting. For which 
Reafon our Author advifes a (lender 
Diet, forbids the ufe of Sulphure¬ 
ous or Spirituous things,that lb the 
Heat of the Blood may be abated. 
Alfo he would have no Meat to be 
given when the Fit is coming; for 
that it is both gentler, and is eafyli- 
*T,nay,fooner Terminated when the 
Patient is Farting. 

His Third Intention which is to 
hinder the Fit, is performed by 
thofe Remedies which (top the Fer¬ 
mentation of the Blood. And they 
are then chiefly tp be ufed, and do 
moft good, when other Medicines, 
and Venefedion have been premi- 
fcd j of which more hereafter. 

§. 18. 

C PMa* makes the caufe of Inter- 
niittent Fevers to be the Pan- 
creatickJuice, which by Reafon of 
Coagulated Phlegm , obftrutrting 
the lateral DuRus's of the Pancreas 
being Stagnated, becomes more A- 
cid and Sharp; and making its way 
through this obftrud'ing Phlegm, 
into the Tenue Int eft mum , and 
there meeting with Choler and Pt- 
tuita Intcfiinslts, raifesa vitious 
Fermentation: Afterwards dealing 
along with them, fome way or o- 
thcr, into the Bight Ventricle of the 
Heart, and irritating it by their A- 
crimony and Flatulency, caufe 
there not only a more frequent 
fulfe, but over and above, fcvcral 
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■ways alter and difturfe the Vital 
Eftervcfcency, and the Sanguificati¬ 
on it felf. The Cure, according to 
this Author, is to be Etf«rted,Firlt 
by cutting and diflolving the more 
or lefs glutinous and coagulated 
obftruding Phlegm; which Viti¬ 
ous Matter muft be remov’d from 
that place, and earn'd at lealt as 
far as the Feme Intejlimtm , or 
elfe wholly Excluded the Body. Se¬ 
condly by Tempering and Corred- 
ing the Acidity and Copious Acri¬ 
mony of the Succus Pancreaticits. 
Thirdly, by preventing or amend¬ 
ing the Vitious Etfervcicency. 

This Author is of Opinion, that 
the obftruding Phlegm may bo 
belt cut and diflblved by Medicines 
Impregnated with Aromaticks and 
Volatil Salt, but with this Caution, 
that the whole Body be kept warm, 
either with Exercife, Fire, Baths, 
or Coverings, that the Virtue of the 
Medicine being every way difperfed 
may alfo reach the Pancr eat it felf, 
and its lateral DuRus. s, which are 
the place affcdjcd, and the Fund of 
the Difeafe. And he commend# 
them moft efpecially for Melancho¬ 
ly and Phlegmatick Perfons- To 
this end he advifes about three 
Spoonfuls of the following Mixture 
to be taken about two Hours be¬ 
fore the Fit,and the Body to be well 
cover’d. 

Take of Water of Parfly two Oun¬ 
ces, Fennel one Ounce, Therm- 
cults Simplex an Ounce and an 
half, Volatil Salt of Amber a 
Scruple, Syrup of Carduus Be - 
nedtRus an Ounce. Mix them. 

But as often a; theNature or Pre¬ 
ternatural Conllitutiou of the Pa¬ 
tient is obfervrd to be Bilious, Ire 
B bb 3 ufe* 
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ufes Loofners, and inciding Acids. 
V. G. 

Take of Water of Fumitory three 
\ Ounces, S al Armoniac, or Tar¬ 
tar Vitriolafed one Drachm, An- 
timomum Diapboreticum half a 
Drachm, Syrup of Fennel one 
Ounce. Mix them. 

When a great many Phlegma- 
tick, Grofs and Bilious Humours a- 
Ijound all at once in the Patient, let 
him Drink a Mixture pf the two 
Sub-coritraries jult now commen¬ 
ded. 

Take Water of Car dim Betiedi- 
flus , Succory of each an Ounce 
and an half, Thenacalis Sim¬ 
plex, Deftill’d Vinegar of each 
Six Drachms, Crabs-eyes Pulve¬ 
riz'd half a Drachm, Syrups of 
the Five Roots an Ounce. Mix 
them, and give a Glafs of 
them. 

If the obltruifting Phlegm be 
not very Glutinous, he affirms it 
may bedif^rs’d by one Sweat, and 
thereby the Fever cured. 

When lie meets with a Body full 
pf Choler, but not much Phlegm, 
He gives a Vomit, three or tour 
Hours before the Fit come, by the 
Help of which, not only the Super¬ 
fluous Choler, (according to our 
Author) but alfo theobltnl&ing 
Phlegm is forced into the Tenue In- 
tejflinurri, from thence into the Sto¬ 
mach, and fo through the Gullet, 
and out at the Mouth. To which 
end he doesoften with good Succefi 
adminiltcr a Vqmitory Safa pre¬ 
pared of Vitrum Ant'imomr. pur¬ 
sers by Stool have, fie fays, the 
lame Edpff, provided thofe things 
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be mixt with "them, which alfo in- 
cide and carry of that Glutinous 
Phlegm. E. G. 

Take of Pil. F.ettd* Maj. half a 
Scruple, Trochifcesof Alhandal, 
Mercurius Du/cis of each five 
Grains, Oyl of Amber two 
Drops. Mix them and make fix 
I ills, which he would have ta¬ 
ken four or five Hours before 
the Fit comes,and the Body gent¬ 
ly moved. 

The great Acidity and Acrimo¬ 
ny of the Succus Pancreaticus , 
which contributes much towards 
the caufing a Fever, muft be Tem¬ 
pered, according to this Author, 
by Volatil Salts,and all Aromaticks, 
not omitting Opiates. In like 
manner the Vitious Effervcfcency 
of that Succus Pancreaticus, and 
Chpler mufl; be hinder’d and corro¬ 
ded, as was (hown before. 

§. 19. 

L ET us now give SDuroton 
and the CCatteTian Opinion. 
We do believe that Fevers may be 
Cured by the Excuifion and Sup- 
pre.lion of the Salino-Sulphurecus 
and Exotick Particlcs,by corre&ing 
the Vifcidity or Acidity of the 
Chyle, or by fetring to rights the 
dKordei’J M xtion, and by com- 
l’ol.ng thp Spirits, and mitigating 
the preifirig Symptoms. 

As to the lirit Indication j that 
is,That thofe Feverilh Particles may 
be excufs’d j The Galcnifts cry up 
Blood-letting as the moitSoveraign 
Remedy; becaufe their Maltcr Ga¬ 
len teaches, lib. 2. Method. Med. 
Cap. 15. that Bleeding is very 
wholcfome in all Fevers asifing 
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from a putrifying Humour, not 
only in the Continual on**, butal- 
fo in others. Arid though Afcltpi- 
qdts , ChryJpppHS , Onidius, Era- 
Jpjlrdtus, ana Arifiogcnes, all fa¬ 
mous Phyficians, ana Helmont, in 
our time, never breathed a Vein in 
any Diftemper ; yet others, as the 
Galenifts, whom the French gene¬ 
rally follow, are fo free that, way, 
that they feldom omit it in any Di¬ 
ftemper. 

We know by Experience that 
Bleeding in Fevers (becaufe it does 
the more difturb the Blood) has 
often been very hurtful. Nay, 
when to prevent Difeafes, it has been 
too frequently ufed, that it lias 
made way for Fevers: Yet we are 
not ignorant that by letting Blood 
once before the Fit, the Fever has 
often at tnat very Irritant been re¬ 
moved. Therefore jt is our Opi¬ 
nion that thefe following Rules 
qught to be obferved. Venefcdi- 
on fig'nifie* nothing where thofe 
Fehrile Particles dp flick clofely 
to die Pipes, and are already mix’d 
with the Chyle, and whole M.ifs of 
Blood; for by this means the Blood 
i? fo exhaufted, that the reft of the 
M.ifs is pot fufficient to drive thofe 
Particles out of die Body. But it 
is proper when the Particles are on¬ 
ly Lodg'd in the Mafs of Blood, or 
the fjmpba ; for then they iroi 
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wh»* being*once gone, thofe few 
that are left behind may with left 
Difficulty be overcome; and fo the 
Diftemper {truck down at one 
Therefore in Putrid Fevers, 
a Vein is tp be opened at die very 
fir ft beginning, and before thofe 
Febrile Particles arc fixed in the 
Pipes. Which Uippedates lib. 11. 
AfU. 29. alfo affirms, If ariy tiring 


be tobe moved, do it ip the.begur 
ningof the Difeafe, cfpeaally iq 
thofe who abound withSerww In 
Continual and Symptomatic!* Fe» 
vers, Blood-letting, as cccai’qn re» 
quires, is far more proper than in 
Iritermittents. . For jt is certain by 
Experience,that being pnfeafon.ibly 
ufrd.it has forthe moil partcharig’d 
a fimple.Tertian, into a double one. 
It is much better for diofc,who if 
ftrong, to let it alone, but always 
Cifcumftances of Age, Oimato, 
fort of Fever, (we think it a belt 
to omit Bleeding in Malignant Fe¬ 
vers fpeaking here only of Putrid* 
arid Intermittent;) Country, and 
time of Year,ought to be confder- 
edjfor it is fo improper in Autumn, 
and in the Spring-time, whed tho 
Fit is prefent, that the Phyrickin 
had as good Stab the Patient as 
Bleed him then. Sometimes the 
Blood, when it is let out, appears 
like Black, Livid, Green, C^tf-Gore. 
But thefe Accidents, according to 
Helmont, are not S’gnsof Corrup¬ 
tion, but only of an Elfervefcency 
and fermentable D fordcr 

Tlic Gmc is to be-obferved of 
Purging Medicines, which are ei¬ 
ther to be given in the Beginning, 
or elfe quite omitted; and all 
ftrong Purgers are hurtful Betides,- 
they do rather cure a.Clcoc^ rjiy 
than a Fever. For I have obfcv d, 
widi the excellent Willis, That a 
Tertian Ague is feldom or force 
ever Cur’d by Purgers that are gi¬ 
ven late, and that it often turns to 
a Quotidian. I have likewifo, as 
Willis has done, known feme that 
were in good Health, by taking an 
Emetick for Prevention fake, fall 
prefently into a Fever, by reafon of 
the j Serum being exhaultod ; and 
I have feen others who by Emetickj 
B b b 4 have 
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have been quite {pent and Emacia¬ 
ted, and fome others are obferved 
to have thereby been Cur’d of a Fe¬ 
ver, fo that we muft ufe them Cau- 
tioufly; and a gentle Purge is bet¬ 
ter in the beginning and end, than 
one in the height of the Difeafe.tho 
it be ftrong. An Infufion of Senna 
with Rhubarb, Yellow Saunders, 
with Salt of Worm-wood, and 
fome bitter Syrup may be given. 
Tamarinds, bccaufe they are lome- 
what Acid, are Extraordinary good 
in Fevers; efpecially if there be a 
Cholerick Temperature. 

Take of Extraelum Cathtlicon 
fifteen or twenty Grains; and if 
Phlegm abound, two or three 
Grains of Trochifces of Alhan- 
dal may be added. Tartar Vi- 
triolated.and Cream of Tartar a- 
lone often do the Work. 

Ifthe Purge does not leave work¬ 
ing, but more Stools are expedted, 
the Patient muft not have any o- 
ther Medicine. For they do madly, 
who one and the fame Day both 
Purge and Sweat. 

But Purging is altogether impro¬ 
per in Fevers, except there be a Ca- 
cochymy; for the Difturb’d Mix¬ 
ture of the Blood is not regulated 
thereby; whether it be Requifite or 
not, the Phyfician may in fome 
fort guefsby the lofs ot Appetite, 
Vomiting, ( 3 c. for that is ufually 
a Sign that the Stomach is Clogg’d 
with ill Humours, which fhould 
firft be Evacuated; for elfe, if a Su- 
dorifick fhould be adminiftred when 
the Stomach is thus Burthened, the 
Medicine could not be able to pafc, 
and lb a Vomiting would be pro¬ 
vok'd} and for this Reafon Anti- 
mpni.itc Vomitories given in thcbc- 
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ginning are the beft; for often-times 
the Vitious Chyle iicarry'd off by 
this only Remedy. 

The main bufinefs of die Cure of 
a Fever lies in this; To remove the 
Obftrutftion of the Pipes, in whidi 
thofc Particles lie, which being 
made Acid by ftaying there fo long, 
do in time caufe a Fever; and alto, 
to take away the Vifcidity or Acidi¬ 
ty of the Chyle, efpecially in Inter- 
mittents, and to affwage the Fury 
of the Spirits. It is alfo a common 
Rule with us, That cold things are 
never to be given in Fevers, becaufe 
they obftrudjbut we give Coolers, 
as Lx pis Prunella , and Camphors; 
for thefedo not obftrutft, but ra¬ 
ther open Obftrucftions. Therefore 
let fuch Sudorificks be given ns 
may remove Obftrudions, Preci¬ 
pitate the Febrile Ferment* foak up 
the Acidity of the Chyle, and eafily 
Extinguifh it againft the following 
Fit. For hereby thofe Acid Parti¬ 
cles may not only be Corre<fted,but 
difeharg’d through the Pores of the 
Skin: for the Pores and little Pipes 
of the Glandu|es being opened by 
Reafon of the Relaxation of tiie 
Nervous Intercutaneou* Fibres, and 
die Skin being thereby made more 
or lefs foft, rare, or vaporous, the 
Sweat may be tranfcolated as it 
were through a Streiner. But all 
the Sudorificks which areufed in 
Fevers, are too many to be reck¬ 
on’d up. Some commend fix’d 
Salts, others Volatil, fome Alcali's, 
and others Eflential Salts. 

Sometimesthey fuccefsfuflygive 
in Fevers Diurericks, or things that 
provoke Urine, efpecially in Inter¬ 
mitting Fever?, that is, if the con- 
ftitution be fuch,as no great Quan- 
t ity and Toughnefs of Humour lie 
in the way: yet however the more 
temperate 
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temperate and gentle ones are to 
be made choice of, fuch as can o- 
penthePaflages, and ObftruAions 
of the little Pipes, and expel the 
Febrile Particles; as, of the five 
opening Roots, Ajpararus , Saxi¬ 
frage, Reftharrow, Madder, Goofe- 
grafs, which are fpecifically avail¬ 
able. The Herbs Millefoil, Saxifrage, 
Sotbernwood, Agrimony, Seeds of 
WildCarrots,Fennel,Berries ofluni- 
per, B^y ,Sal Prune//*,Spirit of Salt, 
Vitriol, Sulphur, Tartar, Oyl of 
Juniper, ( 3 c. And we muft take no¬ 
tice that all Medicines in all Inter¬ 
mitting Fevers,muft be taken about 
an Hour before the Fit; to the end 
that the Febrick Matter may be 
with-drawn from the approaching 
Exacerbation, andtheCaufe be in¬ 
tercepted. For they then alter the 
Blood, when thofe Add Particles, 
forc’d out of the Pipes, or the bad 
Chyle,arc already got to the Blood; 
for elfe, if they be taken before, 
they do not correct the Chyle, but 
only alter the good Blood, and ne¬ 
ver reach the caufe of the Difeafe; 
fo that Time and other Circumftan- 
ces muft carefully be obfervedin 
giving Febrifuges, or elfe we lofe 
our Labour. But when there is a 
Crifis by Vomit, Siege, or Hemor¬ 
rhage, Sudorificks muft for that 
time be forbom, left Nature be 
difturb’d in her Operation. Now 
all Sudorificks are Sharp and Acute, 
which are able not only tocorreA 
thofe Add Fevcrifh Particles, but 
force them out of thofe little Pipes 
by removing the obftruAing 
Phlegm. Therefore commonly 
thefe things that,follow are conve- 
ni<y«i Sjilts ty'Cardims Bcncdiclus, 
Centory the left, Wormwood, Sil¬ 
ver-weed, ( which I reckon a Speci¬ 
fied Fumitory, Scerdnon, Tama- 
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risk, Dtajcordium, Rob of Elder, 
Bark of Peru, Trodiifces of Vipers, 
T beriaca Andromacbt , Mithridate, 
Spirit of Harts-Hom. In Intermit¬ 
tent Fevers I efteem Lapis Lazuli 
as a great Secret, given from half a 
Drachm to a Drachm in Spirit of 
Wine before the Fit Spirit of Sal 
Amumiac, and the Diaphoretick 
Powder of Craatuut ,prepared out 
of Antimony, is alfo often given as 
a Secret in Intermittents. Tin- 
Aure of the Jefuits-Bark is an excel¬ 
lent Remedy, and is thus prepa¬ 
red. 

Take ofjefuits Bark three Drachms, 
Salt of Tartar one Drachm.Spirit 
of Wine as much as is fuffioent. 
ExtraA a TinAurc according to 

Alfo Jefuits Bark may be given 
with Purgers and Sudorificks as oc- 
cafion ferves. 

Take ofjefuits Bark one Drachm, 
Scammony fix Grains Mix them 
to be given in the end of the Fit. 
Or. Take of Salt ofWormwood, 
Jefuits Bark of each halfa Scru¬ 
ple, Diagridium four Grains. 
Mix them, and make a Pow¬ 
der. 

Gentian by many is efteemed of 
equal Virtue with Jefuits Bark, 
which in like manner may be often 
given in Wine, or in the Fomi of 
an ExtraA in Pills. Alfo a Deco- 
Aion ofGentian.or of the Roots of 
Silver-weed, or of Agrimony may 
be of great Benefit. Likewife in 
my Neighbourhood the Martial 
Powder prepared of Bole, and mix¬ 
ed with fome Drops of Oyl of 
Cloves being given before the Fit, 
lias 
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has a great effeem. I am wont to 
prepare a Febrifuge Salt, and to 
give it with Spirit ofhxt vitriol four 
Hours before the Fit, which is 
Contemptible Medicament. 

Take of Mercunus Dulcis fifteeri 
Grains, Crocus Metallorum three 
Grains, Annmrmium Di.iphore- 
ticum fix Grains. Mix them. 
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In Continual and Intermittent 
Fevers, that Pat/scea dupiieata is 
of great Repute, which being gi¬ 
ven to the quantity pf a Drachm 
with Crabs-Eyes in a convenient 
| Liquor, hasfeldom fruitratcd my 
| Expectation. 

As to Mineral Waters and Baths 


Take the Nirte Species of Herbs 
with Jews Bread and common 
Salt, put them in a Bag, and 
let it Hang for Nine Days about 
trie Neck, after which., throw it 
in a River It hath given great 
help in Ih r ermittents,and oftener

Of an Ephemera.- or One day Fever: and a Pure t S im¬ 
p/e Continual.

X 7 \ lHatevcr hitherto we have 
V V feid in General, has been 
delivered with all poirible Brevity .- 
But now we (hall in order relate,by 
what Way and Method every Fever 
in particular may be known and 
cured. I judge therefore we ought 
to begin with Ephemeras , partly 
becaufe they for the molt part go 
before other Fevers, partly becaufe 
they are the fimplclt and eaiieft of 
Cure, and to fpeak improperly, are 
Cured by Nature her felf. Itisfo 
called by the Greeks from the Pre- 
pofition iort and Uptf*, a Day , as 
if we fhould fay lafiing one Day. 
Wherefore the Latins call it Diaria 
from its Duration. Some think it 
is fo called from an Animal, men¬ 
tioned by Arifintle l. 5. de natu- 
ra animalium, which is Bom and 
Dead in the fpace of one day, and 
is called an Ephemeron. This Fe¬ 
ver is either (hort, or long, or very 
long. The (hort is called an Ephe¬ 
mera, the long a Simple Contmual, 
the very long a Fermentative or 
Putrid Continual. But fince, in our 
opinion, thefe Fevers differ only in 
Degrees, according as the Blood is 
more or lefs dilturbed, and for that 
reafon the Cure differs only in the 
degree of Medicines more or lefs 
Emcacious/wc therefore will handle 


thefe Difeafes in the fame Chap. An 
Epoemera is deferibed to be a ve¬ 
ry little perturbation of the Blood, 
tifually arifmgfrom the incongrui¬ 
ty of the Air, which hinders in- 
Jenfible Tranfpiration But in a 
Continual Fever the perturbation 
of the mixture of the Blood is more 
violent. An Ephemera is divided 
'into one Simple, which laftsonly 
for one Day,and one Extenfe,which 
lafts for more. The moft ufual Dif¬ 
ference of a Continual is in regard 
of thelncreafc and Decreafe: when 
the Heat keeps the fame Tenor til! 
the Crifis, it is called Hrmotonos or 
equal: When it always increafes, 
it is called F.pacmafiica or Increa- 
fing : When it always Decreafes, it 
is called Paracmajtica or Decrea- 
fing. For Men commonly Mea- 
fure the Increafe or Decreafe of the 
Fever, by the Increafe or Diminuti¬ 
on of the Heat,butin my opinion it 
might be better ineafured by the_ 
more or left troubled Mixtion ofthe* 
Blood.

T H E Subjedf of thefe Fevers 
is by the common Confcnt of 
Phyficians reckoned to be tlieSpi-' 
rits; but it is rather the Mafs of 
Blood, in whidi a difturbance is rai- 
fed, and the VefTels of the Parts, in 
which obltru&ions are made.

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Diagnostick. 

'T* H E Diagnoftick Sign* of 
1 thefe Fevers do follow They 
begin with a fmall Chilnefs, but in 
a Continual with a great one,then a 
Febrile Heat follows the Chilnefs, 
and fometimes begins the Fever,and 
holds from the beginning to the 
end, without any Paroxyfms:Only, 
as was faid before, fometimes it 
keeps an equal pace, fometimes it 
mends, and fometimes itflackens 
it, till by degrees it ceafes. Tlie 
more remifs and mild the Heat is, 
the fhorter is the Fpver, as in the 
Ephemera, which they call gentle 
aud.halituous, where the Skin feels 
foft and fmooth. The Heat is ftrpn- 
ger and more violent, if it laft long 
in a Sanguineous Continual, fo cal¬ 
led from its caufc; fometimes with 
the acceflion of a litt Ie Acrimony in 
a Continual, which they call Bili¬ 
ous. The reft of the urgent Signs 
are common and familiar to other 
Fevers, a Throbbing pain in the 
Head, Thirft more or lefs, bltter- 
nefs of the Mouth in a Bilious one, 
Reaching, Vomiting, LoG of Appe- 
fite,lnconcocHon, Loofnefs.Rough- 
neG and Hardnefs of the Mouth and 
Tongue, which are attributed ufu- 
ally to Humours firft gathered in 
the Stomach, and then Putrefying 
there, reftleGnefs and wearinefs of 
Limbs, waking or deep Sleep, tlifclc ' 
Breathing and Heat of the Pnecur- 
dia, a quick and frequent Pulfe, 
and fometimes a ftrong and great 
one, yet not an equal or difordered, 
Red llrine, a Red Swollen Face, 
Turgid Veins, foft Skin, but in a 
Bilious one dry. The Urine, if thefe 
Fevers prove (hort, does not diHer 
ff.uchliom the Na(ural,but if long. 


it is Red and Tinged; The Sweat, 
which often burfts out fooner than 
it ought, does neither frnell ftrong, 
nor is troublefome; but in Putrid 
ones a Stinckisas ealily perceived 
in the Sweat as in the Excrements 
of the Belly. But a Simple Conti¬ 
nual is often Exafperated about the 
Evening and after Eating, therea- 
fbn whereof is this, becaufe infenfi- 
ble Tranfpiration is checked by the 
Pores of the Skin being clofed to¬ 
wards Evening. Thu Fever lafts 
not above four or five Days. There 
is a Continual,calledPwfrid,or Fer¬ 
mentative , wherein fometimes 
Spots appear, which denote a great 
Perturbation, and a Volatil Salt to 
be in the Mafs of Blood; the Pulfe 
alfo in this Fever is very quick and 
unequal, and that efpecially bccaufe 
of tlie great Fermentation of ill 
Figured and difordered Particles; 
hence comes an Irritation of the 
Heart, and by confequence an une¬ 
qual Pulfe, which depends upon a 
ltfong Influx of tlie Animal Spi¬ 
rits into the Heart,and Fibres of the 
Arteries. Sometimes there is a Ioof- 
nefs, and puffing up of the Hypo¬ 
chondria, fometimes Dcltrta, im¬ 
moderate Watching, Anxiety about' 
the Prxcordia, ana Swooning with 
a Cold Sweat. But if the matter 
t^nd to the Nervous kind, then 
there arifes Trembling, Shaking 
Cold, Pains, Convulfivc motions, 
Spafms of the Vifiera , Stupidity, 
'Phrenzy, &c. , . , v

T H E ancient* fay.That any 
Heat, cither External or In¬ 
ternal, is able to raife thefe Fevers, 
but the better the temper of the Bo¬ 
dy is, upon which they happen, die 
fhorter

fliorter the Ephemera) arc. Fora 
Well tempered Body, if it be in¬ 
flamed by Adventitious Caufes, 
fince the Heat cannot continue long 
in it, muft needs (horten a Fever, 
Ephemera's and Ihort Fevers, ac¬ 
cording to them, are bred, which 
eeafeinoneday, where the Heat is 
gentle, and breeds no dilhirbance 
in the Body, and when it is not in 
the leaft impure : This Fever ufu- 
ally begins without a Chilnels, and 
expires without a Crtfu, by infen- 
fibleTranfpiration. They fay, that 
Simple Continual Fevers lalt the 
longer in a Cholerick or Sanguine 
Complexion, becaufe the Heat is en- 
creafed by thefc Humors, and they 
prove it by this, for that young, 
Plethorick and hot natured People, 
Sc fuch as havchad theHaemorrhoids, 
or an Haemorrhage, or the Metres 
flop upon them, are molt l'ubpft 
to this Difeafe. But if this Diary 
Fever find a foul Body, and the 
impure Blood be apt to Putrefy, it 
continues no longer a Simple and 
Pure Fever, but when the Blood 
takes Putrefaction, thefe Simple 
Fevers are by a (ad Metamorphofu 
clianged into long Putrid Continu- 
aIs. 

ThcGalenifts diftinguilh Putrid 
Fevers intoContinual and Intermit¬ 
tent ; They fay, that Continuals 
are bred, when the Putrid Vapor, 
or Preternatural Heat, which arifes 
from Putrid Humors, affli&s the 
Heart continually, and produces a 
conltant Heat therein, whence, as 
they fay, the Heat of the Fever is 
diflufed all over die Body. Or they 
art Intermittent, when the fame 
Vapors are carried to the Heart at 
certain intervals of time. They 
again divide the Continual into Ef- 
fential and Primary ones, or Sym- 


ptomatick. They are called EJJen- 
ttal , when the Putrefa&ionis kin- 
led in the common Veins, and not 
in the private Parts; but Sympto¬ 
matic ,when Putrefadion or Sup¬ 
puration is made in fome particular 
part enflamed, from whence Va¬ 
pors may be Communicated to the 
Heart by the common VelTcls, fuch 
as appear in a Pleuri(ie,and in other 
Inflammations. Some arc ailed 
CosuinualT ertians,which are worfe 
every third Day, fome Suotidians, 
which are worfe every day; ando- 
thers Stuart ans, which have a Fit 
every fourth day, and they make 
many other unneceflary Divili- 
ons. 

They affirm, that Putrid Conti¬ 
nuals are bred of Putrefe&ion of 
Humors, which arecontained in the 
greater Veins and Arteries,and that, 
according to the Various Nature of 
the Putrefying humors^here are va¬ 
rious forts of them. From which 
Putrefaction, they fay. Vapors 
afeend to the Heart and Brain, and 
hence commonly they derive all the 
Symptoms that Occur in this Fe¬ 
ver. 

The Galenifts place the Caufe of 
a PutndContinual about the Heart, 
and in the vena cava, and the Seat 
of a Diary in the Vital Spirit and 
Heirt itfclf.

A Ccording to ®at*ctl£iU the 
[\ Caufe of thefc Fevers is a Fe¬ 
tid Sulphur, with a dillblved Mercu- 
ry,and an impure Salt gathered ufu- 
allyin the Region of the Liver,and 
he allots, That thefc Fevers arife 
fromNitro-Sulphureous Impurities.

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H ®lmont, making the Scat of 
a Diary Fever to be in the 
Cavity of the Stomach,holds, That 
it arifes for the molt part from Cor¬ 
rupt Meat, and he proves it by this. 
That this Fever ceafes only by Vo¬ 
miting. He attributes the caufe of 
a putrid Synocbus not to Galenical 
putrefying Humors, but to a Cor¬ 
rupt Vagrant Acidity' which irri¬ 
tates the Ar.ib/tus.Tbas Archttus is 
provoked by fome occafional caufe, 
which is like a Thom, becaufe of 
the Bits, which it has from the 
Soul; and this Bias fometimes is in 
fucha Fume,"that it makes the Ar- 
cheus Angry and Fiery. Theoc- 
calronal caufe often arifes from 
hence. That the Chyle is made more 
acid than ufuaf .thtough fo ne fault 
in the Stomach, and being carried 
into the Veiiifc of the Mefentery, by 
the fault of the Duumvirate,it cau- 
f» tliefe Fevers. The Galeniftsal- 
b. according to out Author do a- 
mifs in bringing the Examplp of. 
Dung,for illulfrating PutridFevers, 
■Vliicii, if .Putrid,' jjrows Hot: But, 
neiays, die more it Putrefies, th'c 
lefaHotitia, norisitHot at all, if 
fpread abrokd Therefore it only 
grows Hot,when it is gathered Wet- 
on an heap; fo Hay likewife is fet 
on Fire by the-Spirits of its own 
Salts Compreiled. ' Hca*, in our 
Authocis dpillidtyt not a Fever,but 
it is a certain 'Blat ;.iviling by pro¬ 
priety fromithe Ar-disus, to which 
Coki ’as weif as Heat is Natural 
Therefore tine 'Arcktus is the only 
Efficient oP Heat and Cold, which 
are tpniUoiisiaf . Life; that tlie Ar- 
chaus moves by its proper Bias. 
Whence, though a Carkafe putrefy, 


yet there is neither Heat nor Cold 

in it. 

§• 7 - 

T H E caufe of this Fever, ac¬ 
cording to astflUtf, is a rub- 
til and Spirituous Portion of the 
Blood, too much Exagitated and 
Heated, which oftentimes, like 
Wine, Boyls and Ferments upon 
any fmall occafion. But when Up¬ 
on a long Agitation and Ebullition 
of Spirituous Blood, the Groffer 
Sulphureous Particles do at length 
take Fire, then they Iaft above four 
and twenty Hours, and are called 
Efhemer of feveral Days, or Sim¬ 
ple Continual*, and not Putrid. 
And the caufe of ■a Putrid Conti¬ 
nual is theOyly orSulphureous part 
of the Blood,which being too much 
heated is above meafure Turgef- 
cent, and takes Flame like Wine, 
which is too high exalted by its Sul¬ 
phur, or like moift'ttay, it grows 
Hot of it felf for want of Ventila¬ 
tion, whereupon immediately the 
whole Sea of Blood is rarefied, and 
as it were kindled in the Lungs and 
Heart, (wherein Accenfion is made 
through the Fault of the Air) hence 
it is carried by a mod Rapid moti¬ 
on through the Vefleb, and by its 
Deflagration difperfes many Efflu¬ 
via of Heat. Hereupon the whole 
Mafs of B'ood ( like Water over 
1 the Fire) boy ling up continually, 
i Dhtends the Vclfels, Vellicates the 
Brain and Nervous parts, raifesCon- 
vubions and Pains in them, by its 
Etlervefcence ufually dilfipates the 
Vital Spirits, dettroysthe Ferments 
of the W/cent, hinders the Offices 
of Concodtion and Diltributiov 
often depraves the Nutritious Juice- 
dcligned for the Nervous kind,fo; 

tha( 
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and.a Simpl 
that hence d ifordert of the Animal 
Sprits efpecially do follow, yea, the 
whole Oeconomy of Nature in a 
manner is perverted.

C)01t>tus reckons the fix Non- 
V Natural caufe*, ufed amifs, for 
the caufes of all Diary Fevers. 
Wherefore he thinks it may arife. 
qply from the Heat of the Air, or: 
Sun,orFire, or,*Bath : fora Diary 
is Very eafily caufed by Gold coming 
upon tlie Heat of the Body, fo it 
may by Generous and vcry Spiritu¬ 
ous Wine, efpecialiy if itbcAro- 
matick, from too much motion 
and tiring of the Body*. Thi sEflv- 
jrrefd is ufually-caUfed by the Paf- 
ljoos of the Mind, Anger, Grief, 
dc. and fo is a Simple Continual, 
Fare, not Putrid. He has obferved 
this Difcafe to be caufed by too 
much watchirtg. And, befide a ve¬ 
ry frequent Pulfe,: feveral obferva- 
ble Symptoms appear in Diary Fe¬ 
vers for the Notification of caufes 
fingle or conjunCi. 

He fays,the caufe of Simple Con¬ 
tinual* is ftxnetimes Bile, fometimes 
Ij'wgfw/ometimesboth indifpofed, 
8c producing a fort of EHervefcence 
in the right Ventride of the Heart. 
Wherefore he allots that there is 
always a preternatural Pulfe;and ac¬ 
cording to thediverlity of the caufe 
he diltinguifhes continual Fevers in¬ 
to Bilious and Lympliatick: Under 
the Name of Lympha he alfo com¬ 
prehends the Pancreatickjuice, the 
Sativa,md Liquor anfing from the 
inteltinal T riumvirate. 

The caufe of Putrid Continuals, 
which trouble the Patient with a 
great and conlfant Heat, he attri¬ 
butes to the Acrimony and too 
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great Inflammability of the Bile, 
whereby, he fays, that a Vitious 
EHervefcence is perpetually raifed, 
not only in the Right Ventricle of 
the Heart, but alfo in the Intefli- 
num tettue ; efpecially by the 
Pancreatick Juices Flowing thither 
by little and little, being made too 
lharpbyitsStagnutidn, and fo cau- 
fing a Paroxyfm. And therefore he 
thinks there is an Obftrudlion in 
[one or more pafligesof.the Pan-- 
creas, and reckons the Cure mufti 
be directed thither.

T\ J © and the Carttflaml 
V V place the caufe of a 
DiaryFever in a (mail Perturbation 
of the mixture of the Blood. Where¬ 
fore the external Air,by reafonofits 
Particles, is able to dillurb the mix¬ 
ture ofthe blood;whichMixture,as it 
is varkmfly difturbed,caules various 
fortsof Fevers Yet the hindrance of 
infenfible Tranfpiration alone does 
not produce a Fever (for then all' 
Men in Winter, when infenfible 
Tranfpiration is hindred, Ihould 
have a Fever) but only fuch ahin- 
drance as dilturbs die Blood. This 
Difeafe is ufually produced by hin¬ 
drance of infenfible Tranfpiration,’ 
and by oblfrudtion of the Pores. 
In the Fits we feel Cold, byreafon 
of the little motion of the Blood; 
but then again,when this thick Hu¬ 
mour is more adhiated by the Ani¬ 
mal Spirit’s flowing into the Heart 
then it moves falter, and therefore 
we feel Heat. The Patient thinks 
he is Cold, which he is not, the rea- 
fonis, becaufe Cold is ufually the 
caufe of fhaking, therefore the Soul 
judges, when the Body is troubled 
with a Shaking, that it is Cold, 
which 
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which yet does not follow: for the 
Saline or Acid Acrimony, Vcllica- 
ting the Panmculus Carnofus, cau- 
fe* a Shaking; yea, in Childbed- 
Women the coming of the Milk 
may caufe this Fever. 

But in a Putrid Continual the 
Mixtion of the Blood is more di- 
flurbed; yea, fo much, that the 
Fermentation of it is not able to 
conquer and reftore the bad Mixti¬ 
on; becaufethe Peccant Humor is 
pertinacious and continually glides 
out ofits Receptacle into the Blood. 
This Difeafe has often its rife, from 
Cold Drink, and too much Exer- 
cife, when the Body is very Hot, 
and all the Pores are altered on a 
hidden, fo that infenfible Tranfpi- 
ration is hindred. Violent Exer- 
cife, as is faid, and Drinking much 
Wine may defervedly be reckoned 
among the. External Caufes, inas- 
Oiuch as by moving the Blood 
much, and recovering the Humor 
Out of its Receptacle, they waih it 
out of the Vtfcera, and carry it in¬ 
to the Blood; which Humor then 
h,is tire Pores of its Particles fo 
qhanged by its Stagnation,Tliat the 
foreign matter of the firlt Element 
palles through, and difturbs the 
mixture of the Blood. Yet this 
Caufe of it felf can never produce,

Vellels: Whei-eforeit will be pro¬ 
per for fuch people to Purge, that 
tbefe Receptacles may be walked 
out. Cheat reltlefsnels attends fucli 
as are troubled with this Dileafc, 
which arifes from hence,That mucli, 
Volatil Salt is found in their Mala 


of Blood, which by Vellicating 
the Nerves opens them, and if the 
Patients out of their Reltlefsnels, 
tumble from one fide of the Bed 
to the other, and expofe themfdves 
to the Cold Air, infenfible Tranfpi- 
ration is hindred, and fo the Volatil 
Salt, which would otherwife pals 
by infenfible Tranfpiration, tarries 
in the Body, and by further Vclli- 
cating and Pricking the Nerves,con¬ 
tinually encreafes their difquiet, and 
fometimes caufes Death. 

Scholaftick Authors do not well 
explain, how Putrid Fevers differ 
from thenot Putrid,they fay,indeed, 
that in Putrid Fevers there is an un¬ 
equal Pulfe; but this ispnly.becaufe 
the drops of Blood, that enter the 
Heart, are not all equally ill mixt, 
which makes nothing for the real 
difference of Fevers. According 
to us, Fevers differ only as to de¬ 
grees , according -as the Blood is 
more or lefs ditturbed; and there* 
fore the Cure, as 1 faid before,ditfrrs 
only in regard of more or left Effi¬ 
cacious Medicines. Then,in Sylvhu 
his opinion, they differ in regard of 
divers Symptoms, the Cure of 
which mull be undertaken feveral- 
ly, as neceflity requires. 

IO. Progmftick. 

A ^HN Ephemera is not naturally 
dangerous, but eafie to be 
cured, and often ceafes of it felf in 
a Sweat, withoutthe Aid of a Phy- 
firian. But bccaufe this eafily 
turns to a Putrid Continual, or 
.fometimes to a Hedtick, through 
fome Error in Diet or Medicines,, 
therefore it muftnotbe negledled. 
The Prognoflfek of a Simple Con¬ 
tinual is, that it often Degenerates 
iuto a Putrid and an He&ick, be- 
caulc 
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' c aufc the Blood is much difturbed; 

otherwife it ufually ends in a Sweat 
It or Haemorrhage, within four or five 
t days. 

b But a Putrid Fever is dangerous, 
!i for it is a great difeafe, feeing the 
A Treafure of Life, the Blood, is affe- 
i <Sted,and much diihirbed; whence 
ti it cafily turns to a Malignant Fever, 
k That is fafe, which decreafes, that 
in is worfe, which increafes. It goes 
n off in Sweat and Urine, when the 
Pores in thefe parts are open, fome¬ 
nt times it ends in an Haemorrhage, 
R fometimesin a Ioolnefs.

But in a Simple & Putrid Conti* 
nual,let the^ir be temperate.ferene 
and pure; for one too hot or tod 
cold does harm. Let the Meat be 
of good Juice and eafie of digeftion. 
It mull be immoderately taken, 
out of the Paroxyfm: for impure 
Bodies muft not be fed. In the ve¬ 
ry Paroxyfin; according to Willit 
his opinion, it muft be totally fub- 
tra&ed. 

He alfo advifes the Drink to be 
moderate, that is, a Deco&ion of 
Harts-Hom, with Railins and Scor- 
zonera Root, well wrought finall 
Beer,into which altering Tindhires 
may be dropt, to Wit, of Rofes, 
Violets, Vitriol of Mart-, Vitriol, 
Salt. Wine muft wholly *be ab- 
ftained from, or it muft be corre¬ 
cted with Acids, and Drunk rather 
for Gratification, than to Satiety. 
Much drinking ofwine is very hurt¬ 
ful, upon which Patients are very 
apt to fall into anEpileply; as I 
have obferved in my practice: fof 
any Spirituous drink moves the 
Blood and Animal Spirits very 
much; and therefore too much u/e 
of Cordial Spirits is hurttul, becaufe 
they exagitatethe Humors. 

Great and violent Exercife alfo 
does hurt: in like manner too long 
Watching ; but efpecially Pajftoni 
of the mind; Anger,Grief,Cafe,£sfc. 
are naught.

F O R the Cure of art Epheme¬ 
ra the anticnts were wont to 
ufe Bathing in warm Water, of 
which they alfo made great ufe in a 
State of Health. Then they kept 
a Cooling and Moiftning Diet of 
BarlyCream, cooling Broths, Ju¬ 
leps of Fair Water and cooling 
Syrups, Cftc. Ccc But 
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But according to the Diverfity of 
Caufes they a little vary the Cure. 
If therefore an Ephemera came 
fio n the heat of the Sun, they ufed 
a cool ng Diet, and tran r ported the 
Patient into a cooler place, apply¬ 
ing an Oxyrrhodinum to the Fore¬ 
head and Te mple;. If the Fever 
came of Cold, efpecially when the 
Patient, hot with Exercile, had ex- 
pofed himfclf to a cold Air, then 
they gave a Sweat with their ufual 
Suaorificks. If from labour, tjiey 
ordered Red , and a fuller Diet, but 
caiieof Cortcodion 

If Angrrc.iufed it, they ordered 
Cheerlulnelsj. if Watching, Sleep; 
if Fait*;, a good Diet; it Surfeit¬ 
ing, abtiheucefro.il Meat; ifOb- 
ftrudions and Cicochymy, Pur¬ 
gatives; if a PJethory, Bleeding. 

They fay, the cure of a Simple 
Continual confilti in Evacuation of 
Blood, cooling, and opening of 
Obltrudions : Therefore Ga/en 9. 
lib. Method, c. 4. performs it with 
two principal Remedies, that is, by 
letting blood till one faint, and by 
drinking Cold Water. However 
the wiler fort of Gafenifts dare 
farce pradife fuch Bleeding; but 
t!v'nk it is fufficient, if fuch a quan¬ 
tity of Blood be taken away at fe- 
Vcral times, as ishcceflary l'or the 
cure of the Difeafe. As to the 
plentiful drinking of Water ,Ga/ens 
Dtfriplcs do not admit it, but in- 
ftead thereof fub litute divers cool¬ 
ing fulepsof a Decodionot Bar- 
ly, Endive, Sorel, Cichory, f $c. al- 
fo Eintiilions and deitilled Waters. 
Externally they apply cooling Epi- 
tliems tothe Liver,and Liniments of

In a Putrid Continual, which 
has more violent Symptoms, they 
order Bleeding ana Purging: For 
their whole Cure conlifts in thefe 
three things, Bleeding, Purging 
and Cooling. Therefore they ule 
divers Juleps, and feveral External 
Coolers. But I am weary of fetting 
down, what all pradica! Books arc 
full of.

T he 13«acciai!« conclude. 
That thefe Fevers arife from 
nitro-fulphureousimpunties:Therc- 
fore they commend all dillolving 
Medicmes,efpccial purging withAn- 
timony:for according to them every 
Fever is carried oft by fuch Purg- 
ing.For correding the ixxcant Mat¬ 
ter, they commend rectified Spirits 
of Salt, efpedally in Putrid Fevers, 
Elixir Proprietatis, and feveral 
other things, which you will meet 
with hereafter.

H Ctmottt, who places the Seat 
Of an Ephemera in the Ca¬ 
vity of the Stomach, and affirms. 
That it often arifes from corrupt 
Meat, cures it by a Vomit. And 
in a Putrid Fever he commends his 
Appropriate and Specifick Reme¬ 
dies, efpecially his Mercurius Dia- 
phoreticus , wherewith, he fays, he 
Cures Fevers at once taking; which 
Remedy neverthelcfs he conceals. 
Healfo highly extols Arcanum Co- 
ratlinum, but when we are delti- 
tute of it, he recommends to us 
particular Volafil Aromatick Re¬ 
medies, which given in thefe Fevers 
never fail the Phyfician.

Fever, are to check the heat of the 
Blood, and to procure free Tran- 
fpiration. For which, hefpys.Ve- 
nefedrion, a very low Diet, or ra¬ 
ther Abstinence, cooling Drinks, 
and Clytters are good : but, hefays, 
above all things. Sleep and Rest do 
molt good, which being wanting, 
he reckons they ought to be timely 
procured by Opiates and Ano¬ 
dynes. 

He. as well as we,aCknowledges, 
That in a Putrid Fever the mixtion 
of the Blood is dilturbed by an 
over exalted Sulphun. And he in¬ 
culcates, That in this Fever four 
times Ihould be obferved ; that is, 
the Beginning, Encreafe, State and 
Dcclenlion, which .in fome are over 
fooner, in others later. And if this 
Fever be violent in tlic Beginning, 
and fuddenly fire the whole M ils 
of Blood; if it hold on conltantly 
and equally with violence of Symp¬ 
toms, without Remiifion, for the 
molt part within four days the 
Blood will fo blaze, that the adult 
matter, which makes the Cnjis, 
will rife to a fullTurgefccnce: But 
if the Beginning be (low, and the 
Accenlion often interrupted it will 
come to the height about the fe- 
venth day: And if the Difeafe be¬ 
gin yet more remifsly, the State of 
jt is ufually protraifted to the Ele¬ 
venth or fourteenth day. He alfo 
concludes. That the Critical Moti¬ 
ons in this Fever happen on the 
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fourth, feventh, eleventh or four 
teenta day, not by diredion of 
the Planets, but through necedity 
of Nature. 

He has four general Intentions 
about the Cure of Putrid Fevers, 
on which the ftrefs of the whole 
Affair lies. i. To free the Blood 
from burning, and quite fupprels 
the Flame, or Fire, kindled in its 
Sulphureous part, which often hap¬ 
pens about the firflt Beginning of 
this Dileafe. 2. To contrive, fincc 
the burning of the Blood Cannot be 
quite quenched, that it may per¬ 
form its Deflagration more mildly 
at leatt, and with lets damage. 3. 
When the Deflagration is over, to 
free the Liquor of the Blood from 
the Recrements of the burnt, a- 
duft Matter, and afterwards to re¬ 
duce it to the Natural Form and 
Vigor. 4. To obviate all urgent 
Symptoms. 

He Judges therefore, that in foe 
very Beginning Blood Ihould be leti 
for by bleeding foe Blood is Vent da¬ 
ted, and foe hot Particles being too 
much Glomerated, and very nigh 
Burning, arc feparated one from 
another, juft as Hay, that is apt 
to take Fire, if it be expofed to the 
open Air, its. Burning is preven¬ 
ted. 

' He will alfo have a thin Diet 
kept, in which nothing Sulphure¬ 
ous or Spirituous mull be ufed, The 
Bowels alfo,cfpecially the fir ftways, 
mull be discharged of their load of 
Excrements; for which end he com¬ 
mends Clylters.and fometimes alfo 
Vomits and Purges , but then they 
mult be fcafonably adminiftred. In 
the Increafc of the Fever , if die 
Blood ferment too much with a 
ftrong and violent Pulfe, diftend- 
ingthe Veffels very much; and if 
Ccc t Watching, 
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Watching, Phrenzy or Head-aeh 
be very violent, he inculcates a re- 
petion of Bleeding, ami at that time 
he thinks Sudoriticks (hould be o- 
mitted j and that Opiates and Ano¬ 
dynes (hould rather be given, as 
things that fix the Blood aiid Spirits, 
and preferveits Texture. Heallb 
highly commends Juleps, Deco&i- 
ons that cool tine hot Vipera, tem¬ 
per the Bloo.l, and refrefh the Spi¬ 
rits, the acid Liquors of Vegeta¬ 
bles or Minerals, and Tilfo puri- 
fyed Nitre , inasmuch as thefe 
check the. heat of the Blood, and 
quench thirft. % 

But he is agauift giving hot 
Spirituous Waters, and Cordial and 
Bezoardiek Powders^if thedifeafe be 
without Malignity .) Yet if Na¬ 
ture endeavour a Crtfis by Sweat, 
and Signs of Conco&ion appear 
in the Urine, then he allows of 
Sweating or gentle Purging. If 
all things grow worfe, the Spi¬ 
rits mutt be recruited, only with 
Cord'als, both Internal and 
External, of which in another 
place.

S IMMs judges very well. That 
the Cure of a Diary Fever is 
various, according to the Variety 
of its caufes. When therefore this 
Difeafe is produced by Heat of 
the Air, a temperate Air mult l>e 
fought, or at le.ilt it muft be 
tempered, by Sprinkling Cold 
Water or Vinegar on the Floor, 
or by throwing the Room witii 
cooling Plants ; he preferibes alfo 
t •: foitowingjolep for the Patient's 
Tltirtt. 


Take of Water of Carduut Bene - 
HiSus fix Ounces, Sorel two 
Ounces, Syrrup of red Poppy 
one Drachm, Spirit of Nitre fix 
Grains. Mix them. 

But when the Fever arifesfrom 
Cold, coming upon exdeflive 
Heat of the Body, he, to good 
purpofe, mixes VolatU Salt of 
Harts-bom, or Sal Ammoniack 
one Scruple, and gives it feve- 
ral times. 

When an Ephemera is caufed 
by ftrong Drink, he thinks the 
Cure (hould be performed by 
fome Acid Drink, as the Julep now 
prefcribed , or the TimShire of 
Rofes hollowing; which he com¬ 
mends in all Febrile heat. 

Take of Water of Barly thirty 
Ounces, red-Rofe Flowers dry- 
ed one Ounce, Oleum Sulphu- 
ns per campanam, what is fuf- 
ficient for a grateful Acidity. 
Infufe them in a Glafs Veflel 
11 opt, and in a warm place, to 
the Extraction of a Red Tin- 
dlure. Add to the Colature of 
Syrup of Jujubs three Ounces. 
Mix them. 

If a Diary Fever come of too 
much Labour or Motion of the Bo¬ 
dy, the Animal Spirits muft be 
Recruited with fome Spirituous 
Drink: to this end he commends 
the follow ing mixture, to be taken 
at fome diltance of time. 

Take of Water of Linden-tree- 
Flowers, Betony, Fenil each 
two Ounces, reairied Spirit of 
Wine, or Aqua vita Mattbioli 
one Ounce and an half, Sweet-

As to the Cure of a Continual, 
fince there are feveral differences of 
Continual Feverr,both as to Caufes 
and grievous Symptoms that attend 
them, it is requifite that we recount 
fome together with the Method of 
Cure, according to the judgment 
of tliis worthy Autiior. There¬ 
fore he Cures a Bilious Continual 
by cor reding the Saline Acrimo¬ 
ny with temperate Acids, fuch as 
Sweet Spirit of Salt, ( 3 c. 1. By 
amending the inflammable Oleoli- 
ty of the Bile by auftere Acids, 
Sempervive, Plantain, ££c 3. By di-

I N ffittt judgment the Cure of an 
Ephemera , which is truly fuclu 
is needlcfs ; for it admits rot of 
Cure, bccaufe it u f es toceafeofit 
felf by Sweat, and a Phylician i? 
rarely called to the Cure of this, 
unlefs among Rich Men. But, lince 
it may ealily Degenerate into ano? 
ther Fever, efpecially a Putrid Com 
tinual, we ought to Cure it. And 
in the mean time, this Fever 
fliould return, one may Purge,

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*hat the fault in the Mafs of Blood 
may be removed, efpecialiy if Bile 
abound; for which end the gentle 
Cholagogue following, or feme 
fuch like, will be proper.

You may in this Fever 
ufe Camphore as an Arcanum, e- 
fpecially if Watching, Pain, and 
other Inconveniences accompany 
it, all which faid things Camphore 
Cures, if three or four Grains of 
it be taken, bccaufe by its Subtilty 
it incraflatcs without obftruCh- 
on. You muft not prefently 
run to Cordials, for if you do, 
you will greatly endanger the Fe- 
bricitant. You muft reckon the 
fame of Narcoticks, they may be 
given about the Eleventh Day, 
that is, in the Declenfion of the 
Fever: for Continual Fevers muft 
not be dealt violently withal, nor 
can they be Cured by one Remedy,

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CHAP. III. 


Of other Putrid Continual Fevers , of a Caufus or 
Burning Fe ver, of a Continual Quotidian , a Con - 
tinual Tertian , and a Continual Quartan. 


§• I. 

I N the preceding Chapter we 
Treated of thofe Fevers that are 
commonly called Putrid, for that 
they Putrefy, and Wax hot like 
moift Hay. We now fubnedt their 
Species, and firft of all a Qsufus 
Ktsslouv, or a burning Fever, is a 
Continual Fever, arifing from a 
great Perturbation of tire Blood , 
conflantly afflifting the Patient 
tvith a moft violent tJeat and un¬ 
quenchable Thirji. This Fever on¬ 
ly differs in Degree from a Putrid 
Synochus. But if the Exacerbati¬ 
ons of Heat be obferved to return 
after fome Intervals of Hours or 
Days, the Fever aflumes other 
Names, and according to the Vari¬ 
ety of the Humor and AccefTion, 
is either called a Quotidian, which 
comes but feldom, or a Continual 
Tertian, winch is more frequent, 
or a Continual Quartan, which is 
the moft rare of all. They firft of 
all divide a Caufus into 'Malign and 
Benign. The difference may alfo 
be fetcht from the Caufes, why 
one is more Mild, another more 
Vehement, alfo why one is Simple 
another Compound j for one arifes 
from difproportionatc Particles di- 
fturhing the Blood, another has 


many Particles intimately mixt 
together, from whence alfo other 
Symptoms are induced. They arc 
diftinguifhed into Emitting and 
Intermitting. 

Remitting is when the Fever is 
left, but Intermitting is when it 
is quite gone, and after that returns 
again. In the Paroxy fms of Inter¬ 
mittent s , there are for tire moft 
part fhaking Fits, whereby alfo 
they arc diltinguifhed from Conti¬ 
nual s. 

There is alfo a Baftard Caufus or 
Elodes, in which the Sick Perfons 
Sweat continually and exceffively. 
That Fever alfo is called Affodes or 
Faflidious, when the Patient has a 
Naufeoufnefs and Vomiting.

§. z. Diagnojlicks. 

T H E Diagnofticks of a Burn¬ 
ing Fever or a Caufus, are 
taken from thefe two Marks (vi%.) 
a great Heat, and an Extraordinary 
Thirftj as for the other Symptoms, 
they

they are the fame in this Fever as 
in all others. A Quotidian Con¬ 
tinual Fever ismarafeftofit felf, 
folong as it is in the Increafe or 
Waxeth worfe and worfe , other- 
wife we muft be beholden to the 
general Signs of Continual Fevers; 
for the hotter the Predominating 
Particles are; or the (harper or more 
Bilious they are; or. as in the Sen<e 
of the famous Wilts, they are ei¬ 
ther Sulphureo-Saline, or Salino- 
Sulphureous, the more they di- 
fturb the Mafs of Blood, and by 
Confcquence the Symptoms are 
greater, or Idler. 

The Signs of a Continual Terti¬ 
an, befidesthofe mention’d before 
as relating to Continual Periodi¬ 
cal Fevers, are their growing worfe 
and worfe every third Day. But 
in Continual Quotidian; a violent 
and beating Pain doth often lhake 
the Loins, Back and Joynts of the 
Patient. 

The Diagnoftick of a Continu¬ 
al Quartan, is its more fevereand 
conlfant return every fourth Day; 
the Heat ’tis true, is but dull, but 
afterward grows fiercer, the Pulfe 
in the beginning fmall and (low, 
then it becomes great and fwifter 
without (baking, or any Stifnefs or 
Cold. 

§• 3 - Cau fc* 

T HE Old Galenifts divide a 
Burning Fever into Legiti¬ 
mate, & Bajflard,in which the Sym- 
toms are milder. The Legiti¬ 
mate Burning Fever, they fay, 
fprings from the Bilious Humor 
putrefying within the greater Vcf- 
lels, bordering on the Heart But 
the Baftard Caufut, they Ciy, is 
derived from Bile mixt with 


Phlegm or with a Salt Phlegm pu¬ 
trefying in the fame Velfels. 

Bait a Continual Quotidian, they 
(ay, comes from a Pituitous Blood 
putrefying in the Veins; and there¬ 
fore they unanimoufly agree it hath 
its Increafe every Day, and they 
prove it, in that young Children 
and Bos s are often fubjeeft to this 
Fever, as alfo Old Men, and thofe 
that are Fat, given to eafe and Fea- 
iting ; but thefe Fevers, they tell 
us, are not fo common, becaufc 
Phlegm as they will have it, putre- 
fyeth more difficultly. 

A Continual Tertian, they fay, 
which every Third Day grows more 
troublefome, comes from a Crude 
mdipelb-d Bilious Blood, putrefy¬ 
ing in the Vena Cava. To w hich 
the hot and dry Indifyofition of the 
Liver remotely conti ibutes, as alfo 
1 ot and dry Nouriftiment, Youth, 
middle Age, or too (lender Diet, 
too violent Exercise , too much 
Watching, or the frequent return 
of a hot and dry Air. " > 

But a Continual Quartan, they 
fay, happens but (cldom, which 
grows fiercer the fourth day, and 
is produced fi ; om a Melancholy 
Blood putrefyingiti the Branches 
of the Vena Cava, and of it felF 
naturally produeeth Melancholy 
Blood, and difpofeth it to Putrefa¬ 
ction. 

As for the Fever call’d Affodes, 
a fort of a Burning Fever, they 
fay it proceeds from fame Violence 
committed on the Stomach by 
fome (harp and Bilious Humour, 
that pricks or provokes its Orifice 
orTunides. 

But as for the Elodes, a Fever 
which is always accompanied with 
Continual Sweats, it proceeds, ei¬ 
ther from fome great Putrefaction 
of 
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of the Humors, or certain Malig¬ 
nity that preys on the very fub- 
ftanceof the Body.

P aractlfus, who makes fixty 
forts of Fevers, and all from 
one and the fame Inflammation, 
without appropriating to them any 
particular Seat, filth. They are 
the Afledts of Sulphur, and Ni¬ 
tre put into a Flame, or et ikindled. 


Symptomatical , and EffentiaU 
That is faid to be Symptomatical, 
which takes its rifefrom fome other 
Difeafe preexiftant in the Body; fo 
that the Fever is only a Symptom 
that attends the foregoing Difeafe,as 
the Fever which follows a Pleurify, 
a Squinancy, a Wound,or Apoltem 
in any chief Part; and as the Au¬ 
thor faith, no Putrid Fever is alto¬ 
gether Symptomatical. For the 
Squinancy or Pleurify are the Ef¬ 
fects of a Fever, and not the

furious. Now thefe Thorns (he 
Speaks of) are nothing elfc but 
certain Acute Corrolive Salts, j 
duced from Indigeftion.and wl 
contribute to the firing of the Ar- 
chtus.

is in Milk,when it begins to Sowre, 
for then it is not Boy I’d withoutCb- 
agulation: fo in the Mats of Blood, 
there is a certain Sowrenefs, which 
naturally difpdfeth it to Coagula¬ 
tion; for every Extravafation, and 
Inflammation from thence, in a 
Pleurify, Squinancy or Inflamma¬ 
tion of the Lungs, doth not al¬ 
ways come from the Abundance of 
Blood, or Fulnefs of the Veflek, 
but the Blood is often (topped in 
its Motion, and in a manner (hands 
(till , from whence follows a 
(harp Pain Nay, the Blood fome- 
tiines (lands itill in the very 
Heart, whence your pleuritical 
Perfons often complain of a great 
Heaviiiefs or Weight about the 
Heart,and when our Author opened 
the Bodies of fome that dy'd of 
thefe Difeafes, he found in the Ca¬ 
vities of the Heart and Veflcb a- 
bout it, the Blood in certain Mor- 
fels or Pieces. He faith. That in a 
Simple Syuochus, the more Sub¬ 
tile or more Spirituous Part of the 
Blood is inflamed. 

But in Putrid Fevers arifing 
from the Catching of Cold,he con¬ 
cludes 
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dudes. That the Evacuation being 
Hopp’d and thofe Effluviums ^re¬ 
tained (which like Leaven puff up 
the Mafs of Blood ) the Blood be¬ 
comes more turgid in its Veflels 
than ordinary , and fince through 
the dcfedt or Air or fanning, the 
Natural Circulation is too much 
{heightened, the imprifoned Blood 
breaks out where ’ere it finds a 
paffage through the Arteries, and 
being Extravafated begets a {wel¬ 
ling or hardnefs, which caufeth 
an extraordinary Heat and Pain; 

• hence the motion of the Blood is 
more ditturbed, and the Fever at 
lirft grows more troublefome. 

A Putrid EJfentialSynecbus he 
divides, firft into a Putrid , then in¬ 
to a Caufus, or Burning Fever , 
as nlfo into a Qmidian, Tertian 
or Quartan. 

The Nature or EfTence of a Cau¬ 
fus , or Burning Fever (which fi- 
nifhethits Period or Natural Courfe 
witli a greater Heat, and a molt 
intolerable Third,and other Sym¬ 
ptoms that argue a greater Inflam¬ 
mation of the Blood J intheSenfe 
-of our Author con,'I Its in this. 
That the Blood in this cafe is hot¬ 
ter, that is, lr.ore impregnated 
with a fort of Corrbuitible Sul¬ 
phur, and therefore when'it waxes 
hot, the Inflammation is greater, 
and becomes more Univerfa! 
through the Body ; thence alfo its 
Motion is Acute, and foon arrives 
to its height, the Symptomes arc 
more vehement, the Crifis more 
difficult, and the Event mere dan¬ 
gerous. As to the Fits or Periods 
m which a Putrid Fever at a cer¬ 
tain time foiiietimes encrcafeth,,ind 
like an intermittent returns fame- 
times every day, fometimes every 
third day, or every fourth day, 


our Author here propofethhisO* 
pinion, and prefuppofeth two prin¬ 
cipal things , which tor the mod 
pa-t raife that Effervefcency, or 
boyling up of the Blood. Firft, 
the Exaltation and Firing of the 
Sulphureous Part in the Blood. 
Secondly, a gathering together of 
that aduftMatter that remains after 
tint Firing, even to a Degree of 
Turgefcency: From the firft he 
derives the Continuity of the Fe¬ 
ver, from the other the height and 
Crifu of it : and to thefe he adds a 
third (Vis'.) a Fulnefsand Tur¬ 
gefcency of a Crude fort of Juices 
from Food lately taken, which in a 
Continual Fever caufeth a greater 
Effervefcency. 

In a Putrid Fever that is veiy 
Aeite.the whole Mafs of the Blooa, 
as Jie faith, is foon Enflamed, and 
in "the greateit heat imaginable, 
whatfoever Nourifhing Juice is add¬ 
ed is Confumed by the Fire, fo 
that little or nothing remains in the 
Mafs of Blood, towards the nest 
Fit. According then to the greater 
or lefler inflammation of the Blood, 
and the Addition of Crude Juice, 
the Fever is either Stronger, or Mil¬ 
der. In every Fit he fuppofeth 
fomething of the adult Matter of 
die Blood, doth evaporate befidcs 
that Stock of degenerated Juke. 

As to die return of die Fit every 
day, or every other day, that de¬ 
pends,in thefenfeofthe Author,up¬ 
on the various diforder ofthe Blood; 
hence that Succus Kturittus de¬ 
generated , arifeth fooner or later 
to a Degree of Turgefcency, and 
therefore by its Ericrvefcencyit 
produceth oftner, ojfeldomer Fits 
in diis Fever.

different caufe,into Bilious or Lym- 
phatick, and by Lympba doth not 
only underftand that Matter which 
goes from the Globular Glandules 
to the Heart, but alfo the Pancrea- 
tick Juice, and the very Saliva , 
or Spittle proceeding from the 
fore (aid Glandules, and moilhire 
of the Inteftines, and all other Hu¬ 
mors that mix with the Blood in 
its Circulation; and thefe Fevers 
he divides into Lymphatick, Glan¬ 
dular, Pancreatick and Salival. 
From Bile or Choler he chiefly 
derives all Burning Fevers, efpeci- 
ally a Caufus, from the Glandulous 
Lympba he derives all Fevers that 
are accompanied with the more 
vehement Pains of the Head and 
Joynts, as from the Pancreatick 
Juice, thofe that arc accompanied 
with Pains of the Belly, from the 
Saliva or Spittle, thofe that are Ac¬ 
companied with great Difturbance, 
and Stretchings of the Stomach ,and 
other parts. Where then the Heat 
is fharper, as in a Caujus , the Pulfe 
• quicker, the Urine thicker, and of 
a deep Dye, the Thirlt Intolera¬ 
ble, the Tongue dry, and Cleft, 
and fometimes Black, he faith the 
Bile or Choler is Corrupted with; 
certain Lixivious Acrimony, o 
with too Oyly a Subltance. But 
if the Fever hath alfo a gnawing 
Heat joyned with it, then he Al- 
cribesit to thelharpcror moreA- 
cid Lympba of all the Globuler 
Glandules, or of moft. 

The Diflerence of thefe Fevers, 
is taken from the Vehemence of 
their Symptoms, and is reduced to 
four. 


Fevers, and the more Malignant 
ones, we (hall Treat of them in their 
own order. 

The Primary or Principal Caufe 
of thefe Synochal Fevers, which 
torment the Sick with a continu¬ 
al and mighty Heat, is the Bile or 
Choler grown too Sharp or Oyly, 
whence rifeth not only a greater 
Eflervefcency in the right Ventri¬ 
cle of the Heart, but alfo in the 
lefler Inteftine, the Pancreatick 
Juice not a little contributing 
thereto,efpecially beingfowred with 
its Stagnation, & as it were produ¬ 
cing a fort of a Fit.For he looks on 
the Lympba as the Primary caufe 
of thofe Fevers, that make their 
aflault with continual Cold, and 
(baking, but efpecially the Pan¬ 
creatick Juice, when debauch'd 
•with a certain Acid (harpnefs, 
which ftirreth up thofe Acid Va¬ 
pours from the Tenue Intejlimm 
In order to a new Fit, and raifeth 
a wandring Chjlncls through the 
whole Body. 

§. 8 - 

M P oton Opinionis,that when 
there is any Obftrudti- 
on in any Principal or publick Part, 
fo as to caufe an Inflammation, 
a Fever naturally follows, which 
if it conftantly remains, is to be 
Stiled Continual , if it admits of a- 
ny Truce, is to be called Intermit¬ 
tent. The Caufe of a true Burning 
Fever, or Caujus , is taken from a 
certain corrupt Humour, whofe 
Pores are truly oppofite to thofe 
of - 


Go gle 
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of the Blood, which Humor pro¬ 
ceed either from the Perfpiration 
being Violated, ill Air, or excefs 
of Strong Liquors; from which 
Caufes there arifes fo great a Con¬ 
flict, and difputc betwixt the Vo- 
latil and Oyly Salt, and Acid, with 
fo great a Heat, and almoit into¬ 
lerable Tiiirlt, that in this our Na¬ 
tural Kingdom, nothing but a cer¬ 
tain Anarchy, and Confufion of 
the Animal Spirits remaineth for a 
while. Therefore a Continual In¬ 
termittent Fever, Quotidian, Ter¬ 
tian, or Quartan arifeth, when, 
from the folid Parts, fome Hete¬ 
rogeneous Humour Grofs Salts, and 
nitro-fulphureousParticlesinv.iding 
the Mafs of Blood, deftroy its Sym¬ 
metry ; thefe ruder Particles, as I 
have laid, which are either contain¬ 
ed in the Serum or Lympha, 
Chyle, or Pancreatick Juice, or in 
the Saliva or Mals of Blood, are 
lb jumbled together, that the whole 
Mafs is put into fuch an Extrava¬ 
gant Fennentation,that it is a great 
while before it returns to its Peace¬ 
able and more Regular Motion: and 
fo while this OHenlive Humour, 
impregnated withthefe Parades, is 
communicated to the Blood, it is 
necelfary a Continual Fc t er ftiould 
follow. But when tnis Corrupt, 
Humor, or Dfproportion’d, or 
Anoma'ous Particles* ’(whole Refi- 
dence for the molt part is in the 
•Chyle) at cert am let times, as .t 
were by SfrrtidHt;, invade tire Pur¬ 
ple Mafs; then there Arifeth an In¬ 
termittent F:ver, and thus we in¬ 
clude the Combat of the Acid de¬ 
praved, with the Alcalick Parti¬ 
cles. 

And according to the DiftinfH- 
on, it is here to be obfervcd,That a 
Continual Tertian , for the molt 


part, begins with Shaking, but the 
Quotidian not fo; the Quartan li¬ 
ter the Fit, leaves behind it Um- 
verfal Pains, and fo thefe Fevers are 
to be diftinguifhed from one ano¬ 
ther in the beginning. 

A Continual Quotidian Fever 
arifeth from the Crude, and more 
indigelted Particles in the Chyle, or 
from certain Wild Salts or Fer¬ 
menting Reliques, which lurking 
about the Milky Veflels, or Glan¬ 
dules of the Mefentery, and com¬ 
municated to the Blood, do eafily 
caufe an Etiervefcency. The 
Phlegm is not here to be blamed, 
lince I have known many Conti¬ 
nual Quotidians, which havefprung 
from Cholerick and Sulphureous 
Particles, which" the Symptoms 
that attend it, make good: which 
fort of Fevers often happen, and 
fucceed Tertians ; befides, the Re- 
c procal turn of a Tertian into a 
Spartan, ora Quartan into a Ter¬ 
tian, the fame'Symptoms frill re¬ 
maining, lhews they both are de¬ 
rived from the fame Humor. In a 
Continual Tertian , the Eftcr- 
vefcency of the Blood is greater, 
becaufe there is a greater obfrrudi- 
on the Velfels, and the Ferment 
therein contained is more a&ive; 
in a Quartan the Etfervefcency is 
lefler and milder, bccaufe produ¬ 
ced from Colder,and more Sluggifh 
Particles. 

There may be alfo Quintans, 

Sextans, Septans , Oclans , and 
even Nonans , according to the 
greater orleller Irregularity of the 
Blood : The Pains or the Head,that 
ufually Occur in thefe Fevers, pro¬ 
ceed from the Grofler Particles im- 
prifoned bet wixt the Bra : n and its 
Membranes, which by their Acri¬ 
mony orSharpnefs, pulling and 
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vexing the Nerves, caufe thofe 
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Pains. As for the other Symptoms 
nfual in theft Fevers, we (hall un¬ 
fold them in our following Dif- 
courfc. 

§. 9. Prognojlick. 

T ItE Prognoftick Signs (hew 
us. That all Burning Fevers 
are dangerous, bccaufe the Fever 
is Continual and Acute. Burning 
Fevers arrive at their Crifu the 
fourteenth day, either by destroy¬ 
ing or freeing the Patient; a weak 
Pulfe is but the lign of a doubt¬ 
ful Event; for tire Remoter it is 
from its natural, and ufual llroke, 
the more dangerous it is. 

The Autumnal Continual Fe¬ 
vers, arc more dangerous than the 
Vernal, for in thelc you mult al¬ 
ways Purge for fear of a Relapfe, 
in the other you mult abltain ; for 
the very Air fupplies the defied ot 
Medicines. According to Galen's 
opinion ( Comment on Aphor. 14 .) 
This Difeafc proves Mortal to Old 
Men. If the Urine is thick and 
without Sediment, it Iheweth a 
great diforder in the Blood, the 
redder and thinner the Urine is, fo 
much the worlc. 

When a Continual Quotidian 
Fever is great and flow ’t is not 
without Danger, for it thrwtneth a 
Hcdtick. 

And the Continual Quartan 
Fever, tho it happens very feldom, 
yetis dangerous enough and very 
Weak’ning, and at la If from its 
long Continuance gencrateth a 
Dropfy. 


10. Dietetic/: Cure. 

I N the moft Acute Fevers, whole 
Cnlii is in the fpace of four days, 
the moft flender Diet is moft ne- 
ceflhry by reafon of the Extream 
Immediate Pains, and the great 
Violence the Blood and Animal 
Spirits are under. For Meat, altho 
it contributes to Prefervation, yet 
it removes not the Caufe of the Fe¬ 
vers,according'to that ufual Maxim, 
Impure Bodies, the more you Nou- 
njh them, the more you Hurt 
them. Hipp. l. Aph. 10. There¬ 
fore they are much out, who are 
always loading the Patient with 
Meat, lince they only haften their

nlhment to the Fever. Hence, 
Hippocrates 7. Aph. I. 1 5. If any 
one gives Meat to one hi a Fever, 
what would he Nourijhment to 
him in Health, advanceth the 
Dtjlemper when he is Sick, 
Therefore at the approach of a 
Fever, we hold Abltinence migh¬ 
ty neceffary. Hipp. 1 . 3. in his 
Difcourfc of Diet faith, If a Fe¬ 
ver allaults one that is Pletho- 
rick, if you afford the Patient 
110 tiling but Water for three days.

In lading Fefers that rife frbrri 
the more Stubborn Obftrudions, 
they recommend a Decodion of 
Ground-Ivy,or Succhory, or Cha- 
momil. 

The Ancients al r o allow a large 
Draught of Cold Water in Putrid 
FeverS, in which the wife part of 
them are very Cautious; yet ini 
mighty Burning Heat, they allow 
even a Pint of Cold Water, with 
fome Drops ctf the Spirit of Vitriol. 
To recover Strength, they recom¬ 
mend feveral Cool Strengthened, 
to which they add the Powder of 
Pearl, or Harts-hom, Dtamargart- 
tum Frigidim , Diatriat San- 
talar, Diarrhodon Abbatis, Con- 
fedion of Alkermes or Hyacinth; 
for the Forms of which I remit 
my Reader to the foregoing Pra- 
ditioners. In the Turgefcency 
of the Matter, and Declenlion of 
the Difeafe, they fly to ftronger 
Purgers, as Rhubarb, Agarick,or 
Mechoachan; and if the Fever con¬ 
tinues , they repeat their Purges, 
adding Preparatives between, till 
at lalt the whole Mine or Seed of 
the Difeafe be Exterminated. 

After Purging, if Nature ferns 
to derive the Morbifick Matter, 
through the Ureters or paflage of 
the Urine, they alfift her with Di- 
ureticks, for which end they Pre¬ 
feribe Emullions, and the Roots 
of Fenil and Parlly to be boyled 
in Broths: but if they obferve 
Nature endeavouring to caft off 
the Enemy through the Pores of 
the Body, they propofc moderate 
Sudorificks, as Carduus or Fumi¬ 
tory-water; for they fay, to mo¬ 
derate the Feverilh Heat of the 
Body, aiicfTo ftrengthen the Vitals 
or principal Faculties, ’tis necefla- 
ry the Pores of the Body be open.*

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and that the Filth be carried off 
that Way; to which end they out¬ 
wardly apply certain Remedies, 
Epithems ann Balfams to the Heart, 1 
and Liver, and other parts, which 
they either prefcribe in the Height 
of the Fever, or in its Abatement, 
whilft the Heat diflufcth it felf to 
the outWard parts, not in the Begin¬ 
ning or Increafe of the Difeafc, 
much lefs at the approach of the 
Crtfu : In the Extraordinary Heat 
they apply feveral Coolers to the 
Feet, the Tefticles and Hands.

T HE ©KKtlUds in the Be¬ 
ginning of thefe Fevers, re¬ 
commend a Vomit of Antimony, 
then they give Laudanum Opt at um 
P. trace Iji from two Grains to 
three in Worm-wood-water; they 
commend alfothe Spirit ofSaltRe- 
dified to oneor two Grains,in Suc- 
chory-water ,& many other things, 
which you (hall find afterwards.

H ^ltnWt, w ith his Leader Pa¬ 
racel/us, brings many Rea¬ 
lms againlt the Galcnijlt, as to 
Bleeding, which , they contend 
ought in thefe Fevers to be omit¬ 
ted; for Heiment Glories that he 
hath' cured many Fevers without 
Bleeding, granting the Patient 
Wine alfo ; nay, he faith more, that 
he who curcth not a Fever within 
four Days, is unworthy of the 
Name of a Phyfician, and the Re¬ 
medy here made ufe of is a Sudo- 
rifek, ( vti .) Diaphoretick Mer¬ 
cury, which cuttcth , refolveth, 
and carrieth off the occafional 
'fe thereof wherefoever it be,and 
' performs fometimes without 


Sweat. The other Remedies, & 
wefaid before, were compofedof 
Cephaicks, Marjoram, and Role- 
mary, which are not Alcali’s, but 
Volatil's, containing the Conftitu- 
tion of Simples; thefe are the 
moderate Diureticks, which in In¬ 
termittent Fevers, are to be given, 
the Stomach being empty, jult be¬ 
fore the Fit; in Continual Fevers, 
at any other time. For Helmorn , 
in the Cure of Fevers, doth not on¬ 
ly regard the Occafional Caufe,but 
the Excellencies and Difturbance of 
the Archsus, which being Appea¬ 
led, the Fever ceafeth, the reithe 
Ieaveth to the Work of Nature, 
which (Generally Speaking, is its 
own Preferver: He allows alfo a 
little Beer, mixt with a little Wine 
and Bread for Humedation or Moi- 
ftening, but as for Rich Pearl and 
Golden ^Cordials, he rejedb them 
as not agreeable to our Spirits. But 
Helmonts chief Intention of cu-• 
ring Fevers is by Sweat, for the Ar- 
chetus with its own Paffton isEn- 
flamed, and producetha hot Sweat, 
and fo hints to the Phyfician, which 
way the Fever is to be carried off,

T 7 ' 3 iUta in the Cure ofPu- 
V V trid Fevers hath four 
General Intentions; Firft, That die 
Blood be cleared from that Sulphu¬ 
reous Inflammation it labours un¬ 
der; Secondly, That the Blood 
enflamed, may burn out with the 
lefs danger; Thirdly, That the In¬ 
flammation being over, the Blood 
be reltored to its Natural Temper; 
Fourthly, That a fpeedy Care be 
taken of the Symptoms. 

At die firlt Sizing of this Di- 
ftcinpcr,

1 lifts in fupprefting the Fever, or 
! flopping the Inflammation of the

Ici cute Fever,according to thisAut’ior, 
s is in its encreafe, with a ftrong Piilfe, 
accompanied with Watchtulnefs,

[I again is proper, that a freeTran- 
fil fpirationmay be maintained ;Gly- 
id Iters alfo in .this Cafe are fafelygi- 
® ven, and laying afide Purgers, or 
[j Diaphoreticks, rather ufe Opiates 
B and Anodynes, which may appeafe 
the Blood, and fix the Spirits: 
For that end this Author Com¬ 
mends Juleps and Decoctions or

is a little over, and the Signs cf 
Concodion appear in the Urine, 
and that Nature is yet but flow 
in its Crifis , then you are to pro¬ 
mote by fome gentle Purge or Su- 
dorifick: but if all things are yet 
Crude, and-without Sediment,there 
is decay of Strength; and Purging 
or Sweating is not to be allowed 
of without danger of Life. But 
in this cafe Nature is to be funpor- 
ted with moderate CordialS*, the 
Extravagant Eflervefcency of the 
Blood is to be prevented, and a due 
Fermentation preferved, which is 
belt done with Powder of Coral 
and Pearl. 

As for the Symptoms, efpecial- 
ly the molt Violent, he hath very 
fit and appropriated Medicines, 
which the Courteous Reader may 
meet with in his Treatife of Fevers; 
he may Confult alfo the Writings 
of other ^ Praditioners, efpecially 
Johiftons Syntagma Pralh- 
cum.

Amongft Bur¬ 
gers, your Infulions are excellent; 
alfo Vomits may be lately given in 
the Beginning, which often pre¬ 
vent worfe Symptoms: But in 
loiter and more delicate Conftitu- 
tions Gfylters, in the Beginning, of 
Mollifying and Febrifuge Ingredi¬ 
ents are more fife ; in Old Men, 
a ; alfo at the approach of the Cri¬ 
sis , anil in the Declining of the Di- 
fe.ife, they arc not fo proper. 

When therefore the J’hylician is 
called at the Beginning of the Di- 
fca r e, if the Patient be not Weak, 
let him firft Bleed , then gently 
purge, and immediately al ter that, 
adminilier fome powerful Sudori- 
fick, and thus the Phylician will 
hafiily ever mifs his Aim. 

If there be a Sharpnefs or Acri¬ 
mony joyned with the Fever, you 
pi ay however fafely Bleed, and af¬ 
ter B’ceding give fome Sudorifick:

are to obferve. That the Spirit Of 
Nitre is not to be Singled with the 
/Spirit of' Salt, becaufe they will 
raife a Fermentation. The double 
Secret of Mynf. is very' good alfo.' 
In thiiF.ever I have likewise a par¬ 
ticular Preparation of Tin. Cam- 
phorc in this Cafe is very ufeful. 

Take of the Stomnchical Specifick 
of Potcrius a Scruple, Harts¬ 
horn prepared without Fire, pre¬ 
par'd Ivory of each half a 
Drachm, Camphore twb Grains. 


nedi'dus, Guajacum-wooi, ®d 
Saflafras are moft convenient. The 
Water of Spirit of .' Sal Ammonite, 
or alfo the Flowers of it, and alfo 
Preparations of Steel are very pro¬ 
fitable; and amOngft thefe particu¬ 
larly the Cachectick Powder of 
Qucrcetan, my Febrifuge Tift- 
dure. Thefe are Prelcriptions. 

Take of the Cachectick Powder 
of Suercetan three Drachms, 
Confedion of Alkermes one 
Drachm-Mix them. Take^r- 
cantim Tartarif. leafed Earth 
of each a Drachm. The Dofc 
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is thirty, or forty drops. 

Care alfo is to be had of the 
Symptoms that attend thefe Fevers, 
fuch as Loofenefs , Watchings, 
Thirft, and other things that vex 
the Animal Spirits, which I (hall 
Treat of below. It very often hap¬ 
pens that notwithftanding the Fe¬ 
ver be gone, the ftrength of the 
Patient is fo worn out, that there 
followeth a great Weaknefs, in 
which Cafe Sydenham doth with 
great reafon advife the applying a 


young Youth to the Patients Be/- 
ly, and by his own Experience 
Witnefleth, that many have re¬ 
covered their Strength by that 
means. As for the reft it may 
ealily be Collected from what ei¬ 
ther hath, or may be mentioned 
hereafter. Preferve the Strength 
by inward Medicines, but above 
all, the following Mixtures are very 
proper. 

Take the ufual Pearl-Waters, 
&c. and other temperate Cor¬ 
dial Powders. 
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CHAP. IV. 

Of the Slow Hcttick Fzyer , the Colliquative or 
Melting and the Lymphatic^ or Cafarrhous Fe¬ 
ver. uu * . * 


§• i. 

' \ S for thefe Fryers, inrelpedt, 
they are derived from one 
Caufe, I (hall Treat of them in the 
fame Chapter, excluding hence all 
Subtil and Scholaltick Diftin&ions, 
which the Practical Phyfician hath 
no ufe of 

Paracelfus calleth the He Flicks 
Fever Targatn and Aridura ; And 
it-i* commonly defcribed to be, A 
Continual Difcafe, that takes its 
Rife from the Fermentation of the 
Blood depraved, a (faulting the Pa¬ 
tient with a finall quick Puife,and 
fharp Heat, efpecially after Meals, 
not without a Manifeft Confump- 
tion of the Body. The He&ick 
Fever, that is Habitual, is for the 
raoft part Continual, and yet ad-, 
mits of the fame fort of Fits after 
Meals, with a moderate, but Extra¬ 
ordinary fharp Heat, fometimes 
with a previous (hiking, but oftner 
without it, by which the whole Bo¬ 
dy grows mighty Lean, and is 
ry mu.ch confirmed. 

This Fever, according tp Phyfi- 
cians, hath three Degrees: In the 
firft Degree there is a (inall Altera¬ 
tion, with a Confumption of the 
Body, which is hardly perceived, ci¬ 


ther by Patient or Phyfician, and 
fo oftentimes the true Seafon of cu¬ 
ring is loft. 

In the fccond Degree, the Con¬ 
fumption of the Body is more ma¬ 
nifeft, with a greater Heat, cfpeci- 
ally an Hour or two after Eating, 
which (hews it felf chiefly in the 
Cheeks, and Palms of the Hands. 

In the third Degree, the Body is 
fo Extenuated, that the Hippocra- 
tical Face appears, and the Bones 
are hardly covered with skin, with 
an 0yly Urine, Faint Sweats by 
Night, Continual, or* as they all 
it. Habitual Heat. Which Degree 
ot a Hedtiek is that which is ailed 
a Marafmodes, or Tabes. 

The Colliquative or Melting 
Fever is alfo referr’d to the Species 
op a Gonriwtal Fever, in which the 
Bddyds Atfreamly Extenuated .and 
Lean, fo that in a (hort time no¬ 
thing but Skin and Bones appear. 
Of this fort alfo is that Fever which 
is called a Sireatiug Fever, becaufe 
the Body doth conftantly and even 
exccifively Sweat; fo that it is in a 
manner dryed up and extraordina¬ 
ry Weak. A Heiftick Fever is aj- 
fo divided into a Primary Hwftick, 
which difeovers it felf from the Be- 
giniiing;and a Secondary one, which 
fucceeds other Fevers; alfo into a So~ 

~ Ittar 
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I it ary and Simple Hedick; or it is 
joyned with a Putrid Fever, and fo 
it is complicated: Again the dif¬ 
ference is in refped of the Place, 
the Subjed, and theCaufe; and in 
General it comes from the Con- 
fumption, Corruption or Inflam¬ 
mation of this or that part, or from 
this or that Difeafe. 

§. x. Part ajfetted. 

T H E Ancients placed this Fe¬ 
ver in die Solid parts, fome 
making the Heart its hrft and ad¬ 
equate Subjed, or rather the Solid 
Parts of the Heart, which parts 
grow dry, and are more, or lefs Ir¬ 
ritated, according to a good or bad 
Sanguification, and fo confequent- 
ly the Body is well, or ill Nourilh- 
ed: The Solid parts are faid to be 
the Subjeft of this Fever, in refped 
the cfleas of it, (vi%.) Confumu- 
tion and Leannefs more evidently 
appear in thofe Solid, and Flefhy 
parts; when in the mean time the 
Diftemper lyeth hid in the Mafsof 
Blood, the Serum thereof being 
wholly wafted, and Communica¬ 
ting a certain Acrimony to the 
forefaid Mafs, whence it acquires a 
/harp and’Fermentative Intempera- 
tpre: thence cometh die Heaick 
Fever, tho Helmont maketh the 
Stomach the feat of this Difeafe, as 
well as of many others. 

§. 3. Diagno flick. 

T HE Signs are exprefled be¬ 
fore, for the more ufu.il are 
thefcj (vtf) a quick,frequcnt Pulfe, 
and every day lefler, a watchful 
kind of Drowzinefs, a Pain in the 
Head and through the whole Body, 
a/oft flow Fever, and violent Heat 


in all the parts, the Eyes of the 
Patient are heavy,and he is extream- 
ly Thirfty,with a dry,final! Cough; 
heisalfo Drowzy, and often Mo- 
rofe: The Urine for the moft part 
is as it fhould be, but in length of 
time it hath a ccrtainOyl fwimming 
on the Top, which is not the Fat- 
nefs ofthe Solid Parts,as fome think, 
but certain Oyly Particles inherent 
in the Mafs ot Blood, and with the 
Serum , according to the rule of 
Circulation, tranfmitted to the 
Urinary Vcffels. As for Appe¬ 
tite and Sleep, thofe that are 
Sick of this Difeafe, have them in¬ 
differently well,they Spit not mudi, 
nor is their Cough very moift, 
and they daily grow Leaner and 
Leaner, and after Eating are al¬ 
ways Feverifh,& Red in the Cheeks. 
They hare for the moft part trou¬ 
bled mightily with Night-Sweats, 
which diflblves their Spirits, and 
melteth away their ftrength; whence 
enfueth Naturally a wearing away 
ofthe whole Body, with a wonder¬ 
ful pale lean Face. 

The Pathognomick Signs are 
thefe three following. Firft, That 



Secondly, That the Body, and 
more cfpecially the folid parts there¬ 
of areConfumed. 


Thirdly, That an hour or two 
after Eating, the Feverifh Heat en- 
creafeth even to a Degree of a Fit: 
the pain of the Head and burning 
proceed from Obftru&ions, and 
cither becaufe,by the Exce/T;ve Heat 
of the Fever, the blood grows Ihar- 
per, or that an Inflammation arif- 
eth perhaps in fome ignoble Part, 
when Fevers are not well Curedi 
which Inflammation being fuppu- 
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rated, and mixing with the Blood, 
fowres the whole Mafs. Some¬ 
times after an imperfcdCure, or 
perhaps the ufe of Cold Medicines, 
the ftrength of the Patient is whol¬ 
ly decayed. After Eating the Fe¬ 
ver increafeth, becaufeot Frefliand 
New Matter being Communica¬ 
ted to the Blood in the Nature of 
Chyle. 

§• 14 - 

A ND now we have Treated a 
little of the Signs Or Sym¬ 
ptoms of this Difeafe, it is necefla- 
ry we fay fomething of its Caufes, 
which before we proceed any fur¬ 
ther, to go Methodically to Work, 
we fhall propofe according to the' 
Sentimentsot the ©alcrotf*, who 
divide them into Next and Irnmci 
tit ate, or Remote and Mediate. 

To the Outward Caufe they refer 
all thofe things, which are apt to. 
raife other Fevers; fuch as are the 
Heat of the Sun or Fire, tbo mlich 
and too violent Motion, ExCcijivo 
Watchings, Grief and other F.i.Ti- 
ons of the Mind; alfo Extraordina- 1 
ry Evacuations; as a Loofnefs, 
Dyfentery, or Bloody-Flux, Choie* 
ra. Spitting of Blood, and 
laftly. Hunger or want of Food in 
dry Bodies, or Sharp, Hot and Pu¬ 
trid Meats and Drinks, and many 
other fuch things, which, (as they 
fay) deftroy and devour the Radi¬ 
cal Moifture. 

The Inward and Nearer Caufes, 
are the Inflammation of the En¬ 
trails , Burning, Peftilential, and 
long Fevers, Ulcers in all the Vtfcc- 
ra proceeding from the Venereal 
Diftcmper, or from the Scurvy, all 
whicharefufficicnt to caufe a flow.& 
HedickFever.So Galen faith lie law 


a Hedick which took its Rife from 
the Inflammation of the Septum 
Tranjverjum,fk no lefs do the Mo¬ 
dern Practitioners aferibe theCaufe 
of an Hedick to the Corrup¬ 
tion of the Liver, for they fay there 
is a certain Filth that is fometimes 
Generated in the Liver, which cor¬ 
rupts even the fubftance of it, and 
Tranfmitting its Filth by Circulati¬ 
on to the Heart, in a manner fetsit 
on Fire. 

Sometimes they aferibe an He¬ 
dick Fever, only to Ob’trudion* 
in this or that Inteftine, v.liich hin¬ 
der the paflage of the Chyle, and 
prevent the due feparation of Hu¬ 
mours. 

§- s- 

T H E C&vmtftB hold that this 
Fever proceeds from the Sul¬ 
phureous'Spirits, being Enflamed 
or Kindled in the Heart, which, 
as their -Mafter faith, is over in 3 
Months time. 

M. 

H CImont &ith, that in a Con- 
tinual confttmt Hedick,the 
. Spirits are diverted from the Office 
of Digeffcon, fo that what is 
but in a manner half Digefted, be¬ 
comes Corrupted. He is fatisfy- 
ed alfo, that the Confumption 
comes from the Obftrudion, and 
Corruption of the Innate ftrength, 
as alfo from a (harp Filth; which 
lie hath obferved in a Sedentary 
Life. 1

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§• 7 - 

T T 73!llfsl doth not derive j 
y V this Fever from any 
Obftru&ions in the Liver, Spleen, 
or Mefentery, that may hinder Di- 
geftion, but rather from an ill Con- 
ftitution of the Blood, which be¬ 
ing grown too fharp or fowre, is 
Prejudicial to Nounlhment, and a 
Juft Circulation: For he fuppofeth 
the Blood in the Heart, like Oyl 
in the Lamp, which if it abouna- 
eth with too Salt Particles, it Bums 
not foftly nor pleafantly, but 
crackles and wafts away ftrangely, 
giving but a Weak and Faint Light. 
Our famous Author opened one 
that Dyed of this Difeafe, and 
found all his Entrails and other 
Veffels very found, except the 
Lungs, which were grown dry, and 
fluffed with a Sandy Matter,not un¬ 
like Chalk. So alio in this Difeafe 
the Mefentery or its Glandules are 
fluffed up with a Clayifh fort of 
Matter; Now whether the Blood 
becomes thus Salt through the 
Entrails being obftrudted, and 
permitting only the Watry Part 
of the Chyle topaft thorowthem, 
or whether they are Prejudiced by 
the paflage of a Salt Blood, our 
Author doubts, and is probably 
perfwaded they equally offend 
each other. Therefore if this Di- 
ftempfcr proceeds from an Ulcer or 
Apoltem in any Part whatfoever, 
a Fever is the neceffary Concomi¬ 
tant, thence he derives a Continual 
Fever, and Depravation of the 
Nourifhfncnt. 


§. 8 . 

S pitifuahath often obferved thefe 
He&ick Fevers only to rife 
from excelfive , or violent Ex- 
ercife of the Body ; or, that 
they may proceed from Extraor¬ 
dinary Anger, Sadnefs, or immo¬ 
derate Grief (as D. Schadiiu ob- 
ferv’d in a certain Woman ,> who 
from extraordinary Grief for the 
Lois of her Husband fell into an 
Hedick)nonc doubteth. Our Au¬ 
thor deriveth this Difeafe alfo from 
immoderate Watching, as alfo 
from long Fading, or from Meats 
of fmall, and bad Nourifhment, 
and with many Reafons condemns 
the Saliva or Spittle. Heobfer- 
veth alfo that this Difeafe, as alfo 
the more Stubborn SH-otidian, 
Continual, and Intermittent Fe¬ 
vers, have other Symptoms atten¬ 
ding them, as generally the In¬ 
flammation of the Entrails, and 
^chiefly of the Lungs, andthereup- 
' on Ulcers and Apollems: He Con¬ 
demns not the Liquor of the Glan¬ 
dules or Pancreatick Juice, fo 
much for being fharp , or fowre, 
as for being clammy, by which the 
Bile or Choler becomes more Slug- 
gifh, and the Lymplia more Dull. 

He looks upon the Excelfive 
Clamminefs, er Vifcofity of the 
Humours in General, and particu¬ 
larly of the Blood it fell, as the true 
caufe of wafting away in an He- 
dtick Fever; for by that the Non- 
rift i men t of the Parts is by little and 
little Deftroyed. 

AS for the Caufe of a Fit after 
Eating, he aferibes it to the Sali¬ 
va being too Glutinous, whence 
the Chyle paffing fooner to the In- 
tellines, and meeting with the Bile 
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orCholerin its way, takes aTin- 
dfure of it, which is Communi¬ 
cated to the Saliva, and fo by Cir¬ 
culation to the Heart; from whence 
a Pulfe quicker than ordinary is 
raifcd, asalfo fome Rednefs in the 
Face, and a gentle Heat in the Skin, 
which according to the Conftitu- 
tion of the parts produce* other 
Symptoms in other places. 

But when the He&ick proceeds 
from an immoderate Motion of the 
Body, in this Cafe he thinks, that 
not only the animal Spirits, but 
that the Serum of the Blood is Ex- 
haufted, and thence it is, he faith, 
that all the Humors become 
(harp. 

As oft as the Hcdfick comes 
from Grief, heAfcribcs theCaufe 
to the Pancreatick Juice, which be¬ 
ing fowred, renders the other 
Humors more Clammy and Slug- 
gilh. 

The caufeof an Hedfick from 
Exceflive Watching, he derives 
from the Confumption of the Ani¬ 
mal Spirits, and the clofer crow¬ 
ding of them together, asalfo the 
lharpnels and Tenacity.of.the Hu¬ 
mors. 

When the Hedicli comes from 
long Faffing, he faith there fol¬ 
lowed! a General lharpnels of the 
Humors through Defect of pro¬ 
per Nourilhment, which in Con- 
clulion, produce* Sluggilh and 
Clammy Humors. 

When a Hetiick. fucceeds a Quo¬ 
tidian, then he concludes fome Er- 
rourshave been committed as to 
Diet. 

When it fucceeds a Synochus, he 
afcribes it partly to the Acrimony 
or lharpnefs of Choler or Bile, and 
partly to the* excelfive ufe of fuch 
Medicine*, which evpp cprrupt 


and thicken the other Humors in 
the Body. 

When Intermittent Fevers end 
in an Hedtick, they breed Peccant 
Humors more or lets. 

When a HeSticl^ fucceeds an In¬ 
flammation or Apoftem of *e 
Nobler Parts, efpecially of the 
Lungs, jt comes from a Fil*y Cor¬ 
ruption, which ha* invaded *e 
whole Mafs of Blood, as alfo a De¬ 
pravation of Nourilhment, whence 
all Parts in General are rendred 
unfit for their Natural Fundti- 
ons. 

9- 

W ffi confefs wi* Sylvius, 
That the Caufcs of *is 
Fever are Various, and Ma¬ 
nifold; for whether, as he faith, 
the ■Wj'M.Nourifhment.or any of 
the Non-natural things may imme¬ 
diately produce fuch a Fever, I very 
much doubt; neither is the Pnncrea- 
tickjuice,the glandules,or any other 
Humors any otherwife Prejudicial, 
than as they infedl *e Mali of 
Blood, inducing aCacochymy, or 
ill Habit of Body,and fo, as it were, 
making way for the Inflammation 
and Suppuration of this or that 
more or lefs Noble Entrail, andfo 
they cannot immediately produce 
a Hedtick Fever; but rather it is 
to be believed,That the Humors,ei- 
ther the Pancreatickjuice,the Lym- 
pha, or fome other, as they pa(s 
through the iuppurated Bowels, 
contradf a certain lharpnefs, and 
thus difordcr the Mafs of Blood, 
whence a Hedlick may proceed. 
For it is certain that in this Difcafe 
the Blood becomes lharper than it 
Ihculd be,from thofcCauftick Salts, 
fometimes from a certain lharp de- ■ 
praved 
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praved Matter, which Incorporates 
it felf with the Blood and other Hu¬ 
mors in its Circulation, whence 
comes the Name of an Hedick or 
Habitual Fever, becaufe the Caufe 
thereof is in a manner Fixt in the 
folid parts. This Fever may Spring 
from the Difeafes of the HeadThus 
at Hanover I opened a Boy of Fif¬ 
teen Years, and a Girl of Nine, 
and found I could not afcribe the 
Caufe of the Hedick or the Death 
of thefe Children, to any thing but 
an Apoftem, radicated in the Sub- 
ftance of the Brain. In like man¬ 
ner we have feen many Hedical af¬ 
ter a Pleurify, as Sydenham has ob- 
ferved in thefe Words. “Some- 
“ times after a great Inflammation, 
“ and Omiilion of Bleeding in the 
“ Beginning of the Difeale, there 
“ groweth an Apoftem, from Cor- 
“ ruption gathered in the Hollow- 
“ nefs of the Breaft,in which Cafe ei- 
“ tl'.er the Fever altogether ceafeth, 
“or at leaft becomes milder,and yet 
“ the Patient not out of danger, 
“ but after an Ulcer in the Lungs 
“and Hedick Fever, the poor 
“ Wretch dyeth of a Confumption. 
Sometimes alfo it fucceeds a 
©ropfy of the Brcaft, and Abdo¬ 
men, as alfo any Weaknefs, orln- 
difoofition of the Stomach, the In- 
teftines. Liver, Spleen or Mefen- 
tery, or any other Part, containing 
or contained; tor a Hedick ufualjy 
fucceeds inveterate Ulcers, Fijlula'i, 
and fuch like Diftempers of thofe 
Parts; as after a Fijhita am , a 
certain Citizen got a fad Hedick, 
and dyed of it : for when the Hu¬ 
mours, by way of Circulation, pafs 
through thefe afleded Parts, they 
contrad fome New Infcdion, by 
which they create a great Diftur- 
bance in the Mafs of Blood, Super¬ 


inducing a (harp Indifpofition : fo 
that every Hedick Fever is in a 
manner Symptomatical. For if. 
Corruption from exulcerated Lungs 
or any other Part that is wounded, 
paffeth through the Lymphatick 
Veflels to the Heart, and caufeth a 
Hedick, why may not a Purulent 
Humor lying in any other inward, 
or lefs Noble part produce the 
fame ? 

The Procatardick caufes herein 
concerned, are bad Air, Nourifh- 
ment too Spirituous and (harp, pro¬ 
ducing Grofs, Clammy, and (harp 
Humours, amongft which Sugar is 
very bad, for it is fo far from true 
Swcetnefs, that it is able to dillblve 
Brafsitfelf; nay, the Portuguefes 
know how to Deftil of the Reeds 
thereof a Spirit that is perfedly 
Cooling, Biting the Tongue, and 
Corrofive, even to the Confuming 
of Metals, Bitter and of a Nitrous 
Taft. But I am weary of Repea¬ 
ting thefe things that are fo well 
known, and therefore (hall haften 
on to my intended Difcourfe. Ex- 
ceflive Watchings, unfeafona- 
ble Studies, immoderate Sleep or 
Motion; the (adder Paflions of the 
Mind, Grief, Anxiety, Sadnefs or 
Care, Envy, Anger or Hatred,play 
their parts here alfo; and for Ex- 
ccflive Evacuations, ’tis well known 
how prejudicial they are. 

That Confuming away in a He¬ 
dick Fever, in my judgment, may 
proceed from the obltrudion of 
the Vafa Ladlea, or Milky Veflels 
in the Mefentery;for then tne Blood 
fowres, becaufe it increafcth not, 
and becaufe the Watery parts of it 
fly away; for when the Watery 
Fountain in the Blood is loft, 
which may happen many ways, 
the Blood Contrads a (harp Fer¬ 
menting 
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ing Indifpofition, from the tart 
and corrupted Chyle mixing with 
it; hence it grows fo (harp, that it 
becomes unht for Nourifhment,and 
even in a manner devours the Flefh 
from the Body, leaving fcaroe any 
thing but Bones. Sometimes it 
falls out,That the Capillary Arteri- 
ous Velfels are obftruded, fothat 
the Blood cannot pafs through 
them; whence the Humours by 
ltaniling ftillfowre, and wear out 
the Body; in thefe Cafes there is 
not always a Fever; but if in any 
Ignoble part there happens to be a 
Suppuration, fo that any Corrup¬ 
tion bcCo nmunicated to theBlood, 
by changing the Texture thereof, 
itcaufeth a Fever, and by fliarp- 
ning or fowringof the Blood,add- 
eth a Confumption or Tabes. 

Heat alfo two or three Hours 
after Eating increafeth in the Body, 
becaufe of the mixture of the Vi- 
tious Chyle with the Blood, which 
brings fuch a Matter of the fir ft Ele¬ 
ment as cannot be carried thorow 
the Pores of the Purulent Blood, 
which alfo is not duly mixt in the 
right Ventricle of the Heart, and fo 
makes other Pores in the reft of the 
Blood. 

The quick, and frequent Pulfe 
in this cafe doth not proceed, as 
fome think, from any Clamminefs, 
for that would periiaps produce 
the contrary, but rather from a 
difordcr of the Animal Spirits up¬ 
on the Fibres of the Heart, and Ar¬ 
teries, ami from obltruction of the 
Entrails; for when they are ob- 
ltruOted , a thin Matter pafling 
through the narrower Pores, lor- 
ceth tne Blood upwards; and hence 
the Pulfe is Weak, and CVhck. 
We have known alfo a Hedick 
Fever to be occalioncd from 


the unfeafonable ufe of Baths. 

The Pain of the Head and Iharp- 
nefs or Burning thereof proceeds 
from Obftmtftion, and from the 
Blood grown fharp with the great 
Heat of the Fever, or from fome 
Inflammation perhaps in fome ig¬ 
noble Part when the Fever is not 
well Cured, which Inflammation 
being fuppurated and mixed with 
the Blood , createth a fharpnefs 
there , and fo produceth a He- 
cSlick. 

The Blood alfo may be (harpned 
by too great an Abltinence from 
Drink, from whence Burnings and 
Pains arc often produced. Chil¬ 
dren fometimes are fubjedt to He- 
cfticks from Eating of Crude Meats, 
whence the Milky Velfels are ob* 
(traded, the Acid increafeth, and 
the paflage of the Chyle into the 
Blood prevented, or depraved be¬ 
fore it comes there, of which 
we (hall Treat in its proper 
place. 

§. io. Progttoftick. 

T HIS Fever is very Dubious 
in the Event of it: for it 
is often Mortal, efpecially if it be 
in the third Degree, if the Face be 
extraordinary Lean, the Urine Oy- 
ly. Night Sweats, and Continual 
Heat , c $c. The firft and fecond 
Degree is more ealily cured 
than the third ; fo that which is 
in a manner radicated with a Con¬ 
fumption is molt difficultly cured. 
So alfo is it when any of the Vt (ce¬ 
nt are Corrupted, Enflamed or 
Exulcerated; for in this Cafe the 
Blood is fo infeded.and difordered, 
that it is almoft iir.poiiible by Art 
to reduce it to its Purity, though 
in Boys and young Men, and if 
‘ ' it 
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it be Simple the Cure is caller. 

. He&ick Fevers generally Rage 
from the fourteenth year, to the 
thirty fifth, and thofe that are Sick 
at that Age are hardly cured, but 
thofe who are He&ical before this 
Age, or a little after, more ealily 
cfcape, and are often cured, or pro¬ 
long their Life by fome Palliative 
Cure, efpecially Women. A Loofe- 
nefs happening upon it, is no good 
Sign. If a He&ick aflaults one 
from Corruption in the Lungs, or 
any other part, ’tis very difficult, 
or impoflible to be Cured, but if 
with other Signs there happen a 
lheddrng of the Hair, it is incura¬ 
ble. The greateft Hope is, if the 
Patient, Nurfe, and Pnyfidan do 
what they Ihould do. 

§. ii. Dietetick Cure. 

N OW let us come to the. 

Cure it felf, and lirft to Di¬ 
et, which confiftsin the due obfer- 
vance of the fix non-naturals/or the 
Matter of Remedies is taken from 
Diet, and Pharmacy; as in all other 
Chronical Difeafes Diet doth much, 
fohere particularly it is of fo great 
Importance, that it does many 
times more than all the Medicines 
that are given. Therefore choofe a 
Temperate Air, or make it fo; fitch 
a one as inclines to Cold, and mo: it, 
or rather according to Dr. Syden¬ 
ham's Advice, Change of Air, and 
Journeys may do much good. Ga¬ 
len i. Mctb. c. 8. in the hoteft 
time of Summer orders his Patient 
to live under Ground, in a place 
that is very Cold, and much open 
to the Wind. By which Remedy 
fyverius obferved, that one who 
was extreamly He&ic.;l, was cured 
in a Months time. The Air in a 
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Chamber may be altered by Sprink¬ 
ling the Flowers of cooling Herbs 
with Spring-water. The Air of 
one Country or place is worfe than 
that of another; fo in the Prerin&t 
of Hanover this Diftemper is En- 
demicil and peculiar to the place, 
with Exulceration of the Lungs;for 
the Rigid, Indexible and lharp Par¬ 
ticles of the Air, eafily entring in¬ 
to the Mafs of the Blood and alte¬ 
ring it, render it Corrofive, by 
which the little Bladders of the 
Lungs being Eroded they become 
Exulcerated. 

Let the Food be of fuch things 
as fweeten the Blood, of good Juice 
and ealie Digeltion , or Nourilh- 
ment, as Broths of Hens, Crabs, 
Capons, Veal, with Yolkes of Eggs 
and dcanfed Barley. Veal,Pig,Phea- 
fant, Partridge or young H.ire.OV. 
are good. Panada's , all things 
made of Barley, Oates, or Rice 
with the Cold Seeds, are alfo pro¬ 
per. Divers Garden Herbs, as Pur- 
llain, Endive, Sorrel, and Borrage, 
and fuch like opening Roots, if 
Boyrdin Broths. In this Difeafc 
alfo Filh that live in Rocky, or 
Stony places are excellent. As for 
Fruit, Apples, Pears, Prunes, Cher¬ 
ries, Grapes, Figs prepared and 
boyled with Honey are very good. 
They that have a llronger Stomach 
mayufe more Solid and Vilcous 
Nouriftunent, as Calves-feet, the 
Flclh of Snails, Crabs, Tortoifes, 
Frogs and Cockles in their Broths. 
To the more delicate we give the 
Pulp or Flclh of Capons, and Par¬ 
tridges, Almonds, Pine-Nuts, and 
Sweet Meats, and particularly Gel- 
. lies. The following one is very 
good. 


Tak; 
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Take of the frefh Geliy 'of Harts¬ 
horn three Drachms, pour to it 
two Pints and a half of Spring- 
water , of Red Wine half an 
Ounce.Digeft it for twelve Hours 
in a Glazed Veflel, afterwards 
add of the Root of Scor^onera 
half an Ounce, the Root of Suc¬ 
cory two Drachms, Endive 
Leaves a handful, Raifins Skin¬ 
ned three Ounces. Boyl it a little 
more than half away , ftrain it 
and add of the Confection of 
Alkermes a Drachm, place it in 
a Cool place, in a cold Veflel, 
and it will become a Geliy. 

All things made of Milk are here 
eery proper. 

Let the Drink, be Barley-water, 
ora clear Drink made of Opening, 
Roots and Barks; or, which is bet¬ 
ter, a Decoction of China with 
Raifins, as alfo Emulfions. All 
ftrong Spirituous Drinks are dan¬ 
gerous, and many times caufe this 
Difeafe, yet finall Bjjenifh or Mo- 
fil-JVme, with a little Water mixt 
in it, maybe allowed. 

Let their Sleep and Excrcijc be 
moderate. 

To keep the Body open, now 
and then a Glylter ot .Mollify¬ 
ing Herbs will be very proper, and 
you muft promote the Natural 
Evacuations,but as for others, have 
a care of them; as the voiding of 
Blood, (Sc. 

Let the Mind be at cafe and 
Chearful. Sadnefs and Grief are 
very deltruitive here, and have of¬ 
ten caufed a Hectick. Let the Pa¬ 
tient forbear Venery, which waits 
and drys the Body much. 


T HESE things premired, let 
us come to the Pharmacy, 
or Medicines here to be ufed, 
which according to the OaltnifU is 
thus; 

Thofe, who to correct a dry and 
hot Indifpofition, commend Cool¬ 
ers, and Moilteners, are of opinion, 
that in this Cafe thofe moiltening 
things are reltorative, therefore 
they prefer them to Coolers, which 
given in Excefs, may even ftitte 
the Natural Heat. Amongft Moi- 
fteners and Coolers arc reckoned the 
Flowers of Water-lily, Rofes, Bug- 
lofs, Borragc, Endive, Lettuce^or- 
rel. Succory, the four cold Seeds, 
greater and lefs.of which they make 
up feveral Compolitions. At the 
Beginning, if the firft Region be 
foul, they preferibe fome flight 
Purges, as Manna, Caffia, Syrup 
of Rofes Solutive, and if the Pati¬ 
ent is ftrong enough, fometimes an 
Infuflon ot Rhubarb, with Tama¬ 
rinds. As for Alteratives they re¬ 
duce them into the form of Juleps, 
Broths, and Emulfions, which fee 
amongft Practitioners. 

Baths, which, as they fay , are 
both cooling and moiltening, they 
prefer beyond all other Remedies, 
in which they put Mallows, Vio¬ 
let Leaves and Bears Breech,to ren¬ 
der it more moift.^ewf/zx Lufita- 
nus olf. 35 . /. 3 . praxis admi- 
randx ,commends extrcamly a Bath 
of Water 3 nd Oyl. Some alfo 
are for a Bath of pure Milk, and af¬ 
ter Bathing they anoint the Body 
with Oyl of Lilies,Violets or Rofes, 
and apply outwardly cooling and 
moiltening Medicines to the Heart, 
Breait, Liver and Kidneys.

Amongft Confolida- 
tifig Medicines, he praifeth the 
aniuted BaHam of Sulphur, as 
alfo the more fixed Medicines of 
Antimony, but not any thing 
that promotes Vomits or Stools. 
He commends alfo a Vulnerary

For thofe things which corrcdt, 
and moderate the Sharpnefs of die 
Blood, are rtioft proper here; as 
the milder Volatil Salts, and ear¬ 
thy Subftances, provided they con¬ 
tain in them a great Quantity of a 
pleafantgummous VoIatilSalt; as 
Crabs-cyes, Unicom’s-horn, Pearl, 
Harts4i6rn; Bone of a Stags Heart, 
Bole-Armoniack, Terra figillatd , 
Lap. Percarum , Afellorum , &c. 
Amongft Minerals, you .may ufe 
thefe; vi^.Antimoniam Diaphore- 
ticum, Bc^oartteum Mineral. So¬ 
lar e, Lunare, Joviale , Spccificum 
Stomacbicum ; as alfo that famous 
Anti-hedrick of Poteruis, of which 
I have as yet feeu but little Succefs; 
and if it hath any Virtue, it is in 
concentring the Acid, (which Crabs- 
eyes wilt do very well. The kin¬ 
der fort of Medicines, as Turpen¬ 
tine, Rolin of the Larch-tree, Gum. 
Amtnoniacum , and Galbannm, are 
ufed with great Succefs, becaufe 
they have fomething in them that is 
glutinous, and gummy. 

Coohng Medicines, fo tilled by 
the Ancients, are not profitable, as 
coolitig, blit, as fweet ning, open¬ 
ing and tempering. Firlt, Ail 
l Watery Medicines, in which there 
Eee is 
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is any Volatile Salt, are profitable. Pints of the Deftill’d Water of 


fuch as the common Coolers, which 
cut, and attenuate; as Succory- 
roots, or the whole Succory, Dan¬ 
delion, Sorrel, Leaves of Buglofs 
and its Flowers, alfo the Flowers 
of Violets, Fumitory, Sorrel, C fa 
Secondly , all watery , fpirituous, 
and fweet things, which are void of 
Sharpnefs.are good; as French, Spar- 
ni(k, and Canary Wines, Meed and 
fiich like, in refpecft they correct 
the (harpnefs of the Blood, and 
fix and pacify the Spiritjjfor which 
Medicines of Lead alfo are excel¬ 
lent Here alfo the lighter and more 
gentle Antifcorbuticks, and Diar 
phoreticks, are proper, feme forms 
pf which we (hall fet down here. I 
have known fcveral recovered with 
tjne. following deflilledAnti-hedlick. 
I sfould not have the heap ot Sim¬ 
ples that enter its Competition de- 
tcrr the Reader.

All nitrous Medicines are gene¬ 
rally good in this cafe, as SalPru- 
weiU, or Medicines prepared of 
Lead, as alfo Camphorc in a (mall 
Dofe raixt with other things, for 
they quench the Thirft, for which 
alf© feveral gargling Medicines are 
prescribed. 

The fore-men tion'd Medicines 
hihder the dangerous Sweat in an 
Hectick, efpecially that noble 
Tiiyflure of Vitriol, Steel and 
Lead, which is called Tintiura An- 
ei-pbtbifica, as alfo all earthy 
Things, and fuch as gently Incraf- 
fate, as Bole-Armoniack, fealed 
Earth; and laftly Gellies prepared 
of Quinces, Rob of Barberries, 
as alfo Aluminous Medicines given 
Iparingly. 

To correift the Iharpnds of the 
BlOod, all Sulphureous and Balfa- 
mical Mediciues arc very proper, 


pnetatu, and Balfam of Peru .For 
the more delicate, thefe following 
Lozenges will be very conveni¬ 
ent.

When there is an Exulceration 
hi the Bowels, Balfamck Medi- 
t.ies ateIncVt proper, as the Ani- 
latvd B.il(a«> ot Snlpiwr ^ and all 


Wound-Potions, efpecially my 
TraumatickEflence. 

He that defires to obtain an ea- 
fier way of fweetning Alum, let 
him proceed thus; Let him take 
jiowdered Alum, and deftil it by 
a Sand-heat, then take the Phlegm, 
and add it to its Body, and fo re- 
pfeit the Dellillation for feven 
times, till the whole Phlegm re¬ 
mains in its proper Body: then let 
him bruife the Alum thus prepared, 
and difiolve it into a Liquor in a 
moift Place per Delirium- Then 
digeft this Liquor irr a Bath for 
twelve or fifteen days; afterwards, 
when by Filtration you have got 
a clear Liquor, coagulate it with a 
gentle Heat. This is not only good 
in all Fevers, but alfo in Difeafes 
of the Breaft, and efpecially in an 
HedHck. The Dofe is from Ten 
Grains to Fifteen in a convenient 
Vehicle. If you cannot have this, 
Manna Alumini j, fo called, is 
good, as we have found by re¬ 
peated Experience, if it be depri¬ 
ved of all its fharpnefs by many 
Operations; for there is no other 
way fo proper to flop thofetrou- 
blefomc Night Sweats, as by the 
ufe of this Aluminous Liquor, 
and the Anti-phthilick Tiodture, 
taken in the Night, and mode¬ 
rately feafon'd withfome grateful 
Acid. 

Amongft Outward Medicines 
we commend anointing with 
Man’s Fat, Vnguemum refrige- 
ran) , rcfaceum , refumptivum, 
the Oyl of Frogs, and Butter of 
Womens Milk: Epithems alfo of 
Rofe, Violet, Borrage, Sorrel, and 
Baum waters, £3c. may be applyed 
to the Heart, and Liver. But e- 
nough of Outward Medicines,lincc 
they do but little good. 

As 
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As for Catarrhous Feversf which 
ufually are in the Winter-time, and 
prefuppofe either a fulnefs of Hu- 
1 rors in the Body, or the ftoppage 
of the Pores ) Bezoardicks are 
moft proper, mixt withfome Ano¬ 
dyne Pectorals. All preparations 
oF Amber are good alfo : fo like- 
wife the Pttftoral Elixir, with the 
Bezoardick Tinifturc. Venefedti- 
on is dangerous , becaufe Nature 
hath already thrown the Peccant 
Matter out of the Veflels. The 
Patient feldom fails here, if well 
looked to It is fometimes infe&i- 
ous. 

Among ft thefe Fevers is reckon¬ 
ed the Purple Fever, which is ei¬ 
ther Eenign, or Malignant. This 
oftentimes, like the Malignant Fe¬ 
ver, is accompanied with great 
Pains in the Head, and (mall Sweats, 
&'■ 

There is an Itching in all Parts 
of the Body, wherever the Signs 
of this Difeafe appear. There is 
alfo a (ham and burning Heat. If 
is a Difeafe betwixt an Eryjipelas, 
and an Itch, and is diftipguifhed 
from the Spotted Fever and Mea¬ 
lies, by the marks in the Skin. It 
proceeds fropi lharp, fait, ferous 
Humors in the Blood, which Na¬ 
ture prefently flings off' to the Cir¬ 
cumference. It is often occalioned 
by too violent Motion. Young 
Children are fubjedl to it, and 
Women from their moilt Con- 
Ifitufton, more than Men. Some¬ 
times it rifeth from the Retenti¬ 
on of their Natural Purgations 


after Child birth. Amongft remote 
Caufes are, the heat of the Liver, 
and cxceflive Vcnery. 

Where there’s no Malignity, 
Purging and Bleeding are a pre- 
fent Remedy; for Bleeding is good 
for thofe that are often troubled 
with an Eryjipelas. Thofethings 
which Purge away Water; and 
Choler are beft in this Cafe. ‘ As 
for preparing Medicines, all thofe 
which are commonly called cool¬ 
ing Hepattcks , are good, yea, 
they do the Cure fometimes of 
themfelvcs. And generally all 
things that arc good in the Itch, or 
Eryjipelas , are alfo good ticrj; 
as Fumitory, Elder, and all tem¬ 
perate Anti-fcorbuticks. So alio 
Preparations of tljc Woods, a*, 
their Eflcnces, and*Decisions, 
Rob Sambuci , CS?c Alfo all Ni¬ 
trous Preparations, as Kit rum Per- 
latftm, but in the ALthgnont Pur- 
pie the more fixed, an 1 milder Be-, 
zoardicks are to be given, for thufc 
Bezoardicks which are Volati'.arc; 
apt to promote the Inflammati¬ 
on, except the malignity be whol¬ 
ly to be caftotf. But here you 
muft always have regard to the 
foregoing caufe; for Example, if 
it proeped from the Retention, 
pf the Child-bed-Purgations, you 
muft give fuch Medicines as pro¬ 
cure their Evacuations; amongft 
which are the Preparations of 
Myrrh, and Saffron, Elixir pro¬ 
prietor. Alexipbarmaeum Ef- 
Jentl and the Spleen of an Ox- 
Bleeding is proper alfo in this Cafe.

Mongft the Numberlefs Ca¬ 
lamities that invade the Life 
of Man, a Malignant Fever is not 
thelealt, whitf* often with a Com¬ 
mon fury doth equally deltroy 
whole Nations, Cities, Towns, 
and Families, without any Diftin- 
dhon of Perfons It is a Difeafe molt 
notorious, or famous for its Cru¬ 
elty, Malignity , and dubious E- 
vent, in refpeck that it invades the 
very Capitol of the. Soul, fti- 
flingon aluddainthe Animal Spi¬ 
rits. 

We comprehend all Pcfiilen- 
tial Fevers under the general 
Name of Malignant ones : The 
Petechiahs, or Spotted Fever, 
which has the Name of Punih- 
cularis, Pcticuiarts,Stigmanca,Pu- 
licaris, Lentieularts Sc Par pur.it a, 
from the Refemh'ance of its Spots 
toFreckles.Pundiures and Bitingsof 
Fleas, is al(o called SetnifeJUi and 
Lucs PfluUomca The Hungari¬ 
an Fever is diftinguifhed from the 
common Spotted Fever, by that 
fevere Symptom; ( vig. ) a Conti¬ 
nual and almoft intolerable Pain in 
the Head, and Orifice of the Sto¬ 
mach. This Diitcmper is ufual in 


Hungary , becaufc of the ftnong 
Wines that grow there, and die 
Multitude or fenny Places. Crtn 
from an obfervation of thirty 
Years tells us,That the Hungarun 
Fever varied every year as to its 
Symptoms. 

Yet fince thefe Fevers differ ac¬ 
cording as they are more or left 
Malignant,and are all to be cured by 
the fame Method, I thought it 
convenient to treat of them all in 
the fame Chapter, under the ge¬ 
neral Name of Malignant Fe¬ 
vers. 

For that is a Malignant Fever, 
which is of a crofs ana ill Humor, 
deceiving fometimes the Patient, 
Phyfician, and all thofe that attend 
him. 

In a Malignant Fever,all things 
are milder, as to Infection or De- 
flrudfion, than in the Plagued 
any Peltilential Fever. A Mdip 
nant Fever is very bad, ^there¬ 
fore many times is a difpofition and 
ltep towards the Plague, though 
it doth not always appear with that 
difmal Train, as Bubo's, Carbun¬ 
cles, Spots, Meaflcs or finall Pox: 
nor is it more treacherous, than 
ftrong or furious. 

Thefe Fevers have feveral Names, 
from their feveral Symptoms: it 
Spots 
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Spots appear, Yu called Febris 
Petechialis , or a fpotted Fever. 

But if the heat is not fo great, and 
the Pain of the Head moll vehe¬ 
ment, with a Delirium, Sleepinefs,

and Diynels of the Tongue,i 
led Febris Cajlrevfis or Huugari- 
w.Ifthe Symptoms are feverer, and 
many more dye thanefcape in the 
fame HoufeorTown, ana if Blew 
Spots appear either before, or after 
Death, it is called a Pejlilenttal 
Fever; from which the Plague 
differs only in its Bubo's , and Car¬ 
buncles, a molt Acute and Perni¬ 
cious Difeafe, attended with the 
worlt Symptoms that may be, of 
which we lhall treat in a Chapter by 
it'felf. More fevere Symptoms alio 
ufually attend th cMalignaut Fevers 
than any other. They both aflault, 
and kill many at the fame time, 
and mock at the common Reme¬ 
dies, £> that they are of a quite 
different Nature from all other. 
They are called alfo Poyfinous Fe¬ 
vers, becaufe they immediately 
proceed from fome Poyfonous 
Particles either bred within, or co¬ 
ming from without By fome 
they have the Name ofAnttmcdica, 
& may alfo be called the Pbjftcians 
Scourge, becaufe in this cafe they 
dare promifeno certain Recovery, 
but are often forced themfelves 
to fall a Sacrifice to them, as Ex¬ 
perience informeth us, of which 
feetheTreatife of that Noble Gen¬ 
tleman, Fehr. prelident of our 
College, about Scor sooner a. It 
is called the Plague , only in re- 
fpedt of Men, not when Brutes or 
other Animals dye fuddcnly. An 
Infedhion raged not many years 
ago in Wejlphalia , amonglt the 
Cats, and of late feized the Cows 
in thefe parts, front which the Men 
were free. 


§. x. Part affeEleA. 


T O find out the Subject of 
thefe Fevers, neceJfrty and 
even Method require.That the Seat, 
and nature of the difeafe be known- 
The Heart is faid, by the Generali¬ 
ty of Phyficians, to be the Prima¬ 
ry, and Chief Seat or Subject of a 
Fever, becaufe it is the Fountain 
of Life, from whence a Preterna¬ 
tural Heat is communicated to the 
reft of. the Body, and this they 
would demonftratc from the 
Pulfe, which proceedeth from the 
Adtion of the Heart, and the pul- 
fifick Faculty, and fiery Spirits 
mixtwith thearterious Blood. 

SCtc fetting afide Prejudice, 
place the Seat of this Difcaie in Ac 
Blood ; For as in Wine and Milk 
we obferve ftrange dittur^unces^wd 
Fermentations, why may there 
not happen the fame in the M ils of 
Blood ? Nor do wc here exclude 
the Animal Spirits. The Secon¬ 
dary, and more General Subject of 
this Fever, are all the parts, in that 
the Difeafe, by help oh the Arteries, 
invadeth the whole Body. 

Thus alfo ilfrlmom blames the 
upper Orifice of the Stomach, as 
infedfed with fome contagious 
Poyfon; and likewife the other 
Veflels, which ferve for the Pre¬ 
paration, Fermentation, and Chy- 
lification of the Aliment, when 
thefe are rather to be called the 
Subjedt of the c.iufc of this Dilcale, 
than of the Difeafe it felf. 

§. 3. Diagnotfick. 

T H E Diagnofhck. Signs are, 
the Foundation of a true 
Cure, cfpeciallyin this Malignant

There are alfo very often, 
forerunners of thofe Malignant burnings in the Stomach, and hea- 


Spots, which proceed from the cor¬ 
rupted Scrum reftagnsting there. 
In the Plague there is always a Fear", 
or Pufilanimity, from whence the 
Pulfe grows fmall, frequent, and 
unequal, and there is alfo a Palpi¬ 
tation of the Heart, Fainting, or 
Syzcofe, ,and the greateft Shortnefs 
of Breath. Afterwards commonly 
there follows a molt violent Head- 
ach, Phrenfy, and Noife in the 
Ears. The Urine is like that of 
thofe that are well, and often en- 
cliningto be Red. There is alfo 
Thrrft , Watchfulnefs, Vertigo s, 
which ard followed by Phrenfies, 
Pleitrlifs, ConvulFons, Epilep- 
fies and mjiny other Mifchiefs. In 
fome* the £pots are red , in others 
they are very (mall, and in others 
of a quite different Nature. So 
from the Diver,'ity of the Caufe 
there arifediverfe Symptoms. In 
the Pfahie there appear Carbun¬ 
cles and Bttbo's. Many Sleep pro¬ 
foundly; hi fome few there is a 
Gnaf!) ing' of the Teeth,they are alfo 
troubled with a pain at the Heart, 
Vomiting, Lofs of Appetite, Third; 
and in the Plague they are Mole- 
fted with a Plcurify, Lientery 
with Worms, a (linking Flux and 
Bloody Flux. In fome I have ob- 
ferved Deafneft. Others are .ilnpolt 
B ind,and Weep invohmtarily;a(fo. 
they liave a Itrctching Qr gapL-.g 


vinefs about the Heart. In opening 
of the Body of one that dyed of 
the Plague, I found all things Li 
the Entrails blackifh, and gangre¬ 
ned. There arife alfo cold and (rak¬ 
ing Sweats, efpecially about tie 
Fore-head. At laft the Poyfonot 
the Diftemper difeovers it fit 
more manifeftly by Swellingsbe- 
hind the Ears, under die Arm- 
pits, in the Groin and Knees, and 
in other places, by Black, Yellow, 
Red Spots, and Black Pulhita, 
Carbuncles,and Bubo's. Here I cm- 
not omit a palfage that happenedat 
Fr/mcotlvlmm m the upperPs/tfe 
note. Anno (666. When the Plague 
raged with greatViolence.a Servant- 
Maid had a Carbuncle on theTopof 
her ring-finger,which eitlier,beaufe 
(he was Delirious, or throng the 
Violence of Pain, (he cut oil with 
a Chopping-Knife , yet notwith- 
franding her whole Hand was Mor- 
tifyed the next Day. For BuVi 
and Carbuncles vex, and torment 
the Patient even like hbt Iron, 
nay, more than is credible. Its 
not necellary, that all theft Signs 
appear in every one that is Sick; 
but fometnnes thefe, fometimo 
others, fometimes more, fore 
times fewer, according to the Ma¬ 
ture, and Difpofitionof the Sub- 
je&s, and Venom or Poyfon of 
die Difeafo In the Hungarian 
• v . Pewr, 
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Fever, there is a moft violent Head-1 
ach, joyned with a pain in the Ori¬ 
fice of the Stomach. 

§.4. Caufe. 

I N order to the happy Cure of 
Difeafes, there is noPhyfician 
of any Senfe; but aflerts the know- 
' ledge pf Caiifej to be. very necefla- 

S . Therefore firft of all let us 
; the opinion of the ©altntn* a s 
- to the caufe of Pejhlential Fevers. 

. -They make them to be occafioned 
by a PutrefixfHon and Malignant 
Corruption of the Humors in die 
Vena Cava t which Malignity they 
judge to be lefs in Peft 1 lent ial Fe¬ 
vers , than in the Peflilence or 
Plagut it feIf. For they will have 
the lame Caufes in a Malignant 
and Pefttlehtial Fever, as in the 
Plague , but in a lefs degree; hence 
Fracajlorius makes the Plague to 
confift in a profound and fordid 
Putrefaction. 

They condemn particularly,and 
chiefly here,the Air,Climate, Man¬ 
ner of Living, and Contagion. As 
for Malignant Fevers, they deduce 
them from a morbid Difpolition of 
Body, contracted by ill Meat or 
:a bad Piet, which is very fubjeCt 
.*0; putrefy and comipt. As for 
the Plague, they derive it from the 
common Caufes , to wit, the ill 
: Conltitution of the Air, and the 
Infiuerice of the ‘ Planets. Kjr- 
i ■cberus and Laugiui make it to 
1 eon(iit in a Vermtrloui fort of Pu- 
' tflifaCtion, or Corruption : Simon 
. Paulus a kind of Vdlatil Salt, that 
by Fermentation creates that great 
difotder in the Malt of Blood. 


§• 

H dniont, who thinks the Prin¬ 
cipal Neft of all Fevers to be 
in the firlt Region,fiutfrC/u/. i 7 . 
Sett. 10. That the Seat of Malig¬ 
nant Camp-Fevers, is very Itrange 
and unufual, as alfo the fpreading 
of them,whilft they have theirOri- 
ginal from certain Vapours, arifing 
from marlhy Grounds, Minerals, 
ill Smoaks.Hofpital-lcents, and cor¬ 
rupt Stinks, which palling throng 
the Lungs into the Brealt, alTault 
the convex Superficies of the Sto¬ 
mach, leaving behind a Malignan¬ 
cy. He derives the Pejltlence 
from an Acid in the Veins, and is 
of Opinion;That the Plague is the 
quickeft and fevereft Fever, and 
fluctuates in the Archxut like 
Poyfon. And he faith, A Malig¬ 
nant Fever alone always draw* 
fomething of Corruption to it a- 
bout the Orifice of the Stomach ; 
and that thofe Fevers are worfe, 
whole Seat is rather on theoutfide 
of the Stomach, than on the in- 
lide, becaufe' that part is in a man¬ 
ner out of the reach ot Reme¬ 
dies. And therefore the Camp- 
Fevers, and thofe that are Epide¬ 
mical, are more troublefome than 
others, and are for the molt part 
without Thirlt. 

For thefe Fevers, faith he, only 
infeCt from without, corrupting 
the laft Nutriment of the Stomach, 
becaufe as long as there is Life in 
the Body, there is Exfpiration, 
and Perlpiration. For he hath De- 
tronftrated that the Lungs , and 
Diafhragma arc both full of Pores, 
through which thofe Malignant 
Vapours we fuck in with our 
Breath, feizethc Stomach, and of¬ 
ten 
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ten corrupt the Nourifliment 
thereof. For be diftinguifheth the 
Plague from other Fevers, which 
has not its Seat in a Febrile Filth, 
or in the Blood, but atfeds the 
Vital Spirits with its ill Scent.which 
together with the Air we fuck in, 
palfeth immediately through the 
Pores of the Diaphragm* to the 
Stomach, and not Wig able to go 
any further, leaves there its fatal 
Impreifion, from whence proceed 
Vomits, Head-ache, dead Sleeps, 
Phrenfies, Swoonings, and the like. 

Helmont allows of two Gaufe 
in Nature, and no more ; ( viz.) 
Matter and the Efficient Caufe: 
The Efficient Caufe in the Plague 
he calls Arclueus, Vulcanus or Se¬ 
men. The matter of it, he fays, is 
a wild, irregular Spirit tinged with 
Poyfon. Which he confiders either 
as it comes from without, and is 
wholly and perferay Peftiferous, 
exhaling from fome Perfon ©r 
Carkafsthat isPcftilt ntial, or from 
fome nifty ,infeded place or thing: 
or elfe as it proceeds from fome 
ill Vapor of the Earth, which be¬ 
ing drawn in by the Lungs, grows 
by degrees of Fermentation Pe- 
ftilenti.il. The Plague therefore is' 
either wholly generated wufrin, 
without any foreign Afiiftance, 
or is altogether from without. So 
that according to our Author, it 
is an Ens Nature, fubfifting in us 
of it felf , and confiding of its 
own Matter, Form and Properties 
In another place lie callcth the 
Plague, Vencnum Terrorts, and 
proves that its primitive Seat is in 
the Hypochondries. He will not 
have the Matter of it to be any 
folid Body., or vifible Liquor, 
find therefore no confpicuous Pu¬ 
trefaction, but a Gas feparated 


and degenerated from the fnb- 
ftance of the Anhaus. For he 
affirms that whatever vifihle Cor¬ 
ruption appears in the Plague, is 
not fb much the matter from 
whence it proceeds, as the matter 
in which itrefides : whence he af- 
ferts, that Carbuncles Buio's, and 
Efcars are not the Original Mat¬ 
ter of the Plague, but rather the 
Effects of it: He faith, that the 
remote Caufe of this Difeafc is a 
putrefyed Air or Gar, And, alfo 
that that which comes by Contact, 
although it be milder than that 
which arifeth from an Univerfal 
Caufe, yetis for the moft part Fa¬ 
tal,beaufc in foie the Archeus that 
has its Refidcnce in the Member, 
is deftfoyoj, from whence follows 
a Peftilential Gangrcen of the Part. 
For the reft Confult the Author 
himfelf.

\ A in all Malignant 

V V Peftilential Fevers, the 
Plague, Small Pox and Mealies, 
holds, That the Blood is tainted 
with fome Poyfonpus Infe&wn, 
and is therefore fobjed to vari¬ 
ous Coagulations and Corrup¬ 
tions ; in which Malignant Fevers, 
not only the Spirit and Sulphur, 
as in Pun id Fevers, grow irregu¬ 
lar and troubkfome , caufing a 
mighty Ertervefeency, but alfo 
the very Texture of the Blood 
is dillolved, and its Liquor dividod 
into fcveral para, from whence 
proceed thofc horrible Symptoms, 
not without danger of Life-He ei- 
amineth alfo the Oufes of many 
Poyfons,and holds. That the Sub- 
jeds in which the Infedion more 
unmediately lettlcth.are twoj(e*r.) 
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the Animal Spirits, and Blood in I thus; in that it is Sometimes peculiar 
the Veffels and Heart. He plain- to this or that Climate, fometima it 
ly (hews how they are hurt by thofe rageth in feveral places at the fame 
Poyfons. He faith. There are fome 1 time, fometimesit is complicated 


Poyfons.-,- 

Poyfons which diffolve the Blood, 
and too much precipitate the Se¬ 
rum, as fame ftronger Purgers do. 
And that there are other Poyfons a- 
gain more dangerous,which congeal 
the Blood, and by deftroying of 
its Texture corrupt it, inducing 
firft a Congelation, and then a Pu- 
trcfa&ion. 

As to the Animal Spirits, which 
are very fine and fubtle, if any 
thing of the Nature of Poyfon 
lights amongft them, which con- 
lifts of fuch fierce Particles, that 
inducing a great Effcrvefcency up¬ 
on the Nervous Liquor, the molt 
Spirituous Portion of it is cither 
driven up and down, or altogether 
vanilheth, whilft the reft of the 
Nervous Juice by fome aftringent 
force is fixed, or by an Ebullition 
grows unruly ; from whence fol¬ 
low thofe Diltempers of the Brain 
and Nervous Parts, ( t. e.) Convul- 
fion. Trembling, Shivering, Stu¬ 
pefaction, Paliies, and other feve- 
rer Symptoms. 

Our Author defcribes the Plagi 
thus, (vi$.) A Ctntagiout Epide¬ 
mical Dtjlemper, very fatal to 
Mankind, proceeding atfirllfrom 
InfeHion tn the Air, and after¬ 
wards propagated by Contagion, 
which privately and. lurkfngh 
Jeigeth upon Men, extinguijh- 
etli the Animal Spiriti, coagu¬ 
late! the Blood, morttfiet thc So- 
iid Parti, and it attended with 


with other Symptoms, and Diftem- 
pers , and fometimes it is milder 
and Ms deltruCtive than at other 
times. 

The caufe of this Peftilential 
Difeafc, in the Opinion of our Au¬ 
thor, is die Coagulation of the 
Blood and Nervous Juice,like Milk 
turn’d fowre, or that has had fome 
Acid pour’d upon it, "hence the 
parts of it, being mightily infe¬ 
cted foon curdle, and, like Blood 
extravafated, grow black and cor¬ 
rupted; whence the Motion of the 
Blood in the Veffels and in tho 
Heart is flopped, and by reafonbf 
its Fermentation becomes more 
coagulated : Now whatfoever by 
Congelation is curdled, unlefsit be 
immediately evacuated , by flop¬ 
ping the Circulation brings Death 
on the Patient, and being driven to 
the Circumference of the Body, 
there fticketh betwixt the nan-ow 
paflage of the Vdlels, and either 
being altogether deftitute of Spi¬ 
rits, as if it were Planet-ltruck, by 
itsMortit cation there,caufeth Black 
or Purple Spots; or from the Salt, 
and Sulphur exalted by the Pofti- 
lential Ferment, and becoming tur¬ 
bulent,caufeth feveral forts of Swel¬ 
lings. 

Our moft famous Author de¬ 
fcribes a Carbuncle after the fol¬ 
lowing manner. A Carbuncie 
(6ys lie) is a fiery hot Swelling, 
with abundance of little fiarp 


Spots, Bubo's, and Carbuncles , 1 and burning Pimples about

and other horrible Symptoms 
that threaten the Sick, Perjbn with 
Death. 

And he difference* the Plague 


and a mojl violent Pam, which 
difeovering it fe/f indifferently 
in feveral Places is not Suppura¬ 
ted, but Jpreadsng more in Cir¬ 
cumference 
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fumferenee, burneth the Flcjh 
and eats away whole pieces of 
it, leaving behind it a hollow 
Ulcer, as if aCanJUck, had been 
laid to it. 

So alfo he learnedly treat* of 
the Nature, and Original of Car¬ 
buncles, Bubo's, Purple Spots, 
He. in his Chapter of the Pclti- 
lence. 

He faith, Pejlilential and Ma¬ 
lignant Fevers differ not only 
from the Plague , but from one 
another, according to the Degrees 
of Contagion , ana Fatality. The 
.Plague is a Difeafe that is infeCti- 
ous in the highelt degree; a Pejli- 
lential Fever generally rageth with 
Iefs Infection, and lels Mortality.. 
When there is only a fufpicion of 
Infedion, ahd the Crifis only more 
uncertain than in common Fevers, 
it patleth for a Malignant Fever, 
which is wont to feize feveral Per¬ 
fons in the fame Parts or Country, 
after the fame manner, and is in 
appearance like a Putrid Fever, and 
has almolf the fame C nfes. But 
if many Perfons dye, and thofe 
who converfe with the Sick, are 
infeded with the fame Difeafe, and 
if it fpreadetii through whole 
Towns or Cities) it is then ailed a 
Pejlilential Fever. 

Our Author reckons PeJhieiiti- 
al and Malignant Fevers anion git 
the number of Continual Fevers, 
dnd lays the fault upon the Sulphu¬ 
reous part of the Blood, which 
he faith is heated and bred into 
a Fever, and in thefe fort of Fevers 
he obferveth an extraordinary Ma¬ 
lignity joyned with the Eflervef- 
Cencv. i 

But he thinks the Etfervefcency 
is performed after the following 
manner: The Sulphureous part or 


the Blood growing extraordina¬ 
ry hot, by its heat isfet on Fire; 
and whilit it burns, it heaps up a 
great deal of aduft Matter in the 
Blood, from the fubduing, and fe- 
cluding of which , the State and 
Cnjes do depend, as in other Fe- 
\ees: Moreover the Blood being 
tainted with a Poyfonous Infecti¬ 
on, by reafon of its malignant 
Ferment, begins to coagulate, and 
putrefy: and from feme congeal'd 
Portions of it, there arife Swoon¬ 
ing Fits, Faintnefs, Spots, and 
Marks, &c. 

So according to him, the Con¬ 
tagion is Propagated by certain 
Effluvium's that come from the 
lick Perfons Body, from which 
Contagion or Infection according 
to the degree, or force thereof, the 
Fever iscallcd either Pejlilentialsx 
Malignant. ■ 

When a Malignant, and Poy¬ 
fonous Ferment is joyned with 
the Preternatural Eftervefcency of 
the Blood, there do not only fuc- 
ceed Coagulatioos and a Difpofid- 
on towardsPutrefaCtion in the Mali 
thereof, but alfo the Nervousjuice 
is infeCted, by which means it be¬ 
ing grown unfit for the Brain, and 
the Government of the Animal 
Spirits, there follows a great difor- 
dtr, and irregularity of them. 
Whence in thefe Fevers not on!v 
Spots and Pimples rife; but alfo 
Madnefs, Phrenlies, dead Sleeps, 
Trembling of Joynts, Cramps and 
Convullions fucceed. Hence our 
Author |n fome certain years hath 
obferved feveral Malignant Fevers, 
which without any appeal ance of 
Marks, have chiefly cxercifed their 
Virulcncy or Fury on the Genus 
Nervojum. 

Our Author is of opinion, that 
the. 
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Of Malignant 

the Blood impregnated with 
thcfe Poyfonous Particles, boy Is 
up of its own accord, which Par¬ 
ticles, Jie conceives, may either 
pre-exi.t in the Mafsof Blood, or 
be taken in with the Air: If they 
proceed from corrupted Air, the 
Difeafe is General and more Popu¬ 
lar 9 if from a particulai\indi(po- 
fltion of the Body, thenfchere is 
but here and there one that L. lick 
of this Difeafe. 

Mitltgnant and Pefi Unit ini Fe¬ 
vers are fometimes obferved with 
one- particular Symptom, fome¬ 
times they are accompanied with 
a Quinfy, fometimes with a Plcu- 
rify, often with an Inflammation 
of the Lungs, fometimes with a 
Dyfentery, &c. which as our Au¬ 
thor obferveth, happeneth not bc- 
caufe the Infection by fomc pecu¬ 
liar Quality feizeth on this, or that 
part ot the Body, for it doth equal¬ 
ly infedt the whole Mafs of Blood, 
whence a Crifis is to be endeavour¬ 
ed In all parts alike. For when 
the Blood without any Malignity, 
by reafon of its Coagulation, or 
any other caufcs does extrava- 
fate, the ufual places in which it 
is apt to relt, are the Throat, 
Lungs, Pleura, and the Inteiitices 
Wherefore it is no wonder, that, 
when in a MalignantCaufe there fol¬ 
lows a Coagulation and Extravafa- 
tion, the Difeafe ihould fix it (elfin 
its Natural Subject 



CyiMt* derives all Miligiiaiu 
and Peftilential Fevers from 
fomc Poyfonous Particles com¬ 
municated to the Blood, which are 
cither taken in with the Air by the 
Lungs, or by the Pores of the Bo - 
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dy, or with Food at the Mouth- ^ 
Knd thcfe Particles, faith he, caufe 
burning and Maiigwnt Fe- , 
vers , Dyfenteries, anil the Plague . 
it felf. 

In almoft all Malignant Fevers, 
■he hath obferved that the Blood is 
more fluid than at other times, 
which he faith happens in Burning 
Fevers, the Plague, .and. fometimes 
in the Dyfentery, (w'{. ) as often . 
as the Choler or,Bile of itftlfis 
corrupted , firom whofe Excefliwe . 
Acrimony, or SharpnefsFevers pro¬ 
ceed; and indeed Burning Fevers; 
a certain (harp Acid alfo concur- , 
ring at the fame time, and ftir- . 
ring up a Maligpant Eflervefccn- 
cy in the Idler Inteftipes, from 
whence h occalloned a dreadful 
Dyfentery. For when, as he faith,, 
there are but two Sharps in Na- . 
ture, a Lixivious Saline, and an 
Acid , as often as they meet, and 
clalh with each other, they con- 
ftitutc a third or middle Subftance 
that may be lefs (harp becaufe bro¬ 
ken j yet with a (tronger Fire, it 
may become at laft more (harp, 
ana fo much more dangerou# as 
more difficult to be mitigated, and 
from its Volatility and Subtilty 
ctufing great, and fometimes dead¬ 
ly Changes or Alterations in us. 
Thence he is of Opinion that Malig¬ 
nant and Epidemical Fevers have 
their Rife from corrupt Air. He 
faith all Poyfons derive their Force, 
and Efficacy from one of thofe 
two Sharps. 

Frpm the Collation of Sym¬ 
ptoms he judgeth'the caufe of Ma¬ 
lignant Fevers to be for the molt 
part, if not always, a Vplatil (harp 
Salt, which by concentring the 
fubacid Liquor of the iGlandules, 

1 renders it weak .ind liuggifli.

from whence the Natural Con- 
fiitency of the Blood is diminifh- 
ed, and fo its Rarefaction pre¬ 
vented, and very often the Secre¬ 
tion of the Animal Spirits hindred. 

According tiierefore as that Volatil 
Salt, fliarp, or not (harp, is either 
carried by Infpiration into the 
Lungs, and thence into the Mafs 
ofBlood;'or with the Nourifh- 
ment, and Spittle defcendeth in¬ 
to tbeStpmacb; or, as we faid be¬ 
fore, pafleth in at the Pores of the 

S ; hereupon faith he, doth 
iference of Symptoms in Ma¬ 
lignant FWers depend, as alfo 
upon the Humors that abound 
in each Bricky. He deduceth the 
weak' and- limguilhing Pulfc from 
the Incan ffltency of theBlood and 
thefuddairi and unexpected Death, 
from the Hiding and extinguifhing 
of tlie Vital Flame. 

Therefore' according to him 
the caufe : of .all Malignant Fevers 
comes from abroad, and never 
from the spontaneous corrupting 
of Humors in the Body. Thus 
ho yritt have all' Malignity toconfift 
iti a volatil,(harp Salt. He.alfomak- 


and Malignant Fevers, becaufe 
their force, and -Efficacy confift- 
eth in the Solution pf Continuity, 
whether they ad upon theBoay 
without, or exercife their Tyranny 
within.Thercfore thofe Antidote^ 
itappears to any Learned Man,work 
not by an Occult, but ManM 
Quality; nay, there is not one 
Antidotdbf whofe effed, or ope- 
ration a probable Reafon cannot be 
given. For we reckon all Anti¬ 
dotes in the number of thofe Me- 
decines, that attenuate, cut, to- 
latHize, abforb, and take off the 
Edge of lharp things, which are 
adminillred according to the na¬ 
ture of the Poyfon; whether it 
confilt in a certain kind of Vola- 
til, Glewy Subltance, and (haip 
coagulatory Salt that is contagi¬ 
ous; or in certain ftiarp cutting 
Particles, that are apt to caufea 
Mortification in the Part, to the 
utter Subverfion of the Animal 
Spirits. Hence follow difturban- 
ces of the Mind, Phrenfies, Mad- 
nefs, Frigidity of the parts, and 
whole Boay, Swellings, andBlev- 
nefs, Evofions and Eating away

X /T T C with Willis , before line Particles being joyned togc- 
V V we come to the thing ther, become Corrofive. which, at 
it lelf, wrfl in fhort treat of the cording to the Diverfity of the 
Nature of Poyfons, feeing that Matter with which they are joyned, 
from the knowledge of them, we compofe in the Microcofm feveral 
may eafily le.tm the Nature of Minerals; as Antimony, Arfenidt 
the Plague, and all Epidemical Cobalt; and thefe Partic’es be 
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ten occafioned through Naftinefr, 
and Filth, and the Plenty and Va¬ 
rious Colluctancy of Effluvia. 
Sometimes through Famine, and 
the Coufequents thereof, our Bo¬ 
dies are more difpofed to receive 
this Infection. And to come clo- 
fer to the bufinefs j we muftob- 
'ferve, that the Plague, as well as 
Malignant Fevers which only dif¬ 
fer in degree, take their Source 
from the Air , which is as well 
the Fountain of Death, as of Life 
and Health. 

This Air is that which fup- 
iports our Breath, which with 
our Spittle palfeth to the Sto¬ 
mach , enters the Pores, and be¬ 
ing communicated to the Blood, 
and its Serum, is carried by Cir¬ 
culation to every part From 
hence it appeareth how die Air, 
impregnated with thefe lharp 
ana Volatil Salts, infects the Hu¬ 
mors of the Body, efpedally 
the Blood, to the utter Sub- 
verfion of the Animal Spirits, 
and Deftru&ion of the whole 
Body. For thofe lharp Parti¬ 
cles, being joyned with the Spit¬ 
tle , Chyle and Choler, f that is 
much like it ) grow lharper; juft 
as Sublimated Mercury , and A~- 
qua Stygta, when put together, 
are more and more by degrees 
exafperated. By this it appea¬ 
red! in what the Nature of Ma¬ 
lignant Fevers confifteth, which 
Spring from a mutual Separation of 
die Particles of Blood from one a- 
riothcr; but in a Idler degree than 
in the Plague, wherein there is 
the greatelt Separation and De¬ 
traction of the Particles: For 
whiltt the Texture of the Blood is 
violated , the Animal Spirits arc 
in an uproar, flying here, and there 


mg rarefyed by die heat of the. Bo¬ 
dy, fly up and dowaand by break¬ 
ing the Natural Texture, melt 
the whole MaG of Blood, attenu¬ 
ating it mote than what isnecef- 
(ary to die difturhance of the A- 
lihnal Spirits, and creating of 
NaufeoufneG, Vomiting, Gripes, 
Gnawings., Faintjing fits,, Trem¬ 
blings, Convullions, Madnefs and 
cither horrible Symptoms. 

Thefe things being granted, 
we may eafilyihew, how thefe Ma¬ 
lignant Spirits, rifing from the Bo¬ 
wels of $ho Earth , are commu¬ 
nicated to thp ^if, and grow fo 
detractive to Mankind. To 
dear wlaicfv you are to obferve, 
fhat thefe thin Vapours are more 
dr Iefi abundant, according to the 
diflereace of Summers. There¬ 
fore if the heat of the Sun is lb ex- 
O'dive, that thefe lharp, and Vo- 
fatil Spirits or Poyfonous Effluvi¬ 
um's, (which, through defat of 
heat, could not be elevated to the 
outward Surfiiceof the Earth ) arc 
by a greater Rarefaction grown 
active, and nimble, they may 
get not only above the Surfiiceof 
the Earth , but alfo wander into 
diftant Countries. And thei 
ter hollowncG or gapings 01 
Earth there are, either from the 
fecret palGges of Waters, or from 
Earth-quakes, the greater plen¬ 
ty will there be of Infections and 
Peliilential Exhalations. Which 
Mi afmat a , 'or contagious Parti¬ 
cles, as experience too much 
infonneth us, alfo may arife from 
Handing Pools, dark Deins, and 
filthy Holes; as alfo from loath- 
fonic Carafes, whence proceed 
the Plague and Malignant Fevers. 
Thus in Cuiipsjmonglt Souldi- 
ers, this Malignant Poyfon is of- 
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in confufion,and caufing great Di- 
fturbances, as well in the Brain as 
elfcwhere. 

Some diftinguifh the Plague 
from a Pejiilnutal Fever, but 
they differ only in degree; for 
& ey both proceed from the diltur- 
b.mce in the Blood; yet there may 
be a very great Fever, which from 
the fuddain failing of ftrength,may 
be like the Plague. Malignity 
therefore is nothing clfc but a re¬ 
paration of the Particles of Blood 
from each other, which in this 
Cafe is not callly remedied. For 
there are feveral degrees of Separa¬ 
tion, as it appears in Milk, which 
is one way feparated for making of 
Cheefe, another for making of But¬ 
ter, and another way when it turns 
Sowre. Tints it appears alfo in the 
ihikture of Blood, with the Spirit 
of Nitre, Vitriol and dellilled Ve- 
ftegar, and fublimate Mercury. 
The Peftilenti.il Poyfon raging up, 
^aid down, with its fharp volatil 
con-olive, and fulphureous faline 
Parts, cuts off the Fibres, and Idler 
Brandiei of the Blood, which be¬ 
ing done, the other, grown heavy, 
and not ealie to be moved, are 
jumbled into ode heterogeneous 
Body, which is unfit for Circulati¬ 
on. The Sulphur is alfo very much 
corrupted, as it appears by the 
Stench, which in the time of the 
Plague hies about with its fiery 
Darts; whence Borelliisc. i. vol 
74. Speaks of a certain Ermite 
that could didfoguifh the Plague 
by its fmell: The angry Enemy 
thus entred, and- getting the bet 1 
ter, feizeth on the more noble 
Parts, as the Heart, Brain, and Sto¬ 
mach, and other Parts, and placing 
a fbneigri Guard 'ore thole Citte- 
delsof Life, is not only content to 


caufe Syncope’s, Tremblings, and 
even mortal Anguifhments in thofe 
parts', but to make Excurlions even 
to the royal Palace of Reafon, 
committing llrange violences there 
on the cheif Governobrs of Life, 
the Animal Spirits, tormenting 
them withintolerableThirtt,moft 
violent Head-ach, Watchings, Mad- 
nefs, Phrenlies, Corjvulfions, ( 3 c. 
and fometimes making an Excurfi- 
on to the Superficies, feizeth on 
the greater Glandules, and ciufcth 
Carbuncles,Bubo’s, anti blew Spots, 
to the final ruin and fubverfion of 
the whole Body.' Here by the 
way you are to obferv* that it is 
call'd a Carbuncle, becaufe it is 
black like a Coal, and is found 
likewife in other parts nsVellfldhy 
as fibrous and glanduloiis. Some¬ 
times alfo it breaketh forth in the 
inward parts, fometimes it is to 
be feen within the Tunicles of tie 
Stomach, as well inwardly as out¬ 
wardly, which hath been often ob- 
ferved by Bartholin and Helmont , 
and then there follow mighty Vo- 
mittings from corrupt Blood, 
that is coagulated in feveral pla¬ 
ces, 

In the Plague there are Bubo's 
alfo in the Gladulous parts, becaufe 
the fharp Particles of the Blood 
pafs through the tfefhy Parts; now 
the Pores of the Glandules being 
little, they ftick there, and create 
Bubo's; but they proceed for the 
molt part from the Lympha being 
vitiated and turned fharp. 

There are Particles of a certain 
Figure, which are driven by the 
heat, and Ebullition of the Bleed 
into the Pores of the membranous 
parts, which Pores if they do not 
wholly fill up but leave room tor 1 
thin fubtil Matter to p.ifs through. 
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He whofe Blood is thinner, o r 
more fluid, from the too great 
Sharpnels, and Acrimony of the 
Rile, is fooner infe&ed with this 
Difeafe than others; on the other 
tide, he, whofe Blood is well tem¬ 
pered with a due Acidity of the 
Pancreatick, or any other Juice, as 
the Melancholy Man, is feldom or 
never infe&ed with this Difeafe. 
For the Particles of the Blood be¬ 
ing more clofely joyned together, 
with their united force fupport 
the Animal Spirits aga'inft the 
common Enemy, from whence 
the (harp Particles of the poyfon 
being blunted, either remain in 
the Body without any danger, or 
pafs through, where there is little 
Reflftance. It is a true rule, and 
obfervation, -That during the 
Plague, every difeafe of the Body, 
putting otf its own Nature, de¬ 
generates into the Plague. From 
all which you may eafily guefs, 
that the true caufe of this,as well as 
of Malignant Fevers, is a corrupt 
Miafma, more, or lefs (harp, and 
Volatil, difturbing and even diC* 
folving the whole Texture of the 
Blood with its rigid Particles* 
For nothing is more fatal to 
the Animal Spirits, than thofc 
(harp, and Volatil Exhalations, 
which ftifle them, even as Smoak 
doth Bees. The quantity of this 
poyfon is not materbl, lince, as 
Ettmullerus, Chap. 3. de virtuti 
Opii diapboret. Seth 13. obfer- 
veth, that it exerteth its force, and 
difordereth the whole Oeconotny 
of the Body, tho but the lealt 
quantity , provided it be actua¬ 
ted, and improved by the Native 
Heat, juft as Yealt in Ale,or Leven 
in Bread, tho but Imall in fub- 
ftance, ^etraifetha great Fermen- 
F ff ration. 


they caufe a Swelling , heat and 
rednefs of the part, as, we fee in 
an Inflammation, which in flic 
Brain ,- or its Tunicles, caufes 
Madnefs, in the Jaws or Throat a 
Quinfy , -in the Brealt a Pleu¬ 
risy, in the Inteftines a Dyfente- 
ry. 

The Aftrologers fly to the 
determinate Politionsof the Stars, 
and to the Incompatibilities of Op- 
pofitions, and Malignant Conjun¬ 
ctions; but what virtue the In 
fluence of the Stars have, I could 
never yet conceive, or how they 
(hould work upon inferiour Bo¬ 
dies, unlefs by a Motion of Light, 
and Heat. For the heat which 
proceedeth from the Planets 
Stars, isof itfelf but Weak, with¬ 
out the afliftance of the Sun, and 
is a manner always in the fame 
degree ; fo that to aferibe fo great 
a change in the Bowels of the 
Earth, or in the Air, to them, is 
not warrantable by humane Rea- 
fon. For the Stars are given to 
us only for to (hew us the di- 
ftindhon of Times, Days, and 
Years, which as Helmut faith, 
are but Reliqucs of Paganifm. 
Hence the molt famous Aftrolo¬ 
gers, and Mathematicians in the 
World, as Copernicus , Kepler, 
Brahe , des Cartes , have confu¬ 
ted the vain opinion of the occult 
Virtues of the Stars, with folid 
Reafons, and as a thing contrary to 
all Experience. 

But why fome are infedted 
fooner, fome later, fome not at 
all with thefe Fevers, or the 
Plague, when there is a common 
Caufe: proceeds from the difle- 
rent Texture, Motion, and Mix¬ 
ture of f.ie Blood: So in one it 
is thinner, in another more thick. 
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tafion, and hence it is that a Gan- 
green, or Mortification is fo often 
feen in the Bowels of thofe that 
are Sick of the Plague, as well, as 
of Malignant Fevers; as at Fran- 
cothalium, in the lower Palatinate, 
I faw a Woman and her Daughter 
opened in the fame Houfe,both the 
Stomachs ofwhomw ereperforated, 
black,and mortified.In fome I have 
obferved the Diaphragma,o r Mid¬ 
rift; in others the lnteltines as mor¬ 
tified,as if they had taken Arfenick. 
Almolt all the Phenomena of this 
Diltemper may be explained from 
the Diliolution of the Texture of 
the Blood, and the fcparated Parti¬ 
cles reltagnating here and there.For 
Salt, ana that Arfenical-Volatil 
Sulphur ismoftdeftrudfcive to the 
life of Man, threatning deltructi¬ 
on to the Animal Spirits, a diflolu- 
tion, and after that a curdling of 
the Mafs of Blood. It is clear that 
the Sulphur is in fault, from the 
extraordinary Heat, and Effer- 
vefcency, as alfo from thofe Sulphu¬ 
reous Darts,or burning Globes, that 
during the Plague are feen here 
and there in the Air; for to what 
elfe can we afcribe it, than to an 
Arfenical Sulphur, whofe deadly 
fmell luth killed many, which we 
and others obferved , during the 
difmal Plague which raged, Anno 
1 666. 

KJrcher thinks that there are 
Worms in the Plague, which may 
confllt with Our Opinion, for 
thofe Worms are compofed of 
fharp, and Volatil Particles, which 
ire apt to produce the fame Sym¬ 
ptoms; hence fome call the Plague 
a leiiinal'Difeafe. According to 
Wcdcuts, all the Humors of the 
Boily, the Hunndum radicate, the 
ijmpha, and Herunmte infccfted. 


That fuddain Weaknefs in thefe 
Difcafes , lheweth that the Blood, 
when once infe&ed, is unfit for 
Fermentation, as we may obferve 
when Precipitate MercuiV is mixed 
with the Blood, which kind of 
Contagion raged at Francothalium 
in the upper Palatinate, about the 
year, one thoufand, fix hundred, 
and fixty, which being fevere,,and 
Stubborn, flopped the Fermenta¬ 
tion of the Blood, and deftroyed 



proceedeth generally from thofe 
(harp particles, that fell violently 
on the Membranes, and difturb the 
Animal Spirits. 

A flow, and weak Pulfe,which 
may happen alfo in other Fevers, 
proceeds from the Fluidity or wa- 
terifhnefs of the Blood. In fome 
Men the Blood is hardly Blood, 
and at the opening of a Vein it of¬ 
ten flows out, but is nothing dfe 
but a hard Clod, fcarce penetrable 
with a Knife, within which there 
is found no fibrous Blood ; then- 
fore it is no wonder, thatfuch Men 
i dye within the fpace of twenty 
four hours. In this cafe the Pulfe 
is weak, which is an ill fign,bccaufe 
it lheweth that the Blood hath 
fcarce any Fermentation left. D. 
Alprun, a Phyfician of Vienna, af¬ 
firms the Plague abounds wife a 
Salt, and fharp volatil Sulphur; for 
opening a Pellilential Bubo, he 
took the Virulent Matter, and put 
it into a Retort with a Recipient, 
over the Fire; at firfl there afetn- 
ded to the Neck of the Retort a 
little Water, next a more Fat and 
Oyly matter, at length a Salt; fee 
Fire being put out, and fee Veflels 
fcparated, there came forth a won¬ 
derful 
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derful prodigious Stink, fo that 
altbo the Chymift was well guar¬ 
ded, yet as it thunder-ftruck, he 
wasfeized with a mighty trembling 
of the Joynts. Breaking then the 
Retort, he gave the volatil Salt of 
that difmal fmell or ft ink to one 
that ftood by, that he might tall 
it, nay, lie held it himfelfupon his 
Tongue, whidi Salt he drought as 
(harp altogether as Aqua \egta. 

Thus at Francothalium I knew a 
Maid lick of the Plague, who Iked 
fuch Tears, that like Aqua Fonts 
they did cat the very Linen, and the 
poor Wretch expired the next Day 
after. Nay, all the Symptoms that 
attend tiie Plague, and Malignant 
Fevers fljew plainly that there is 
a volatil lharp, and Cauftkk Salt 
For as loon as ever this volatil, ma¬ 
lignant Salt is got lool'e, it grows 
more fierce, and feizeth the 
Animal Spirits, and commit¬ 
ted) a general oiut rage on the 
whole Body, caufing efpccially 
Gangrecns in the Guts and inward 
parts.

The remoter caules may be ma¬ 
ny, and they conlilt in the Admi- 
nlftratiou of the fix Non-naturals, 
of which we lhall fay fomething, 
when wc came to treat of the Care 
tobeufedin Diet. Fear above all 
other things,is the very Mid-wife of 
thcPeftilence, a Fomenter of Con¬ 
tagion, and oftentimes the Melfen- 
ger of Death , on the other fide 
a Quiet Mind; and well guar 
dc« Body, are as (trong Walls to 
keep of this fatal Enemy, 


§. 9. Prognoflick. 


A S to the PrognoJlickj, of 
Health and Death, they are 
her? very uncertain, which Hippo¬ 
crates I. 2. Apbor. 17. long ago 
acknowledged,in thefe Words: The 
Predictions of Acute Dijeqjis are 
not altogether certain. Therefore 
a Phyfician mull go orrwith a great 
deal of Caution, nor can he well 
judge of the Hate or height of the 
Dileafc without w ell examiiung,and 
weighing the Signs. 

Where many dye, the Difeaih 
is judged more dangerous. There¬ 
fore it is belt to lufpend your 
judgment, till there appear fome 
certain Signs of cither Death, or 
Recovery. For it is hitherto ob- 
ferved, That the more fevere thq 
Symptoms appear in the' Plague, 
and Malignant Fevers, contrary 
towhatisobferved in other Difca- 
fes, the greater are the hopes of 
Recovery;on the other fide,the mil¬ 
der that the Symptoms are, fo muds 
the more dangerous. 

Malignant Fever is of the 
number ot Acute Fevers, hence it 
ufually lafts to the Eleventh, or 
Fourteenth Day. Thefe fevere 
Symptoms denote danger, as 
Swooning Fits, Cold Sweats/whidi 
yet many have had without any 
harm) Loofnefs, extraordinary 
Weakncfs; but if the Symptoms 
arc milder, there is greater hopes 
of Recovery, however there is no 
trading to them, for they often 
deceive us, like fome Dogs, who 
the lets they Bark, the worle they 
bite. 

As to the Vital Faculties, a 
good handfome, conftant and c- 
qual Pulfe rromifeth fafety, but 
Fff l if 
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f itbefmall, unequal, and difor- 
derly, it (beweth great danger; e- 
fpecially if it be fo from the begin¬ 
ning. 

As to the Animal .Faculties, a 
Dehriiim, or Madnefs, at the Be¬ 
ginning, which is not aired by 
Sleep,Forge'tfulnefs, carelefs Lying 
down,uncomely Uncovering them- 
felves, eoivullive Motions, Trem¬ 
blings and Catching at the Cloths, 
con ant Watchings, are all ill 
Signs. Epiphanius Ferdinandtts 
faith,that a Hiccough in Malignant 
Fevers is a certain fign of Death; 
yet t have often obferved it with¬ 
out danger. The Eyes are to be 
viewed every Day, which if-they 
difeover any tiercenefs in them,with 
other ill ligns, the Patient feldom 
efcapes; as tliofe alfo feldom reco¬ 
ver, whofe Eyes ake without any 
appearance of an Inflammation. 
Deatncfs in the Beginning is ill, a- 
bootthe height of the Difeafe it is a 
good I’gn. 

Hippocrates likes not the Trem¬ 
bling of the Hands or Tongue, be¬ 
er.i‘e they are often fatal Signs 
A dropping at the Nofe, a C.trd*- 

t,t, or Pain at theStomach.great 
Indigellion, and Inflammation of 
, the Eyes, and if the Eye lids are 
not fo well do r ed, bat thatfome 
white appears, all thefe thngs (hew 
death at Hand 

Yet there is no fign fo bad. as 
when the I atient catchcth at the 
Cloths, or folds them up, orcatch- 
eth at any Objerft ha'tify; for he 
that does thus, feldom efcapes, as 
to my own GrictI (iidly experienc'd 
in n Son ot. line. whointn.s catch¬ 
ing Fit fell into Convullions, and fo 
dywl. 

For tills (hews a great Delirium 
or Di.tuibance of the Brain, and 
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not only an Inflammation of the 
Meninges, but alfo of tilt Costs 
of the Eyes, and even an incurable 
confufion of the Optick Sn- 
rits, whence fcveral falfe objetb 
feem to fly before the Eyes of tit 
Patient, which he endeavours tort- 
move ; yet according to fomePby- 
(icians it is not always Mod. 
Women dye not fo foon of tie 
Plague aS Men, by reafoo thej 
have a greater quantity of Srrw; 
as alfo thofe Men efcape bei, 
who liave the greateft quantity of 
it. ■ 

If in Malignant Fevers Spots 
appear the ninth or tenth day, wo 
Signs of Concodfion, it is a good 
Sign; on the other fide, if at tie 
Beginning, when they break out, 
they look blew and black, with¬ 
out thofe Signs of Conceding 
and Appearance of Strength, which 
difedver themfelves in die forme 
cafe, or -if they be few, or ray 
numerous, accompanied with bo- 
vinefs, .and difficulty of Breathing, 
it is a mortal Sign. In the Pljga 
alfo, the fooner the Bubo's and 
Carbuncles appear in their ufcal 
places,- the litter it is. Bubom 
any place near the heart,or Carbun¬ 
cles about the Neck, or behind the 
Ears, predidt no good fucods. 

Thde deadly Fevers for tit 
moil part conclude with Convulfi- 
ons, Bleeding at the Nofe, or die 
where, cold Sweats, and Fainting! 
and Swooning Fits. Sometime! 
they turn intoother Difeafes, asl 
my felf have obferved Malignant 
Fevers, alter the Confumption®. 
the Animal Spirits, and weakmng 
of the Mafs of Blood, and m 1 
Droplie, or other Cachexies ac¬ 
cording to the various Conintuti- 
on of the Blood. In all Few 1 
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grafs, and other altering Herbv ar; 
here allowed: 'a very ("pare Diet is 
convenient, and neceffary to tlio r e 
that are already Sick. 

But all Pot herbs, horary Fruits, 
all Purgers, as alfo all Salt Food, 
and any thing that hath Sugar, Ho 
ney, or Spice in it j and whatever 
is cornipted, or mouldy , is to be 
avoided. You may feafon your 
Meat with the kinder fort of Acids. 


as well Malignant as Continual, 

Coughing, as alfo a moift, and 
fweaty-SJan, is agoodfign; for it 
is an Argument that there remains 
good (tore of Serum in the Blood, 
and that Nature ofitfelf performs 
this Separation. 

§. 10. Dietetic Cure. 

T T Aving explained the Nature 
fl of Malignant Fevers, and 
the Plague with its Caufes 8 c Signs, 
it is neceflary we fay fomething of 
its Cure, which is performed either 
by Diet or Pharmacy. As for the 
Diet, that conlifts in the Legiti¬ 
mate ufe of the fix Non-natu¬ 
rals. 

As to the Air, let it be tempe¬ 
rate, not fuch as comes from filthy 
Caves or Dens, or that which an- 
leth from dead Carcafes, in Camps 
or other ftinking Places; for no 
one can expofe h tn r elf to the ufe 

of fuch Air without manifeft dan- things, in as much as they uicrcafc 
Acranony, and render the Spirits 


ger of Life: Let it be corrcdcd 
with clear Fires here and there, of 
Juniper, Aloes, and fuch fweet 
Woods: within Doors perfumes of 
tire Shavings of Ox hom,orGoats- 
.hom, Brimftone, Gun powder, or 
Ace rum Be\oarrluum In the Bed- 
Chamber, Balls of Brafs fill’d with 
fome Cordial Antidote,and expofed 
to the fire.mmake an Artificial Air, 


Meat with the kinder fort of Acids, 
asjuiee of Citrons, Quinces, Rafp- 
berry, and tlie like. 

For Drinks make a Deco ffion of 
Vipers-grafs, with Harts horn, and 
Citron. Crate in his firlt Book, 
and fecond Epiftle, teftifyeth that 
a Drink of Harts bom doth more 
good than all other Medicines: 
You may alfo ufe a Geliy of Harts¬ 
horn, and put into theiick Perfons

Let their Food be very little,but 
of good Digeltion ; Chicken, Ca¬ 
pon, or Hen-broth, with Vipers - 


As for Sleep, or Warnings, let 
them be podcrate, and not exceed 
their ducCourfe. Sleejvng at: lie 
Beginning of the di r ca!e withwuc 
fome previous Antidote, or Bs.7 >- 
ardick is dartgerous. Fit 3 M 
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Plethorick, they are prefentlyfcr 
Bleeding, even in the Beginning, 
before the firft twelve hours air 
overj for when the ftrength of the 
Patient is wornout by the Mah'g- 
nity of the difeafe, they will not 
alio w of it. The Galenijls alfo a A- 
mit not of Purging, unlels when 
the firft palfages are foul, and then 
as occalion fhall ferve they admi- 
nifter Vomits. They judge that 
the fafeft way of Cure, is by Anti¬ 
dotes, which they will have repea¬ 
ted eveiy twentifourth hour, and 
fo to be continued for three days 
or more, till the force of the In- 
feiftion orPoyfon be dulled. They 
advife the Patient alfo not to Sleep 
till he hath fweat twice; and while 
he fweats, they give him Confer* 
of Roles, as alfo its Syrup, and 
the Syrup of Sorrel, juice of Ci¬ 
tron, Pomgranates, and other Cor- 
dial waters; and to the Noftrils 
they hold fome Aromaticks, and 
alfo fprinkle them about the Chare- 
ber. 

After Sweating, if the Body be 
full of ill Humours, to help Na- 
turc in this Conflict, theyadvile 
the ufe of milder Purges, as the 
Syrup of Rhubarb, Tamarinds, 
Bolts, Pilul. PejiHential. &c. 
They commend all Medicines in 
general that refill Putrcfiidlioo, 
and that are good againft Malig¬ 
nant Fevers. So when a Fever jj 
prefent, they advife only Cooler, 
as the Syrup of the juice of Citrons, 
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As for Motion , and Reft they 
muft be moderate, left they caufe 
too fcreat a Fermentation of ill 
Humours in the Body: yet Reft 
is more convenient for the Patient, 
that Perfpiration being preferved, 
the Body may difcharge it felf of 
that grofs Infeiftion through the 
Pores, and the Bowels be reltored 
to their natural Tone. 

Great care is to be taken alfo of 
the Paffions of the MW,efpecially 
Fear, Pu/illanimity, Dread, Anger, 

Sadnefs, for thefe have a great In¬ 
fluence on the Blood, which the 
Sick are to avoid, for the Phyfici- 
an’s reputation and their own 
Healths. Let not the Patient think 
worfe of himfelf than he is, nor 
place befordiis Eyes the imaginary 
MeflengersSf Death; but let him 
with a full hope relying on God 
rxpedt better things: For the 
Plague, like an Ignis fatuus, pur- 
fues the Coward,and flies from Men 
of Courage. 

, All natural Evacuations and 
Retentions are to be veguarded. 

$-ii. TharmaceuticCure. 

N O W let us treat of the Phar¬ 
maceutic Cure of thefe 
Malignant, and Peftilcntiai Fe¬ 
vers ; which according to the old 
Oalniffla ls threefold, Curatory , 

Preferuatory , and Vital. 

They place the Peltilence in an 
occulflrjuality, that is deftriuftive to 
Man,and which indicates a neceflity oorret, Katp-berries, Po 
of Antidotw, and they alfert. That as alfo Pearls, Coral, predoui 
the caufe of this Infeiflion (whe -1 Stones, &c 1 

ther it came in at the Mouth,, or I Amongft Antidotes are thefe 
by the Pores, or any other way) is that follow ; Treacle, Mithridate 
to be removed, and rooted out Dtafcqrdium Fracaftoni, Try. 
Therefore if the Plague proceeds pbara Saracen,ca , Eteftuar ,L 
fiom Contagjcn, and the Body be j Ve ovo ; they fay alfo that the 

Hob 
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Cure they advife the ufe of the mil¬ 
der Antidotes every day, left the 
fmalleft Grain of Poyfon ftiould 
remain in the Body. 

In Pejlilential and Malignant 
Fevers they take the fame courfe;for 
in this cafe they are puzled where 
to begin firft, or how the Maligni¬ 
ty or the diftemper may betaken 
away without increafing the Fe¬ 
ver, or the Fever removed without 
any negledt of the Malignity j 
therefore they lay, where the grea- 
teft danger is, the greateft care is 
to be ufed; hence alfo before the 
fourth day, they admit of Bleeding, 
Veficatories, Purging, and Gly- 
fters. But they put| the greateft 
confidence in Diaphoreticks, pre- 
feribing now and then between, 
certain Alteratives anfl Preparing 
Medicines, fuch as are Sorrel, Scor- 
dmm , Car dims BenediBus, Vi- 
pers grafs, Citron-feed , Roots of 
Torinentil, Cinque-foyl, juice of 
Citron, Englifh Currans, Rafp-ber- 
ries, Pomgranates. Neither is the 
ufe of feveral Topicks to beneg. 
ledted here, which you may meet 
with Ln any Galemjl. 


Herb Butter-bur i* excellent to 
difeufs the Poyfon by Sweat, 
Eltiluanum dc Gemmis , and L<c- 
tificMns Galeni , and fix hundred 
others, of which they make a thou- 
fand Prefcriptions, too tedious to 
be inferted here.But feeing that Na¬ 
ture, fay they, very often drives 
fome part of the infedhous Poy¬ 
fon to the Circumference, or Su¬ 
perficies of the Body, and raifeth 
there certain Carbuncles and Bu¬ 
bo’s^ if they arrive not to their due 
Maturity, and the Fever, with its 
Symptoms, abatethnot,you muft 
endeavour,a foon as may be, to ex¬ 
pel the Poyfon. 

To which end they apply Vefi¬ 
catories, and fcarify the Sion, for 
the freer vent of the Poyfon, and 
Malignant Humours. They alfo 
apply about the Anus, to the great 
benefit of the Patient, young Chic¬ 
kens, or Pigeons with the Feathers 
off, or a dry Toad ftceped in Wine. 
As for the Ulcer, they fay it is to 
be cured like other Ulcers, tho ’tis 
not to be Confolidated till all the 
Poyfon be Evacuated. For a Car¬ 
buncle, they fay, it is to be prefent- 
ly Scarifyen, and indeed very deep, 
that the corrupt, malignant, ftink- 
ing Humour may How out. Af¬ 
ter that a Plaifter is to be applyed, 
as Emplajirum de fulsgine. Some 
commend here Emplajirum de 
Magnete Arfenicali. Some with 
•a Saphire draw a Circle round the 
Carbuncle, to prevent the fpreading 
of the Poyfon: and if the Carbun¬ 
cle grows too big, and caufeth 
great Pains, they are for opening 
a Vein juft under it, for a freer 
paffage thence of corrupt Blood: 
and to ftifie the extraordinary heat, 
they make ufe of Emplaftrum de 
Cynoghffi. But during thr whole;

T-\aracclfii0 faith, that the Peftir 
I, lence is a Difeafe that takes its 
Original from the Stars, whofe Ma¬ 
lignant Raies he accufeth; therefore 
every Phyfician Ihould know what 
is the true enufe and rife of every 
Difeafe. If it proceedeth from ill 
Diet, bad Drink,Herbs, or Fruits,it 
is then to be cured by fomc fecnst 
application of Herbs, and Roots. 
But if it proceedeth from Mine¬ 
rals, or Metals, it muft be cured 
by Ibme (ecref preparation pf 
them: f of here he admits pot of 
F f f 4 ll;j 
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the life of Simples or any prepa¬ 
ration of Vegetables. So where 
the difeafe proceeds from the In¬ 
fluence ofthe Heavens,the fecretvir- 
tuesot Metals,& Minerals fignify no¬ 
thing,but the Cure is to be wrought 
by heavenly Influence Aftronomi- 
cally applyed, as he teacheth 
de Ptrjicina, and thence takes 
occafionto commend fcveral Secrets. 

§. 13. 

T TClinont, who will Iiave the 
jn Plague to be a mod acute, 
mod violent, and quick Fever, 
aflerts it may be cured without 
Bleeding or Purging, with the 
ufe only ofSudorihcks, and drink¬ 
ing of pure Wine. He boldly ad- 
vifeth the ufe of Treacle in Wine, 
or Aqua Vu<c Againft the In- 
fttdion, he Prcfcribeth the ufe of 
Sudorilicks mixt with Antidotes. 
Therefore according to hjm all the 
Hope ofa fuccefsful Cure confilh in 
fhe due Extermination of the poyr 
fonbyadue Sweat 

As to Prefervatives, pare is to be 
taken, tliat ajl fear, and "t errour be 
banifhed from the Spirit of the' 
^rctneus ; for which end pure, 
Wine taken to a degree of Mirth 
is very proper, becaufe it in a man-. 
ner itifles the force of Imaginati¬ 
on for a while: for no Man is poor 
or wants any thing fp long as he! 
is elevated with Wine; but it is 
better for Prevention,than for Cure. 

ffowever he fuppofeth that what 
may preferve fron the Plague, 
may alfo cii|e it- One fort of Cu¬ 
rative Remedy is that which an¬ 
nihilates the Pedilential Poyfon,, 
another is that whidi expels the Sul>, 
jc& with the Poyfpn , and a 
third is that which takes away 
the Qaufcs that difppfe the Body 


towards it. As for the Preferva- 
tive, there is nothing more pro¬ 
per than that ufualway of Puri¬ 
fying the Air according to Hip- 
pocratet, as in an Epidemical 
Plague, that the Pedilential Poy¬ 
fon in the Air being thus killed.and 
the Air it felt* brought to a healthy 
Conftitution, the nourifhing juice 
Within us may not any ways be 
corrupted. But when tliat Sharp, 
and Malignant Poyfon is once re¬ 
ceived into the Body, and as it 
were fixed in the Ar cbrent , our 
Author faith, That thofe Medicines 
which are purely Prefervative »• 
vail but little , by reafon of the 
A&ivity of the Poyfon. There¬ 
fore in the cure of this Difeafe, 1« 
care be taken chiefly, that the 
Body be a&ually hot, and the 
Pores continually 0|>en, and the 
Mind always cheerful and merry: 
For all fidnijfs, faith he, is altoge¬ 
ther to be avoided, not only as it 
it related to fear, but as it imme¬ 
diately produceth Corruption a- 
bout the Orifice of the Stomach, 
which is thecaufe of all Sorrow. 
Therefore all fad, and Melancholy 
Obie&s arc extrcamly to be avoi¬ 
ded,, as ajfo all Melancholy &d dif 
courfcf Amongft abfolute Pre- 
fei vatives, according to the opini¬ 
on of our Author, Chaims or A- 
rnulets arc beft. , Laftly Sudon- 
ficks expel the Plague: for they 
entice forth the (ad and Terrified 
Archeus , which otherwife retiring 
: inwardly as to a Tower, would 
1 raife there fadnefs, figbs and Ma¬ 
lignant heavinefs. He faith alfo, 
that all Sudorificks are in a man¬ 
ner of the fame Virtue, and dif¬ 
fer qnly in degrees. He praifeth 
alfo among thefe the drink ail’d 
Hippeer^ with Ginger and black 
Ivy- 
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Ivy-berries, as grateful to the Sto¬ 
mach. Alexetericks are to be gi¬ 
ven in ftrong Wine, and juft af¬ 
ter Eating, not to provoke Sweat, 
but to keep open the Pores. He 
commendeth fmall.and light Meals, 
for he faith, that in all Fevers, e- 
fpecially in a Plague, there is an In- 
digeftion, therefore inftcad of al¬ 
lowing much Food, he advifeth a 
Draught of pure Wine. 

As for Women with Child, in 
Child-bed, and thofc that have their 
monthly Courfes, with'whom this 
Difeafe is always moftfevere; be- 
caufeth e/lrcbaus of the Womb is 
in great diforder, and even over¬ 
whelm’d with fadnefs, he advifeth 
that the Womb be comforted with 
Oyl of Amber, or with Amber 
dillblved in the beft Spirit of Wine 
that an be got, or with the Fume 
of the hard knots that grow on 
Horfes Legs, let through a Sieve. 

To Carbuncles and Bubo's , he 
applyeth a Toad prepared after 
his own way, and a Saphire Stone. 
For fome fay that if a Saphire or 
yellow Jacinth be applyedto the 
Part that is grieved one quarter ofan 
hour, fo that the place may feel the 
Influence of its Rayes, it will grow 
blew, in an hours time, which is 
an infallible flgn of the Plague; 
but if otherwife, the Patient is 
free from the Plague. Hclmom al- 
fo commendeth Amber rubbed on 
the Wrilts ,) as alfo a Jacinth 
and a Saphire ufcd the fame way.

T.T/JHIl faith. That in the 
V V Plague, and other 
Contagious Fevers, Prefervativcs, 
as well as Remedies, are equally to 
be refpeded : As for the firlt, he 
rccommendeth a good Diet, and 


with Helmrmt Mirth, and Cheer- 
folnefs, becaufe they fortify the 
Architus. And in thofe that are 
Plethorick he allowspfBIeeding.e- 
foecially if they are ufed to itj_ 
for the more peaceably, and foft- 
ly the Blood moveth in its Cir¬ 
culation, the longer’tis before it is 
infedted. 

He believeth alfo that Amulets, 
tyed about the Neck or Wrifts, 
have great Efficacy, and that from 
the mutual Sympathy of the Efflu¬ 
vium's on both (ides. Hence alfo 
he commends thofe Amulets which 
are made of Arfenick, Quick-fil- 
ver, and powder of Toads, ando- 
thcr poyfonous things. 

As to Pharmacy in this cafe, 
he is for carrying oft' the Malig¬ 
nant Matter by gentle Purges, 
next for fortifying the Body or Spi¬ 
rits with Antidotes taken every day. 

In the cure of this molt violent 
Difeafe, our Author very' feldom 
or never admits of Bleeding, be¬ 
caufe the ftock of Blood being 
too much Exhaufted, fweatingis 
-not fo eafily promoted. There¬ 
fore inftcad of it, he commends 
Scarifications, and Velicatories; n- 
gainft Bubo's, Carbuncles, and Ul¬ 
cers coming from them, he ad¬ 
vifeth Cataplafms, Fomentations, 
Plaifters, and Anointings, and ma¬ 
ny other external Applications, 
in which he ufually mixeth fome 
poyfonous things, as the Oyl, and 
Balfamof Arfenick. 

As for our Author's Medicines in 
the cure of the Plague, they are 
either ftich as evacuate , and fo are 
defign’d to carry off the (harp Se- 
! rum of the Blood, together with 
the poyfonous Particles that at¬ 
tend it, or elfe they are Antidotes ; 
for thofe Medicines which are more 
general 
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general in their Evacuation, and 
that by ftirring up the Blood, pre¬ 
vent Coagulation , preferve the 
Heart (the f ittadel of life) and 
keep the Enemy at a diftance, by 
driving thofe corrupt Humors, 
and poyfonous Ferments from the 
Center to the Circumference. All 
fuch Medicines, whether Purging, 
or Sudorifick,lhouId confiftoffuch 
Particles, as are rather of the na¬ 
ture of thofe infe&ious Particles 
that attend the Contagion, than of 
thofe that compofe the Mafs of 
Blood j for he is of opinion, that 
from this mutual likenefs, thein- 
fe&ious Matter is the fooner carri¬ 
ed off Hence he recommends all 
Purges, Vomits and Suderificks, 
which are prepared of Mercury, 
Antimony, Gold, Sulphur, Vitri¬ 
ol and Arfenick, which feeing they 
are not overcome by our natural 
heat, are admirable Remedies a- 
gainft the Peltilential Poyfon. 

Alexetericks, as Rue.and Scordi- 
um, of Compounds, as Treacle, Mi- 
thridate, and Dtajcordium, infpire 
the blood and Humours with a 
pew Ferment, and by keeping up 
a gentle and even Motion, prevent 
Coagulation or Putrefa&ion, dif- 
lipate the poyfonous Particles,when 
they begin to croud together, and 
prevent their coming to a head.be- 
mg as it were a conftant guard to 
the Blood and Spirits againlt thofe 
Malignant Impreflions. This Au¬ 
thor therefore would have the Pa¬ 
tient tirft Purge or Vomit, then 
-Sweat, which he advifes may be 
frequently repeated, with the con¬ 
ftant ufe of Alexipharmacks inter- 
-mixt, that with the free eruption 
of Bubo's, or Carbuncles, all the 
Malignant P oyfon may be cxpel- 
«d. Therefore the whole buli- 


nefs lies in expelling die Pefti- 
lential Matter, and in hindring its 
return. 

As to Malignant Fevers, there 
are buttwo things to beconfidcred, 
according to our Author, ( vig. J 
the Malignity, and the Feverilh 
Intemperature. Now the Reme¬ 
dies that-cure the laft, as Purging, 
Bleeding, and Cooling Medicines, 
encreafe the Malignity, and make 
the Poyfon fpread further; as An¬ 
tidotes, and Sudorificks, which re- 
tift Malignity , on the other fide 
encreafe the Fever. So the Pruden¬ 
tial ufe of both is all that is to be 
conlidered here. 

§. iy. 

S Phrfu*, w ho placeth the caufe 
of the Plague in a certain Lixi- 
vious lharp and volatil Salt, is for 
Medicines Prefervative, and Cura¬ 
tive. Whilft he vilited thofe that 
were fick of this difeafe in /hn- 
fttrdam , he armed himfelf with 
nothing clfe but a bit of Bread 
foak'd in a Spoonful of Wine- 
vinegar : but when he left off 
the ufe of Vinegar, he always felt 
fome pain in his Head at his entring 
into any Houfe that was infe&ed. 
Therefore he commends all Acids, 
and condemns Spirituous things, 
as the Spirit of Wine, Treacle, &c. 
but for fpirit of Salt, Sulphur, 
or Vitriol, he commends them 
highly : As he doth alfo Acid 
Fruits, as Citrons, Limons, Pom- 
granates,Englilh Currans,Thofe 
who likenot acids,he allows to tem¬ 
per them with the Spirit of Wine. 
So alfo he commends the following 
Compofition.

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He commends aHo all Adds, in 


Take of the Confcrve of Rofes two 
Ounces, Flowers of Marigold, 
Rofc-manr, Borage, Buglofs, 
Violets of each half an Ounce, 
Spirit of Vitriol enough to give 
it a pleafant taft, of which let a 
Man of a middle Age take falling 
in the Morning, tnebignefsofa 
Wall nut, a young Man lefs, and 
a Boy itill lefs. 

He commends alfo Syrups, and 
Lozenges made of acid Juices, as 
Crude Tartar, Cream of Tartar, or 
Tartar Vitriolated , in Broth or 
Wine. 

For preventing the Plague, he 
doth not muchefteem of Amulets 
or Charms, becaufe it cannot be 
demonftrated how they adt. 
Hence it is that he Laughs at die 
hanging of crude Mercury about 
the Neck in a Goofe-quil, for the 
keeping off the Peltilent Mat¬ 
ter. 

As to the Cure, feeing that the 
Peftilential Poyfon very often en¬ 
ters through the Pores of the Bo¬ 
dy, he is for driving it out the 
fame way by Sudorificks. But 
when it is taken in by breathing, 
and mixing with the Spittle, cor¬ 
rupts it, which being (wallowed, 
caufedi a certain Naufeoufnefs in 
the Stomach, then he very fitly 
advifeth an Antimonial Vomit: 
but when this Malignant Povfon is 
fo fierce as to corrupt or deftroy 
all parts that lie in its way , he 
prelcribeth Medicines, that power¬ 
fully fix and temper Sharpnefc, or 
Acrimony, as lixcd Sulphur (to 
wit ) Metalline, or Mineral. By 
thcfe Medicines alfo he will have 
the Choler that is (harpened by 
tins Peftilential Poyfon to be fixed. 


refpedt they recover the Acid Juice 
that is dull’d and corrupted by 
the Peftilential Poyfon, and in 
Come degree corred and mend the 
Texture of the Blood. For Su¬ 
dorificks he commends above o- 
thers, Tberiaca Andromachi , 
Mithridate, Diafcordium , Orvie- 
tan, Treacle-Waters prepared with 
the Spirit of Wine, or deftilled Vi¬ 
negar. To thefe he- addeth alfo 
fome Preparations of Antimony, 
as Antimonium Diaphoreticum , 
Be^oardicum Mineral, as well the 
Simple, as the Solar, Lunar, 
the golden Diaphoretick Sulphur, 
fixed Flowers of Antimony. As 
for Medicines that are more Am¬ 
ple, he commendeth in general 
Fafor Sealed Earths, Bole Arme- 
nick. Terra Lemma , Silefiaca , 
Turcica. Amongft Vegetables he 
commends the roots of Butter-bur, 
Contrayerva , Angelica, Tormem 
til, Zedoary, the Leaves of Car- 
duus Betiedtftus, Scordium , Cen¬ 
taury the lefs. Scabious ; for 
Woods, Guajacum , Juniper, Box, 
Oak, Saflafras ; Seeds of Elder, 
and dwarf-EIder; and alfo a Rob 
made of Juniper-berries. Reme¬ 
dies from Animals in this cafe, are 
the Bezoar-Stone, a Stone found in 
a Hogs Belly, and fudi like; as 
alfo all Horns, Bones, and Claws, 
and chiefly volatil Salts , and 
Oyls drawn from them, which 
are Sudorifick in a high degree. 

To temper and moderate the 
Volatility and Lixivious Acrimo¬ 
ny of thisPeftilenti.il Poyfon, he 
commends Tartar above all things, 
and moft of all thedeltilled Oyl 
thereof; fo alfo for the fixing of 
volatil Salts he praifeth Salt peter. 
For by this Salt, Arfenick, Orpi- 
mnet. 
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ment, Antimony, and fuch thing* a* 
confili of a voiatil Salt are fixed : 
yet above the reft he commends 
Mineral Sulphur, artificially fix’d 
and prepared out of any Subjecft, 
which hq calleth a molt admira¬ 
ble Medicine in the Plague, or 
ny other fevere Diftempcr, < 
which he can furely rely. He 
coininendeth all Acid Spirits, efpe- 
cially the more Simple, or thofe 
tliat are a little fweet’ned with the 
Spirit of Wine. From Animals 
he hath certain voiatil, oyly Salts, 
or Oyls deftilled from Horns, 
Bones, or Hoofs. Amongft A- 
cids lie reckons fowre Milk, But¬ 
ter-Milk, Whey that is fowrifh, 
juices of Sorrel, Wood-forrel, the 
greater Houfc-leek, Barberries, Ci¬ 
trons, Oranges, Pomgranates yref- 
fed out with unripe Grapes. A- 
mongft Minerals, he commends 
all Acid Spirits, deftilled from 
Salt, Nitre, Alum, Sulphur, or 
Vitriol. Sylvius fays that three 
facts of Medicines are fufficient in 
the Hague; firlt Vomitories, as 
often asoccafion requires:ftcond- 
ly Sudorificks, but fuch as abound 
with voiatil Salt,, for the modera¬ 
ting or taking away the Acrimo¬ 
ny of the Peftilential Poyfon. 
Thirdly Acids, and among thefe 
he prefer*, the Spirit of Nitre, as 
endued with a fixing quality, but 
for fecurity he advifetn mixing it 
with watery Medicines. 

Therefore in the cure of the 
Plague, our Author aflerts, that a 
Vomit of Antimony may be fafe- 
Jy adminiltred, that may be at the 
fame time alfo Sudorifick, efpeci- 
ally in the beginning, and if there 
be a Naufeoufnefs, and if the Pa¬ 
tient be ftrong : after Sweating he 
advifeth, that the fick Perfoii be 
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refrefhed with Acids, and Cordial 
Mixtures: but fo long as any thin* 
of the Plague remaineth, fuch 
Medicines that are good to fix vo- 
latil Salt, or to correct the Air, and 
to reftorethe acid, are tobeufed, 
left the Poyfon negleded, and 
left to it (elf ftiould gain new 
Forces, and on a fuddain opprdsthe 
Patient, 

According to our Author, the 
Peftilential Bubo's are to be dif- 
culled, and if that cannot be, they 
muft be brought to Maturity and 
Suppuration, after this , he faith, 
they are to be opened, cleanfed, 
and at laft confo'idated, adding 
to the Medicines according to hu 
advice, Treacle, or Mithridate, to 
w hich end he commends the de- 
ftilled Oyl of Harts horn, ando- 
ther Medicines that abound with an 
oyly voiatil Salt. 

He hath obferved that Vrtgnn- 
tum Mart tat urn with Treade, 
hath been ufed in difeufting with 
great fuccefs, as alfo Emplaftrm 
cumgummi ermpofitum. IWefi 
the pains are very urgent, he iJ 
not for Scarifying the Bui os too 
foon, much left for ufing Vrficato- 
ries, or Cupping-glafles. But if 
they are great, and burning, then 
he adviftth Cupping, and Scarify¬ 
ing, but never Velicatories. 

So foon as ever the Bubo's ait 
fuppurated, he is immediately for 
opening them with a Pen-knife or 
Lancet: to which when opened he 
adminifters Baljamum Sulpbuni 
Amfatttm, and mixed with Tur¬ 
pentine , together with Vngutn- 
tum Baftltcon and Treacle, and 
all this with great fuccefs, for thus 
the Bubo is foon cleanfed. To 
bring an Efcar over it, he ufeth 
Bniflailrjtm Diapompboligos , and 
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to prevent the encrenfe of the Car¬ 
buncle, as alfo a Mortification in 
the Neighbouring parts,, he advif- 
eththat the affected part be anoin¬ 
ted up and down with the Butter 
of Antimony, or Magnes Arfenica- 
ks , and that the fcparated parts 
becleanfed with the anifatedB.il- 
fam of Sulphur, together witli a 
mixture of Vuguentutn Tctra- 
pharmacum and Bafilicon. 

Sylvius prefcribeth the fame Me¬ 
dicines in Malignant Fevers; for he 
allerts that the volatil Salt fharp- 
ned, which is the caufe of the Ma¬ 
lignity, is mended and corrected 
by the fame Medicines, f to wit) 
thofe Oyly ones, mixt with fome 
acid, or fome earthy fubftance, in 
which refpoff he allows of Terra 
Sigillata , all mineral and metallick 
Sulphur well and truly prepared , 
of Vitriol, Antimony, &c. to this 
end alfo he ufeth Treacle and Di- 
afcordium , and fo to correct the 
(harper Salt, he ufeth all volatil, 
kind, and Oyly Sajts. Here alfo 
all Sudorificks are convenient, in- 
afmuch as they drive the Enemy 
out of Doors- To this end he 
commends the following Prefcrip- 
tion. 

Take of old Treacle two Drachms, 
AtuimeuiumDiapboreticum one 
Drachm, Syrup of Carduus Be¬ 
ne dirt us two Ounces, the pro- 
phyludtick Water one Ounce, 
Cinnamon half an Ounce, Sca¬ 
bious two Ounces. Mix them. 
Let the Patient take the fourth, 
or fifth part of this , and dif- 
pofe himfelf to Sweat, then 
half an hour after let him take 
one or two Spoonfuls more, and 
fo on till he' is in a g< *’ 
Sweat. 
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In the mean while if he is very : 
thirlfy, and his Tongue dry, he 
advifeth him to take a little Broth, 
with a little Litnon or Orange 
juice, which will not only promote 
fweating, but alfo cored: die Acri¬ 
mony of tire Salt. He feldom or 
never advifeth Vomits here, unleft 
when any thing of that Salt fticks 
in the Stomach, or Guts, then he 
alloweth the milder Antimonial 
ones. He advifeth the frequent ufe 
of Antimonium Dtapborcticum , 
and Bes'oardicum, with the inter¬ 
mixture of Adds, to recover the 
natural Confittency of the Blood, 
for which Pomgranates, Quinces, 
Oranges, and Juice of fowre Grapes 
are very good.

N O W let us propofe the cure 
of this Difeafe according to 
our ©MU Indications. There are 
two things that are chiefly to be 
confidered in the cure of Malignant,' 
and Peftilential Fevers (to wit) 
the Intemperies , or Indifpofition, 
or the Malignity; one is cured by 
Alteratives, the other by Anti¬ 
dotes , yet neither without re¬ 
gard had to the Symptoms that oc¬ 
cur. 

The Remedies are Chirurgical,’ 
Pharmaceutical, or Dietetical: As 
to the firft. Bleeding comes firft 
to be confidered, which is whol¬ 
ly to be omitted in a Malignant 
Fever, becaufc it renders the Blood 
more (harp, and fluid ; which yet 
Sydenham both in the Plague and 
Malignant Fevers allows of. Here 
alfo Vcficatories are to be confide¬ 
red , which we have known fuc- 
cefsfully ufed to the Feet , and 
Wrifts. And tho by fome they 
be 
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be called in queftion, yet in this 
cafe .we lather trail to our own 
experience, as alfo that of other 
more famous Men, as, Horfttut, 
Hiveriiu , Haferus , and others. 
We allow neither of Purges, nor 
Vomits, and whatfoevcr others 
fuggeft to the contrary, we have 
experience on our tides, without 
any aontradi&ion of Reafon. Vo* 
rtuts will do no good unlefs im- 
♦mediately at the beginning when 
die Stomach is full. Glytlers alfo 
I do not much approve of. In time 
of Infection there mull be great 
care of Eating before taking an 
Antidote, fori have known fevo- 
ral efcape of the Plague, who be¬ 
fore either Sleeping , or Eating 
have taken an Alexipharmack; on 
the other fide,, Teveral have dyed, 
who have flept or Eat before the 
ufo of any Antidote, in fpigh't of 
the ftoutell Remedies that have 
been Adminiftred afterwards. 

Bnt nothing in this cafe an- 
fwers your Sudorifick Antidotes, 
yet in refpedl of the Fever, the 
hotter fort are not to be ufed , 
whidi if they do any good, it is by 
chance, to wit, by die Benefit of 
Perforation 5 for the poyfbnous 
Particles being grown (harp, and 
troublefome, are hereby thrown- 
forth. Therefore the tirft thing 
we do, is to fet upon the Maligni¬ 
ty, whidv is conquered by the 
more fixed fort ot Bezoardicks; 
nor do we tarry- for that Con- 
eoikion which Hippocrates {peaks 
of. The milder Antidotes we ufe 
here, are the Powders prepared of 
Antimcmium Diapborct.cwn , Mi¬ 
ner,t JeJaris, lunaris , Metalline 
E*rths,to which we always adda lit¬ 
tle Camphore The beft compound 
Powders, aretbe Hungarian Pow- 
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der, and the red Saxon powder, 
as alfo the Bezoardick powder of 
Setwertusj as alfo others, as of C«r- 
duus Benediclus , Worm-wood, 
Rue, Nitrnm Antimoniatum,the 
Saphire Hone, whidi however we 
do not rely on alone. Here alfo 
thofc Antidotes are proper, which 
are commonly laid to refill Pu¬ 
trefaction as Theriaca Andro- 
maebi, Darnerates’s Mithridate, 
Fracajlorius’s Diafcordiurn, the 
Cefeftial Treacle, Citron-Treade. 
All Medicines made of Sulphur, 
Salt, Aloes, and Myrrh arc con¬ 
venient; as alfo all viperous Medi- 
drjes. But the volatil Salt of Vi¬ 
pers ought to be fixed, and pre* 
icribed lo; it .is fixed by the Spi¬ 
rit of Vitriol.' Such a Remedy, 
as this that follows may be u- 
fed. 

Take of the Treacle of Audroma- 
ebus a Scruple, Powder of Crabs, 
claws fix Grains, of Saifim 
three Grains, Carduiu-vntex two 
Ounces, Sylvius’s Prophyladtick- 
water half an Ounce, Syruput 
Liberans three Drachms. Mix 
it, and give it. 

That Englilh powder of Crabs- 
claws, with fome pafleth for a 
great Secret, which is as follow- 
cth. 

Take of prepared Pearl, Crabs* 
eyes, red Coral, the whiteft Am¬ 
ber, Harts-hom, the EaftemBe- 
zoar-itone of cadi half an 
Ounce, of tlie powder of the 
black Tips of Crabs claws to 
tbe Weight ofall the reft 

Let the Powder be made accor¬ 
ding to Art, which may be given 

» 
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in a Geliy of Vipers, or little Balls 
made thereof, carefully dry’d and 
kept for Ufe. Amber Medicines 
with Cinnabar are good in this 
cafe, in which there is a gentle Su- 
dorifick virtiie.The following drink 
is excellent 

T ake of native Cinnabar,Harts-horn, 
Flowers of Sulphur , the back 
Bone of a Serpent of each a Scru¬ 
ple. Mix them. 

The Cinnabar of Antimony 
with a few Grains of Magijier. 
Anodjn. is an excellent Remedy, it 
niay be given, even to thofe that are 
like to dye, with the Bezoar-Stone, 
dr Pulvts Pannonicus. But if 
Vomiting fhould happen, as it 
often does in thefe Peftilential 
Hungarian Fevers, with Dr. Syden¬ 
ham, I am for deferring of not ad- 
miniftring any Medicine, till even 
by the very Weight of the Cloths 
the Patient begins to Sweat. For 
when the Morbifick matter ad- 
vanceth towards the Superficies of 
the Body, the Flux of the Belly, 
and the Vomiting, caufed by thofe 
Rays turned inward, and falling 
upon the Stomach and Guts, cealc 
of their own accord; fo that let the 
Stomach be never fo difeompofed 
before, it afterwards retaincth the 
Medicine , and produceth thofe 
Sweat? according to your defire, 
or intention. Let the following 
Powder be given often at feveral 
times. 

Take of Myrrh , Root of Ze.lo- 
ary, the Bark of Citron of each 
half an Ounce, Cinnabar of An¬ 
timony a Scruple, Camphore 
half a Scruple, Oyl of Amber, 
and Mint of each a drop. Mix 
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them into a Powder. The Dofc 
is from a Scruple to half a 
Drachm: Or, 

Take Unicomu fojfil. a Drachm,’ 
the Magiftery of Lead a Sera-’ 
pie, of Myrrh a Scruple, Cam-' 
phore five Grains. Divide then* 
into two equal parts, and give 
it with the Prophyladhck-wa*- 
ter of Sylvius , which may be 
repeated in fix or eight hours, 
though a Sweat doth not always 
follow, till it be manifeft that 
the Enemy b beaten, and Na¬ 
ture remains yidtorious. 

In the mean while let the Pati¬ 
ent be refrcfh'd with a flice of Ci¬ 
tron a little Sugar’d, and let his 
Broths be wcllfeafon’d with Adds; 
for they befriend the Blood, ind 
powerfully refill Poyfon, defend 
ding the Animal ahd Vital Spirit*, 
from all Aflaults. Great care is 
to be taken always of the worfer 
Symptoms, cfpccially a Flux or 
Loofenefs ; therefore to kill two 
Birds with one Stone, Bezoardicki 
are to be mixed with fuch Medi¬ 
cines as Ifrengthen the Bowels anij 
Entrails: fo you will anfwcr 
both Intentions. Let the follow¬ 
ing Powder therefore be given, or 
fuch like. 

Take of Terra SigUlata , Gafi 
con's Powder of each a Seri*, 
pie. Mix them for one Dofe. 
Or, 

Take of the Diafcordjuni of 
Fracaftorius a Drachm, (jer- 
mander-water two Ounces ind 
a half. Species Hyacinth j 
a Scruple, Syrup of Fumitory 
half an Ounce, tyix it, and givq 
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. Thefe and fuch like are to be 
given as oft as there is occalion, ; 
for provoking of Sweat. So alfo 
care is to be taken of the ftrength 1 
of the Patient, for which Intend- ! 
on the following Prefcriptiou is 
good. 

Take of the Water of the whole 
. Citron, Scordium , black Cher¬ 
ries of each two Ounces, of 
‘ the cool Cordial-water of Her¬ 
cules Saxnnix haff an Ounce, 

' prepared Pearl a Drachm and a 
half, Harts-horn burnt and 
prepared two Drachms, Cry- 
ftal of Sugar enough to fia- 
fon it, or render it grateful Mix 
•, \Pt. .• . 

A Mucilage, of Quince-feeds 
ebrredts the drynefs of the 
Tongue, as alfo the Geliy of Harts¬ 
horn,^ likeydfe the red Water 
For the Mouth, with which it 
Should be often wafhed. A 
gain(l exce.five Watchings, Al- 
jnonJ Emuliious are very good, 
a*,alfo Oyntmcnts, and Plaftcrs 
jbplyal to the Temples, and 

For Weaknefs or Fainting Fits, 
the ufual Pearl-water is very pro¬ 
per', and alfo the following Epi- 
them applyed to the Heart, and, 
Wrifls. 

Take of the Cordial Water pro 
Epitkcm. Rofe-water of each 
*. an Ounce, Carbuncle hajf an 
'Ounce, the Spirit of the Rind 
of Citron three Drachms, Bezo- 
ardick Vinegar deltilled two 
, Drachms. Mix ’em, and give 
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now treat of the Cure of the 
Plague or Peftilence, that fierce 
and horrible Difeafe, for which 
we think all thofe things men¬ 
tioned in the cure of Malignant 
Fevers to be,,very proper, and 
that what is deftru&ive in one 
cafe is fo in the other. Bleeding 
therefore, and Purges, Vomitsana 
Glyfters, as alfo fpirituous, and 
hotter Cordials wc reject, and do 
not much approve of Alexiphar- 
macks, but we choofe out only 
fome gentle Alexetericks and 
Bezoardicks. Yet before we treat 
of the Cure of this Difeafe, we M 
fay fomething of the way to pre¬ 
vent it, and preferve the Body free 
from it, which con lifts inlhuning 
infedted Air, and in having a cheer¬ 
ful Mind, which if we cannot do, 
let us corredt the Air, and arm 
our Bodies againft the Enemy as 
well as we can. Nothing corre&s 
the Air fo much as clear Fires d 
the Wood of Juniper, or Firr, 
Pitch-Barrels; and amongft Suflit- 
irrigations, Brimftonc, andefpeci- 
aOy Bezoardick Vinegars are very 
good. Thus in Hippocrates's time 
the Plague raging through all 
Greece , was kept off by Publick 
Fires. Therefore let the Air be 
clear from all Stinks, and let there 
be made in every Houfe Sulfa- 
irrigations of Brimltone, and Gun¬ 
powder, as was mentioned befott 
A couragious and quiet Mind is 
the belt Prefervative, hence the 
Turks with more than Sto.ck-fttc, 
take no notice of the Plague, nor 
do they avoid tire Company « 
thofe that are infedted. 

As for Amulets or Charms, h 
this cafe we are for thofe that are 
prepared of Toads, out of the 
Eyes and Noltrils of which, when 
hung 
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*> hung up,thcrc creep certain Worms, 

which, as Heimont Ciitli, are a good 
r Prefcrvativc ag.iinft the Plague. In 
i imitation pf which tlie excellent 
I' Jrmlerus prepared certain Trochi- 

S fces, which many have found very 
wholefome and efficacious. Some 
1 1 Commend Arfenick, others Mercu- 
t h ry; which yet in the Plague at 
*B Nimeguen failed Dicmcrlreec 
ni and in that at London, Dr. Hodges. 

You may prepare fafer of Native 
as Cinnabar, and the RootofMedow 
es Saffron. As to thofc Charms 
■at' which fome all Talijmau, I leave 
let', them to the Aftrologers. Yet this 
i» is to be Cud of Charms, That in the 
:3k Plague at Drefden , they were 
sJji found to have no force nor Effi- 
it* cacy; whence many, not without 
tt great reafon, begin to doubt of their 
It, i k> much talk'd of Operation: Now 
; a’: let us in fhort confider Inward Me- 
Icf d.cines, amongft which ftrong 
,fc! Wine moderately taken hath tlie 
j-, chief place, by which Remedy the 
g/l famous Diemerb oeck. preferved 
„ - himfelf in the Plague at 'Nime- 
10) which the famous Waldfmt- 

dius , chief Phyfician and Publick 
profellor at Marpurg, hath tryed 
!^| as well as I, who when for fcveral 
years he viliteJ thofc that were 
^ Sick of the Plague, took always 
a few Spoonfuls of Wine falling; 
t and by this Remedy alone , ana 
God’s Afliftance efcap’d the Conta- 
g.on Thus 'alfo Sylvtus with a 
little Marigold- Vinegar, and a bit of 
Bread prelcrv d himfelf. There are 
K fcveral other things whiefi deferve 
V Chinmendation ui tills afe, as /in* 
f gel tea, Zedoary, Carline Thiftle- 
root.fo lirft ailed from Charles the 
£ G reat, Empcrour of the Romans, 
r and hril of tlut Name, whole Ar- 
m y was preferved from the Plague 


by the ufe of this Root, the Vir* 
tne of which an Angel taught 
them ,from whence to this very Day 
it is faid to preferve againlt Con¬ 
tagion, and therefore it’s good 
when chewed in the Mouth; the 
Root of Mafterwort alfo, Galan- 
gal, Citron peel, Cinnamon,Myrrh, 
are well eltecm’d; but let 
thofc that ufe then take care they 
fwallow not tliofe Powders when 
chewed, fince it is mod certain, 
that the Infedion inlinuates it felf 
into them. therefore in the Plaguo- 
time the Spittle ought never to be 
fwalbwed. There is nothing for- 
tilieth the Spirits fo much againlt 
this molt fierce and cruel Difcafc, 
as die ufe of Bczoardicks, whofe 
number by the ddigcncc of Phyfi- 
cians is well encrafcd, amongft 
which all thofc that are compofed 
of Treacle , are excellent, efpeci- 
ally Thertaca Coeleftis, Tberiaca 
Camphor at a ; here all Odoriferous 
things d6 good alfo; thus we fee 
Flies, anti other Infers are driven 
away with the fmell of the Spirit 
or Oyl of Turpentine. Others 
extremely commend Diaphore- 
tick Gold, Oyl of Camphore, D. 
Michael 's Bczoardick Tindure, 
the nitrated Tindure of Sulphur, 
the Eifcnce of Vipers; others com¬ 
mend Other things. Thus a cer¬ 
tain Apotlieary for Lucre’s lake 
went into die molt infedious pla¬ 
ces, and viiited thofc that were Sick 
couragioully , preferring himfelf 
free from Contagion by the Spirit 
ot Urine. Mynjhhe't Ttnclura 
Vstx , is an admirable Preferva- 
tivc. But who , I pray, Hull or 
can reckon up all things ufed in 
diis cafe ? 

Chirurgerv afforded) us a more 
excellent and. nobfe Amulet in the 
G g g ufe 






ufe of Iffues; thcfe truly accord¬ 
ing to mine, and others experience 
have done great things, nor have 
Vefiotories done lefs good, tho 
the ufe of them is not much allow¬ 
ed in the Flux of the Haemor- 
rhoids,the monthly Courfes,nor to 
tho r e that are with Childs and very 
weak. 

No w for the Cure it felf, where 
in the' frit place, as we faid be¬ 
fore, we exclude Bleeding, which 
fome at Erfurt , during tire Plague, 
celebrated to the great hazard of 
the Patient’s Life. He that defires 
Witneiles in this cafe, let him Con- 
fult Pareiis, Mafp, Andernacus, 
Fmtfeca , Foreftus ; a r.onglt the 
Modern*, Paul de Sorl>,tit, fVald- 
fmidms and others; for it's certain, 
"that by Bleeding the Fermentation 
of the Blood is encrealed, to the 
deftrudion of the Patient; where- 
tore I very much wonder the fa¬ 
mous E*rltfh Praditibner, Dr Sy~ 
dcvb/mfhim approvetft>fBleeding 
in this ca<e, as well by reafous, as 
experience 

Upon' the fame Account 
we reject Scarifcations alfo. 

Tlrefe things preir.ifcd, you are 
to know, that as fooivas tire foun¬ 
tain of Life is allaulted by thi^Ma¬ 
lignant Enemy, it is neceflary to 
bring; immediate alfiltance to the 
Pnr thisrvSnfV :imff* 
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felled by this dreadful Enemy, all 
human helps are in a manner vain. 
Here, were knot too tedious, I 
could produce a World 6f Beloar- 
dicks. Fofiil Unicoman refped it 
hath an Alfringent Force joyntd 
with a Bezoardick Virtue, and that 
it alfo imbibes the caultick Salt, 
hopping Loofenefs, Dyfentencs, 
Convullions, and other Symptoms 
in the Plague, as Francis Jtel ti 
hisTreatite' of the Plague, tefti- 
fieth is much commended. Tht 
Dole is from half a Scruple to 
a Sample, which Virtues, as fome 
believe, Lapis Stellaris hath, a 
alfo the Earth of Lemnos, andal 
Sealed Earths. Thus Bc^omriatm 
Saturnihttm is accounted' of gra!

But we give a general caution a- 
gainft the unfeafonable ufe of An#- 1 
dines, Hypnoticks, or any other 
Medicines which may be ufedto 
take away Thirft, Flux of the Bel¬ 
ly, Hacmorrhagies, orDyfentcrio; 
for thus the Motion of Nature may 
behindred, to the irreparable preju¬ 
dice of the Patient. 

As for Buboes , Carbuncles, and 
Spots, the moft common Sym¬ 
ptoms that attend the Plague, in 
bringing the Buboes toPerfedaai 
and Maturity, there is no remedy 
comparable to Dr. Hodgess Plai¬ 
fter, or the Magnetick Plaifter of 
Angelus Sola. For this end , W- 
geons. Hens, efpecially live Swal¬ 
lows, and dryed Toads, may be ap¬ 
plied to the Buboes, as alfo Genti¬ 
an, or Root of Virginian Snake¬ 
weed mixed with Treacle in form 
of a Cataplafm, for it draws on! 
all the Poyfon. Others commend 
Cupping, and Scarifying, yet with 
little benefit to the Patient; nay, by 
this means the Pains are encreafed, 
the Symptoms exafperated, and 
their Cure is hindved. Therefor 
the belt and fafeft tiling in thiscafc, 
is tile applying of CatapUmi 
made of Treacle , the Crumot 
White bread , Linefeed, Elder-fo; 
wers, Figs, Chamomil, Yelks of 
Eggs, Saffron, and fuch like, mot 
with Honey, or boy led in Milk and 
applied to the B Macs. Antidotes 
may alfo be mix’d, that the Venom 
may be the better extirpated ; a 
Treacle with On 0:1s roalted in t* 
Allies; or fuch as are prepared« 
tlie Powder of Toads, Honey, R* 
and Bean Flower; or, of the Rooa 
oiMirfh-Mallows, white Liliep* 3 ’’ 
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fry, the five Emollient Herbs, Sca¬ 
bious, One-berry, Rue, £«f c. 

But if thefe things do no good, 
you may fafely apply Veficatorics, 
which cannot be lufficicntly com¬ 
mended. 

As Carbuncles are more dange¬ 
rous than Buboes, fo they are to be 
handled with greater Diligence. And 
with all fpeca imaginable they are 
to be ripened, ana their Cauftick 
Acrimony is to be corneded left it 
Ihould fpread further. To which 
purpofe befides Adhial Cauteries, 
which I abhor, and Potential ones, 

( but they muft be Veficatorics) I 
commend Emplaftrum Arfenicale 
TAagncncum ; and Diemerbroecl£i 
Qataplafm, together with a Treacle 
Lixrvium , is worth all the reft in 
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hindring the Carbuncle from Gan¬ 
grening. The Efchars are to be fe* 
paratedwith Digcltives, after that 
the Ulcer istobeptyed with Ab- 
ftergents, Digeftives, Cleanfevs and 
Defcnfatives, left the Poyfon either 
go back or fpread further; where¬ 
upon very often great Pieces of 
Flefh fell oft', to which end in Ul¬ 
cers I much eltcem Baljamum Sul- 
fhuris Aniftumn , or Succtnatum, 
or Ter cbnitbttia turn, Balfam of Pe¬ 
ru.

The common People have gi- 
veu them different Names from 
the diversity of the Puftules and 
their Matter. 

I am not ignorant indeed, that 
thcreis a queftion,whether theSmall 
Pox be always attended with a Fe¬ 
ver, or no ? And I know, that Au- ^ 
thors differ much in their Opinions 
and that fome of them would prove 
by Arguments,drawn from Reafon 
and Expei icnce,That theSmall Pox 
may break out without any Fe¬ 
ver at all. But to confcfs ingenu- 
oufly what "I think, I can fee no 
folicl reafon, whereby to eftablifh 
this opinion of theirs. Therefore 
I am rather of the contrary opini¬ 
on, that is, That there are no Small 
Pox without a Fever. For fince 
the Small Pox are raifed by way 
of Crifis ,»nd indeed by means of a 
great Effervefcencc of Blood,which 
cannot be done without diltur- 
bancc, nor by confequcnt without 
a Fever, any one may from thence 
eafily gather. That die Small F ox 
cannot come without a Fever. I do 
confcfs indeed, I have feen fcveral 
Children aflfided with die Small 
Pox, who complained neither of a 
feverifh Heat, nor of any other 
grievous Symptom,but played, and 
eat and drank well, and were as 
quiet, as if no ill had .befallen 
them. But here it mult be obser¬ 
ved, that this does not happen, but 
in fuch as have a very few, be- 
«aufe of the paucity ofthc i.\itter,8e 
no violent Effervefcencc of Blood;or 
perhaps they were not lick of trie 
true Small Pox. Thus I have feen 
Children taken with an Ephemera- 
Fever, and a Tertian ^gue,who have 
play’d in tiieyeiy Fjf. 
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1. Tart affefleef. 

N O W Or !er dj'reAs ns to 
the fearch of the Subjedt. 
And the primary Adaerjuate Sub¬ 
ject in thefe Difeafe, it we look 
on the Exanthemata, is the Skin, 
with its Cutide, the (hoar of the Mi • 
crocofm, which are fall of infi¬ 
nite Glands and Tubes ; for there 
is the end of the VcflTels, and there 
the fence of the Blood is obferved, 
which receives all the yhufe of the 
Blood and thefe Exanthemata. 
That part of the Skin therefore 
which is thinneft and hotteft is 
molt fuictptible of thefe Sanious 
r»Rules, wh-'ch is the reafon why 
they (hew tbemfelvcs more in the 
Back, than in the Face, Hands, and 
Feet. Therefore Phylici.ms ought 
immediately to look on the Back, 
and that at the beginning , that 
they may be the more afccrMined 
whether they be there. Rjverua de 
ftbr. pejit'tnt. cap. r. pag. 549. 
reckons, that the Meafies break out 
molt in the Brealt and Back, be- 
caufe thefe parts are the Emuncfto- 
ries of the Liver, to which he attri¬ 
butes the greateft (hare of Segre¬ 
gation : but he is out. Neither 
the Eyes, nor Ears • nay, and what 
is more, nor the Innerparts of the 
Body, to wit, the Vijceru. Lungs, 
Diaphragm, Stomach , f$c. are 
free from them Which Vijiera 
in fuchas dyed of the Small Pott, 
I havefeen black and corrupt; yea,I 
have obferved very black Small 
Pox as it were glowing to the in¬ 
ner Membrane. 

As to t!ie Subjrdbof the C.iufe, 
or of Inhcfio'n, it is the Ma6 of. 
Blood, and the Lympha ; yea, 
all fin: loud Parts, wherein the Se- 
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minary lies buried, from whence 
thefe Sanious Exanthemata,nM 
are fo fatal to many, having got 
an occafion of breaking out, do 
bud.- Nor do wc exclude the 
Glands. 

§. 3. Diagmjlick. 

B U T that it may appear, whit 
the Patient ails, and whethe 
he is troubled with the Small Pot 
or Meades, there is need of Da- 
gnoltick Signs, on the knowledge 
whereof depends the Scrutiny of 
the Caufes, and the Foundation « 
Cure. 

The general Signs therefore ofthe 
, Small Pox and the Meades being 
imminent or to be feared,are, ifahot 
and moift Winter have gonebefore, 
that is.ifthe wind have beenSoutber- 
ly, which caufes divers alteration! in 
the Air And hithertoit has been my 
obfervation, that they rage more ic 
the Spring time. 

But the Signs of the Small For 
beinginany one individual to be 
attended are the ellentially inhered 
ones. For at this Day here hath 
greateft error,tliat the Phyficiansdo 
not at the beginning immediately 
know that the Small Pox are ai¬ 
ming. Thus in the molt powerflil 
Ferdinand the Fifth, eleded and 
Crowned King of the Rpnvw, 
who dyed of the Small Pox indie 
Month of July, 1654. Phyh* 
cians at firft took it not for “ 
Small Pox, but tor a Tertian A- 
gue, betuife there were prefently 
Delina, Tremblings,. £ 0 r- there¬ 
fore the cure fuccecded ill. Where¬ 
fore Patients, if there be but tk 
leaft fufp cion of the Small Pox, 

muft be asked, whether they hare 

ever had this Difrafe,or it they ha*e 
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been where thofe that had them 
were, if they have but caft their 
Eyes on them, and have been put 
in a fright thereby. I have an Ex¬ 
ample of a Gentlewoman, the Mo¬ 
ther of three Children , who ha¬ 
ving never had the Small Pox, and 
lookiyg on a Child whofe Face 
was much disfigured with them, 
Ihe ftraightway went home, fell 
lick of them, and dyed within fix 
Days. 

It will appear by the following 
Signs, that the Small Pox are ei¬ 
ther prefent or at hand. Firft, 
there is a gentle, lharp heat, with 
a frequent Pulfe, which heat holds 
a Man continually and equably 
without Intermilfion, or not with¬ 
out an equable Exacerbation, with 
a previous Shivering, pinful Lalfi- 
tude, notable Languifhing, and 
pain in the Back and Loyns; on 
thefecond or third day there isu- 
fually a Fever attended with its 
Symptoms, to wit, Thirft, Head- 
ach, Loathing, Vomiting, &c. The 
Small Pox and Mealies ufe general¬ 
ly to appear about the middle of 
the fecond day , more follow on 
the third, and the fourth they ap¬ 
pear in full Body. And in this 
Cafe not only the Face muft be 
looked on, but the whole Body, 
mult be laid naked, efpecially the 
Back, in which a flow, yet a hap¬ 
py Corruption often happens,when 
the Fever haltens from the Aug¬ 
ment to its State. But it is belt 
with Sylvius to fufpend ones judg¬ 
ment till the third day. 

In Children and other People be¬ 
fore they appear, there preceed 
Loathing, Vomiting, and often¬ 
times Tremblings, Convullions and 
Epileplies. And when they arc 
come lorth, the Patient is exceeding 


Thirfty, and his Mouth is dry; nor 
will plentiful drinking cool his hot 
Vifcera, in others it is gentler, and 
fometimes it is wanting. In the 
vital Faculty there is obferved 3 
Palpitation of the Heart, difficul¬ 
ty and quicknels of Breathing as 
if it were Strangling, Anxieties a- 
bout the Heart, Swooning,a quirk 
Pulfe,tvhich is often obferved in the 
temporal Arteries. In the Animal 
Faculty there is Head-ach, want of 
Sleep; fometimes in the beginning 
unquiet Sleep, with Fright and De¬ 
lirium, ConvuJfive Mo ions with 
Gnalhing of Teeth,Lethargy, & c . 
The Belly is, as it were on purpole, 
Collive for three, four, five, or 
fometimes more Days. 

In the Skin there prececds a 
great Itching, with a pricking all 
over the Body, the Eyes are red, 
they water, and are dim, the 
Nofe itches, and they fheeze, and 
bleed at Nofe, the Ears tingle, 
there is Hoarfenefs,& a dry Cough, 
as alfo frequent Stretching and 
Yawning. When they come out, 
at firft the Skin is a little rough and 
motft, then on the third or'fourth 
day red Spots appear thick all o- 
the Skin, molt on the Back at 
firft, afterwards on the Belly and 
Face; they encreafe by degrees, and 
breed bames, ufually till about 
the eleventh day, at which time, 
the Matter being all driven out, 
and gathered by degrees, they be¬ 
gin to dry and turn into Scabs, and 
Scales. 

But the Mealies, as they appear 
fooner, fo they decreafe fooner, fo 
that the w orft is over on the fourth, 
fixth or ninth day. The Menjit 
come extraordinarily, they fpitn- 
bundance of ferous MaturaN the 
time of the Dd'eafc^nd this Salivati- 
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on put* the Patients to much trou¬ 
ble ; fometimes they fpit Pus , 
wherefore this Difcale often ends 
in a Confumption. Oftentimes the 
Nofe bleeds ; the Urine is Red, 
thin, and fometimes turbid ; fome- 
times it is Jike theirs that are in 
Health, by the alteration of which 
feveral Pi(s prophets boaft how 
they can foretel when th» Small 
l'ox or Mealies arecoming. Yet 
all thefe Symptoms are not found 
mallPerfons; but according to the 
greater or Ids quantity of the pec¬ 
cant Ferment,.the Symptoms ap¬ 
pear greater or lefs. In the Mea¬ 
lies all die forefaid Symptoms ap 
pear more mild, than in the Small 
Pox; and at firfl they cannot ea- 
iily be diltinguilhed the one from 
the other, unlefs you will guefs 
from common Contagion, whether 
it will prove the Small Pox or 
Meades. 

4. Caife. 

I F ever we are in the Dark, cer¬ 
tainly it is in the knowledge 
of C-ules , ‘ fo that we may well 

fay, 

Fc/tx <jlii rerum potuit cognnfce- 
re caufis. 

Hence it is molt certainly true 
what Hippocrates fays, hb. dc fl.i- 
tibus: lie that knows the caufe 
of n Dtjeafe certainly,from things 
which are in the Body, having got 
the knowledge of Difeafcs by con¬ 
traries, may eaftygiveJtich things 
as will do good■ For if in other 
• tilings we are blind for want of 
Light, without ail doubt here we 
arc blinded in the Sun. Therefore 
tint of all let us profccute the 


caufe of our dileafe according to 
the Opinion and Principles of the 
<e>4lemtl0. Galen's Difciples fay. 
That thefe are no new Difeafts,bc- 
caufe they arife from a very anci¬ 
ent Caufe , the Impurities of the 
Blood lurking in Childrens Bo¬ 
dies;, which the Arabians Jcnew. 
But Hippocrates, and the Cham¬ 
pion for Dogmatical Phylicians, 
Galen, and other ancient Phylici¬ 
ans make no mention of them. 
Galen's Followers hold,That Blood 
is the true caufe of the Small Pox 
and Mealies, becaufc there is not 
one in a thoufand, who has them 
not before he dies. But they do 
not think, Thattbefe Menltrual 
Impurit es remain in the Body fub- 
ftantially, for this realbn, becaufc 
by long tarrying they mult needs 
corrupt and putrefy, but they 
fay, tliat only fome bad quality 
is imprinted on the parts of the 
Foetus, which at length inferring 
fame part of the Humors, grows 
troublefome to Nature, which 
at length riling up drives thefe 
inferred parts to the Skin, which 
is the reafon, why the Small Pox 
and Mealies happen at ripenefs of 
Years, and fometimes in old Age. 
They make a two fold Excrement 
in the Mafs of Blood, the one 
thick, the other thin. From the 
thick they ndiculouily hold, That 
tlie Small Pox are bred; from the 
thin, the Mealies. And they, as 
well as the Moderns,!told,That the 
Expullion of the Small Pox and 
Mealies is made by an Ebullition 
of the Blood ; and according to 
Avicenna's Dpcfrrine, they make 
a Twofold Ebullition, one Per¬ 
fective, another Corruptive. They 
call that Perfective or Depuration, 
in wh.ch only theimpt-rerandex- 
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crementitious parts of the Blood 
putrefy, an<f are purged out by 
Nature, that the whole Mafs may 
afterwards be left pure: and then 
they reckon the Small Pox fafe, 

"which are aired without any Me¬ 
dical help. They call that Corrup¬ 
tive, in which not only the Ex- 
crementitious parts of the Blood, 
but the pure Blood it felf putre¬ 
fies; whence they hold, that dan¬ 
gerous and mortal Small Pox a- 
irife, and they judge, that fuch an 
Ebullition happens when they are 
Epidemical, and are produced by 
a Malignant Conftitution of the 
Air, by which the Etfcrvefcence 
and Malignant Putrefaction of the 
Humors are caufed, whence they 
fay many and dangerous Small 
Pox are bred , which fometimes 
are fore-runners of the Plague, as 
Hjjafes thinks. The Gakniftt 
reckon the Spaall Pox and Mealies 
among acute Difeafes, ending u- 
fually within fourteen days. The 
Arabians, and their Maftcr Ebefi- 
na, reckon the Univerfal caufeof 
this Difeafe to be the Food, efpe- 
cially that wherewith Children 
are nourilhed in their Mother’s 
Womb.

H Cfntont w iii not admit the 
forefaid Nourilhment of 
the Me/altrvious Blood to be the 
ciule of the Small Pox, becaufe 
when the Flatus is nourilhed,,it ;s 
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not Menftruous; but he fays that 
they rather a rife from Poyfon, 
wherewith the Blood is infeCted, 
the Eflence of which Poyfon is 
not demonftrable a prion, but it 
refembles the property of Poyfon 
by the Effeas. He therefore 
thinks. That the caufe of the Small 
Pox is an Exorbitance of the Ar- 
cbxus : for while the Ambient 
Air breaths fome Endemial mif- 
chief, then the Arcbaus , who is 
quickly artedted by what is Ambi¬ 
ent, being impatient of a Malig¬ 
nant Air, breeds a peculiar Poy¬ 
fon in it felf, which has fuch pro¬ 
perties. He thinks this Poyfon is 
bred about the Stomach.

rabtans place the Proximate Caufe 
in a Pollution of the Menftruous 
Blood at the time of Formation 
in the Mothers Womb In which 
he holds. That a certain Ferment is 
bred, which being communicated 
to the Mafs of Blood, gathers Vi¬ 
gor, and afterwards at let Periods 
proairesa Turgefcenceand Super¬ 
fluous excretion of Blood. For 
at the time of Conception, when 
the Mcujlrua are altogether ftopt, 
he (ays, That much of this Fer¬ 
ment is heft owed on the Foetus, 
and its Heterogeneous Particles, 
as fomething foreign , is bl i.dcd 
with the Humors and Mali of 
Blood, in which they lye entan¬ 
gled, till the Particles arc moved 
by fortie evident Caufe, then they 
Ferment with the Blood, and 
caufe an Ebullition, and thciva 
Coagulation, whereby molt of the 
Symptoms in this Difeafe are pro¬ 
duced. 


Go gle 
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duccd. He fays, that thefe Fermen¬ 
tative Seeds are fometimes few and 
mild, and fo entangled with other 
little Bodies, that they cannot ea- 
fily get loofe; but he ho!ds,that in 
others they arc more and itronger, 
fo that upon any flight occafion 
they are ripened into this Difeafe. 
•Hence he judges, that fome have 
the Small Pox in their Infancy, 
others later, and not till they arc 
well in years: fome are apt to take 
the Contagion , others converfe 
with the Sick without danger. 

And he afligns a Three-fold 
evident Caufe which flirsup thefe 
fermentative Seeds; to wit,Contagi¬ 
on, Difpofition, and immoderate 
Difturbance of Blood. That this 
Difeafe is produced by Contagion 
he proves from dayly Experience; 
liecaufe Effluvia continually go 
from the infcCVed , which being 
received by other Bodies, dopre- 
fentiy, like Poyfon, ferment with 
the Blood, and fo according to 
him they raife the latent Seeds of 
this difeafe, and things Homogene¬ 
ous to them , and difpofe them 
into an Idea of this difeafe. Second¬ 
ly, a peculiar Difpofition of the 
Air is able to produce the Small Pox; 
hence it often grows Popular, and 
rages over whole Countries and 
Cities. Hence alfo they come oft- 
neft in Spring and Autumn, be- 
caufe, as he fays, at thefe times e- 
fpecially divers Tumultuous Par¬ 
ties fly up and down the Air, 
which we draw in with our Breath, 
and thence divers Eflervefcencies of 
the Humors and Blood, and Idea's 
of difeafes are raifed. Thirdly, al- 
tho there were no Contagion, and 
rjo Malignant Constitution of Air 
did prececd, yet he has feen this 
i-jfeafe produced by exceiflve Com¬ 


motion and Difturbance of the 
Blood and Humors, When no Body 
elfe has been lick in the whole 
Country. For who is there that 
will not allow. That without any 
previous Infe&ion the occult Sods 
may eafily be brought into Ad 
by excemveheatof the Blood . J 

He compares the manner of 
their production to the working 
of new Wine ; as that throw 
off the F<eces, fo the Effervefctnct 
of the Blood feparates the unpro¬ 
fitable Excrements. He fays, that 
Portions of the congealed Blood 
and Poyfon break out about the 
fourth day; fometimes fooner, 
fometimes later; for the Coagu¬ 
lation of tire Blood is not earned 
prefently, but after fome diftatce 
of time, wherein the Poyfon Ibewr 
it felf and the Effervefcencefo¬ 
ments die Blood. Fjrft of all, 
fmall Portions of the tainted Blood, 
and few in number, like Flea-bites, 
rife in the Skin, then come mat, 
and tire gathering of coagulated 
Blood cncreafes, then they rife, and 
thofe Spots which were at firft 
red, as they gradually encreafe, 
grow White. If the extravafated 
Blood with die Poyfon, by Heat 
and Stagnation turn into Pw^bout 
the feventh day the white Swel¬ 
lings dry into a Scab, that is, when 
the thinner part of the Matter a 
evaporated the reft grows hard, 
which, yvhen the Cuticle is eaten 
through and broken, fcale off 
Thefe and other very pretty thity 
you may find concerning this v 
(cafe in that Author.

And 
is is he attributes the proximate Caufe 
of the Small Pox (hmetiir.es to a 
He Saline Lixivious Acrimony, as in a 
[ jj Gangreen and Gangrenous Spots, 
jo fuch as are found in the Plague, 
.§J and they are black and blew; 
n - fometimes to an acid Acrimo- 
j j ny , in which, though .he makes 
,4, no queftion but tlie part may 
e be corrupted, yet there is no Mor- 
tification or Blacknefs, but ra- 
rJ ther Whitencfs; fometimes to a 
* mixt Acrimony. He lays more- 
over, that an ill affe&ed Air is 
often the Procatardack caufe, 
h, which is the reafon why the Small 
i‘j Pox are fo often Epidemic's. 
. He derives it alfo from peculi¬ 
ar ar Food, and he holds, That fear 
. may be the Procatariftick caufe 
j of the Small Pox, as the Plague 
and other grievous Difallcs are 
obferved to be produced by it.

S OME of the tftfUfttM, a- 
mong whom is Georgiut 
llornius ui Area Mops f. 121. 
derive tlie pedegree of the Small 
Pox from a Namelefs Poyfon, pe¬ 
culiar only to Mankind. Mer- 
cursalis proves by feveral reafon*. 
That Small Pox come by paternal 
Inheritance from the Blood and 
Ichorous Matter that is Ebullient in 
Bodies through heat. He alfo derives 
the firft growth of the Small Pox, 
from fome Universal fault in the 
Air; but at this day he thinks the 
Tranfplantation is Hereditary. Kjr- 
cherus refers the original of the 
Small Pox to the live linage of 
Death, or animated Putrefaction. 
Langius feems to be of his Opini¬ 
on, who (ays, That the Exanthe¬ 
mata are nothing elfe .but Recep¬ 
tacles and Lodgings of Vermi¬ 
nous Effluvia. But he dirides the 
vanity of Menftruous Reliques, 
or Impurities left by the Mother's 
Blood. Fernelius derives their O- 
riginal from fome Occult . Influ¬ 
ence of the Stars. Dygly feems 
to place the C aufe of this Difeafe 
in tlie Blood, that remains in the 
Umbilical Vellels after the Birth. 
And there are fome who hold it 
comes from the ufe of Venus after 
once Conception is over.

T HAT therefore we may Ex¬ 
tricate our felves out ot thefe 
Meanders, we will give 3 D"t 
Judgment, which when we have 
once proved.all other opinions will 
tall of themfclves.We enquire not 
therefore, as feveral do , for the 
Proximate 
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Proximate C.iufe of the Small Pox 
in the Pollution of the Blood. For 
from the Ancient Hypothecs it is 
falfc,that the Feet in is nourifhed in 
the Womb by the menltruous 
Blood of the Woman, and the Seed 
of the Man. And it appears alfo 
from the experience of the modem 
Anatomilts,That Conception is not 
made juft before the Menjcs, nor 
when they are actually come, 
but when they are over, to the 
end that the Vellels of the Womb 
being then a little lax, the Mans 
Seed , or according to Harvey, the 
Genital Air of Mans Seed may pals 
through them to the Mafs of Blood. 
Then in my Opinion the Womans 
Eggs do o£>en, in other Mens fru¬ 
ctify, and when they are fo ope¬ 
ned or frmftifyed , they may 
be fent by the D.'ifhn .FaUep't- 
ani into the- Cavity of the Womb. 

Ettmuik* ’s opinion is more 
probable, who holds, That there is a 
certain Principle implanted in us, 
in regard whereof no Man can e- 
fcape the Small Pox; the. caufe 
of it lie derives from the Nutri¬ 
tive Milk, fnekt by Children, as 
well in as Out of their Mother's 
Womb, in as much as this, after 
the m inner of all things made of 
Milk, is apt to corrupt, and turn 
to an Acid, Saline Liquor, and this 
lies under a Vi'cidity a long time, 
yea, fevcral years, in the Ve.ftls and 
other places, which Acid after it 
has been hid for To ne time, at 
length, when occafion is given ei¬ 
ther by the Air, Contagion or Food, 
or.any other Non-natural thing 
being extrinficady by the like fer¬ 
ment communicated to the Ma¬ 
ternal Blood, raifes pernicious Fe¬ 
brile Efferrtfcencies. I admire how 
hitherto fcveral learned Men could 


be fo follicitous about a fort of 
Ferment bred in the Mothers 
Womb, either through fome fault 
in the Mcnftruous Blood, or in the 
Milk, when neverthelefs to me it 
feems, with deference to better 
judgements, that this Difeafe comes 
as other Fevers do. For let us but 
confider the frequency of a Fever, 
does not every one in a manner 
fall into if at one time or ano¬ 
ther as well as into the Small Pox? 
And the reafon, why the Small 
Pox feize Children more than 
grown Perfons, I am perfwaded, 
is this, Becaufe Children not only 
in the Womb, but when they are 
out of it, are nourifhed with 
Milk, whereby the frame of the 
Blood is rendred weak, and apt to 
coagulate, hence upon any occa- 
fion given either by the Air, Con¬ 
tagion or Food, die Blood under, 
goes an alteration , hereupon this 
fermentative Acid contends with 
the volatil Salt of the Maf* of 
Blood, till the Enemy, to wit, 
that vitiousAcid lodged in the Se¬ 
rum , be precipitated and fubdu- 
ed by the Spirits, which when it 
is precipitated, is by means of the 
intercutaneous Glands fucceilively 
thrown up into Pultules, and fo 
at length turns to Pus, and the 
Skin , being eroded by the fame, 
turns to a hard Cruft, like a Scab, 
That there is an Acid the Pits do 
teltily which remain in ones Face, 
as long as one lives, apd the Ma¬ 
lignant Ulcers like wife, which 
fpvead far and near, and fometime* 
c rode the Velicies of the Lungs, 
and fo produce a Confumption, 
according as the Acid is more or 
lefs Virulent. Let us fuppofc, 
that our Blood above all other A- 
uimals is belt constituted of ful- 
phurcous 
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phureous, balfamick and ferous is inexplicaMe. Yet I fufped that 


Parts, and that partly through va¬ 
riety ofFood.but efeeaally through 
eating of Milk and Flefh it gathers 
abundance of Excrementitioos 
fermentefcible Particles , that 1 
the Body naked in it fe!f , 
and infinitely full of Pores, does 
continually tranfpire, which Tran- 
fpiration when it is hindred, especi¬ 
ally by a Southerly Air, it is ap¬ 
parent that both other forts of Fe- 
vers,and thefe Ex.anthematical ones 
may readily arifc; and fo therea- 
fbnof the dung is apparent, with¬ 
out any fault ot the Nutritive Milk, 
or of the Excrement contracted 
in the Mothers Womb The Corrofi- 
on of the Bones in the Small Poxte- 
ftifies thata.Corrolive Acid is pec¬ 
cant in the cafe, as I had a fad Spe¬ 
ctacle at Limburg of, a poor 
Boy, whofe Bones were more cor¬ 
roded by the Small Pox, than ever 
I faw any ones by the Great. So 
frpm this corroding Acid we may 
derive Convulfive Motions, and the 
Epilepfy, as Symptoms frequently 
attending the Small Pox: for it 
Contracts the Nerves, and raifes 
difordered and impetuous Motions, 
which often make a Concu fionin 
the whole Machine. But let this 
be obferved, that by an Acid we 
do not mean every Acid that is 
peccant in our Bodies , bccaufe 
thefe have agre.it Latitude; for 
we mutt imagine there - one in 
the Gout, another in the Epilep¬ 
fy, another in Chronical dilcafes , 
one in the Mealies and another in 
the Snail Pox; but they differ 
in their manner fo that one is 
more fixt, another more volatiJ, 
one of another Specifick taft, con- 
ftituting this or the other thing, 
which to us , as well as others, 


the Small Pox cpme of a volati! 
Acido-Saline, as appears from the 
Contagion, which cannot be ex¬ 
pected from a fixt Acid. 

Since Infants therefore both ip 
regard of their Place and Food un¬ 
dergo a great change, it cannot 
otherwife be, but that fome nota¬ 
ble alteration mutt be made m the 
Blood, which, fir.ee alone it is not 
always fufficiertt to dilttirb the mix¬ 
ture of the Blood, by reafon of 
the dulnefs aud weaknefs of the 
Ferment to make an EHcrvefcence, 
lies quiet for ? time wrapt up in 
kindly, ferous, balfamick, ful-. 
phureous Particles, till it is ftir-. 
red up by the Air or fome other 
occafional Caufes. Wherefore , 
frnce the Seeds or Ferments offuch 
difeafes may lye hannlefsly in peo¬ 
ples Bodies for a time, there is * 
queltion among Authors, but it 
is de Una Capritu, how the Seeds 
of Fevers, efixxully of Spotted 
ones, and of fome others cm lye 
ijid; have we not oitr Blood from 
, our Nativity fo difpofed, that up¬ 
on ocafion given,' it muft under- ' 
go many Mutations, Coagulations, 
Futions, &c. We deny not, that 
Poyfon may. lye hid under Vifci- 
dity for a longtime in the Body : 
For experience,and the Monuments 
of Phylicianstellify, that the Poy¬ 
fon of a Mad Dog has lain hid for 
many years. And as much is e- 
vident from that preparation of a 
powder among the French, which 
they call la Poudre de Succcjjion, 
wliich Poyfons m ly lye a year and 
more in the Body, before they 
fiicw their .Spite. I fulpeCl it is 
Arfeniek prepared after fome pecu¬ 
liar manner, which afterwards re¬ 
covers its virtue again from die 
Air 
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Air, as by the effe<ft I proved late¬ 
ly in a Dog: And fo Diaphoretick 
Antimony with Time acquires its 
Sting, as does Mercury given to 
Patients for the Venereal d.feafe, 
or outwardly applycd.which I have 
obfervcd lye in tne Body for fix 
years, and then re-aflume its Ma¬ 
lice ; for it cift the Patient into an 
Fpilepfy.and at laft it killed hitn. 
Nay, the lame Poyfon given to fe- 
veral Perfons does not kill them 
all at the (ame Moment;, fometimes 
thefe fermentative Seedsabound and 
are Itrong in the Air, wherefore 
they did not formerly lye i:i the 
Blood: for the Seeds neither of 
the Plague nor of any pther Ma¬ 
lignant Fevers preexift in the Blood. 
Some are fooier, others later ta¬ 
ken witli the Small Pox, fome are 
difficultly, others ealily int'e&ed, 
according as the diTpofition of the 
Blood differs. . W.ien thefe Par¬ 
ried are put in Motion, Nature 
fearing a total diiiolution, docs 
With all her Ability drive out thole 
volatil foreign Salts, that are mixt 
with the Sulphureous Ichorefccnt 
Particles of the Blood, and cjufe all' 
the dillurbance to the Superficies 
of the Body, and fo clarifies the 
B'ood Now in this Separation and 
Turgcfcencc, while,the Acid Parti¬ 
cles of t!ie Scrum fight with the 
vohtil, fanguineous ones, the mix¬ 
ture of the Blood mult of necef- 
nty be hurt: Hence a Fever does 
Aierally or always attend our 
ifeafe, for the more the Blood is 
disturbed, the more Malignantis 
die Fever. How the Blood is Tur- 
gefeent, may be feen in IViUis , 
and it is apparent from that Me¬ 
chanic it and Natural Depurati¬ 
on of a Vegetable Juice, that is, 
Wine. 


We will explain a few Sym- 
ntoms,and we (hall find them gene¬ 
rally flow from one Fountain, 
namely, an AcidoSaline, or a 
fliarp, Corrofive ferment. It is ap¬ 
parent from what has been and 
fliall be Ciid, That there is an Acid, 
ana tint it transforms it felf in¬ 
to different Symptoms, according 
to the diverfity of the parts, where 
it is Predominant. When it falls 
on die Nervous kind and the Mem¬ 
branes of die Brain, then the Fi¬ 
bres of the Nerves are Convulfe; 
hence come Head aches, want of 
Sleep,Phrenfies, die Epilepfy,Pains 
in the Back and other Symptoms. 
When it falls in the Mafs of Blood, 
through the inteftine ftrife, and di- 
fturbed mixture, fever alFebrileSym-' 
ptoms, a difordered Putfe, Palpi¬ 
tation of the Heart, and Anxieties 
are produced. When it mixes 
with the fermental Lvmpba in the 
Glands of the Stomadh, it irrita¬ 
tes the upper Orifice, and fo cau¬ 
fes Saueamifhnefs, and Vomiting.If 
it falls oil the Fauces , it caufes 
drought,and by confeq'jent Thirlt 
If on the ajpera Artcria, it caufes 
a Cough, Hoarfenefs, and other 
faults of the Organs of Refpiration, 
till it is thrown off by three ways 
of Evacuation; namely, the more 
volatil parts of it by the Subcuta¬ 
neous Glands, where it turns to 
little Ulcers; the more fixt part¬ 
ly by the Kidneys in Turbulent 
Urine, partly by the Guts in yel¬ 
low llinking Stools. ' 

The mediate Caufes of tlfs dif¬ 
en (e, are the Caufes Natural and 
Non-natural, of which hereafter, 
when we treat of Diet. 

But before we proceed any fur¬ 
ther, Why does this D.feafc invade 
facia as are of Kin? We anfwer. 
That 
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feize and kill abundance at 
fame time, are more dangerous, 
than when they feize here and 
there one, for tne greater the Ma¬ 
lignity the more the Danger. 

If many black and blew Spots a- 
rife, efpecially in the middle of 
the Small Pox, or between them, 
they argue great Malignity, and 
confequently danger. But when 
the Symptoms are mild in appea¬ 
rance, we muft not thence conclude 
about the Nature of this difeafe } 
bccaufe there is often a Snake in 
the Grafs, and,a fecret Malignity. 
Nor muft a Phyfician be frighted, 
if bad Symptoms appear at the 
Beginning, to wit, Phrenzy, Con- 
vuliions, Epilepfies, becaufe 
the time before the Crifu is always 
grievous : but if thefe Symptoms 
exceed the bounds of Nature, they 
portend death, or danger at leait. 

If after Eruption thefe grievous 
Symptoms abate, there is good 
hope : If the Fever return , and 
Epileptick Fits come afterwards, 
the Cure is Mortal. If the Febrile 
heat abate not after the fourth dayj 
or when the Pimples come out, 
if it abate not a little, there is dan¬ 
ger. Alfo if the heat abate •ooner 
than it (hould , it is not able to ex¬ 
pel the Heterogeneous taint r rom 
the Blood , and then Men dye. 
Therefore we muft always be cau¬ 
tious, and not give cooling Eirral- 
(ions at the Beginning , be the 
Third never fo great. Otherwife 
we kill the Patient. Neither muft 
Patients be kept too hot, for then ' 
you ftide them 

Difficulty of Breathing and 
Hoarfcnefs, according to Hippocra¬ 
tes 4. Aph. 50. is of ill Portent. 
Want of Thirlt, or of Appetite, 


That tills may happen without a- 
ny hereditary fault; for fmee Peo¬ 
ple of Confanguinity arc ufually 
of an equal temper of Blood, and 
of an equal Motion of Humors, 
what wonder is it, when any oc- 
cafional caufe, efpecially the Air, 
the chief Author of all Epide- 
mick difeafes, fo difpofes them, 
if they be taken with the like di¬ 
feafe? 

§. 11. Diagnoftick. 

A ccording to Hippocrates f 2. 

Aph. 19. In an Acute Fe¬ 
ver Prcdtdsons of Life and Death 
are not altogether certain ; lince 
therefore ah acute Fever attends 
thefe Exanthemata , I think we 
Ihould be cautious about the Pre¬ 
diction. When the Small Pox«md 
Mealies feize grown People, the 
danger is greater, than if they take 
Children, according to Aph. 99. 
f. 2.8c the difeafe is more dangerous 
in Autumn and Winter, than in 
Spring and Summer Such- to 
whofc Family they have been dc- 
ftrudtive, are in greatell Hazard ; 
they are worfe f or Fat people than 
for Lean They are very dange¬ 
rous in Women with Child; ne- 
verthelefs we muft confider the 
ftrength of Nature in fuch: for I 
have known fone Women who 
have Mif-carried in them without 
much harm. This may be a rea- 
fon, becaufe the Febrile EHervef- 
cence lalts not fo long in them as 
in other Continual an.l Acute Fe¬ 
vers, but abates upon their coming 
out; wherefore the Months of 
the Veflels are not fo much ope¬ 
ned, nor the Haemorrhage of the 
Womb fo contriry to Nature’s in- 
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Pox or Meades, argues danger. 
A Phrenfy at the Beginning with¬ 
out Laughter, and not amending 
by Sleep, indecent lying naked, 
not knowing ones Friends, Trem¬ 
bling , Convullions , Swooning, 
Grating ones T eeth, Want of Sleep, 
as they are bad Signs,fo,as we have 
Laid, before and in the Eruption 
they are often harmlefs; but if 
they come after Eruption, we may 
boldly pronounce them Mortal. 
As to the Pu(hiles,thc fooner they 
come out, which is ufually on the 
third or fourth day, the better, 
then they encrcafe fucceHively till 
the eleventh day, and fuppuratc in 
Small Pox. On the contrary, if 
they come not out well, or if 
they ftrike in unfeafonably: if 
they dye away prefently, and the 
fwelling abate immediately, with¬ 
out any abatement of the Sym- 
toms and heat,all thefe things argue 
M.ihgnity and Death. 

The Flux of the Menfis co¬ 
ming upon the Eruption of the 
Small Pox, is generally held to be 
dangerous; but I obferved it in one 
of the Princclles of Naffam with¬ 
out any danger. Loofcnefles alfo 
at the time of Eruption are gene¬ 
rally reckoned bad ; yet I have 
feen feveral efcape in ftich a Loofe- 
ne r s: However, black, bloody, 
green and If inking Stoofs, are rec¬ 
koned bad by all Men. But in 
general, it is better to be Coltive 
than L oofe. If the Loofenefs give 
way to Treacle Be2oardicks, all 
mav prove well. 

A dry Cough ; s worfe than when 
one rai'es fomething; thick Spit¬ 
tle is b id; a bloody one is hot al¬ 
ways b ui Plentiful bleeding at the 
Nolo before, ahd at the coming 
out is good, and lelfcns the quan-

tityof the Small Pox. Excretive 
Sweats are good, waiting and cold 
ones are bad, according to Hippo- 
crates n,.afh. 5 7. Chilneft of the ex- 
tream Parts is bad alfo in the Small 
Pox, according to 7. afh. r. Li¬ 
vid, violet coloured, or black 
Small Pox are worfe than red or 
ellow, and denote greater Ma¬ 
gnify. So brown and black Spots 
mixt with the Small Pox arc a 
bad Sign. Diitindt, round, pick¬ 
ed Small Pox, and which come 
out all at once, alfo foft and dear 
ones are good. The Small Pox 
after the manner!of acute difeafes 
are at the height in fourteen days. 
And the reafon why the Mealies 
are over fooner, ufually on thefe- 
venth day, is the Volatility of the 
Humors; but then they are often 
atterillcd with more grievous Sym- 
toms. The Small Pox are worlt, 
which affeeft the Inwards; whence 
come Confumptions, Dylentcries, 
Quinlies, Gangrcen, Mortiticati- 
on: Sometimes the peccant Mat¬ 
ter is tranfmitted by Nature to 
fome Nerve or other, whence fome- 
times comes Blindnefs, Deafnefs, 
Iofs of Speech , as I lately obferv¬ 
ed in a Village near Hanover, cal¬ 
led Hocks tat, where a Girl of fe- 
ven years became Dumb, who, 
to her Parents comfort, towards 
the latter end of Summer, recove¬ 
rs! hcrSpcedi.

All Paffons of the Mind muft 
be avoided.efpccially Fear,by which 
I have known fevcral fall into this 
Difeafe: So Care and Sorrow muft 
be avoided. I think Joy is the 
beft : For a quiet Mind in this Di- 
feafe as well as in the Plague, is the 
beft prefervativ;. 

§.13. Fharmaceutick Cure. 

N O W we (hall, as formerly 
we have done, give you the 
Pharmaceutick Cure according to 
the Mind of the Oaltmaa. And 
they begin with bleeding, lxrfore 
the fourth dav, or the Small Pox 
break out; especially if upon the 
coming of them out, there he a 
violent Fever, Rcftlefsnefs, and Dif¬ 
ficulty of Breathing, If the U- 
rine be thick and red- They re¬ 
peat it in elder Children, efpeci.dly 
if the Fever be high or any other 
Symptom. The Paris Fhyfici.ins 
Hhh 2 forbear 
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forbear not young Children at the 
Breast. So ue, in Head of bleeding 
advife Cupping for Timorous Peo¬ 
ple Before the Small Pox come 
out, if there be a Cicochymy, the 
Ancients advife Purging: But if 
they be coming, or already come 
out, they fufpeift it. Therefore 
they give only gentle'things, fuch 
as Rhubarb, Ca.Tia, Manna, Ta¬ 
marinds, Syrup of Rofcs folutive, 
( 3 c. After b'eeding, and other E- 
vacuations, they fay, the coming 
out of the Small Pox muft be pro¬ 
moted; to which end they'advife 
not only Speci.ick Medicines,which 
drive the Humors to the Skin, 
but Diuphoreticks 'alfo and Alexi- 
pharmacks; efpecially if the Small 
Pox be Epidemical, and they com¬ 
mend the common and well 
known Remedy of Rjiafis, Avi¬ 
cenna and the whole Family of 
the Arabians. 

Take of fat Figs feven Ounces, 
Lent. Is husked two Drachms, 
Laccitwo Drachmsand a half, 
Gain tragacanth, Fenil feed each 
two Drachms. Boyl them in a 
Pint and a half ot Spring-wa¬ 
ter , ti'l a third part remain. 
Give a little with ones drink. 


an half. Boyl them to a pound 
and an half. To three Oun¬ 
ces of the Colature add one 
Ounce of Syrup of Limons. Mix 
them. Give it twice or three i 
Day. 

If the Malignity be violent, 
they think we Ihould inlift on 
Alexipharmacks. For which end, 
they commend ConfecHo it fy 
actntbt , Bezoar-ftone, Coral, 
Pearl, Harts-hom, Oyl of Scorpi¬ 
ons , and other things; nor will 
they omit Corroborators, both In¬ 
ternal and External through the 
whole courfc of the difeale. As 
for the fpedal cure of the Sym¬ 
ptom, fee Hivertus de Varulis (l 
Morbtllts.

P aractlfttf and Iptlmont endea¬ 
vour to cure this Difesfe by 
their Arcana. For tyclmont ac¬ 
counts the principal Indication to 
be the appealing of the Arch* 
us, which he procures by his de- 
purative Arcana.

Therefore for the firlt four or fin 
days, before the Small Pox appear, 
and the Blood begins to boyl and 
Ferment, he either vomits or pur¬ 
ges; yet he advifes gentle Medi¬ 
cines , left the Fermentation be 
made too high. If there bet Pit 
thorn he allows of bleeding. 
Secondly, when the Small P“ 
appeat 
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appear, he advifes a gentle Sweat, 
that the Blood may gently fer¬ 
ment. And to defend the Throat, 
he commends a Dcco&ion of Figs, 
Marigold Flowers and Harts-hom 
in Beer or Poflet-Drink; «nd he 
gives moderate Cordials feveral 
times in a day. But he fays, all 
hot and ftrong things (hould then 
1 beforbom. Tnen he advifes the O- 
■ million of bleeding and purging. 

To defend the Throat lie ap- 
1 plies a flay quilted with Saf- 
1 fron and dipt in Woman’s Milk, 
c: to which end he ufes Gargarifms 
t and Mouth-water. He orders the

When the difeafe is in the De- 
clenlion, and the Small Pox begin

s Patient is able to walk, he gives a 
\) Purge three or four times, to ar¬ 
il ry off the Filth, left in the Bowels 
a and Blood. Afterwards he allows 
c a higher Diet.

But as foon as the Head-ach, 
with ‘the relt of the Symptoms 
of the Small Pox at that time, ap¬ 
pears, he fays, we mult take care, 
if Blood abound, to breath a Vein, 
and take a convenient quantity of 
Blood away. And then within an 
hour or two after bleeding he 
would have the pecant Humor 
carried offthat way it enc!ines;whcn 
there is loathing, by Vomit; w hen 
there is a dcliretogo to Stool, and 
a difturbance in the Belly,by Stool; 
and when there is a Sweat ng, he 
would have the peccant Matter 
carried off by Sudoriiicks; - and a- 
bove all others he commends' An- 
timonials, becaufe they deanfe the 
Blood; and he advifes the Repeti¬ 
tion of the fame fever.d days, Spe¬ 
cially when there is no Fever, and 
the Small Pox are come out, and 
the Symptoms are almolt abated: 
then nie fays, That Antimmunrn 
Dtapboreticum , and Befoarticiim 
Mtneralcr ire noble Medicines; next 
to which are divers fealed Earths, 
Eole-Armcnick , Terra Lemma , 
Beroar-itone, Unicom of all forts. 
Ivory, Harts horn, and Specially 
gentle volatd Salts. 

As for Externals, he commends 
all fuch as temper heat, when t' e 
Small Pox tend to Suppuration. 
Among whirii he commends Mut¬ 
ton broth. Hogs greale, Pork and 
Bacon, with which he woi'd hav* 
the Small Pox ano) nted all over; 
And if an Apolbein any where !w 
feared, he t'ies to Bujarr.:,j a/.s- 
fatus , fti'ccmat'ui, or Balf.

fron and Rofe-water. But before 
this Epitheme he prefers the juice 
of Chervil, with a little Rofe and 
Fenil-water applied with a Linen 
Cloth doubled to the Eyes. In 
other difeafes of the. Eyes and a 
Panus he fays (harp things are 
good in a Cataplafm. 

If the Small Pox caufe an In¬ 
flammation in the Ears, he highly 
extols Spirit of Wine and Sal Am- 
moniack, poured into the Crum 
of White bread , while it is hot, 
and applied hot: alfo a Deco&ion 
of Wormwood , Idler Centaury , 
Southernwood, and any other A- 
ronatick Plant?, put into the Ear 
hot ^ he commends likewife any 
Balfam of Sulphur, if a tew drops 
be put into the Ear with a Feather. 

In Shortnefs of Breath and a 
Cough he magnifies Antimoni- 
al Medicines, efpecially Diapho- 
reticks, and gentle vola til Salts.

H AVING given you a taft 
of thefe things, now SSte 
will proceed to our own Method 
of Cure. As for prevention, t.rlt 
of all. Air and Contagion muil be 
avoided, then the Body mull be 
kept tree from all Filth. Gentle 
Purges may be given to carry off 
tiie vicious Acid The noble Di%- 
by accounts it an UnivcrCil Preser¬ 
vative , if when a Child is bom, 
the Blood that is in the N.ivil- 
ltring. when cut, be waflied ofif 
with Wine ; but 1 have tried it hi¬ 
therto to no purpofe. 

I havejbund gentle Acids, and 
Aborbents , efpecially with Myrrh 
in them, very effectual in prefer¬ 
ring feveral Bodies. 

As to the Cure it felf.thefe things 
following mult bcobferved. Cne 
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Cure muft be infilled on in the di- 
ftindt, another in the flux Small 
Pox ; beenufe- in thefe the Fever 
as well as other Symptoms tor¬ 
ments the Patients for feveral days 
after tBe Piiftules are come out; 
but in the dHtifuft the Symptoms 
arc not lb violent. Since there are 
three notable times of this difeafe, 
the Beginning, to wit, the firft Mo¬ 
ment of the Febrile Invalion; the 
time of Eruption and Suppuration 
of the Purfules j and die third 
time from the (fate of the difeafe. 
till the Small Pox dry away and 
fall otf, three curative Intentions 
alfo muft be accommodated to 
every one ofthefe. That all things 
therefore may proceed arighta thin 
Diet, as we (aid before, muft be 
obferved through the whole courfe 
of the difeafe, obferving a few 
things peculiarly. But above al- 
things it is neceflary, that the Pa¬ 
tient avoid over heating himfelfin 
Bed, as that famous Fradhtioncr 
Dr Sydenham teftifies, whoho'dr, 
Th;it more dye of keeping too 
hot than too cold. For as Fruit too 
foon ripe is good for nothing, fo 
no good conies of keeping too 
hot. It mult ever therefore be 
our care, tliat an even Tenor of 
Ebullition be maintained in the 
Blood ; and we (hould have a cirt 
chiefly for the firlt fix days, efpe- 
dally if the Patient be in die Flow¬ 
er of his Age. or have exalted his 
Blood with high drinking, or if 
it be Spring or Summer time. 
The Patient muft not be kept too 
hot with Cloths, nor with a Store, 
he mult forbear hot Cord la's: for 
oftentimes, the longer Nature is 
m endeavouring Separation, fo 
that the Etlcrvcfcence do not quite 
ceafe, the furer the Separation is. 

Therefore 
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gentle Bezoardicks with Myrrh ]" 
a (mail dofe to Come on the feveut V 
eighth and ninth day. I have fecn 
fo many efl'e&s of this Spirit, that 
I dare boldly fay, no one for the 
future could dye of the Small Pox, 
if fo be he ufed but this Medicine, 
and avoided the heat of the Bed 
for the firft days. Certain it is, 
that fevcral have dyed of tco hot a 
Regiment: for we have obferved 
that Puling of Blood, purple Spots, 


Therefore here we forbid Purges, 
Clyfters, Vomits, and Bleeding- 
For by thele Evacuations the Et- 
fervefcence is not only too much 
abated, by means whereof in the 
mean time, the Parts to be purged 
off, (hould have been feparated; 
but that very thing is carried off, 
which fhould have lupplied the 
Secretion begun. Neither is it our 
Intention here, to expofe the Pa*- 
tient to the Cold: However the 
molt proper degree of heat to 
promote their expullion, mult be 
natural. But if upon bleeding un- 
feafonably, or taking of Cold, the 
Pultules ftrike in, then I think we 
fhould ufe gentle Cordials; yet we 
mult have a care, that we exceed 
not in the ufe of them. There¬ 
fore I think, all hot things fhould 
be avoided for the firft days; fince 
generally People in the Small Pox 
dye Phrenitick. For this reafon 
at the Beginning we forbid our Pa¬ 
tients the open Air,Wine and Flcftij 
and for their drink we allow them 
fmallBeer medicated.For their Diet, 
we admit, as we fa id before, of 
Oat-meal and Barly-grewel,Apples, 
and Milk, by the laft of which I 
have feen Country Peoples Chil¬ 
dren cured, when all other things 
were omitted. Truly it is the 
fafelt way for the firft fix days 
to forbear Expellers and Sudori- 
ficks, and to give gentle Acids, 
fuch as Tinifture of Columbine, of 
the Cordial Flowers, and juice of 
Citron. The famous W'aldjmidt- 
us knows how to make an excel¬ 
lent Spirit againft the Small Pox, 
whijh he has hitherto ufed with 
valt Succefi; fo that not one, who 
ever took it in time, dyed of the 
Small Pox. And he adds nothing 
more, but that he recommends 


Phrenfy, Apoplexy and Death it 
felf have nfen from the unfeafon- 
able ufe of Cordials. The Blood 
takes time for reparation; and if 
we hallen it, it will prove Abor¬ 
tive. Therefore at firft all Precj- 
pitants mult be avoided, till up¬ 
on the Ebullition being fin:fh- 
ed, Separation be made in the 
Blood. 

On the fifth day you may con¬ 
fine your Patient to his Bed, and 
give him fome gentle Cordial: For 
inftance;

You may give to the Poor half 
9 Drachm of Columbine Seed, or, 
according to Ettmul.er's muni this 
following. 

Take of Antimonium Diaphore¬ 
tic um or Mcrcur. vita par at 
one Scruple, Myrrh f ve Grams, 
Caltor two Grains Mix them. 
Make a Powder, and diyide it 
into twp equal parts. 

But beca ife tHefe Powcjers are 
bitter, and are Joathfome to young 
Children, we cheat them with the 
following drops; and the fuccefs 
is as good ; Eilence of Myrrh or 
Caftor Alkalifate. Or before the 
Extraction, it if well imbibed with 
Oyl of Tartar per dehqumm.Wc 
fTtay mix Elixir propnetatisjine 
acido with watry Vehicles, and fo 
give it w itli Succefs. For we com¬ 
mend Myrrh as a Medicine confir¬ 


med by many Experiments in the 
Small Pox and Meafles; and we 
may call EfTence of Myrrit,T««a#- 
ra Sa/uris. So Iikewife wereconv 
mend Elfence of Caftor, as well 
Simple, as Compound of Caftor 
and Ajjd Ftetida, with tartanlate 
Spirit of Wine, as a prefcrvatfte 
and curative Medicine. An Infu¬ 
sion of Horfe-dung is admirable 
good in ones ordinary drink. Etc- 
muller w prefers the ufe of Sheeps- 
dung in the Small Pox and Mea¬ 
fles. Authors commend the Ghf- 
Japctra of Maltha for their Bczo- 
artick virtue above oriental Boo- 
ar it felf. We prefer Irifh Slate 
before it, wherew ith we have done 
more good, than with oriental Be- 
zoar. The Dofe is from half a Scra¬ 
pie to a Drachm.So Sacchanm&i 
Mttgtfienum S.tturni given in- 
w ardly, dp in this cafe wonderful¬ 
ly qualify the Acid of the Mafsof 
Blood and Lymph*. For their life 
is excellent m all internal Inftam- 
mat ons. Here all'o Diaphorm- 
cum Hegulinum will do good,and 
Antimonium Diaphoreticm with 
Harts horn in Emulfions, adding 
a little Myrrh, will be an excellent 
Expeller. 

And when the Puftules * 
come out, it qught diligently to 
be confidered, whether the Small 
Pox be Diltinft or ConHuent;whih 
one may ealily know by the great- 
nefs of the Pultules, their Pauci¬ 
ty, flow Eruption, and want of vi¬ 
olent Symptoms: tqr fudiareof 
the diltinefc kind. In this cafe, 
when they arc enme qut, Cordials 
may be given, and a little hotter 
Diet may be allowed, Patutip "ill 
be proper The Confluent are dan¬ 
gerous; and hap the Phyl pan has 
an opportunity to fhqvy his Skill 
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Of the Small Pox 

and what the Art of Phyfick can 
do. We know.indeed, that the 
Small Pox are reckoned among 
difeafes that Women cure ; but 
how many do they kill, elbecial- 
Iy of fuchas have the Confluent . J 
And it is a doleful thing in this Age 
of ours, wherein Women prefcribe 
to Phyficians, and they recommend 
Mithridate, or Diajcordium , or 
Bezoar, which if a Phyfician will 
not allow of, then they rail at and 
curie him. Since therefore after 
the ninth day by the Suppuration 
of fo many Buboes a new Fever, 
and that a continual one, is raifed, 
which often kills the Patient on the 
eleventh/Or thirteenth day, gentle 
Acids rouft again be given frequent- 

S r.On thefeventh, eighth ana ninth 
ays gentle Bezoardicks with 
Myrrh may be given. Therefore 
the Eruption of the Puftules being 
fo made and promoted, and the 
heat of the Body abating , we 
muft endeavour a third thing,that 
the ripening of them may be £

pff without pitting.

In the Malignant Small Pox 
and Mealies, if there be Signs of 
Convulfions, Epilepfies, Phrenfy, 
&c. if there be want of Sleep, 
grievous Pain, (Sc. then it will be 
advifable to give a Bezoardick pow¬ 
der made of Diaphoretick Anti¬ 
mony, Terra Sigillata , Harts¬ 
horn prepared without Fire, Con- 
tray erv a Root; Bezoar-ftone may 
be joyned with Cinnabar of An¬ 
timony, adding a few Grains of 
Magijlerium Anodynum. 

We haften to another defign, 
namely, to take care of the Sym¬ 
ptoms that happen at the time of 
the difeafe. Among thefe Vomiting 
has the firft place, and is the Pro¬ 
logue of the Tragedy, which I 
think we (hould not flop in the Be¬ 
ginning, unlefs it be very trouble- 
tome, and then it may be ftopt 
with Alexipharmacks and Aroma- 
ticks, but efpscially by the Out¬ 
ward Application of our Balfa- 
mick Cataplafm of Chocolate, Oyl 
of Nutmeg, Balfam of Cinnamon, 
and Spanifh Wine; or of Treacle 
mixt with Pulvis Pamonicus ru¬ 
ber and Nutmeg, and applied. So 
alfo dry Bags made of divers Aro- 
I maticks will be proper. 

Then there is another Enemy, 
namely Spitting, which always 
accompanies this difeafe. There¬ 
fore we muft greatly endeavour, 
that the faid Salivation may con¬ 
tinue in its Vigor, and not ftop 
before its time, which nevcrthelefs 
may be ftopt, on the thirteenth or 
fourteenth day, wjtli Opiates, or 
other Paregoricks may be given 
once or oftener: For inftance; 

Take of Flowers of Panlics, Cow- 
flip each three Drachms, liquid 
Laudanum Ten Grains , or 

more 
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more if there be occafion, which 
and other things may conftantly 
be given in the Evening. 

But before the thirteenth day 
Salivation muft rather be promo¬ 
ted than ftopt. And for this pur- 
pofe it will be proper to give the 
Patient his Belly full of Small Beer 
to drink. 

There ufes to lie alfo a fwelling 
of the Face, which may be cured 
by the fame Medicines; but thefe 
and other things may with more 
Benefit be given to Ola People than 
to Children. 

In the Confluent a Loofenefs 
troubles Children moft, as Saliva¬ 
tion does grown Perfons, for Na¬ 
ture contrives to evacuate the Mor- 
bitick Matter by this way or that. 
In the Confluent one muft not 
flop the Loofenefs too loon, as is 
ufually done in the Diltind Small 
Pox. 

In a Phrenfy , which happens 
in the Diftind kind, Dr. Sydenham 
admits of Blood-letting, efpccially 
where the Face does not fwell, and 
Puftules appear in great plenty. So 
he thinks likewife they lhould be 
taken up from their Beds,' and 
expofed to the open Air : forfo 
he has feen feveral cured of their 
Phrenfy. 

But if in the Confluent Small 
Pox the Spittle be fo baked and 
vifeid with the proceeding heat, 
that the Patient is well nigh choa- 
ked, as is ufual on the eleventh day, 
a Gargnrifm may be ufed, which 
muft lie diligently fyringed into 
the Throat: For inftance; 

Ta :e of Water of black Cherries, 
Primnfe, Aqua F.xjputfiva each 
three Ounces, Oxyfaccharum or 


Oxymel of Squils one Ounce; 
Mix them Or, 

Take of Barley Water fix Ounces, 
Honey of Roles one Ounce. Mix 
them. 

So Bagsare applied to tire Crown 
of the Head, made of Amber, 
Ohl?anum,Stxd of Mtgel/a,Flovttn 
ot Roles , be-fprinkled with Oyl 
of Amber; or a hanging Cataplafm 
made of leven and Ainbcr may be 
applied. 

When Choaking is feared, Sy¬ 
denham is for giving a Vomit of 
one-Ounce and an half of Emetick 
Wine. 

But if a grievous Acrimony, and 
an exceflive Ebullition of Blood, 
caufe Epileptick Fits about the co¬ 
ming of them out, Spintus cornu 
cervt fuccinattLs, and volatd Salt 
ot Man’s Skull will, be good for 
Children; but Cinnabar ot Anti¬ 
mony will be proper tor It rang 
People, and Spectjicum Cephah- 
enm D. Michae/is, built upon its 
Bajh. is good. Alfo this Ceplia- 
lick Powder of Ludovtcus will be 
proper; f 

Take of Pulvis Be\oardicus one 
Drachm, white Amber prepa¬ 
red half a Drachm, Native Cin¬ 
nabar one Scruple, Laudanum 
Optatum three Grains. Mix 
diem. . 

This following alfo deferves com¬ 
mendation. . 

Take of native Cinnabar, Man's 
Skull, Elks hoof each half a 
Drachm, Bc^oM-dicum folare , 
prepared Emerald cacfi one 
Scruple , Saffron half a Scru¬ 
ple, Amber-Gryfe two Grains. 
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When the Patient is upon reco* 


Mix them. Make a powder. 

If there be Pilling of Blood, 
fince it proceeds from the Kidneys 
being attested, it is cured with E- 
mulfions of the four Great Seeds, 
with Trochifces of Alkfkengi and 
deCarabe, whichmuft never be ufed 
in the Beginning,but in the Declcn- 

A Coma, which depends upon 
the Obrtrudion ofthe Cortical part 
of the Brain, when that Vifcid Mat¬ 
ter, which caufes Salivation, is Coa¬ 
gulated in the Brain, may be cured 
with De-obftruents,and here all Ce- 
phalick and Martial Aperients and 
other gentle Volatils will be proper. 

For removing the Purple Spots, 
theContemperation ofthe blood by 
the aforefaid remedies will be pro- 
per. 

In a Suppreflion ofUrine, which 
fometimes feizes young and brisk 
Men, arifing from a Confufion and 
great Diforder of Spirits, that ferve 
for its F.xcretion,through the Blood 
and Humors being dillurbed with 
excellive heat. Dr. Sydenham found 
nothing better than to take the Pa¬ 
tient out of his Bed. Here it will be 
good to hold Water in ones Mouth: 
nor rnuft gentle Dieteticks be omit¬ 
ted, fuch asTinfikureof Alke^engi 
made with Spirit of Salt, fweet Spi¬ 
rit of Nitre, Tmflura Marbii ape- 
ritiva,mnt with Spirit of Amber; 
alfo fweet Spirit of N itre, mixt with 
Spirit of Sal Ammoniack and im¬ 
pregnated withOyl of Parflyand 
other things. 

If the Patient complain of a Pam 
at his Heart and Reftlefsiiefs, by rea- 
fon of his taking cold.and if tiie Pu¬ 
ltules felfor if there be a Loofenefs 
in Children, then the abovefaid Cor¬ 
dial Potions made of Diafcordium , 
Laudanum Utpiidam, and deftilled 
Cordial Waters will be proper. 


very, and the Pultules are felling, 
when he has tafted Flelh again for 
a few days, that is, about the one 
and twentieth, Dr. Sydenham advi- 
fes bleeding in the Arm, if the di- 
fcafe be violent; but if the Pulhilej 
be few, he rather omits it, and in- 
itead thereof gives a Purge; 

Swelling or the Feet and Legs is 
helped by Emollient and Difcutient 
Herbs; as leaves ot Mallow,Mullein, 
Bay, Flowers of Elder, Melilot, 
Chamomil boyled in Milk. 

In the coming out of the Small 
Pox fpecial care mult be taken of 
the Palat & Lungs,which becaufe of 
the abundance of Blood that pafles 
thither, 8c of their Membranaceous 
Subltance, are the molt obnoxious 
to this danger. For in them either 
an Exulceration is apt to follow, or 
the Motion is hindred, which is at¬ 
tended withChoaking. 

If therefore the Pultules be alrea¬ 
dy come out, and fallen off, and 
the Urine have loft its rednefs, we 
mult nbftain from Diaphoreticks, 
and have refped to the Depuration 
and Purification of the Blood, for 
which end things that we have often 
mentioned will be proper. But if 
there be figns of the Lungs being 
touched, and if the purulent Matter 
(ink to the botom, befidcs an ex- 
ad Diet, divers Antiphthilical Me¬ 
dicines mull be made ufe of. We 
have ufed the following deftilled 
Water with Succefs; in which we 
alfo gave a few drops of Balfamus 
Sulphuris anifatm. 

Take of leaves of Betony. noble 
Liver wort, Wall rue, Sanide, 
leaves of Scabious, red Poppy, 
Daily, St. /o/w'a-Wort, Coluuj- 
bine each one handful, Roots of 
Colts- 
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Colts-foot, Fenil, Scorronera , 
each one Ounce. Infufc them in 
water of Scabious,red Poppy,Bur 
net, Brooklime each one pound, 
Goats milk two pounds. Add the 
Liver and Lungs of a Calf. Infufe 
them twelve hours, and then de- 
ftil them according to Art. 

Herealfo pedfor.il fulphurated, 
8c myrrhated Aperients are proper. 

Moreover, if from difficulty of 
Breathing and other Signs there be 
any fufpicion, that the inner Parts 
are affeCted, we mult befide the 
forefaid things help them with 
T raumaticks ofTerraSigillatajyia- 
phoretick Antimony, and Crab*- 
eyes. So likewifc it happens, that in 
the State, Patients, either through 
the violence of the difeafe, or ex- 
celfive Sweating, fuller a great de¬ 
cay of ftrength, in which cafe Cor- 
roboraters will be proper, and Tin- 
dhire of Coral made with Spirit of 
a Stags Heart,and other gentle Cor¬ 
dials. 

As for defending the Parts, the 
Eyes and Throat deferve con lidera- 
tion efpecially, left they (hould be 
hurt with the Sntyll Pox: for from 
the one Blindncfs may be feared, 
from the other Strangling. Many 
things are commended by Practi¬ 
tioners for defending the Eyes. 
This following is ufuaL 

Take of Water of Rofes, Plantain, 
Night-fhade each one Ounce, 
Saffron one Scruple, Mucilage 
of Quince and Sumach-feed 
half anOurce. Mix them, and 
anoint the Eyes therewith. 

Rock Cryftal alfo applied to the 
Ball of the Eye, is good againlt the 
StaalLPox. Women s Milk, Goat’s 


Milk and Cream are good in this 
Cafe. So in the Inflammation of the 
Eyes Saccharum Saturni, with 
Water of Blew-bottle, 0 c. is good. 

Oyl of white Lilies, fweet Al¬ 
monds, and a little Oyl of Citron is 
good to preferve the Nofe; or Rofe 
Vinegar impregnated with Cam- 
phore may be given to fmell to. 

When the Hearing is hurt, Ef- 
fenceot Car duns Benedict us, Ca- 
Itor, 0e. is good. 

Divers things are commended 
for preferring the Neck and 
Throat, fuch as Gargles, Mucilage 
of Seed of Quinces, Line, Fenu¬ 
greek, juice of Crey-filh, a Deco¬ 
ction of Ba/aijha , Bpb dianucum 
and Diamoron. If a dry Cough 
affliCt a Man, give him Syrup of 
Scabious, Liquorice , and Jujuhs. 
You may alfo give him in his ordi¬ 
nary drink fomc Horfe-dung,which 
by reafon of its nitrous Salt is an 
ufcful Medicine.Or Sheep or Goats- 
dnng may be given. This following 
is good for Burning and Sores in the 
Throat. 

Take of a Decodtion of Columbine 
in Wine and Water lix Oftnces, 
PiamorcH one Ounce and an 
half. Mix and give it. 

When the Small Pox or Meades 
ftrike in with great Anxiety ; then 
belidc the faid Cordials, I highly va¬ 
lue Saline volatils taken Inwardly. 
Above all I ufe to make choice of 
Eflence of Myrrh, made with the 
vnious Spirit of S.il Ammoniack, 
which feldom fai'ed me, or Eh: c- 
tr frofrietatis volatile , the ufe of 
which I have found excellent in the 
linking in of an Itch, in the failure 
or undue-procedure of the Men Jet 
and Lochia. In this cafe Bliflps yv ill 
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be proper, efpecially if a Suffoca¬ 
tive Catarrh be feared, they may 
be applied to the Wrifts and Feet, 
with Camphorated Treacle. In the 
meantime gentle Coolers and Ex- 
pulfives muft be given inwardly. 

For general Prefcrvation Medi¬ 
cines of Myrrh are good, Elixir 
proprietatis, Tinfturafalutis , Ef- 
fence of Myrrh, &c. 

For drying up of the Small Pox 
belides Internals, Externals alfo are 
proper, fuch as Pulvis Sptcificus 


Mynficbti, Vnguenttm camphor a* 
tum.de lithargyro , or Cofmeticum 
Clavii. 

For taking away Redncfi and 
Spots. 

Take of Water of Frogs-fpawn, 
Solomon's Seal, white Lilies, 
Bean-flowers each one Ounce, 
Fecula ari one Drachm, Cam¬ 
phor^ half a Drachm, Cofmeti¬ 
cum Clavti one Scruple Mix 
them, and ufeit 
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Qf Intermittent Fevers or 
a Qttotidian.

*T aT J E have done with Ma- 
V V lignant Fevers; now 
we will proceed to Intermittents. 
For Fevers are diltinguiflied into 
Remittent and' Intermittent. It is 
called a Remittent, when the Fe¬ 
ver abates : and Intermittent, when 
it goes quite off, and at length- 
comcs again, and in every Fit of 
an Intermittent coldnefs preceeds, 
wherein it is diftinguifhed from 
Continual ones. For that is an In¬ 
termitting Fever, or an Ague, as 
was faid, which, qs to its Fits, does 
not only remit, but intermit a 
while;»lothatidithetithe of the 
IfttefimSidnnlle Patient is wholly 
free from any Fever. 

The chief differences of Agues 
are, i. On account of Time; one 
is Quotidian, which we now treat 
of; another Tertian; another Quar¬ 
tan, which mult be underltood In- 
clulively not Exclulively. There 
are alio -Quintans and Sextans; 
and not long fince I met with a 
Painter at the Court of Hcffc-Caf 
fil, who had an Oil an. l. On ac¬ 
count of itsdifpolitionjone is cal¬ 
led benign, another Malign.' 3.On

Agues , and in particular of 


account of the Humors; one is cal¬ 
led Legitimate, another Spurious. 
4. On account of Complication; 
fome are ailed Simple, others 
Compound. The Simple are, when 
but one Ague holds a Man; Com¬ 
pound, if two or more joyned or 
combined among themfelves,invade 
a Man the fame day. 

This therefore may be the Defi¬ 
nition of a Quotidian Ague, name¬ 
ly, That it is a Preternatural Ef¬ 
fervescence of the whole Mafs of 
Blood every day affltcling a Man 
at the fame Hour, with heat , 
cold, and thirfi , arifing from a 
febrile Ferment, that is foreign, 
and difturbs the mixture of the 
Blood. 

I faid at the fame Hour, bcaufe 
fever.il Phyficians diftinguifh a 
Quotidian from a double Terti¬ 
an, which tho it return every day. 
yet it feldom returns either at the 
fame time, or in the fame manner; 
but we allow not of this diltindki- 
on. And a Quotidian, in regard 
of the manner of its Generation, 
may be called Primary or Secon¬ 
dary. Tiiat is Primary, which comes 
w ithout a previous Tertian, or any 
other difeale And that Secundary, 
which follows a Tertian, or fome 
other 
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other difeafe. One is Legitimate, 
which is produced by a febrile Mat¬ 
ter of the Arne Nature; another 
Spurious, which is bred of a Mat¬ 
ter of a different kind and temper; 
and this is more frequent than the 
other. 

§. z. Part affecled,or the 
Suhjetl. 

HE Ancients held the Heart 
to be the principal Seat of 
Agues, as indeed of all Fevers, and 
the Fountain of .beat; and the 
whole Mafs of Blood, or rather the 
whole Body to be the lefc princi¬ 
pal. But in what part this Febrile 
Ferment 4 bred, and how it is com¬ 
municated to the Mafs of Blood 
and to the Heart, has hitherto puz- 
led many ingenious Men. Some 
of the Ancients hold, That the 
Blood Putreiics in the Mefaraick 
Veins; but the Circulation of the 
Blood evinces this Opinion to be 
falfe. Others, blame the Putrefa¬ 
ction of the Bile in the Liver, which 
Opinion is doubtful; bccaufe Bile, 
as Bile, never corrupts; belides, 
theEflence, or formal Reafon of 
a Fever conlilta not in Put refacti¬ 
on, but in the maimer or Fermen¬ 
tation. Feruehus^ho is very bu- 
fy about the explication of Fevers, 
having refuted all other Opinions, 
places the proper Seat of all Fe¬ 
vers about the Pnecordta, Stomach, 
Diaphragm, Hollow of the Liver, 
Spleen, Pancreas, Cawl , and Me- 
fentery. And fo. Helmont makes 
the Seat of Fevers to be in the firlt 
Ways from the Pylorus, along 
the Duodenum , and manifold Vel- 
fels there, the Guts and Veins of 
the Mefentery, to the Spleen and 
Liver. But thefe things are too 


general,8c the particular place isnot 
deligned: Therefore the excellent 
de le Boe Sylvius propounds ano¬ 
ther, and a newer Opinion about 
the Seat of Agues, well worth the 
conlideration. He makes the Pan- 
creas alone to be the Seat of all 
Agues, becaufe of the Obftrudfi- 
on of the one or the other of its 
' lateral Duds; and he gives confi- 
derable Arguments for it, and 
proves, That the Fountain of A- 
gues, and their, mad Symptoms, 
<armotbe better folved, than by 
the Pancreas alone. Now, tho I 
do not deny, that the Pancreas is 
the Seat of feveral Difeafes; yeti 
have hitherto, and might very well 
queftion, whether it be the Place, 
Fountain and Seat of Agues, finoc; 
it is from experience evident. That 
‘ from all Parts, even the moll re¬ 
mote from the Heart, fomething 
\ may, at fome certain time.be com¬ 
municated to the Blood, which is 
able to diiturb its mixture, and 
produce an Ague. For I have feen 
a Tertian Ague caufed by an Ul¬ 
cer and Fifiula in the Foot; while 
the Fifiula ran there was no Ague, 
but as (bon as it was healed up, 
an Ague came. Wherefore I am 
perfwaded, that a Febrile Matter 
may lye in any folid part, and may 
at certain times be communicated 
to the Mafs of Blood; which, as I 
faid, upon an Ulcer tending to 
Suppuration, from an Obltrucrion 
in any part, may produce an Ague, 
inatmiich namely, as by fuch an 
Inflamed or Ulcerous part, fome 
(hare of the Inilamcd or Ulcerous 
Matter is communicated to the 
Blood, which pallia to and again 
through all parts, and by diitur- 
bing its mixture, cades an EHer- 
vefcence , which we call a Fever. 

And 
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And we do not deny, but the 
caufe of Agues may lye in the Vef- 
fels of the Pancreas, Stomach, Me- 
fcntety, and other remote Parts; 
alfo in the very Humors, Chyle, 
Lympba , (3c, yet I reckon, that 
generally there is an Obftrudion 
of one or more Veilels in the Sto¬ 
mach, and of the Chyliferous Duds 
in a Quotidian Ague. And rea- 
fon does evince as much: for in 
this Ague the Stomach is always 
obfetved to be weak and tofwell. 
We may make a guefs alfo from 
the Juvantia and Lcedentia : for 
it is better cured by Stomachicks, 
than by any other Medicines; 
and it comes quickly after Eat¬ 
ing. 

The manner of an Agues co¬ 
ming, is generally from a particu¬ 
lar Itoppage of the Ladeal Veins 
and Chyliferous Dud; then the 
Matter in the firft ways thfckning, 
by means of Natures Propulfion 
being excit.d and proceediiig to 
its accutto tied work of Nutrition, 
and (M ired into the Heart, pro¬ 
duces Tumults. Here two things 
are cfpecially to blame, i. The 
Alterat on of the Nature and Sub 
fiance of the Chyle, both of it felt; 
and because of things mixt with it. 
x. The Obttrudion of the Chyli- 
ftrous Veins; yet fo as not quite 
to deny a pallage The Coyle 
therefore offends not fo much in 
its tirlt Qualities, as when it is o- 
ver thick, clammy, tough, (harp, 
and acid , and lingers too long on 
the High-way to the Heart; and 
when it ;s communicated to it, 
and by coafequent to tlie Blood, 
it F.xagitates the Blood fo long, 
till the excrements which it brings 
with it bring attenuated, flyaway 
by infallible Tranfpiration , and 
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that which cannot be conquered, 
is feparated by proper ways This 
Affertion is evident from the na¬ 
tural State: for after Meat we are 
often in our natural State taken 
with a flight Shivering, and fome- 
times we grow hot; what then 
mutt we do, if any thing Preter¬ 
natural be carried thither ? No 
wonder then, the more remote the f 
Chyle is from the natural State, if 
the fhaking and cold Fit be fo 
much the fiercer. For Vifcid, Glu¬ 
tinous Meats, Fifh, (3c. occafion 
Fevers, Crudities and Obftrudi- 
ons. This is apparent by the ef¬ 
fects ; for the Sick always complain 
at the coming of the Fit of a 
Pain and Tufion about their Back¬ 
bone; becaufe Pecquet's Chylife¬ 
rous Duct runs along it, and Loath¬ 
ing and Vomiting Ihow, that the 
fault is in the firft Ways. Befides, 
Faffing alone often corrects the 
Excefs, and removes the Ague, 
for with fuch the Chyle is, fuch 
is the Blood , and with fuch 
the Blood is , fuch is a Mans 
Health.

And they make the four Humors 
1 to be foe caufe of all Difea- 
fes 

The Caufe of the fiits in Agues 
is explained of the Galaitjh , by 
the nature of the Humor and its 
Seat. They place the Mine or Fo¬ 
cus of this dife.tfe in the firft Re¬ 
gion ot the Body, they make foe 
Natter to be Bile, Phlegm and 
Nelanclinly, ?nd as thefe Humors 
putrefy fboneror Liter, they hold, 
that the Ague Fits come once a 
day, or not fo often.' But foe Cir¬ 
culation of the Blood refutes this 
Opinion. 

Some fly to foe Stars, others to 
Similitude of Seeds, and to an ea- 
iy or difficult dilfohition. But 
£nce thefe things have been fuifi- 


ciently refuted by others, I do not 
hold my felf obliged to write f". 
liads after Homer.

A Ccording to 13»ractlfu«, a 
I*. Mercury, dillblved with an 
impure Salt,is foe Caufe.

H ffilmont attributes foe whole 
bufinek to a corrupt Acidi¬ 
ty. wandring beyond the bounds 
of the Stopiach, and fo irritating 
foe Arckteur. He fays moreover, 
that foe Fever is not only an expul- 
live endeavour, but part of the 
Arcb<tus difordered through In¬ 
dignation againft foe prefent hated 
Gueft, who, according to him, is 
the occafional Caufe.

A Ccording to WHlllff, foe caufe 
I\ of this Ague is an acid and 
crude elfervcfcent Blood, like 
Common Bakers Leven, which is 
able in an Hours time to tranf- 
mute three parts or there about, 
of the Nutritious Juice into a cer¬ 
tain eflervefcible Matter. Thus he 
aferibes the Caufe to a peculiar Dyf- 
craly of Blood. He fays, this 
Ague generally follows a Tertian, 
and he gives a reafon; bccaufe, 
when the vital Spirit is moft of it 
flown away by the frequent Defla¬ 
gration of the Blood, and the 
Blood is thereby weakned, it does 
notfoweU concod 8c maturate the 
Nutritious Juice, but perverts it al- 
molt all into a fermentative Mat¬ 
ter. And he fays, there is great 
affinity between a Tertian aneffois; 

Iii for 
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of the Intcrmiftion, and fet coming 
of the Fits. Intermilfion follows; 
becaufe, according to him, all the 
Morbifick Matter is fpent at one 
Fitj and fo, till a new onebefup- 
plied, an Apyrexy mult of ntcef 
fity follow. And the reafon, why 
the Fits come at fet diltancesof 
time, according to him, is, becaufe 
at fet Hours the Nutritiousjuice 
meets with the Blood in the Vef- 
fels, which growing to a Plenitude 
and Turgefcence, caufes a Fit on 
that day, and when that is ended, 
at the fame diftance of timefuffi- 
cient Matter is gathered for the 
Fit following. Hence, if Patients 
be abitemious, the Intermiiiionis 
the longer protraded. 

And as for the cold Fit, which 
comes before the hot in Agues, he 
fays, itarifes, when the Particles of 
the Nutritiousjuice encline from a 
State of Crudity towards Maturity, 
and attain it not, but contrada 
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for a Tertian ofteri turns to a Quo¬ 
tidian, and this into a Tertian. He 
adds, That this Ague, befidesfome 
fault in the Blood, has infirmities 
of the Bowels joyned with it; for 
the tainted Blood may eafily fix its 
Recrements, which it has infenfibly 
gathered, to the Bowels, while it 
palfes through their windings 
Hence in a Quotidian Ague he 
obferved opprelhon of the Stomach, 
Tenfenefs of the Hypochondria , 
obltrudions or fwellings fome- 
times of the Liver, fometimes 
of the Spleen or Mefentery: but 
then they are not the caufe, 
but only Morbid produds 

Here alfowe may enquire, what, 
in our Author’s opinion, may be 
the caufe of the Interiniilion, and 
of Fits at fet times in Agues? 
He fays therefore after the firlt Mo 
ment, wherein the Nutritiousjuice 
is not alfimilated with the Blood 
(tho its Particles, mixt with the 
Blood, are as then circulated with 
it without any great Tumult or 
Perturbation} and fo on, till the 
Mafs of Blood is filled with them 
to a Turgefcence ) then immedi¬ 
ately it bubbles up and ibegins to 
ferment. He compares it to new 
Bottled Ale, which if it be fo dofe 
fhut, that nothing can evaporate, 
at firft it is kept in the Bottles, 
without fermentation or violence} 
but afterwards the Mali of Liquor 
grows turgid with the Effluvia, 
that are ftill kept in, ferments no¬ 
tably, and through the violence of 
the Fermentation often breaks the 
Bottles. He fays alfo, that this 
happens at a fet time, and at fo 
many Hours diftance, as in an A- 
pue the Liquor rifes to an height of 
Turgefcence. 

He gives the reafons and caufes 


remarkable Acidity, whereby they 
prick and vellicate the Nervous 
Parts} and fo caufe a Senfe of 
cold. 

In a Quotidian Ague,according 
to our Author,the whole fupply of 
Nutritiousjuice is perverted into a 
Febrile Matter, by reafon, thatts, 
of a great taint in the Blood; hence 
in that fpace of time, wherein Con- 
codion ought plenarily to be fi- 
nifhed, which is ufually in four 
and twenty Hours, this Matter ri¬ 
fes in Turgefcence , and caufes a 
Fit every day. Therefore Patients 
are very weak after a Quotidian: 
form every Fit, as much of the Nu¬ 
tritious Juice as turns to the Food 
of the difeafe, fo much ftrength 
docs the Body lofe.

: gulates, in fuch a manner, that it

teral Duds. The Sylviam af- 
R cribe the Fits of Agues to the Stag- 
ill nation of the Pancreatick Juice in 
Jt one or more of the lateral Duds 
s through Obftrudion, which en- 
deavours to make its way, fome- 
I times fooner, fometimes later, 
0 through the obttruding Phlegm, 
,1 encreafed in its Acrimony, and 
,ji not only produces a vitious Effer- 
vefccnce in the Imeflmum tenuc, 
* but is difperfed every day, efpcci- 
.. ally to tire Heart, and caufes a 
0 preternatural frequent Pulfe. And 
s : they endeavour to prove, that a 
g Coagulation of the Pancreatick 
0 Juice may happen,by feveral Experi- 
I inentsmade both in Men and Bealts. 

S They hold. That the caule of 
the Intermilfion and Fit is in this 
I, manner following. The Pancrea- 
( jl tick Juice by Stagnation is made 
0 fharp, and (o by penetrating the 
dbftruding Phlegm, it makes its 
jt 'd'ay through it to the common 
j, Due r, till, when allthc Juice is pou¬ 
red out, that which was formerly 
retained, the fbrefaid Phlegm ftill 
clinging to the fides'of the Duds, 
.1 1 - 


by degrees clofes up, whereupon 
the Pancreatick Juice is gathered 
again for another Fit, which by con¬ 
tinuance is again made fharp- 
pierces the Phlegm again, and 
raifes a new Fit, and the Fits return 
at the fame diltance of time, as of¬ 
ten as there occurs obftruding 
Phlegm of the fame Quantity ana 
Vifcidity, with a Pancreatick Juice 
of the lame Acidityand Acrimony. 

And die reafon why the Fits 
return,fometimes every day, fome¬ 
times every third day, and fome¬ 
times on the fourth day, they hold 
to be, partly the difference of the 
Stagnating, Pancreatick Juice, and 
partly the difference of the obftru¬ 
ding Phlegm. 

The caufe of the inequality of 
the Fits in Agues, according t<J 
them, is, inafmuch as the obftru¬ 
ding Phlegm is more or lefs vif- 
cid, or all the Pancreatick Juice 
more or lefs lharp, and that 
through the different ufe of the 
fix Non-natural things. And hence 
they give a reafon, why Quotidi¬ 
an Agues turn to Tertians, 
and Tertians to Quartans, &c. 

And they fay, the cold Fit in 
Agues has its rife from an acid 
Pancreatick Juice; and the hot, 
chiefly from too hot a Bile. And 
the reafon, why the Fit of an A- 
gue generally begins with cold,and 
ends with heat, is; beCaufe the 
Pancreatick Juice being made o- 
ver fharp by tarrying in one or 
more of the lateral Duds, after it 
is run into the Inttjhnum tenue , 
does there with the Bile produce 
fuch an Effervefcence, wherein the 
Pancreatick Juice, being predomi¬ 
nant in its Acidity, fends fharp 
Vapors every way, which are trou- 
blefomewitii a Senfcofcdd; thefe, 
Iii 2 when 
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when they come to the Gall Blad¬ 
der , by their Acrimony follicite 
it to contract it felf; whereupon 
the Bile, gbflring out in a Larger 
quantity than ufual into the Inte- 
ftinum tcnue, drowns the Pancrea- 
tick juice, and fo produces fuch a 
vitious Effervefcence withit.where- 
the Bile bearing Sway, caufes 
heat. 

. Thus Sylvius himfelf deduces 
the cauft of a Quotidian Ague 
from the ObftruCtion of one or 
more of the Lateral Pancreatick 


and vifcid. Hence the Febrile 
Matter is not always poured into 
the Blood ; but as in Catarrhal De¬ 
fluxions a Fluxion is raifed, when 
fo much Excrement is gathered, 
that Nature can bear no more; fo 
Agues the Fit returns, when the 
turgefcent Matter follicites itsDif- 
cuinon again. In a Quotidian 
therefore the peccant Matter flicks 
inthefolid Tubes of the Stomach, 
and there is a vifcid Chyle in the 
Guts, becaufe the La&eaT'Veins 
are.obftni6fed : for there is always 


Duds, which occafions a vitious' an oppreifion of the Pracordta 


Eflervefcence of the Bile and Pan- 
creatick Juice in the Intcftmum 
duodenum. And , to delcend to 
particulars, in a Quotidian Ague, 
according to him, the obltruding 
Phlegm is left in quantity, and not 
fo glutinous, that is, one that re¬ 
turns once in four and twenty 
Hours. 

§■ 9- 

O THER Mens Opinions, a- 
bout the Caufes of Agues 
being thus premifed, we will now 
give ©nr oum. An Ague therefore, 
ip our Opinion, rifes, when there 
is an obltrudfion in any part of 
our Body; fo that the Serum or a- 
ny other Humor lies (till behind it, 
which when it ripens, and fer¬ 
ments, diltends the adjacent Parts, 
and fo prelles upon the Oblfrudi- 
on, that it flics open, and fo tlie 
Humor, which had fo long ftag- 
nated, is carried by the Lympha- 
tick Veifcls to the Blood, and by 
dilturbing its Mixture, caufes a Fe¬ 
ver there. This Obltrudion isu- 
fiially in the Chyliferous Duds, in 
which the Chyle often ftagnates, 
and by tarrying is made over acid 
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this Ague, which (hows, that the 
Stomach and Guts are overcharged 
with Phlegm, or tnat Phlegm flicks 
among the Membranes : For 
there may be feveral caufes of one 
efled. , 

As to the return of the Fits, it 
is ufually in the Manner following. 
There are Valves in all Parts of our 
Body, efpecially in the Back, be¬ 
caufe many Nerves are there, and 
there are more in a Nervous Part, 
than in a Camous. Now, when 
upon any occafional caufe, an Hu¬ 
mor feparated from- the Blood, is 
carried to any (olid Part, fo that 
it breeds an obltrudion in the fore- 
molt Part, it will flick there; 
for it cannot go further tor wards, 
becaufe of the Ob.trudion ; and 
backwards it cannot return becaufe 
of the Valves. This Humor at 
length, being by Stagnation made 
(harp, does then begin to ferment, 
and to take up more room f as 
one may obferve in a batch of le- 
vened Bread) fo that at length it 
breaks Prifon , is communicated 
to the Mafs of Blood, railes the 
like Fermentation there , and fo 
caufes the Fit of an Ague. T us 
peccant Humor cannot all be ex¬ 
pelled. 
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pelled, but fome reliques will re¬ 
main in the part, and then prefertt- 
ly as another Humor is moved to 
that part, it begins to ferment with 
thefe reliques, and then breaking 
Prison again , it caufes a new Fit. 
According to the different Confti- 
tution ot this Humor different A- 
gues arife. Thus, if the Humor be 
vifcid, it finifhes its Fermentation, 
and is carried to the Blood once 
in four or fix and twenty Hours, 
wherefore it is called a Quotidian 
Ague. Thefe things alfo may be 
underftood of a vitious Chyle, if 
it be too Add by ftagnating , be- 
caufe of the obltru&ion of the 
Chyliferous Veffels, and fo com¬ 
municated to the Blood, hereupon 
, a Fit is raifed, which ceafes fo long, 
til! another vitious Chyle is bred. 
We can mechanical’y demonftrate 
the caufc of the Blood’s growing 
hot by wet Hay, an equal quan¬ 
tity whereof being put into feve- 
ral Receptacles, allowing the fame 
Circumltances to them all, they 
will begin to grow hot at the felf 
fame Hour, concerning which fee 
that diligent fearchcr of Nature 
des Cartes frjnctp. Phitof. part. 
4. §. 92. For in the very fame 
manner, whenever fome Particles, 
Jthat are thin and apt For Motion, 
produce an obftruclion in a Tube, 
be the caufe what it will, it can¬ 
not otherwise be, but that upon 
the approach of other Particles, 
bringing another ethereal Matter, 
thefe Particles mull undergo ano¬ 
ther change, till they attain Cor¬ 
ruption , or rather Maturity, and 
fo being fitted for Motion, joyn 
themfelves to the Humors, as they 
pals by, and coming to the Heart, 
produce a dillurbance as well in the 
Motion as Mixture of the Blood. 
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And feeing fome Fewel, fwim- 
ming upon fome certain fubtil 
Matter, always remains, if by the 
Pores, opened to that very end, 
a new Matter arrive thcre^ by the 
Agitation of the -Particles air.ong 
themfelves, it will be altered again, 
and will ripen in an equal time, and 
fo caufc a new Fit. I hold there¬ 
fore, that a Febrile , Matter is not 
bred in the Mafs of Blood it felf, 
nor preexifts in it, blit is commu¬ 
nicated from fo:nc, place elfe at 
fome certain time, by the Tube of 
a part, whatever the part is, and 
produces fuch an Eflervefccnce, by 
, reafon of the inequality of Parti¬ 
cles entring the Heart, and pec¬ 
cant in Motion and Mixture, la¬ 
ding fo long , till the falvage Fer¬ 
ment is difeharged by Sweat, or 
fome other way. And thefe things 
mud be underdood of Agues, 
which have their rife either,from 
the Air, or Internal In'lammati- 
ons, or Ulcers, ( 3 c. But ordinarily, 
as we faid before, thefe Agues a- 
rife from obltru&uoi) of the Chy- 
lifimous Duds, and Stagnation of 
the Chyle; the more plentiful 
therefore, thick and acid this is, 
the longer the ague Fit will be. 
The Chyle in a Tertian is too fliar(>, 
in a Quartan too acid, and in a 
Quotidian too vifcid ; but the 
Sharpnefs and Crudity is lefs. Nor 
an it be denyed, that Nature her 
felf, when flic has , gone thefe 
rounds feveral times, does, as it 
were, accudotn her felf at the ufu- 
al times to get rid of tlic Matter, 
if there be but the leqft remaining; 
as they that ufe themfelves to Let 
Blood, ot Cup, if they omit do¬ 
ing it, feel Signs of it. 

As to the (haking, or cold,whiqh 
Patients feel in the Beginning of 
?ii 3 thp 
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the Fit, it is produced generally by 
the difpofition of the Humor or 
Chyle, according as it is more or 
lefslharp, or acid, orvifeid, andfo 
comes not manageable to the Blood. 
For thefe Particles by flicking to 
the Membranes and Fibres, and 
vellicating them with their Acri¬ 
mony , caufe fluking. And be- 
caufe a Man never obferved Ihak- 
ing to proceed from any thing but 
Cold, he thinks that this alfo pro¬ 
ceeds from Cold, which notwith- 
ftanding is not always true; be- 
faufe fuch as lye with’them, com¬ 
plain of a troublefome heat and 
burning in them: It is evident al¬ 
fo from this, that always while the 
pold Fit lafts, they are troubled 
with extream Thirft, which can¬ 
not be in any other eoldnefs. Af¬ 
terwards they feel heat, that is, 
when the Humor is much moved, 
and grown lharp. 

But if the peccant Matter, car¬ 
ried to the Blood, can be cut and 
attenuated, fo as that it can fly 
away by infenfible Tranfpiration, 
then the Fit is at an end, and the 
Fever conquered; which Sweats, 
when they flow abundantly in the 
declenlion of the heat, it is a good 
Sign; for when the Febrile Mat¬ 
ter is fo caft out, the Blood returns 
to its fedate Motion, and the whole 
Animal Oeconomy is perfectly re- 
ftored. 

The excellent Hojfmannus, as 
well as I, holds,That there is fome- 
thing convulfive in the fhaking Fit: 
for the NervOus and Membranace¬ 
ous Fibres are vcllicated. 

' The Fits fometimes anticipate, 
fometimes poftpone, as well on the 
fcore of Natures being Itiong or 
weak, as of the Humor or Chyle. 


§. io. Prognojlick. 

N O W that we have viewed 
the caufe, we will proceed 
to the Prognoflick. The Ilfiie of 
a Quotidian Ague is not very 
hazardous, but of long continu¬ 
ance,flow and pertinacious; fo that 
fometimes it la As fix, feven Weeks, 
or longer, before it goes quite off, 
yea, I nave known one laA above 
half a year. It is poilible alfo for 
it to be mortal, as I obferved before 
in a lying-in-Woman at Hanover. 
It fometimes ends in a Confump- 
tion; often in a Dropiy; fome¬ 
times in a Coma or Lethargy. 
There is alfo a general Prognoflick 
for Agues in 4 . Aph. 43 . of Hip¬ 
pocrates. Fevers, in what man¬ 
ner (lever they intermit , fgntfy 
no danger. Nor are Agues dan¬ 
gerous, if fo be they arc rightly 
treated. 

§. 11. Dietetick Cure. 

'~T~ 1 HE Diet muft be thin and 

I inciding. 

The Air muft be hot and dry, 
either by Nature or Art. 

The Meat muft be eafie of di- 
geflion, becaufe pf the weaknefs 
of the Stomach ; Spoon-meat and 
Barley-broths are proper, and 
Birds, and Pullets, roaited rather 
than boyled. 

The Dr/n^muft be fmall, yet 
Wine fometimes mixt withSpaw- 
waters may be allowed, tb< Belly 
muft be loofe, and the Paf • ns of 
the Mind moderate. 


$. iz. The 
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T HE Dietetick Cure being 
thus brieHy made known, 
the next thing is the Pharmaceu- 
tick Cure. And firft let us fee 
what Indications the ©»Unttt* pro- 
pofe to themfelves in the Cure of 
this Ague. They order firit. That 
the Humors be prepared, and the 
ObltruCtions caufed by Phlegm 
opened, to which end they com¬ 
mend all things, which have an at¬ 
tenuating and an inciding virtue. 
They inculcate. That in a Quoti¬ 
dian Ague care muft be taken of 
the Stomach, and therefore they 
order, that the Patient be refrelhed 
with ftrengthning things, both in¬ 
wardly ana outwardly. They ex¬ 
tol a Cataplafm ofMint and Worm¬ 
wood, and other Aromaticks. 
When the Matter is prepared, they 
often Purge. Zacutus Lufitanus 
prefenbes two remedies, where¬ 
with he boafts how he has cured 
the moft contumacious phlegma- 
tick Agues. One of them is the 
following DccoCtion of Chamo- 
trul; 

Jake of Flowers ofchamomil three 
Pugils, Sea Wormwood leaves 
two Pugils. Boyl them in three 
pints of Water, to the confum- 
tion of half. Add to the Cola- 
ture of white Sugar four Ounces. 
Let the Patient take five or fix 
Ounces every day in the Morn¬ 
ing. 

The other is a DccoCtion of Chi¬ 
na and GuajacHtn&v/m for five and 
twenty day*.

ana will cure allAgues.efpecial- 
ly a Quotidian, with their Arcana, 
in four days,without Blood-letting. 
They allow Wine, and maintain, 
that they can cure all Fevers with 
a fweating Medicine, that is, Mcr- 
curius Diaphoreticus, which in- 
cides,attenuates, dillblves,and wall* 
the occalional caufe, wherever it is, 
and this without Sweat 

Their other Medicines arc Salts 
of Cephalicks, Majoran, Rofe- 
mary, and other things, which 
mult be Alkalies, and given on a 
falling Stomach bet ore the Fit, 
They undervalue all Galenical 
Remedia, fuch as Bleeding, Purg¬ 
ing, Blitters, Clyiters, (Sc. as in- 
lignihcant tilings. Concemmg 
thefe things fee Grcmbs hi? Arbor 
Hjtinofa.

W SUfowill have a Quo¬ 
tidian Ague cured like 
a Tertian. Only in a Quotidian 
more regard muft be had to the 
Stomach, that is, the Humors 
lodged in the Stomach mutt be 
difeharged; the Obit ruCtion of the 
Vifcera muft be opened, the wcak- 
nA ftrengthened, and withal, we 
muft do what we can, tliat the 
Dyfcrafy of the Blood may be cor¬ 
rected, and the Ague Fits iiopt. 
Therefore for.robullPeopie, and 
fuch as have not lolt their ttrength, 
he commends Vomits above all 
things; nor does he exclude re¬ 
peated Purges that the daily pro¬ 
duct of Excrrmentitious Matter 
may bc^uncci pti, Bciide 
■ Hi 4 tbuig* 
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things, he highly extols digeftive 
Remedies ; and De-obItruents, 
which reftore the Ferments of the 
Vifcera and Blood , and correct 
their Dyfcrafies, inuft be often gi¬ 
ven. For which end lie praifes 
Salts of Herbs and their Extra&s, 
Mineral acid Spirits, and foine- 
times Chalybe.ites.. When the 
Stomach is very moift, he orders 
the following Mixture to be given. 

Take of Aqua magiftralis lum- 
brkorum two Ounces, Elixir 
Proprietatis lix drops. Mix and 
give it. 

And he advl r es the applying the 
Fomentation following to the Sto¬ 
mach. 

Take of leaves of Sea Worm¬ 
wood,Idler Centaury, Southern¬ 
wood each two handfuls. Gen¬ 
tian-roof one Ounce. Cut them 
and boy 1 them in as muchWhite- 
wine.as will fuffice for a Fomen¬ 
tation- 

After this Fomentation, he or¬ 
ders fome toafted Bread to be 
Dipt in the Liquor and applied. 

Belides, he will have divers Fe¬ 
brifuge Plalters applied to the 
Wrilts, 

§• I?- 

J»WM in the cure of Quotidi¬ 
ans has the following intenti¬ 
ons. Firft, That the obitruding 
Phlegm, which is more or lefs glu¬ 
tinous and coagulated, may be in- 
cided and diflblved, and it potli- 
ble, carried oil! Secondly, That 
the Acidity and Acrimony of the 
Pancreatick Juice may be allayed 
Thirdly, That the vitious Etfer- 
vcfcence of it and the Bile in the 
Small Guts may be hindred, and 
amended. 1 


For inciding the obftrudKng 
Phlegm,he commends Aromatkks, 
and all volatil Salts; but fo ufed, 
that the whole Body may be hot 
at once, either with Motion, or a 
Bath, or Cloths. He cries up die 
following Mixture, as good fora 
Quotidian in Melancholick and 
Phlegmatick People. 

Take of Water ot Partly two Oun¬ 
ces, Fenil one Ounce; Aqua the- 
naca’u Jimplex or Vita: Mat- 
thioli one Ounce and an half, 
volatil Salt of Amber one Scru¬ 
ple , Syrup of Carduus Beue- 
ditlus oneOunce Mix and give it. 

But in a Bilious Conllitution, 
and therefore in a Tertian, he 
commends this as ufeful. 

Take of Water of Fumitory three 
Ounces, Sal Ammoniack or Tar¬ 
tar vitnolated one Drachm, An¬ 
ti momum Diapboreticum half a 
Drachm, Syrup of Fenil one 
Ounce. Mix and give it. 

In Phlegmatick and Bilious Na- 
tures he commends this following. 

Take of Water of CarduUs Btve- 
diftus, Cichory each one Ounce 
and an half. Aqua theriacalis 
Jimplex , deltilled Vinegar,each 
lix Drachms, Crabs-cyes pow¬ 
dered half a Drachm, Syrup of 
the five opening roots oneOunce. 
Mix, and give it by Spoonfuls. 

For the redounding Humors, 
which caufc obltrudfions, he ad- 
vifes Vomits.' To which end he has 
given with great fuccefs a Vomitory 
Sap a made of Antimony. He 
holds alfo, that the Humors Ihould 
be purged off by Stool. 

For cone&mg the preternatural 
Acidity 
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Acidity and Acrimony, he has with 
great fuceefs ufed volatil Salts and 
Aromaticks, not neglecting Opi¬ 
ates. 

In exceffive Cold, an ufual Sym¬ 
ptom of Agues, he advifes to put 
a few drops of Oyl of Cloves in 
fome Antifebrile mixture. For 
allaying the heat, he prefcribes di¬ 
vers juleps and Apozems; of which 
in their place. 

* §. i 6. 

/'"'N U R Cure alfo is grounded 
on Indications; which are, 
That the’Febrile ferment may be 
removed, not only out of the Mafs 
of Blood, but out of its'Tubes, 
cfpecially of the Stomach , toge¬ 
ther with its morbid product; that 
the Vifcidity, or Acidity, or Acri¬ 
mony of the Chyle may be cor¬ 
rected, and the Ob'.truition re¬ 
moved ; then the Etfervcfcence of 
the Blood muft be ftopt, the molt 
Urgent Symptoms obviated , and 
ftrength rellored. 

The Febrile ferment in Agues, 
erpecially in a Quotidian, cannot 
better he carried orf, than by Vo¬ 
mits and Purges, which if they 
be given before the Fit, and on the 
firltdays, are excellent Remedies. 
If the difeafe be radicated, and the 
Stomach Huffed up, we judge, a 
Vomit Ihould be forborn, and a 
gentle Purge rather given. For 
the Stomach is mightily weakned 
by taking of Vomits Vomits, as 
we faid, are igood in the Beginning 
( unleis one be Confumptivc) cfp- 
cially where there is a Naufeoufnefs, 
Vomiting, Opprellion at the heart. 
Among Vomits we commend fuch 
as are made of Antimony: but they 
mult be given only to ltrong Peo¬ 


ple, becaufe we muft always hflve 
regard to theToneofthe Stomach.lt 
is better therefore at the coming of 
the Fit to give Specificks againlt an 
Ague, and often to mix Purgatives 
with tliem ; that fo the lirlt way* 
may be cleared of the Excrements. 
Then thefe Agnes are ealily ctfred 
by correcting, which is done three 
ways, chiefly by Dilution, Preci¬ 
pitation ana lociiion; though the 
firlt be proper to Sharonefs, the 
fccond to Soumefs, and the third 
to Vifcidity The Diluters are a 
DecoClion of Barley , Whey of 
Goat's Mdk, &c. Precipitants are 
of ufe in thefe Ague?, but they 
mult be fixt and Abforbent, fuch 
as Crabs-eyes,and Diaphoretick An¬ 
timony. But upon my own Ex¬ 
perience, I prefer Irilh Slate above 
all others in Agues: for the Febrile 
Eflervefcence is belt ftopt by this 
Precipitator alone. And this Me¬ 
thod will be the fafer, when the Fe¬ 
ver is over, if the precipitated Mat¬ 
ter be carried otf by fome proper 
gentle Purge: For it does not much 
aitturb the Blood , but reduces it 
to its priitine temper and confl¬ 
uence. Gentle Catharticks are ei¬ 
ther infulions of leaves of Senna, 
Carthamum, andAgarick, adding 
always Febrifuge and bitter trtngs. 
Inciders arc hot and volatil, fuch as 
Carduus Benedidut, Pepper, Mil¬ 
liard, Wine, Oyl, Cloves, Cam- 
pbore, Treacle , 'Salts and volatil 
Spirits. For all bitter things are 
proper in this cafe, becaufe they 
ftrengthen the Stomach, and drive 
away every Enethy ( for I have 
fecn this Ague removed only by 
compound Elfence of Worm ood) 
whether they be given in form of a 
DecoClion , or Phyfick Wine, or 
TinClurc, or Eiixtr, as the Idler 
Centaury, 
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Centaury, Wormwood, Southern¬ 
wood , Carduus Benediclus, root 
of Gentian, Elecampane, &c.And 
medicated Wines may be made of 
thefe, adding fome Purgatives, e- 
fpecially leaves of Senna , which of¬ 
ten do the whole bufinefs. And fo do 
all Aloeticks,as Eltxir proprietors 
volatile abfaue acuta farotum, 
Tmdura falutis, ( 3 c. Clyfters al¬ 
io may now and then be given to 
tender Perfons, as there (hall be oc- 
qafion, which are made of lefler 
Centaury, Wormwood,* and other 
things. And Sudorificks, which 
are heretobeufed, ought tocon- 
fift of Salts and Minerals. An An¬ 
tifebrile, through the Patient ’s neg¬ 
ligence, not taken before, but in 
the Fit, fometimes makes the Fit 
twice as ftrong, as otherwife it 
would have been ; but then he 
mifTes the next Fit, and the reafon 
feems to be, becaufe by this means 
the Matter of the whole mifchief 
was wafht off, and all carried out 
of its lurking hole into the Blood, 
which made that Fit fo much the 
more violent. At length in the End, 
and in the Dedenfion of the Fit, 
we often ufe (Nature (hewing us 
the way ) to give Sudorificks, that 
the Febrile Ferment may the more 
commodioufiy be expelled by large 
Sweating, in which cafe they com¬ 
mend Bezparticum Miner ale, all 
fixt Antimonials, Salt of Sal Am- 
moniack , Harts horn, Scordium, 
lefler Centaury, Carduus Benedi- 
Bus, Wormwood, Mtxtura Sim- 
flex, Treacle Water, and feveral 
•other things. Out of the Clafs of 
Precipitants, we refer hither Coral, 
Pearl, Ivory , Egg-(hells, Alum, 
Vitriol, Nitre, Jeluits powder as a 
•Spedfick, root of Torment)!, Yar¬ 
row, Specificum Antifebrile Crol- 
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Hi, Biverii, Mynfichti, Kergcrt. 
Arcanum Duphcatumn excellent 
good, which isalfo de-obliruent. 
For the lake of Juniors take thefe 
Receipts. 

Take of Arcanum Duplicatun 
one Scruple, prepared Crabs- 
eyes half a Scruple. Mix them. 
Make a Powder. Or, 

Take of Ivory prepared without 
Fire one Scruple, Antimomum 
Diaphoreticum half a Scrupli, 
Myrrh fix Grains. Mix them. 
Make a Pow der. Give it thrice 
before the Fit. Or, 

Take of true Jefuits Bark one 
Drachm, Salt of Tartar half a 
Scruple. Mix, and give it with 
Wine, before the Fit 

Badix Cava is alfo commended, 
if it be taken, from half a Drachm 
to a Drachm Tachenius com¬ 
mends Crabs eyes dillolved in Spi¬ 
rit of Salt of Tartar, and given be¬ 
fore the Fit. Or, 

Take of Pulvis Bc*oarticus, Cin¬ 
nabar of Antimony each twelve 
Grains, volatil Salt of Harts¬ 
horn, white Amber each two 
Grains. Mix them. Make a 
Powder. 

And fo Liquids are not without 
their deferts, fuchas Spirit of Salt, 
Nitre dulcified, Effenceof Cardu¬ 
us Bcnedtdus, Wormwood, lefler 
Centaury, ( 3 c. which ought to he 
given two or three hours before 
the Fit in fome proper Vehicle; 
for the whole rtrefs of the bufi¬ 
nefs lies in the giving, that the 
Medicine may arrive at the Sto¬ 
mach, and Heart, or Tube, at the 
very Moment,when thetebrile Mat¬ 
ter 
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ter begins to ftir in the Blood, and 
"before the Chyle be pound in¬ 
to the Blood. Here arc Prefcrip- 
tions. 

Take of ElTence of Wormwood, 
E txir Febrile Mynfschti each 
one Drachm Mix them, and 
give forty drops before the Fit. 
Or, 

Take of Aqua Febrifuga , Wa¬ 
ter of Carduus BenediBus , 
each one Ounce and an half, 
Spiri‘ of Nitre dulcified, Lau¬ 
danum Opiatum one Grain 
and an half, Oyl of Cloves 
two drops (efpecially where cold 
is violent j Syrup of Orange 
Pill fix Drachms. Mix, and 
give it by SpooufuB before the 
Fit 

And if the Stomach and Belly 
fwell very much, give the follow¬ 
ing Pills. 

Take of extra# of Gentian, Birth- 
wort, Elecampane, Lignaloes, 
Carduus BenediBus , Idler Cen¬ 
taury each half a Scruple, Salt 
of Wormwood, Ammoniack 
each one Scruple, Crocus Mar- 
tts apentivus half a Drachm, 
deftilled Oyl of Oranges, Fe¬ 
nd each three drops. With 
Elixir Proprietors make 
Pills,hfteen or twenty for a Dofe. 
Or, 

Take of the remainder of Spirit of 
Sal Ammoniack half a Scruple, 
Vitriol of Mars thirteen Grains, 
Jefuit's powder one Drachm. Mix 
them. Make a Powder for three 
Dofes. Or, 

Jake of Salt of Wormwood, 
lefler Centaury, Carduus Be¬ 
nediBus each one Scruple, Ta¬ 


marisk half a Drachm. Mix them 
in a Stone Mortar, with as much 
Spirit of Salt as they will imbibe. 
I (hould add of Tartar two 
Drachms. Give half a Drachm, 
or two Scruples for a Dofe. 

They mu ft not be too free in 
cooling Juleps; for hereby their 
Stomach and Belly fwells.Let them 
therefore drink fmall Beer, adding 
a little Wine, or a few drops of Spi¬ 
rit of Nitre dulcified. Spirit of Tar¬ 
tar, freed from its Water, is able 
to do wonders in this fort of Agues, 
and it may be cured with this Spi¬ 
rit alone. Opiates alfo mnft not 
benegledfed here, efpecially The- 
naca Ceelejhs. I ufc to mix Jefiiits 
Powder with Purgatives, or, if there 
beoccafion, with Sudorificks, and 
give them towards the latter end of 
the Fit I know how to make an 
antifebrile martial Medicine, which 
w ill never fail you in any Ague. 
For in opening the Tubes, and 
fweetning the acid Matter, martial 
Medicines do the bufinefs. Fixt 
Salts are belt prepared with Vine¬ 
gar. Oftentimes in this cafe Merest- 
rius dulcis, mixtwith other Specs- 
ficks, is the only relief, camphora¬ 
ted Medicines, and Decodtions of 
the Woods are highly valued. Dia- 
phoretick Powder made of Anti¬ 
mony will help; in defedl whereof 
Specificum Stomachicum Poterii 
will be proper. When the Head is 
heavy,and the Stomach loaded with 
Phlegm , Saccharum Satumi, or 
Lapis Prunella; may be given, 
which by qualifying the heat create 
a Stomach. And here our advice is 
to abftain frum Blood-letting, unleft 
there be a great Plethora. For the 
Ellenceor in Ague confifts notin 
a hot Internperature, that it (hould 
require 
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require taking away of Blood, be- 
caufe the heat is only an Effecft; but 
the Matter lies in the Tubes and 
Chyliferous Duds, 

Among Externals we reckon this 
following Febrifuge Plaftcr of 


Take of Gdlbanum , Sal Gemm, 
powder of Tormeritil, Shining 
Soot of the Chimney, leaves of 
Shepherds- Purfe each two 
Drachms,Camphore one Drachm 
and an half with a fufficient 
quantity of Turpentine, Mu- 
tbiolus hisOylof Scorpions, Ve¬ 
nice Treacle each one Drachm 
and an half. Make Plaftcrs for 
the Wrifts. 

Pebrifugnm Strolellergeri and 
'Myvficbtt will do good. 

Styptick and Altririgcnt Herbs 
may be bruifed, and applied with 
Vinegar to the Pulfesj to which 
Empiricks ufe to tye Paper or Flax. 
Camphore alfo may be hung about 
the Neck. And divers things may 
be outwardly applied to a weak and 
fwollen Stomach. The following 
Bag will be proper; 


Take of Barley fprputing two 
handfuls, Chamomi! Flowers one 
bandful. Seed of Cummin brui¬ 
fed one Ounce and an half, Cori¬ 
ander two Drachms, common 
Salt one handful. Mix them and 
make a Bag. 

Which may be fprinkled on the 
outlide with fome deltilled Carmi¬ 
native Oyl. Spirit of Wine or Bal- 
famof Peru may be applied to the 
Back bone, or to the Wrifts and 
Temples; fo may Silver-weed, Cob¬ 
webs, (£c- 

Or divers Carminative Oyls, Spi¬ 
rituous Waters, of Mint, Treacle, 
Camphore, C?e. In this cafe alfo 
Willis his Potion of two Drachms 
of Aqua magijfralis lumbnca- 
rum, and a few drops of Elixir 
Proprietatis will be proper. 

As to the Cure of Symptoms of 
Agues, it may be found in the end 
of this Book. 

Strength muft be recruited with 
convenient Cordials and Reftora- 
tives, of which I lhall treat in ano¬ 
ther place. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

Of a Tertian Ague. 


A MON G Agues a Tertian 
is the molt common, which 
often refembles Continual Fever?, 
and according as it is attended with 
innumerable forts of Tormcnts,fo it 
is fomctimes more, fomctimes lcfs 
Yviolent. This Ague is called a Ter¬ 
tian, not became it comes at the 
diftance of three days; but inclu- 
fively from the Day wherein one 
Fit comes, , and the third after when 
it returns, that is, once in forty 
eight Hours It may be defcribcd to 
be a preternatural EH'crvcfcence of 
the whole Mafs of Blood, a (Hiding 
the Patient every other day with. 
the Head-ach, Thirft, Cold, and 
Heat afterwards, fjJc. caufed by a 
Febrile Ferment, coming from the 
Tubes, cfpecially of the Liver^nd 
the Cliyliterous Duds, whicli di- 
Iturbs the mixture of the Blood. 

This Ague is twofold, Legiti¬ 
mate, and Spurious. That is cah 
led Legitimate, which of it felf ends 
at the fifth, or fixth, or at molt 
the feventh Fit, with fome Criti¬ 
cal Evacuation, but generally by a 
Tranflation of fome ferous and 
tharp Humor, which they cal! Bili 
ous, into the Face, Lips, Legs, Ears, 
and fomctimes toe Tong ie, PaLitc 
and diewhci c. That is called Spu¬ 


rious, which lads longer before it 
be quite over. I knew a Woman at 
Hanover, who had it fevep whole 
Weeks; and itdecrcafes fo flowly, 
that it cannot fuddenly be removed. 

Upon account of Complication, 
one is called Simple, another Com¬ 
pound. That is Simple in which 
but one kind of Fit comes; that 
Qompound in winch there arc feve- 
ral. Sometimes a Tertian is Epi- 
demick, which neither fpares Age, 
Sex* nor Conftitution; but takes 
Cholerick Pcrfons moll; as I have 
often obferved. This Ague is fre¬ 
quently joyned with the Scurvy, & 
is therefore called a Scorbutick ter-. 
tian,which the famous£mw«//erob- 
Jerved to come without any hot Fit. 

§. i. Tart affefled. 

I T is well known with what fierce^ 
nefs Authors contend about the 
Subject of a Tertian Ague. Some 
lay the Blood putrefies in the Mcfa- 
raick Veins, others accufe Putrefa- • 
dion of Bile in the Liver, others 
about the Prtcordia ; fome place 
the Seat bf this Ague about the Sto¬ 
mach, feveral about the Cavity of 
the Liver, and many will have it 
abo t the Pancreas Cawl, and 
Mcfentcry. And We hold, That the 
caufe ot Agues may relldc in apy 
folid Part whatever, even in the 
I Fingers, 
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Fingers, and fo may be commu¬ 
nicated at Intervals to the Blood, 
but efpedally in the Chyliferous 
Duds: Ana tho I do not deny but 
a Febrile Ferment may lurk in the 
Tubes of the Pancreas, Mefentery 
and other Parts; yet generally it 
comes from the Obltru&ion of a 
Tube or two in the Liver, and e- 
Ipedally from the Obftrudion of 
the Chyliferous Duds, as the An¬ 
cients hold, and reafon evinces. For 
thejaundice is apt to come upon a 
Tertian Ague; and there is often 
a pain in the right Hyfochondrium, 
with a dry Cough. All which 
things happen upon the obftrudi- 
on of the Tubes, whereupon the 
Bile not being feparated, is apt to 
breed the Jaundice; or being car¬ 
ried to the Guts, to produce 
the Colick, Loofenefe, and other 
Ails. 

3. Diagnojlick. 

A S to the Diagnoftick Signs, 
this difeafe is obvious to 
the Eyes, and needs no curious 
Search. It begins ordinarily with 
a coldneft and fhivering, which 
Jaft about an Hour, fometimes lels, 
fometimes more; when this is gone, 
heat follpws more or lefs according 
to the Conftitution of the Body, 
with Rcftleisnefs, Loathing, and 
Vomiting of bitter ftuff.by reafon 
of the afeent of bilious and (harp 
Humors, which vellicate the Ner¬ 
vous Orifice of the Stomach, a 
Spafmo<Jick Vdlication of the Gall¬ 
bladder preceeding: For Patients 
Vomit up the regurgitating Bile 
and other ill Juices, with violent 
ftraining, and in great quantity. 
And this vellication proceeds from a 
difordcr of the Animal Spirits,which 
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being difturbed may eafily caufe 
Convulfive Motions. 

Bittemefs in the Mouth attends 
this Ague , from bitter Partice* 
conveyed thither out of the Serum 
by the Glands, or riling out of the 
Stomach from Bile, like a Vapor,to( 
the Jaws, and then to the Tongue; 
which bitter Particles do fo iiifedt 
the Meat and Drink, that the A- 
guilh Perfons, not dreaming of fuch 
an Humor’s being communicated 
to the Tongue, complain that their 
Meat is bitter. For the Tongue is 
of a fpongy and porous Nature, fo 
that it is able to quench Ltcca, 
Wax, Pitch and other things fet 
on Fire, without any harm. In 
this Ague you (hall always meet 
with a pain in the Head and Loyns: 
The reafon is, becaufe in fuch a 
heat the Pores of foe Arteries are 
veiy much dilated, fo that the 
acid , cutting and pungent Parts 
being fqueezed out of them, are 
lodged fometimes in the Loyns, 
fometimes in the Head, and pro¬ 
duce by their violent Motion a 
Solution of Continuity,andPain de¬ 
pending thereon. 

A Phrenfy is often troublefome 
in this cafe, which arifes, becaufe 
the Animal Spirits ramble beyond 
their Bounds, fortuitoufly , this 
way and that, without any deter¬ 
mination in the Brain; and by their 
proper Motion arc carried to open 
tome of its Pores, in the fame 
manner, as they ufed to be opened 
formerly at the prefence of Ob¬ 
jects 

By reafon of thefe difordered 
Spirits, Patients are troubled with 
continual Watchings. And an un¬ 
quenchable Thirlt, as an ordina¬ 
ry Symptom of this Ague, a- 
rifes from Saline and bitter Cor- 
pufdes 
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Of a tertian Ague. 
pufcltt carried to the Jaws. 

The' Urine is red and turbid, be- 
caufc .of the Salt and Sulphur, 
which are feparated by the violent 
Motion of the Blood and other Hu¬ 
mors in the Reins, and thefe being 
, mixt with fome Terrene Particles, 
render theUrine very high coloured 
About fix, fevcn, or eight Hours 
after, Sweat follows, when the 
heat is over, and the Pores arc o- 
pen again, fo that the fharp and 
hot Humors, not duly, but only 
confufedly mixt with tire Blood, 

a be forced through them, 
theSenwij and if the Chyle 
be reduced, all is at quiet, till 
new Matter appears, and then the 
Fit returns.

§. 4 . Caufe. 

IT AVING viewed the Sym- 
X 1 ptoms, we muft proceed to 
the Etiology. Firft ot all, the 
4&*Uii(fts accufc Bilious Humors 
gathered in the Liver; but efpcci- 
ally in the Gall-bladder. Tliere- 
rore in a Tertian they blame a hot 
and dry Intemperature , Youth, 
hot Conftitution of Air, Care, Fa¬ 
cing, too hot a Diet, and exce/Tive 
Motion. They fay alfo, that fuch 
as have an hot Liver , and who 
by Surfeiting, and a bad Diet have 
contraded many Crudities, upon 
the Mixture of the Crude Humors 
with the Bile.are (ubjcdt to Tertian 
Agues.

Tertian Ague is a cer¬ 
tain Nitro-Sulphureous Matter, 
wherewith the Mafs of Blood is 
Cited to a Turgefcency, juft as 
new Bottled-Ale works. If this 
Nitro-Sulphureous Matter, which 
has much Acrimony in it, be difc 
fufed all over the Body , it vclli- 
cates the Nervous Parts, and dea¬ 
dens the heat and Vital Spirits; 
whereupon ChUnefs and Shivering^ 
Vomiting, fife. enfue; then, as the 
Vital Spirits and Innate Heat pre» 
vail again, this Etfervefcent Mat* 
ter in the Bipod is fubdued j and 
then by means of Refpiratipn a 
violent heat isdiftufcd all over the 
Body, which mutt of ncoeflky bf 
attended with Sweat and othe? 
Symptoms.

* V V in a Tertian Ague Fer¬ 
ments may lye any where, which 
being' communicated to the Blood, 
are-apt to ferment; for thefe Par¬ 
ticles ftagnatmg in the Tubes, are 
infenfibly more and more altered, 
and then, when bne of them ads 
upon another by their mutual Im- 
fiolft, there mult needs be a ftrug- 
^tej'-wbich being raifed, the Mat¬ 
ter is earned into the Mate of 
Blood; arid becaufe thefe Particles 
*rr thin and fulphureous, and 
therefore more inflammable in a 
Tertiap, the Fits dually come at 
fet .times- But oftentimes Bile, 
which is nothing e'fe , but 
a (harp and fulphureous Excre¬ 
ment of the Chyle and the 
Chytifick Parts, grown (harp in a 
Certain 'degree of Corruption, but 
caufed chiefly by External Errors, 
ff this be not voided,' but gather, 
and ftagnate preterna'turally, firft 
oPall lt ferments ( that is, ads 
iriidir'thfe Chyle) afterwards it is 
Wfitikhf into the-Tadeal Duds, 
thcmuWti the Blood , and breeds 
a Tertian. We find the caufe of 
this Ague therefor^ in an Obtlru- 
dion of the Tubes, and do think, 
that the Particles arc more fulphu- 
reou* and thinner 111 this, than in 
other Agues. Them may alfo be 
A great Cacochymy, yet without 
any difturbance in the Mixture of 
the Blood. At the beginning of 
the Fit the Pulfe is rare and (low; 
becaufe' the Chylous Matter, that 
every four and twenty Hours is 
brought into the Blood , is unfit 
for Fermentation ; and fo the Fer¬ 
ment of the Blood abates, and

'ian Agttei 
cold and fhivering ufuafly follow. 
When the mixture of the Blood 
is dilturbed, no wonder, if Fermen¬ 
tation goes on ill, and Spirits are 
bred in lefs quantity and thicker, 
whereupon at length the Body 
grows unfit for Motion: For there si 
wearinefr always in a manner eidier ’ 
from difipation of the Animal 
Spirits, or from Obiirudion of the 
Mufclcs. 

We cannot always rely on the 
Duration of the Fit, as on a Sign of 
an exquilite or fpurious Ague, in 
a Spurious all the Symptoms are 
milder, and fometimes therefore of 
longer continuance than in an ex¬ 
quilite Tertian . ' hr 

Finally, all thingsmay.bea Pro- 
catardick Caufe, which are able to 
augment and bring into ad bad 
Humors, and therefore difturb the 
Blood ; fuch as inconvenient Air, 
efpecially a Vernal, turned from 
the North, which being drawn by 
infpiration , does not only provoke 
the Ferments lying in the Tubes, to 
Fermentation, but by its,ambient 
Frigidity hinders free Tranfpirati- 
on But efpecially bad Food ta¬ 
ken hi too great a quantity and dif- 
orderly, cxcelfive Watching, unfea- 
fonable Exercife of Body or Mind, 
fudden Pal lions of the Mind, feme 
Exactions fupprelfed, Ulcers and 
Inflammations, may corrupt the 
Chyle and caufe this Ague; accor¬ 
ding to the diverlity of alj which 
caufei ef|ieciajly the difpofition of 
the Blood , more or left pi- 
tuitous, melancholick, or ferous, 
this Ague is fometimes legitimate, 
and fometime* fpvio r Ms, and proves 
cither longer or fliorter.

O Rdinarily there is but little 
danger in this Ague ; yea, 

B Legitimate Tertian is reckoned as | 
good s Phyfick, and fois a Spuri¬ 
ous one ; becaufe by it the Blood 
is purged , no lefs than generous 
Wines by fermenting fometimes 
grow more generous. Therefore 
fcveral call this Ague Sanguimpur- 
gmm, or Blood-purger. It may 
often likewife degenerate into o- 
ther Difeafes, to wit, a Continual 
Fever, or Quartan Ague, cfpecially 
towards the latter end of Autumn, 
and into fuch difeafes. Sometimes 
they kill Old Men; yea, feveral 
Inftances of a mortal Tertian oc¬ 
cur in Authors A Jaundice com¬ 
ing upon a Tertian, puts an end to 
it. Ordinarily this Ague ceafes 
with feven or ten Fits: If it pro¬ 
ceed further, it is the more difficult 
to Cure. The fooner Conco&ion 
appears, the fooner it is over. A 
white Cloud in the Urine, as a fign 
of Coition, argues the Ague will 
quickly be at end; but when there 
is no Sediment, it is a^gnit will 
be longer. The more violent the 
Symptoms are, the fooner it is at 
an end, if it intermit perfectly. 
Though the Lips be fore, it may 
fometimes lalt a long time. If a 
baftard Tertian continue long, 
it may eafily bring upon the Pa¬ 
tient a Dropfy, Twelled Spleen, 
(3 c. 




§. ii. Dietetick Cure. 

T A 7 E now come to conli- 
V V der the Dietetick cure 
of a Tertian. Therefore let the 
Air be temperate, fererte and 
pure. 

Meat of good Juice and eafy 
Concodfion muft be moderately 
taken out of the Fit; but in it 
muft be altogether forborn. A- 
void fweet things, but cfpecially 
over high Seafoned and Smoak-dry- 
ed Meats, Phlegmat'ck and watry • 
things taken while the Body is hot. 
And all manner of Food taken to 
excels or diforderly, all Meats that 
are grofs and hard of Digeftion, 
muft be forborn. 

Drink, muft be rather tern* 
perate than hot. Altering Tin- 
iftures. Spirit of Nitre dulcifi¬ 
ed , of Salt, of Mars dulcified ; 
or ftrengthning Tindhire of Cor¬ 
dial Flowers, Rofes or Violets, ( 3 c. 
may be dropt into Beer. Wine 
muft either wholly be forborn, or 
a little may be drunk with Juice 
of Currans or Rafpberries, or with 
Spaw-waters. 

Sleep muft be procured by Opi¬ 
ates, for'afecondary intention, mixt 
with Antifebriles, or Emulfions of 
Almonds and Poppies: For Watch¬ 
ing is exceeding hurtful. 

t(eft us better than Motion; for 
Digeftion of thcjuicesisbeft per- 
formed,while the Body is quiet. 

The Belly muft be kept loofe : 

If it is Coltive, it muft be kepto- 
pen with Lenitives, Clyfters,orSup- 
pofitories. 

Let the Mind be kept quiet. An¬ 
ger, Grief, Care, Frights, ( 3 c. mult 
wholly be avoided.

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§.ii. Pbarmaceutick Cure. 

H AVING confidered the 
Dictetick Cure , we halten 
to tl.e Legitimate Method of heal¬ 
ing, upon which the whole Itrefs 
ot the bu/inefs lies. Fir It, there¬ 
fore; let us fee the Method of the 
0.i;ciuit£S, which conlilis in remo¬ 
ving the caufe, which they reckon 
to be Excrement it ious Bile. Hence 
they commend Eva uiters , Pre¬ 
paratives and Alteratives; and be- 
caufe they believe the fource of the 
Matter is in the Mefaraick Veins, 
therefore they hold, That the vi- 
tious Humor fliould be evacuated, 
and, it need were,be prepared, be¬ 
fore it infed the good Blood.They 
therefore evacuate the firtt Ways, 
either 'by Clyfters, or by giving 
Lenitives of Syrup of Rofes Solu- 
tive, Marina, Caifia, to which they 
add Rhubarb. Agarick, or leaves ot 
Senna, according to the Nature of 
the peccant 'Humor. And if the 
Patient be troubled with the Heart¬ 
burn and NaufcouGiefs, theyadvife 
Vomits. 

AS to letting of Blood, though 
Bile in dieMeiaraick Veins require 
it not; yet if there be a Plethora, 
they advife bleeding, andnotpre- 
fently at the Beginning, but they 
open a Vein in the State, and at the 
time nf Interm iifion. 

After thefe things they give fuch 
Medicines as corred the exceTive 
Qualifies of the bilious Humor. 
Such are .Coolers and Moillners, 
which have a virtue of cleanfing the 
firft Ways, and checking of Pu- 
trefadion; finch as in their Opinion, 
are. Dandelion, Endive, Cichory, 
Sorel, the four greater cold Seeds, 
Juice of Citron, Rafpberry, (3c. 


and Emulfions, Syrups or Eledu- 
aries made of them! To w hich in 
baltard Tertians they order the 
adding of things that refped 
Phlegm and Melancholy, roots of 
Fcnil, Grafs, Ajparagus , Polypo¬ 
dy , Car duns BencdiUus , lelfer 
Centaury, Spleen-wort, Worm¬ 
wood. Bivenus highly commends 
Cream ot Tartar. Their Specific** 
arc, Dandelion, Chamo tnl. Idler 
Centaury , Plantain, Devils bit, 
( 3 c. 

After Purges and Vomits they 
commend divers Diureticks, that is, 
Emqlhons of the four cold Seeds 
made with Barley or Straw berry- 
water, or Decodions of Grab, 
Alparagris, Fenil, Maiden-hair,red 
Vetches,Chamomil Flowers,Worm- 
wood, Whey, ( 3 c Thus if Na¬ 
ture endeavour to expel the Matter 
by Sweat, they fay it mult be pro¬ 
moted by giving of Sudorincks 
either before or in the end of the 
Fit; and in pure Tertians, where¬ 
in Nature ules to move Sweat in 
the end of a Fit, let the Patient 
drink Barley-water, or water of 
Carduus Benedicius , Sorel, (3c. 
In baltard Tertians they give hot¬ 
ter tilings, which taken a few 
Hours before the Fit, oftentimes 
remove it. 

If the Ague will not yield to 
thefe faid Remedies, and there be 
Signs that feme of the ViJ'cera , 
Liver, or Spleen too is afteded, 
then, they fay, care mult be taken 
of it; and indeed, bccaufe the Li¬ 
ver, according to them, in baltard 
Tertians, isobitruded with thick 
Bile or grofs Humors, which infed 
the Blood, they advife the ufing of 
fuch things as corred Bile. For 
which end they praife Wormwood 
above all other tilings, bccaufe, they 
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Ay, it has a Virtue to deterge Bile, 
and to carry it off by Stool and 11 - 
rine, next to which in virtue is ltf- 
fer Centaury ; wherefore they mag¬ 
nify Trochifces of Wormwdoa, 
Rhubarb, Gentian. &c. 

Among external Topicks they ex¬ 
tol above all things a Plalier made 
of Cob * cb sgJnguentum Populeum, 
leaves of Shepherds Purfe, Nettles, 
Crowfoot , and other Vclicato- 
ries.

\J\J 3 llta his Intentions of 
V V curing this Ague, are 
thefe following. 1. The Relti- 
tution of the Blood to its natural 
temper, z. The prevention of the 
deprivation of the Nutritiousjuice. 
3 - The checking of the Febrile 
Fermentation, that a Fit may not 
cone. As to the firft, he Vomits, 
B'ecds, and Purges in the Begin¬ 
ning For Vomits do good-, as 
they cleanfe the Stomach, that the 
Frit Conception may the better 
be iwrformed , and cfpecially , as 
they empty the Gall-bladder by 
ltrainiug the Bile abundantly out 
t>f the Meatus Clsoledochus , that 
thereby it may be more plentifully 
drawn out ot the Mafs of Blood, 
and that fo the Blood may be clean* 
fed from the Excrements of adult 
Salt and Sulphur; but he thinks 
thefc things fhould be omitted in 
weak Conltitutions. He fays, That 
bleeding relieves, rufmudi as it 


cools and ventilates the Blood, fo 
that it is not fo much roafted. 
Purges do good, as they fetchthe 
Bile out of the B le-Veflels, and 
confcquently out of the Mafs of 
Blood. Above all things he com¬ 
mends Potions or Infulions of Rhu- 
bn band Senna, by which remedy 
alone, keeping a low Diet, with 
outward applications to the Wrilts 
and Bread, I have feen Tertian A- 
gues cured. For reduction of the 
Blood he commends Digeltivcs, 
and fowre things, inafmucn as they 
check Fermentation and heat of 
the Blood. He has feen this Ague 
cured by change of Air. He (ays 
that abltincncc and a low Diet has 
of ten cured a Tertian. 

But if a Tertian Ague hare roo¬ 
ted it fclf through fome Error com- 
mited either in Diet or Phy fick, to¬ 
wards the latter end he praifes De- 
codlions made of Herbs and Roots, 
that afe gently Diurctickjas alfo Ele¬ 
ctuaries made oConferves temper'd 
with Salt Nitre, or the fixt Salt of 
Herbs, mixt with teftaceous Pow¬ 
ders and Spirit of Vitriol. 

When the Crajis of the Blood is 
a little amended, fo that the Urine 
is clearer, and not fo tinged, with 
an abatement of Thirft and Heat, 
then he admits of things to flop 
the Fit; for which end he gives the 
Jefmts Powder, or Powder of the 
Bark of Adi, Tamarisk or Gentian, 
with Salts mixt with them , in 
White-wine. Nor does he omit 
Platters to the Wrilts and the Soles 
of the Feet. In the end of the A- 
gue.hc (ays, a gentle Purge mult be 
given, and .1 more plentiful Diet 
may be allowed. 
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i if. 

P'i 1 > us in the cure of Agnes has 
not fo much regard to the di- 
ftance of Fits in Agues, as to the di- 
verfity of the concomitant Sym¬ 
ptoms, namely of Cold and Heat. 
In Tert ians therefore which happen 
in the Summer-time in a young 
and virile Body, he thinks, that the 
Cure ftiould otherwife be infilled 
on, than in Tertians, which come 
in Winter, and affliCt Old Men 
and Children. For in the former 
fort Bile abounds, and in the latter 
Phlegm. And according to the 
prefence of this or the other Hu¬ 
mor, he fays, the cure mud be va¬ 
ried. If therefore in a Tertian 
there be great heat, and the Patient 
be Squeamifh, with a bitternefs in 
his Mouth, he fays, it is a Sign, 
that Bile is turgent in him, and af- 
fedls a way upwards j for which 
end, on the intermiting day, or if 
the Fit come after Dinner, on the 
day the Fit comes, four or fix 
Hours before it comes, he is for 
giving a Vomit of Glafs of Anti¬ 
mony or Crocus Metallorum in a 
moderate Dofe, infufed over Night 
in fome convenient Water, fup-. 
pofe Cichory or Fenil, adding a 
little of fome Cholngogue Electu¬ 
ary or Syrup, to the end the Hu¬ 
mor that tends moll upwards,may 
be carried off by Vomit, and that 
which inclines downwards may pals 
by Stool. Afterwards he inculcates, 
that we fhould have good regard to 
the Humors, and lo he qnellions 
not, but this Ague may eafily be 
Conquered.

I N this Ague t&U do our whole 
endeavour , that the Febrile 
Ferment, generally lurking in the 
firit Ways, and already communi¬ 
cated to the Mafsof Blood, maybe 
walhed out and corrected, and af¬ 
terwards the excefiive Fermentati¬ 
on of the Blood may be checkt, 
that the molt urgent Symptoms 
may be obviated, and the decayed 
flrength, and ruined Vtfiera, may, 
as far as podible, be reltored. Tire 
fpecial Method of airing a Terti¬ 
an, and all Agues, proceeds two 
ways, and with two Medicines. 1. 
Out of the Fit. 1. Before the 
Fit. The Febrile Ferment may ve¬ 
ry well be removed out of the firft 
Ways by Vomits and Purges, 
which mull prefentiy be given at 
the Beginning of thedifeafe, efpe- 
cially if there be Nnufeoufnefc and 
a Difpofition to Vomit. But when 
there is a great Agitation in the 
Body, then we think we fhould 
rather abftain from them. For then 
ifyou fhould give Aloiticks,Diagri- 
diates , Antimonials, and other 
Itrong Medicines, you will add 
Fewel to the Fire. Therefore we 
fhould be content with gentle 
things; to wit, Caflia, Manna, or 
only an infulion of Senna with 
Rhubarb, and Syrup of Buck¬ 
thorn: And becaufethefe are bitter, 
you will do more good with them 
than with others , tho ftronger, 
which mull be given, as other 
things, on the intermitting day. 
In Nice People and Children, Cly- 
iters are good in the Beginning and 
End of .the Fit; and I have experi- 
■ enced this with good fuccefsinmy 
Pradicc. For without all doubt a 
certain 
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certain Matter was feparated from 
tlie Blood, and difcharged into the 
Guts, which vitious Matter, if it 
be difcharged by Cly fters, the next 
Fit will abate much of its vio¬ 
lence. 

As to Purgatives, here, as we 
laid in the preceeding Chapter,Phy- 
fick Infulions and wmes are proper 
of tops of Worm-wood, lefler 
Centaury , Flowers of Cichory, 
root of Gentian, Plantain, Dande¬ 
lion , Rhubarb, leaves of Senna, 
addinglotne Spike, which maybe 
infufed in a uifficient quantity of 
Rhenifh-wine; for inltance; 

Take of root of Fenil, Gentian, 
Butchers broom, Cichory each 
three Drachms, leaves ofleller 
Centaury, Goofe-gr.ifs,Wall-rue, 
Worm-wood each half an hand- 
full, Bark of Contrayerva one 
Drachm, leaves of Senna one 
Ounce and an half. Rhubarb 
three Drachms, Seed of Cara¬ 
way , Anife , Fenil each two 
Drachms, Crude Tartar half an 
Ounce, quilled Cinnamon two 
Drachms. Cut them, and put 
them jn a Bag for a mcafureof 
Wine. Or, 

Take of leaves of Cichory, Dande¬ 
lion, Wormwood each one hand¬ 
ful, root of Cichory, Gentian, 
Plaintain, Monks Rhubarb each 
one Ounce , true choice Rhu¬ 
barb half an Ounce, Spike one 
Scruple Make an extract with 
Spirit of Wine. 

Alfo Pills, Electuaries, Potions, 
Powders and Apozcmcs may be 
preferibed according to the diverli- 
ty of this or the other peccant Hu¬ 
mor. But I have no mind here to 
give Receipts of them all, fap: 


every young Phyfickm may eafily 
make them out of the aforefaid. 
Elixir febrile MyuJJcbti, Elixir 
proprietatis , and all bitter things 
are good. Hence the Dutch ufe the 
Electuary of Hiera Pier a much, 
by which alone they cure A- 
gues. 

A great Controverfy among Pra- 
Ctitioners oHers it felf about letting 
of Blood,whether it be neceflary in 
a Tertian Ague It is anfwercd 
in the Negative, efpeci.illy lince it 
is evident, That thoufands have 
been cured without bleeding, and 
much in thefe Countries; and fince 
dai'y experience fhews. That fuch 
as accultom themfelves inucli to 
letting of Blood, are fubjedt to 
Fevers; and further it fhews,That 
Agues are prolonged by it, that it 
neither abates a Tertian nor a Quar¬ 
tan, but rather encreafes them, it 
is our adv'ce to futjbear letting of 
Blood. But if ItAugth be good, 
and there be a Plethora , fomc- 
times it may be allowed. But 
what benefit can bleeding bring to 
thefirft Ways? 

And tliis by the way muft be 
obferved, that in Tertians it is ever 
better, that the Fit fhould Poft- 
jwncthan Anticipate. The reafbn 
is obvious, becaufe when the Fits 
come later, it is a Sign, that either 
the Febrile Ferment is di ninifhed, 
or at lead moves more (lowly out 
ofits Focus ; both which are good 
figns in difeafes, efpecially in A- 
gues- 

Out of the Fit, or on the inter- 
miting days, Medicines muft be 
given, that refill: Sharpnefs and 
Vifcidity, and 0|*n Obltrudions, 
to wit, rluima Hhabarbari, Anti- 
tnouial Medicines , Qlyjfus rtnti- 
Kkk 3 mmi, 
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monii, Whey of Goat’s Milk, Thi¬ 
ther a Martis abjynthiaca, Arca¬ 
num tartan,Tintiura Martts ar- 
cauo tartan par at a, Eiixirvitri- 
cli Mynftchti, Mixtrnra Jhnplex , 
Mixtura apcritivaor antifcorbuti- 
ca, S fir it us after it ivies Pi not/. 

And the Febrile Effervefcence 
may be checkt with Precipitaters ; 
by which alone, without ■Purg¬ 
ing either upwards or downwards, 
or Bleeding, we have cured feveral 
Agues, and towards the latter end 
we gave a Purge. Among Preci¬ 
pitants we reckon all Earthy things, 

, inch as their Terra Sigil/ata, alfo 
Coral, burnt Harts-horn, Chalk , 
Irilb Slate, blew Crabs eyes taken 
out of live Crabs, Shells and the 
Antifebrilia Sentient, Strob'eiber- 
gcri, Mjtufichti, Crol/ii , Pearl, 
precious Stones, efpccially Lapis 
Lazuli, a Drachm of which given 
with fome proper Vehicle is a fe- 
cret in all Agues. But who can 
recount all Precipitant! ? Jefuits- 
Powder, root of Gentian, Silver- 
weed, Plantain, Bark oiGuajacttm. 
Here is a Receipt ; 

Take of the remainder of Spirit of 
Sal Amrroniack half a Scruple, 
vitriol of A tars thirteen Grains, 
Jefuits . Bark powdered one 
Drachrd, Spccificum Crolhi tw o 
Scruples. Mix them Make a 
Powder to be divided into two 
equal parts. 

Here alfo, as in all Agues, Cin¬ 
nabar of Antimony will be proper, 
things that Vomit and Purge be¬ 
ing premifed. For it has a virtue 
pf precipitating febrile Ferments 
and of red raining the violent Moti¬ 
on the Spirits. It mult be uuxt 
with tiie aforefaid opening Pre- 


cipitants, and Opiates; for in- 
ftance j 

Take of Cinnabar of Antimony, 
Arttimomum Diaphoreticum , 
Crabs-eye* each one Scruple, 
Tartarum Vitnoiatum half a 
Scruple, Powder of Shells one 
Scruple, Tneriaca cteleflis fix 
Grains. Mix them. Make a 
Posvder, and divide it into two 
equal parts- Or, 

Take of the Arcanum of Spirit of 
Sal Ammonick and Vitriol each 
two Drachms, EJJentia aucdi¬ 
va one Drachm , Oyl of Pep¬ 
per, Camphore each one drop. 
Mix them. The Dole from fif¬ 
teen to twenty drops or more in 
a proper Vehicle. 

It is a good way in Agues to 
mix opening, Diuretick Saifs with 
Precipitants, and* to give two or 
three Dofes, an hour fuccelTively 
one after another,before the Fit. For 
tliefe Salts joyned w ith Precipitants, 
will carry oil what is precipitated of 
the Ferments in the Veliels. Ar¬ 
canum duplicatum with native 
Cinnabar or Mercwrius dulcis is 
an excellent Medicine for curing 
Agues, if a Man knew how to 
make a Salt of the Combination of 
Spirit of Sal Ammoniack and Spi¬ 
rit of Salt, mixt with Cinnabar of 
Antimony, he has a fecret where¬ 
with he may cure all Agues, efpe- 
cially a Tertian. Antinnonial Me¬ 
dicines arc all proper in this cafe, 
and Terrene Powders which have 
an occult Salt. Alfo Aluminous 
Medicines are good, but they mult 
not be mixt with other Salts.- and 
Martial ones efpccially. For a- 
mendfog the Conltitution of 
the blood, and the Tope of 
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the Bowels, in the meantime any 
attemperant and digeftive Medi¬ 
cines are good; that is, Rich things 
as hinder any great dilfurbance in 
the Blood, and by feparating, and 
as it were precipitating its Feculen- 
cies fend them towards the Emun- 
dlnries. To which end, Whey boy- 
led with a little Cinnamon or Ani- 
feed, or the following Antifebrile 
Potion,will conduce. 

Take of Water of Carduus Bcne- 
diBus two Ounces, Salt of 
Wormwood one Scruple, Ar¬ 
canum duplicatum five Grains, 
Syrup of Carduus BenediBus 
three Drachms. Mix them. Make 
a Potion. 

All fowre, faline, terrene Pow¬ 
ders are here proper, that is, of 
Tartar, Nitre, iixt Salts of Herbs, 
Wormwood, Carduus Beneditlus, 
nitrum prxparatum, antimmiata, 
chalybeatum , the excellent Anti¬ 
febrile of Wedelius, which is made 
of Nitrum vitriolatum , Antimo- 
nium Diaphoreticum, Shells, Mo¬ 
ther of Pearl, Crabs eyes, burnt 
Harts-horn, Salt of Wormwood, 
leffer Centaury, adding a little O- 
fium, *and a drop of Oyl of Cloves, 
Pepper or Camphore. I have of¬ 
tentimes given firft a Vomit of 
two Grains of Emetick Tartar 
with Salt of Wormwood, and then 
the following Powder, w hereby I 
have aired (evcral Tertians, 

Take of Shells, Irilh Slate each one 
Scruple, Native Cinnabar Ten 
Grains , pulvis anodmus five 
Grains. Mix them. Make a Pow¬ 
der, for once taking before die 
fit. 


Gentian root with a little Nux 
Vomica will be better here thabje* 
fuits Powder. Vitrum Mofcovt- 
ticum given three or four times, a 
Drachm at once, is good in all A- 
gues. Sad Polychrcfium is of excel¬ 
lent ufe. It is made of Salt 'of 
Wormwood , lelfer Centaury, Sal 
Ammoniack and Tartar, with a lit¬ 
tle Vinegar poured upon them- 
Here is a Receipt. 

Take of Antimonium Diaphore¬ 
ticum one Scruple, fpectficum 
febrile Crollu one Scruple, 
Arcanum duplicatthn twelvi 
Grains, Sal PolychreJlumhzlH a 
Drachm. Mix them. Make a 
Powder. Divide it into three 
equal parts. 

Or give this following t wo hours 
before the Fit; 


Take of Harts-horn PhilofophicaHy 
calcined one Scruple, Salt of 
Wormwood, Carduus BaicJi- 
■ Bus , Fumitory, each feyeij 
Grains. Mix them. Make a Pow¬ 
der ; after it is taken let the Pa¬ 
tient compofe himfelf to Sleep. 

For fuch Mediciens expel the 
Seeds of the Ague, andreftore the 
natural Ferments of the Bowels, 
which are almoft deltroyed. Opia¬ 
tes arc of no contemptible ufe in 
Agues, efpecially ejfentia anodina 
Ztrelferi, tbtrsaca cceleftis, &c. 
which may be joyned w ith other 
Antifebriles. And fo divers Marti- 
afSatuminc, Aluminous Medicines, 
ifc. often conquer this Dileafc$ 
for instance. 


T»ke 
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T$kc of crude Alum, Nutmeg 
each one Drachm, Olibanum , 
Pepper each five Grains, Oyl of 
Cloves one drop. Mix them. 
Give one Drachm in Centaury or 
fomefuchltke Water- 

If continual Sweating accompa¬ 
ny an Ague,this follow ing is good.

°J Wh¬ 
in a Tertian, and in all Agues 
we advife violent Motion before the 
fit, either on Horfe-back , or by 
playing at the Ball, &c. If an Ague 
come from Worms,as Authors hold, 
things good for the Worms mutt 
be mixt with Antifebriles. For 
fchich end Medicines of Myrrh and 
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other bitter things, mixt with Mer- 
curius dulcis , are good. 

By the way obferve , an Oede- 
matous fwclling of the Feet, and 
fometimes the Beginning of a Drop- 
fy, attends a bait ard Tertian. The 
rea r on is, becaufe Patients often¬ 
times drink uncorrcdfcd Liquors. 
In which cafe Motion and Labour 
mult be ordered, and tilings mult 
be given to Itrengthen the Stomach 
and the Blood; among which thefe 
tilings excel, vi\. Nttrum Auti- 
moniatum , and other Nitrous and 
Martial Medicines, tmdura nurr- 
ns, bexnartieum miner ale , arca¬ 
num duplication. 

Among external applications we 
commend Garlick mixt with Salt 
and Saffron, and applied to the 
Wrifts Plater us commends the 
inner rind of Hazle Branches Iteept 
in Vinegar, wherewith he has cu¬ 
red fcveral. Cnxfehus commends 
this following j \ 

Take of Cyprefs, Tuqientinc one 
Ounce and an half, liquid Styrax 
half an Ounce Melt them in a 
Copper Diih. Then take twenty 
large Spiders, bruife them, and 
mix all in an earthen Veflel with 
a wooden Pellil, till the Spiders 
no more appear, and the mixture 
look of an Afh-colopr. Add to 
the mixture, made warm a little, 
of Powder of Toads,Gun pow¬ 
der, Powder of Serpents Heads, 
Sal Ammopiack each fix drachms 
or an Ounce, common Salt, Salt 
of Idler Centaury each half an 
Ounce,Campbore two Drachms, 
Chimney Spot what is fufficient 
to tinge it. With Febrifuge Oy l 
what is fufficient make a Mali 
for an exceeding black Pialter. 
Of this Mafs make two round 
Plalters, 
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Plallers, about the bignefs of a 
Crown piece,whichmultbe cove¬ 
red with leaf Gold or Silver, and 
an hour or two before the Fit 
applied to the Wrifts, and there 
left for nine days. Then at the 
very fame hour they mull be ta¬ 
ken off, and thrown into the 
River. 


Externally alfo Juice of Nettle, 
Silver-weed, or Plantain is good to 
apply to the Wrilts. The Herb I be¬ 
nt (it is Flrd.i's experiment,' may 
be applied to the Soles of the Feet; 
and fo may the inner Rind of Wall 
nuts fteept in Vinegar. Strobel- 
.lergcrut his Febtilnge Flatter of 
Air,Fire,Water and Earth, is good, 
». e. of Cobwebs, bccxufe they 
are in the Air; of Soot, which is 
marie by Fire; ol Turpentine, be- 
caufe it is Fluid ; and of caultick 
Crowfoot, which grows on the 
Earth. 

The Liver of a Partridge with 
Yarrow-water is a good Empirical 

Medicine. 

For recruiting of Strength and 
the Bowels, mixtures muit be u- 
fcd of temjieratc Cordial waters, 
with Pearl, Crabs eyes, Autibtih- 
cino Poteiii, and fuch like Preci- 
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pitants added in a due Preparation, 
putting in a little Sugar of Pearl’ 
for the talt’s fake. 

You may find the cure of the 
Symptoms in the lalt Chapter of 
tliis Book. 

A double Tertian is cured with 
the fame Medicines; yet with this 
difference, that the Body mull be 
oftner purged in this than in a Sim¬ 
ple Tertian; nor muit the Sudori- 
ficks be fo Itrong here, as in the 
Simple, bccaufc the coming of the 
Fit every day weakens a Man much. 
But lincewe are of opinion, that a 
Quotidian and a double Tertian 
differ not at all, we fhallnot treat 
of it twice , but you may fee a 
Quotidian Ague 
In a Scorbutick Tertian where 
Spots ap|>ear all over the Body, 
and Pimples break out with pam, 
Antifcorbuticks mull be mixt with 
Febrifuges : forinltance ; 

Take of Aqua Antifcorbutica fix 
Ounces, Ellence of Buck-bean 
one Drachm and an half. Elixir 
Antifebrile one Drachm, Syru¬ 
py Scelotyi bicut one Ounce. 
Mix them. Give a Spoonful on 
the intermitting day, and before 
the Fit. 
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CHAP. IX. 

Of a Qjiartan Ague. 


k- 1. 

N O W we are come to another 
fort of Ague, which is cal 
led a Quartan fro n the number of 
the fourth day, when it affli&s a 
Man. This difeafe is fo Pertinaci¬ 
ous and Refractory, that it is be¬ 
come a Proverb ; 

Hydrops, Quart ana , Medico- 
rum fiandala plana. 

And Bjchardus the Phyfician calls 
God, and air that is facred, to 
witnefs, That he could never at¬ 
tain a competent Knowledge nei¬ 
ther of Epidemical difeafes, nor of 
Womens Conception , nor of a 
Quartan Ague. It has two days 
of Intermiliion. The Ancients cal¬ 
led it Melancholic*, from the effi¬ 
cient Caule. Pliny calls it Qua- 
drima, from its fourth day Circuit. 
Plautus\i\\s it Querquera. It is de- 
fcribed to be a preternatural Ejfer- 
vefcence of the whole Mijs of 
Blood, afflicting the Patient every 
fourth day, with Shaking, Thiril 
and violent Heat, arifmg from a 
Febrile Ferment, lodged general¬ 
ly in the Vejfels of the Spleen, 
which dijlurls the Mixtion of the 
Blood. 

This Ague is Simple or Com¬ 


pound. Simple, when but One Fir 
comes in one day. Compound, 
when two Fits come every fourth 
day, as I obferved in a Citizen of 
Hanover. I obierved ft a lo to 
come in one Man it Caffe!, every 
fourth and (eventh day. That is 
Compound alfo which cornu on 
the intermediate days, and it is ei¬ 
ther double or treble. That is 
double which intermits one day 
and comes two; that treble, whiai 
comes every day. One is called He- 
patick, which has its courfe in the 
Liver; that Splenetick, which has it 
in the Spleen; and that Stoma¬ 
ch",ck, which has it in the Stomach: 
But we admit not of this diffe¬ 
rence. ' • 

§. 2 . Tart affefted. 

A S in all Fevers and Agues, fo 
in a Quartan, the Heart is 
rqwted for the Part atfedfed; be- 
caufe the Heart was reckoned by 
the Ancients the Fountain of Life 
and Heat. For according to Galen, 
de differ, febr. I. 1. no excels 
of heat can be ailed a Fever , 
unlcfs the Heart be hot. But 
the Ancient* reckon the Focus or 
fubjed of the caufe, to be the Me- 
fentery with its Vetlcls; and the 
Spleen, as it is the Fountain of 
Bile. 

8KC, 
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cwt, fetting afide all Prejudice, 
do think the caufc lies in the Sto¬ 
mach, Pancreas and Spleen, which 
is reckoned die chief Lodging of 
thick , dirty, dreggy and earthy 
Matter Nor do we here exclude 
adjoyning Parts and Vdfels, the 
Guts and Chyliferous Duds, when 
they are obdrudfed: from which 
obltrudfion of fo many Parts and 
Palfages, it cannot othcrwife be, 
but an acid mult be encreafed, 
and excrcife its Tyranny every 
where We have tpeUnonc 0 f our 
opinion, trait, defcbrib.c. 6. 1. 9. 
who lhews, that the Spleen fullers 
much under the Torture, if a 
Quartan; fo that it becomes the 
fink of black and rctorrid Matter. 
But he fubjoyns, that its Seat is 
not in the Body of the Spleen, but 
in the Arteries, if not in alL, at 
lea it in fo;nc, fince this Part 
above all others abounds in Arte- 

Sykius does in this, as in other 
Agues, acknowledge the Pancreas 
only for the Focus. 

3 . Diagnoflick. 

L ET us now fee the Diagno- 
ltick Signs; fome are com¬ 
mon, others proper. The com¬ 
mon, which are in all Agues, are, 
pain in the Head and Loyns, heat 
and cold,thirft, yawning and reach¬ 
ing, a preternatural frequent Pulfc, 
fiS <c. They are proper Signs, as 
they are competent only to fuch 
a fort of Ague. In regard there¬ 
fore of the Motions of cold and 
heat a Quartanary Circuit is an in¬ 
fallible fign of this Ague; foalfo 
in regard of duration and time, 
w hue the Fit holds a Man, there a- 
rifes another fign of this Ague; for 


it lads fometimes twenty, fome. 
times four and twenty hours, with 
a kind of fowre Sweat. Thofe that 
have this ^gue are very Hungry, 
becaufeof the Acid, and they have 
often a depraved Appetite, like 
thofe that long; their Body is dull 
and profpers little, their Strength is 
low, they are Morol'e, theychufea 
fedentary life.they are great fpitters, 
their Pulfe is weak, becaufe there 
is no Spirit in the Chyle nor Blood. 
Gaten magnifies theTeftimony of 
the Pulfe, fo that, x. de crsf. c. 4. 
he Boatis, how to know by thata- 
lone, 3n Ague was at Hand, and 
that he foretold it would prove a 
Quartan: But Camfcgius iib. j. 
Hift. 9. denies tlut this is poflible' 
to be done. 

We muft briefly alfo confidef 
the Signs of the Subjedl or Fe¬ 
brile Focus. The ligns of thef 
Spleens being aflcfled are reckoned 
to be, a leaden colour of the Body, 
the fwelling ’of the left Hypocbtm- 
drsum, which Sylvius afcnbes not 
to the Spleen, but to the ColonThe 
Pancreas alfo adfs its part here, 
by its over acid Juice. 

The Urine varies very much 
both as to colour and confidence, 
fometimes it is white, fometimes 
black, and fometimes inclining to 
red. In the Beginning the Urine 
is generally watry and crude, in 
the Procefs of the difeafe it is 
higher coloured and thicker. 
The Sweat is copious and (fink¬ 
ing, duelling generally fowre, 
which the Patients themfelves u- 
fually loath. This Ague ufes com¬ 
monly to come in the Afternoon. 


§. 4 : Ca-ife 
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tradb a certain acid, penurious and 
6 A CauCe a irttle auftere Nature, as we fee 

V ‘ * J Wine arid Beer grow fowre, when 

the Lees are unfettled, and the Spi¬ 
rits deprefled by Thunder. Juft 
fo the Blood degenerating much 
from its native Purity, and bring 
fo full of fowre Dregs, as to fix the 
Spirits’, cannot rightly conctxft, 
nor at all aifimilate the frelh Chyle, 
that comes into it; but corrupts 
it into a llrange Liquor, whereof, 
when the Veflels are full, a cer¬ 
tain Fluor of this Matter enfues, 
and as it were a fpontaneous EfFer- 
vefcence, caufing an Ague-Fit with 
cold and heat. 


T H E more exadtly any 
one knows the caufes of di- 
fcafes, he may thefafer, foonerand 
more pleafantly oppofe Remedies to 
a difeafe, and to its Caufes. We 
(hall endeavour to find them out, 
and build the whole cure upon 
them, as on a Foundation. The 
dalcntlU make the immediate 
caufeof this Ague to be a kind¬ 
ling of Humors in the Heart. The 
more proximate,mediate caufes are 
with them Putrid Vapors, exhaling 
from a Mclancholick Humor;which 
is fourfold, i. Of adult Blood 
Z. Of Salt Phlegm. 4 Of aduft 
Bile. 4- Of a Mclancholick adult 
Juice, like burnt Lees. Thus A- 
victnna will in this fcnfe have a 
Quartan to be either Sanguine, 
Bilious, Phlegmatick, or Mclancho- 
ljck. Hippocrates de natura bomi- 
s will have a Quartan, as all o- 


§. 6 . 

A Ccording to t?clinont only. 
Quartan Ague reaches far¬ 
ther than the Stomach. In difcour- 
fing of it he talks of the Ar chans 
of the Place, how in its own Ter¬ 
ritories it commits an Error in Di¬ 


ther Agues, to come from yellow geltion, which at fet times (hews 
Bile, but mixt with black, where, its fury. According to him it cea- 
he fays, you may know it by this; fes or it felf, and returns perhaps

rjA he tomtits according to 
I their Principles, hold, That 
a Quartan is produced of Nitro- 
fulphureous impurities. Some of 
them afcribe Quotidians to Mer¬ 
cury, and Quartans to the Element 
of Earth. Siiercetan in a Quartan 
accufes Tartar,the common Enemy 
qf our Nature. 


again in a Month, and is cured 
naturally of its felf. Sometimes 
he has feen it cured by a Crifis, 
and mapy Stools. He derives its 
Original from an acid Chyle car¬ 
ried into the Spleen. 


A Ccording to fflSillf* the caufe 
of this Ague is Blood dege¬ 
nerated into an acid and Aultere 
Nature, like eager Wine, Alum, 
or Tartar, confuting of much

(hows,that in a Quartan, the Blood ' which almoft a third part of the

S PWng thinks the caufc of this 
Ague is Phlegm, fometimes 
grown glutinous and plentiful, be- 
caufe of the cold of the Winter and 
Springiby which tenacious Pnlegm, 
he holds, that contumacious Ob- 
ftruiftions are made in the lateral 
Duds of the Pancreas, and that 
double and treble Quartans pro¬ 
ceed from more of the lateral 
Duds being obtruded at the 
fame time, but opened at feveral 
times. 

§• 9- 

T HESE things thus confi- 
dered,one would think none 
could well doubt of the true and 
•genuine caufe of a Quartan Ague: 

will thereforebnedy give you, 
what we think of the Matter. 
We make no queltion .therefore, 
but in this Ague the Ferments are 
more in quantity and more vifcid j 
whence thtre are not only Ob 
ftru&ions of more Velfcls , but 
they arc more contumacious; and 
fo the Mixtion of the B ood is di- 
lturbed. For the Enemy has not 
only polfeired the Mafs of Blood, 
but has reduced all the reft of the 
Humors, yea, the very Chyle, in¬ 
to an acid Pafte, which being fo 
depraved mult needs be attended 
by a difordcr in the Mafs of Blood, 
Juices and Parts of the Body. And 
the reafon, why the Fit comes fo 
flowly, is the Vifcidity of the Fer¬ 
ment clinging to the Vellcls of the 
Spleen and Pancreas, and the Te- 
nacioufncfs of the Blood, whick 
comes flowly thither. 
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The condition of the Focus is 
the ltraitnefs of its Paflages, where¬ 
in dull, tough and tartareous Par¬ 
ticles are contained, efpecially in 
the chyliferous and other Duiftsj 
for in a Quartan the faline Parti¬ 
cles of the Chyle are exalted, which 
the Blood cannot conquer. For 
this Ague is generally produced by 
a vitious, acid Chyle. We learn, 
that there are thefe caufes in a 
Quartan; bccaufe all Quartanary 
People liave either a contumaci¬ 
ous Obltruiftion in feme of their 
Bowels, or a great lofs of Tone 
and a Vifcidity in all Parts defi¬ 
ned for the hrft and fecond Con- 
cotftion, or an acid Crudity gathe¬ 
red from vifcid, and, and ill figu¬ 
red Particles. For the flow coming 
of the Fits fhews, that the Mat¬ 
ter is very inept for Fermsntati- 

That in a Quartan fomething 
(harp is mixt with a very Vifcid, 
and as it were immoveable Humor, 
appears from yawning, cold, (hak- 
ing, and pain in the Bones, caufed 
thereby; by which Symptoms firft 
of all accompanying the Fit, it is 
generally diltinguiThed from other 
Agues or Fevers. 

The reafon of the Head-ach is, 
bccaufe the thick matter fticks in 
the Capillary Veins, and cannot 
perform its Circulation. For the 
cold continues longer than in other 
Agues; bccaufe the Febrile Mat¬ 
ter cannot fo foon extricate it felf 
and inlinuate into the Blood, fo as 
to ferment with it 

Reltlefsnefs is produced by (harp, 
cutting Particles. 

There is not always a Mclan- 
cholick intemperaturc in this Ague, 
unlefs you underhand by it a thick 
Matter, which if it be very thick 
and 
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and contumacious, the Agues be¬ 
come Sextans, Ovfbtns , &c. Be- 
caufe a thick Humor is not apt to 
ripen and break out, but rather 
Caufes difficult Obltru&ions. 

As to the remote caufcs, they 
are either natural, as Complexion 
and Age, (o that which we call a 
Melancholick Complexion, is fub- 
jeift to a Quartan The Age molt 
liable to it, is from forty and up¬ 
wards , according to Hippocrates 
3. progn. iS. Or Non natural; of 
which we (hall treat in the Dietctick 
Cure. 

§. io. ProgHo/lick. 

I F a Qtnrtan coine in Autumn, 
it willBe the more pertinacious; 
becaufe all the Humors in the Bo¬ 
dy are then more fixf : for the Spi¬ 
rits ily away in Summer; and fo 
Quartans ufually hold Men in 
Winter, and then a Cachexy,Drop- 
fy, Scurvy; ( 3 c. may ealily fol¬ 
low this Ague; becaufe in time of 
Autumn, the Humors grow thick, 
the Bowels are weakned ; and there 
is a lofs 6f Tone in all the Parts de- 
figned fat the firft and fecond Con- 
coiflion, Qjjart in is (eldom 
dangerous, ' cfpecially in hot Coun¬ 
tries; yet it is a tedious and flow 
difeafe; fo that it lails fomctiuics 
above two years; which I remem¬ 
ber, befiel many, efpecially fuchas 
after an Epidemics difeafe , or a 
Malignant f eve,r, fell into it, as it 
happened to me at Leyden in Hol¬ 
land. Of it felf it is not dange¬ 
rous, as Ifajd, but it may prove fo 
occalionally, as it may end in grie¬ 
vous difejrt’es,which I mentioned bc- 
fore;for it often ends in the Scurvy. 

Hippocrdtcj I. 1, morb. vulgar, 
pomm. 3. text. 4. reckons up the 
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benefits of a Quartan. They’ that 
arc fick of it are never fiezed with 
any grievous difeafe; and if they 
be held of any grievous difeafe, 
and a Quirtan fupervcne, it cures 
them. We may inltancc in a Con- 
vullion, from which Patients are 
freed by the coming of a Quar¬ 
tan, according to Hippocrates 5. 
Aph. 70. 

Children are more eafily cured 
of it, than middle Aged, and very 
Old Men. 

Summer Quartans are ufually 
fliort; Autumnal long, efpedally 
fuch as come near Winter; for 
the more violent the Obitruction 
of Veflels is, the longer tlie Ague 
will prove. 

Gabeicboverus cent. 6. Obf. 74. 
give; inftanccs of Quartans, tlaat> 
halted feven, twelve, one and twen¬ 
ty, thirty, yea, forty eight years. 
It often goes off by Vomiting, 
when abundance of crude Humors 
are brought up out of the tir;t 
Ways. Sometimes it ends in a Crt- 
fis by Sweat, thick Urine, the 
M:nJes , llxmonhoids, bleeding 
at the Nofe, Abfcefs, or Itch. 

If a Quartan iicze thofe, that 
have found Inwards, and are ftrong, 
the cafe is fife. It ufually goes on 
about the Solltice or Equinox. 

When liivple Quartans turn 
double or treble, they are dange¬ 
rous. 

Crato fays well in EpifioUsScbolt- 
\ii awyi/.257-tliata Quartan fcarce 
ever goes olij but it leaves fomc ill 
Effects behind it. That which may 
be molt feared by Quartanary Per- 
fons is Hypochondriack Melancho¬ 
ly, the Scurvy, or Dropfy. 

I have often obferved this Ague 
turn to the Colick: for this vrious 
and corrofivc Acid, having parted 
front 






from the Mafs of Blood, and got 
about the Membranaceous fenfible 
parts o the Mefentery , predomi¬ 
nates there; and thefe corroding, 
cutting, and pricking Particles in 
procets of time rend and tear tfje 


proceis or n.nerena ana tear rnp 
Fibres, which being very fenfibh: 
arc contracted with a great distur¬ 
bance of ti e Animal Spirits: and 
the Qonvulfions are fometimes con 
tinued from the G uts and Abdomen 
to other parts. 

A Cafe. 

T HE following cafe happe¬ 
ned in a. Gentlemans Wife, 
whom-by GOD’S bidding I cu¬ 
red. This Gentlewoman was a- 
bout fix and thirty years old, of a 
Cbolerick and Melancholick Com¬ 
plexion, of a tender, lean and thin 
Body. She dud been taken a- 
"bout five Months before with a 
Quartan ; but had put by the Fit 
with. various Precipitant* and Ab- 
forbents. Yet there remained vio¬ 
lent pains in her Belly, Watchings, 
Belching and Wind, which defen¬ 
ded the Abdomen, Op|weflion at 
the Heart, and at laft Swoon logs ; 
and when (he was even at deaths 
Door, (he was fuccefsfully cured 
with the Remedies, tliat (hall here¬ 
after be mentioned. 

ii. Dietetick Cure. 

N O W we will look after the 
Diet. Becaufe all ho|ie of 
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tumn is very fruitful of Quartans; 
if a hot Summer proceeded, and 
the Autumn be r^iny.- for fuch 
a Conflitution of Air produces E- 
pidanical Quartans; as it happe- 
ned at Hanover, 1682.

J'.nce. at the Beginning df 
the difeafe it mult be (inalL It 
may very well be tempered with 
Boirage, Buglofr, Cichory, Partly, 
Capers, Cinnamon and Saffrons 
Yet in procefs of time a friller Diet 
w ill be proper, left ftrength might 
fad ; becaufe it is a difeafe of long 
continuance; as Hippocrates fectnt 
to intimate, i.

‘-was ,io cveo, vjrtr. aii amoaK-ary- 
cd and powdered Meats are as bad 
as Poyfon, fuch as Gamons of 
Bacon, dryed Geefe, Stock-fifh, 
Herrings kept long in Pickle.There- 
fore all fait, fowrc, vifcid, glud- 
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nous and windy Meats muft be 
forborn. Unnpe Fruit is bad, fuch 
as Pears, Apples, Chefnuts and 
Wall-nuts ; becaufe they breed 
grofs Blood, and corrupt the Chyle. 
All Pulfe is bad, fois Rice, Beans, 
Peafe, Lentils, Melons, Pumpions, 
(Sc. All things that arefeai'oned 
with Vinegar muft be forborn: 
for Hippocrates 3. de ration, viti. 
acut. c. j8. knew long fince, that 
Vinegar was not good for Quar¬ 
tans. On the contrary fomeailow 
of Vinegar in Agues, becaufe it 
cools, and opens Obltrudtions. But 
we judge, that Vinegar ought to 
be forborn, unlefswe will foment 
the caufe of the difeafe. The 
Drinks mult be the belt Wine, 
and medicated alfo. Whey, Bar 
ley-water, and martial Spaws are 
proper. But a Decoition of A- 
grimony efpecially is a great lecret 
in this Ague- 

As for Motion and Rift, we ad- 
vife the Patient to ftir often, to 
ride on Horfe-back and in a 
Coach. 

Sleep znitt'dtching muft be mo¬ 
derate. 

The Excreta and Re tent a muft 
be agreeable to Nature, The Bel¬ 
ly muft be Ibofe, either by Art or 
Nature. The Hemorrhoids muft 
keep their accultomed courfe: for 
they cure Melancholy , according 
to 6. Aph. 11. If they Hop, they 
caufe it. If the Menfes come not 
at the ufual time, they mult be 
procured, otherwifetartareous Hu¬ 
mors arc gathered, and the Acid 
encrcafes. 

The Paffions of the Mind are 
able to produce a Quartan : tor 
fear, grief, fright, watching and 
cares, as they wait the Animal Spi¬ 
rits, and fo occaiion this difeafe, 
mult be avoided. 


Some fay,that Quartanaries may 
be cured with a fudden Fright, as 
by unexpected throwing of cold 
Water, at the fudden light of Ser¬ 
pents , or Mice, or by threatning 
to-ehrow them down a high Preci¬ 
pice. 

§.1 \.?harmaceutick Cure. 

N O W we have done with the 
Dietetick Cure, we will pro¬ 
ceed to the Pharmaceutick Maga¬ 
zine, out of which we may take 
divers Weapons to deftroy this 
Enemy. And we will go firlt to 
the ©altwul. If therefore this 
Ague proceeds from a moreMe- 
lanchohck Humor, then they com¬ 
mend Moiftners and Atteiiuants; 
but if it be any way adult,they ad- 
vife Coolers, which Humors after¬ 
wards they will have to be evacu¬ 
ated by proper Medicines They 
clear the firit Ways by Lenitives 
and Vomits: Afterwards, if Blood 
abound, they open a Vein, and if 
it be thick and black, they let the 
more. When the Blocd is evacu¬ 
ated, they fay, the peccant matter 
muft be prepared and concoCted, 
and the aifpolition to breed bad 
Humors mult be corrected. 

If there is a mixture of Phlegm 
and crude Bile r they give Attenua¬ 
tes and bidders at firlt; Borrage, 
Violets, Maiden-hair, Buglofs, En¬ 
dive, Fumitory, Cichory, Spleen- 
wort lefs and larger. Germander, 
Ground-pine, Agrimony, Car du¬ 
ns Benedi'dus , root of Marih- 
mallow. Liquorice, Polypody, all 
the opening roots. Bark of Tama¬ 
risk, root of Wallnut-trce, Flow¬ 
ers and Seeds of Broom, Agnus 
Caftus , Alh, (Sc. and they make 
divers Medicines of thefe'tliings, as 
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the nature of the peccant Humor 
requires. 

They make their Purges, which 
they give after they have prepared 
the Matter, of Polypody, Mother 
sof Set

of Thyme, leaves of Senna, Root 
of black Hellebore and Lapis La¬ 
zuli. And they have divers Coth- 
politions of them, fuch as Syrupiu 
de pomts Ppgis Sapor, elcftuartum 
diacatbolicon, corfeflio Hamccb , 
fulvis Dtafcnna, Pilula tarta- 
rea, Melanatora, de Lapide La¬ 
zuli, ( 3 c. ©aftn, the day before 
the Fit,gives a Vomit after Supper; 
the next Morning he gives the juice 
or infufion of Wormwood; and 
two hours before the Fit, fome 
Treacle. Their gentler Vomits 
are Juice of Radifli, with Osa¬ 
me l, or a Decodtion of Hyflop 
and Dill-feed. Their ftronger are,.4- 
farum, Hedge-hyflop, Elder,white 
Hellebore Root, &c. 

Then, to difeufs the Reliques of 
the Febrile matter, after Purges 
or Vomits, that is, when the Mat¬ 
ter is conoo&ed; they order Swcatr 
ing Medicines to be given an hour 
or two before the Fit. Galen for 
this purpofc had two Medicines j 
one of Succw Cyrenaicus, and a- 
nothcr of Treacle. To this purpofc 
he alfo commends Root of Gen¬ 
tian, Car dim benedtPlus, See. 

At length, when they have done 
with thefe, they go to Specificks, 
of whofe adting they know not 
how to render any rcafon; fuch as 
Juice of Wormwood, Vervain, root 
of Maftcrwort, Plantain. Some 
crack of one Secret, others of ano¬ 
ther j but none can do what 
they promife. They alfo apply 
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mey promne. 1 ncy alio apply a Lady, who was fo cured by him. 
thuigs to the Wnfts; which we He adds, that this Ague may cafily

T HE 59»ac«a'.iw and u?el- 
tnonttaitf brag of their Se¬ 
crets. For Helmont after he has 
Iaught at all the School-Remedies, 
propounds an univcr&l Febrifuge, 
{■ de Febribw, c. 14. t.j. and alls 
it Pracipnatutn Diapboreticurn 
Paracelfi, or A lercursus Diapbo- 
reticus. Externally Helmont com¬ 
mends a Plaiter made of a 
few Diffolventsand Abfterfives but 
does not give its Defcription. But 

thefe are commonly thought to be 

its Ingredients, as you may fee in 
Grtmbs. 

Take of Wax one Ounce, Sty rax 
Calarmta two drachms, Le- 
danum Liquidnm half an 
Ounce, Afa dulcis, the beft O- 
Itbanum each three drachms.Mix 
them, make a Plaftcr.

For, he fays, the whole Cure con- 
ftlls in changing theDyfcralie of 
the Blood. He fays, all remedies 
are good, which flop the Fit. 

And ,he thinks the Fit may be 
ft opt by giving Vomitsbefore the 
Fit; becaufe Vomits often ftop 
the Febrile Motion of the Blood, 
by railing a Motion contrary to it. 

But; he lays, thofe things are fu- 
reft, which purge not at all, but 
for a time communicate a certain 
Fixation to the Blood, or caufe a 
precipitation of the Febrile Matter. 

He therefore ufes the following 
Method, having firft given a Vomit 
or Purge three hours before the Fit; 
he applies Plafters to the Wrifts, 
and gives fome Ague-Powder in 
generous Wine, and he orders 
the Patient to fweat gently in his 
Bed. He would have this repeated 
feveral times. Above all other 
things he magnifies the ufe of the 
Jefuits Powder , and gives about 
two Drachms in Wine cither (mall 
or ftfong infufed two hours. By 
hot Conftitutionsit may betaken 
indeftilled Water or Whey. 

He alfo examines the Qualities 
of the Bark; and beCaufe it is bit¬ 
ter, he makes no queftionbut the 
fame Virtue may be found in root 
of Gentian, Snake-weed, contra- 
yerva, &c. Far all things that are 
actually bitter, as he lays, have 
an excellent Virtue in cruftung 
the Strength of Preternatural Fer¬ 
ments. He exhorts others alfo to 
enquire out other Simple Medicines.

This therefore is Cur 
Methodjn curing a Quartan: Firft, 
all our intentions ot Cure mutt 
be fo direded, that the preterna¬ 
tural Add in the Chyle, and other 
Ferments communicated to the 
Blood at turns, may be corredcd, 
the Febrile effervefcencc checkt, 
then that the crude Humors coa¬ 
gulated and made vifcid, may 
be cut and made fluid, and be¬ 
ing fo prepared may be carried off 
by convenient ways, and that un¬ 
it me Itrength may be reftored to 
the Blood and Parts Whidi 
tilings when they are duely done, 
there is Hope a Quartan may be 
cured effedually. 

i. Therefore the Body muftbe 
kept loofe, if not of it felf, by a 
Clyfter, or gentle Catharticks, ei¬ 
ther Pills, or the Powder fol¬ 
lowing.

Make Pills Of a Grain in Weight.

Tak* of Jefuits Powder finely 
powdered fix Drachms or an 
Ounce, Salt of Tartar two 
Scruples, Leaves of Worm¬ 
wood , Car dutts benediElm 
each one Pugil, the belt old 
Rhenifh Wine ten Ounces. In- 
ftife them over Night ten hour* 
in a warm place. Then filtre 
it Take four or five Ounces 
of it in the Morning, at four 
a clock in the Afternoon, and 
at Bed time, bn die Intermit¬ 
ting days.

According to Willis two Drachms 
of the Powder may be given in 
Wine two hours before the Fit 
comes. The extract of it or of 
Gentian may be given in Pills on 
the Intermitting days. 

t know not what makes Phy- 
ficians fear a Hedtick Fever 1 fo much 
from the ufe of Jefuits Powder; 
fince a Hedtick comes from a 
Blood or Nutritious Juice, grown 
too fowre, and unfit for aflimula- 
tionto the Parts, and therefore re¬ 
quires Medicines to correct an 
Acid. You need not therefore 
fear it. But if you be overcome 
with Prejudice,you may be often 
giving of Gentian root in lefler Cen¬ 
taury Water before the Fit, and 
now and then interpofe the ufe of 
volatil Spirit of Sal Amtnoniack, 
which I have found excellent in a 
Quartan. In a contumacious 
Quartan the following Powder 
wiB do good. 

Take of Salt of Wormwood, Ar¬ 
canum duplicatum, Crabs-Eyes 

E red, volatil Salt ofHarts- 
Amber each fix Grains, 
Laudanum Opiatum three 
Grains. Mix them for three 
doles. 

Or according to Sylvius his way, 
this or the like Mixture may 
be given to incide the Vifci- 
efity. 


Take of Water of Fenil, Fumi¬ 
tory each one Ounce, Tin¬ 
cture of Cinnamon two 
Drachms, Oyl of Cloves two 
Drops, Spirit of Sal Ammo- 
niack twelve Drops, Syrup of 
Carduus benediftus fix Drachms. 
Mix them. 

One Spoonful of Spirit of 
Wheat, with a little Oyl Olive is 
commended as a prefcnt Remedy 
for a Quartan Ague: Becaufe 
Oyly things imbibe an Acid. 

AJ1 Martial Abforbents are good 
to check the preternatural Acidity 
of the Chyle. Natural or Artifi¬ 
cial Spaw Waters are good, and 
Spirit of Vitriol of Mars maybe 
dropt into ones ufual Drink. Se¬ 
veral commend a Martial Vomit, 
and they fay, that Rtverius his 
Antiquartan was made of Antimo¬ 
ny and Mercury. All Antimo- 
nials and Satumines, both Mine¬ 
rals, Animals, and Vegetables ait 
good. An excellent and fure An¬ 
tiquartan may be made of a certain 
Martial Earth. I have had good 
Succefsfrom this following; 

Take ofCerufsone Drachm, Bole 
Armenick one Scruple, Oyl of 
Cloves ten Drops. Mix mem. 
Make a Powder. Divide it into 
four Dofes. Give one before 
the Fit in fome convenient 
vehicle. 

Take crude Antimony and &lf 
of Tartar each a like Quanti¬ 
ty. Make them run in a Cru¬ 
cible, let the Mafs grow cold. 
You may fafely give a Scruple 
of the Powder. 

All things witij Myrrh in them 
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are good foere, which Matthitlut 
knew, who commends a Drachm 
of Myrrh in Wine of Crete , gi¬ 
ven three times an hour before 
the Fit, and the Patient muft then 
fweat in Bed He writes how he 
cured himfclf ,by this Medicine. 
Comment Xn lib. print.Diojcorsdts , 
cap. 67. Here is a Receipt; 

Take of Myrrh half a Drachm, 
Extradf of Wormwood, Gen¬ 
tian, lefler Centaury, Treacle, 
Carduus beneditfus each one 
Scruple, Oyl of Cloves four 
Drops. With a fufficient Quan¬ 
tify of Eficnce of Worm¬ 
wood make Pills of a Grain 
weight. Give a Scruple . or 
half a Drachm for a Dole. 

Our Antiquartanafy Tindhire 
has been the only Relief feveral 
could find; which I (hall com¬ 
municate to the Curious, becaufe 
of its Excellent Virtues; 

Take of Extrad of Jefuits Pow¬ 
der, Gentian, lefler Centaury 
Carduus benediRus , Treacle 
each one Drachm. Pour to 
them Spirit of Tartar well 
freed from its Water, and Spi¬ 
rit of Sal Ammoniack. Make 
a Tinifture. The Dofe is from 
Thirty to Forty Drops every 
Day; but efpecially before the 
Fit. 

All Abforbents which were 
fhentioned in the Chapter of 
Fevers may be here made ufe of. 
Aluminous Medicines fometimes 
do the whole Bufincfe ; for 
Inftance; 


Take of burnt Alum one Scru¬ 
ple or half a Drachm, Nut¬ 
meg half a Scruple. Mix, and 
give it before the Fit 

Volatil Spirit; are good in 
Quartan Agues, efpecially com¬ 
bined with an Opiate. Soarefixt 
Mercurials. 

We recommend likewife the 
Tin&ure of Lapis Lazuli drawn 
with the urinous Spirit of Sal 
Ammoniack. 

Ttndlure of Saturn with Tat- 
tarifote Spirit of Wine, or Ar¬ 
canum Tartars folut. is of great 
ufe in a Quartan. 

Without doubt all Diureticks 
and Sudorificks are good here, 
as in all Fevers and Agues. 

Out of the Fit all fuch things 
are proper, as reftore Spirits 
to the Blood; remove Acidity from 
the firft ways, and drive it into the 
Blood, and fuch as dilute, Wiicy, 
&c. Crato commends a Dccq- 
eftion of Turnips for a Spcci- 
fick. Hither belong opening 
Infufions of Spjenftick Medicine# 
and Mart. 

Tempering Abfotbents, efpecial- 
ly Marfial ones, as was raid, muft 
here be made ufe of, fuch as Pulvis 
cacbefticus Suercetani, Tin ft ur a 
Mart is, Arcanum Tartari, E- 
lixir Febrile Spiritu Salts Am- 
moniaci paratum, Cbjfus Anti- 
monti Salinus , Tinftura Anti- 
moms Tartarifata, Elixir Album 
Helmontii , Sal Ammoniack mixt 
with Sajt of Tartar is excellent 
good: lor an Antiquartan Spirit 
may be deftilled of theq. 

Five grains of Aurum fulmi r 
nans given in this Ag^c is a Se¬ 
cret. 
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For corroborating the Vifcvra, 
and the Strength, and for the bet¬ 
ter Amendment of the peccant A- 
eidity, mixtures mud be made 
life of, made of temperate Cordial 
Waters, Pearl, Crabs Eyes, an- 
tiheilicum Poteni, Coral, Mo¬ 
ther of Pearl, and fiich like Pre¬ 
parations, that imbibe an Acid, 
being added in due proportion, 
for tafts fake adding a little Sac- 
char urn pcrlatum or rofatvm. 
Here is a Receipt; 

Take of Aqua cmfor'tativa three 
Ounces, Water of Cinnamon 
half an Ounce, Scordium one 
Ounce and an half, prepared 
Pearl (but for the Poor, pre¬ 
pared Crabs-Eyes pr Harts horn) 
one Drachm, Sugar of Pearl, 
as much as will make it grate- 
fpl. 

For which end, divers Eledhia- 
ries. Conferees, Preferves, &c. 
.may be made. For when a Quar¬ 
tan is gone we muff not then 
prefently leave off Medicines; but 
we muff infill upon Martial, bit¬ 
ter, and other aperient, diuretick, 
faline, antifcorbutick and fple- 
netick Medicines. Spaw Waters 
will be good. So Whey drunk 
for a time with juice of Fumito¬ 
ry and Brook-lime is a generous 
Remedy. 

It were tedious to mention 
all Medicines w hich might do good: 
We (hall therefore proceed to 
fextemals. Nettle Roots, accor¬ 
ding to Crato , applied to the 
Wriffs, do good. Healfo com¬ 
mends an Epithem of Spirit of 
JiFine, applied to the Stomach. 

AnHets,- according to the re¬ 
ceived Cuftqm jjmong the People, 


fome of them are more fuper- 
ftitious than wholfom , others 
are not fo fupcrftitious but more 
wholefom. 

Tralhanus hangs a live Beetle 
tied faff in a yellow linen Cloth, 
about the Neck. 

He commends alfo a green 
Lizard; the Nails of the Patient, 
and the Hairs of a Goats 
Beard. 

PLuerus above others com¬ 
mends fqme Amulets as cer¬ 
tain, namely, a Spider hung a- 
bout the Neck in a Hazel Nut, 
to wear a jafper or Snail Stone, 
or to hold a Mole in ones hand 
till it dyes. 

Rpndelctiu: orders Leaves of 
Sage, Elder-, Doves-foot, Rue, 
each half a handful, Marigold 
one Pugil, bruifed with a little 
Salt and Wine, to be tied to 
the Wriffs, before the Fit, 
when Signs of Codioii ap¬ 
pear. 

Some affirm, that after boyling 
of an Egg for fome hours in 
a Quartanary Pcr'on’s Urine, 
then pricking it full of holes, 
and putting it in an Ants 
hill, the Ague ceafes 

Crato Epijl. mcd.Scholt 113. 
relates this following PaiTage. 
Simon the Baker's Son liad been 
ill three years of a Quartan; 
and he told me, he had ufed 
fevcral Remedies, but this on¬ 
ly did him good- He took 
Aqua Vit£, and wet a Tench 
firft, and applied it to his Sto¬ 
mach, when the Quartan was 
coining. \ Tench u fplit in 
the middle, and applied to the 
Soles of the Feet in Agiies , as 
an excellent Remedy.

CHAP. X. 

Of Symptomatkk Fevers *nd Agues. 


§• 1. 

■\ 7 Hereas divers Symp- 

V V toms attend thefe 
Fevers and Agues, which we have 
been treating of, the famous 
Sylvius has given the Fevers and 
Agues their Names from the moft 
urgent Symptom. 

They are either Chill, Bitr- 
ningJL\>i$x,FaJlidious or Alfodes, 
Thtrfty, Hungry, Cardiack ,., Grip¬ 
ing, Swooning, Choaktng, AJils- 
matick,, Coughing , Arthriticl(_. 
Mad, Emetic 1 ^, Cacatory or 
Cathartick_, , Sweating or E- 
lodes, PtJJing, Spitting, or Odon¬ 
talgic!^ 

That Fever or Ague is called 
Chill, wherein no Heat is obferved, 
but only troublefome Cold, a- 
rifing from a {harp, vifcid Add, 
vellicating the Membranes and 
Fibres. 

That is called Burning, 
which no Cold, but only a 
little Shivering precedes, and a 
moft violent Heat follows, a- 
rifing from lharp, fulphureous 
Particles. 

In an Epiala , both Cold 
and Heat appear in a violent De¬ 
gree. 

The Ihirfiy is fo called from 


the violent, unquenchable Thirft; 
as the Hungry is from Bnfatia- 
ble Hunger, even in the time of 
the Fit. The Fajiiditus from 
the Lofs of Appetite. The Car- 
diack ., from the unfpeakable 
Pain, or Heart-bum about the 
mouth of the Stomach. 

The Griping is fo called from 
the Colick, that attends it, a- 
rifing generally from a Diftur- 
bance in the Blood, and an acid 
Raging about the Nervous parts 
of the Mefentw-y, and rending and 
tearing the Fibres, 

The Swooning is fo called 
from Swooning, which is cau- 
fed by a great Difturbance in 
the Blood, and other Caufes, 
which- Ihall be hereafter mention¬ 
ed. 

The Choakjng Fever is fo cal¬ 
led from the urgent Symptom, 
when a Man feems to be choak- 
ed by an auftere Juice, carried 
to the Oefophagus, Trachea, or 
Lungs. It is called Adhmatick ,:, 
when ufually vifcid Phlegm op- 
preffes the Stomach. 

A Coughing Fever is attended 
by a Cough, which is caufed u- 
fually by the Acrimony of the 
Fever. 

Arthritick. Fevers have a vio¬ 
lent Pain in all the Limbs and 
Jointf 
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joynts attending (hem. 

A Mad Fever is attended by 
a Delirium , which is caufed by 
the dilturbed Mixtion of the 
Blood, and a Diiturbance in the 
animal Spirits enfuing thereon 

It is called an Emetic^ Fever 
■wherein there are enormous Vo¬ 
mitings prbduced generally by 
a Spafmodick Contraction of the 
Stomach. 

A Cacatory Fever is attended 
with a Loofnefs, caufed by a 
volatil and over (harp Bile. 

A Sweating Fever is called 
Elodes or Marjhy: becaufc Pa¬ 
tients perpetually fwim in Sweat. 
Some call it Carifus Sfurius, or 
the Sweating Sickpcjs. It was 
Endemick in England. Some 
call it Febris Colliqitattva. 

A Piffmg Fever is attended by 
a Diabetes. 

A Spitting Fever has a great 
Salivation attending it. Some 
call it Salivary. It comes from 
difaftedfed Glands. 

An Odtmtalgicb Fever is atten¬ 
ded by the Tooth-ach. 

§. x. Part affetled.

§. 3. Diagnoftick. 

S ince thefc Fevers may eafily 
be known by the concomi¬ 
tant and urgent Symptom,it would 
not be worth the while to fay any 
more of the Diagnofticks.

§. 4. Caufe. 

T hen wc know a thing, 
fays slriftotle, when we 
know its Caufe, wherefore that 
we may come to the exadt know¬ 
ledge of Symptomatick Fevers, 
we will fearch their Caufes. 

Caufe of a Chill Fever. 

T H E Sncfcnte reckoned the 
Caufe of a Chill Fever to 
be tough and cold Phlegm. 

Unu will have it to be, theP.in- 
crcatick Juice, with abundance 
of vifeid Phlegm, the Bile being 
Chill. Belmont fay S , That on¬ 
ly the /Ircbaus is tire efficient 
Caufe of Cold. But CMC fay, That 
in thefe Fevers there are fharp 
and vifeid Particles, which by 
fticking fall: to the Memlrr.ir.es 
and Fibres all over the Body, 
and vellicating them with their 
Acrimony, caufe Cold and Shi¬ 
vering, as the Soul judges; be- 
caufe it never obferved fuch a 
Motion proceed from any thing 
but from Cold. 

§. 5. Caufe of a Bur¬ 
ning Fever. 

T he old 0»umna thought 
Bile and inflamed Blood 
was the Caufe. of a; burning Fe¬ 
ver. The and OSMUs 

think it is, fulphureous Particles 
that kindle the Blood. But ac¬ 
cording to 'feXlWus the Caufe if 
a Pancreatick Juice not fharp, 
little Phlegm aid not vifcid, but 
abundance of fharp , oyly Bile, 
reckon the Proximate Caufe

T HE GalWtlW make the 
Caufe of an F.pittla, where¬ 
in Patients arc violently hot, and 
violently cold at the lame time, 
to be fometimes Phlegm and 
fometimes Bile; for from pu- 
, trid Phlegm and Bile they de¬ 
rive Heat ; and from imputrid 
Phlegm exce.Tivc Cold.

duces a Senfe. fometimes of Heat, 
fometimes of Cold. So likewifc 
thefe (harp Particles get predomi¬ 
nance in the Stomach, and caufe 
an Aflbdcs , or Vomiting Fever. 
Thefe Particles alfo often get into 
the Folds of the Stomach and 
by corrugating it, andfpafmodi- 
cally contracting the Fibres -of 
the gall Bladder, marr its Juice, 
by pouring out the Bile; wherc- 
U|X)n they are taken with a Vo¬ 
miting Condition. And this Vcl- 
Iication proceeds from a perverfe 
Motion of the animal Spirits, 
which being Difordered are apt to 
caufe ConvulfionJ. So €■? t».u« 
fays, That in this Fever volatil and 
(harp Bile riles to the Stomach, 
and thereby caufes Vomiting. 
OOttUf* thinks this cruel Vomiting 
is c lufed, when Fermentative Seeds,

tlie one concurrs with the Cold 
of tire other. But we think that 
in fuch a Fever (if there be any 
fuch) there are unequal Difpoh-

hot Particle* arc carried to the 
Habit of the Body, Heat is pro¬ 
duced there; but if they are 
otherwife figured and propor¬ 
tioned , they feem to produce 
Cold. For often there is a Fal¬ 
lacy in the Senfe, becaufe the 


the Coats of the Stomach, 
every appulfc of Blood, and 
caufc Vomiting; juft as if one 
had fwallowed Particles of Sti¬ 
bium.

Fevers. 

T TCIinont fays, the Caufe of 
JM Hungry Fevers proceeds 
from the Spleen. •jlWW blames 
the Pancreatick Juice,grown fowre, 
by Reafon of its Stagnation. We 
derive Hunger from any preter¬ 
natural Acid, which kindly affe&s 
the Fibres of the Nerves in the 
Mouth of the Stomach. 

9. Caufe of a Fever 
with the Heart-burn . 

T H E fcaUnta* lay the 
Blame of a Cardiacal Fe¬ 
ver upon the four Humors; but 
efpecially upon vitious Bile, car¬ 
ried to the Mouth of the Stomach. 
With |?tlmont corrofive Salts, 
which fret the Stomach, are the 
Caufe. With WWM it is the 
Pancreatick juice, ©-own fowre 
by Stagnation, efpecially if lharp 
Bile do concurr. 20tt alfo do 
bl^mc in this Cafe, lharp, liiline 
Particles, difeharged by the Mafs 
of Blood, or Lymphatick Veflels 1 
upon the Orifice of the Jjtomach, 
which there pierce and rend the 
Fibres and lo caufe the Heart- 
bum. 


§. 10. Caufe of the grip* 
ing Fever. 

-J’ H E ©aUmflsf, after their u- 
fual way, derive the Giufe 
of a griping Fever from the four 
Humors, feparated upon fomo 
Occalion or other in the Guts; 
or from Wind that diftends the 
Guts and the Belly. Wtlmont 
fays it proceeds from an Acid. 
, S>rU«u* f a y s> t j ie caufe is the 
Pancreatick Juice, being too fowre 
or aultere; or Wind. SSttUtl 
thinks, that neither yellow nor 
green Choler is the Caufe, but 
that the Nervous Liquor is in 
fault, which (ticks in the Mefente- 
ry and its Folds, ferments there, 
and caufes Gripes and Torture 
and Convullions in fcveral Mem¬ 
branous parts, or Pains all o- 
ver. We reckon thefe Colical 
Fevers arife, when a Foreign 
Acid, bred by the difturbed Mix¬ 
tion of the Blood, forfaking 
the Mali ofBIood, is poured into 
the Membranous Senlible parts 
of the Mcfentery, and by Stag¬ 
nation becomes as it were oprrolive, 
fo frets the Fibres and caufes 
convullions in the Guts, and 
fometimes continues them to other 
Parts. ' 

§. 11. Caufe of a Swooning 
Fever. 

THE old ®*lt«ia< f ay> the 
1 Caufe of a Swooning Fever 
is Defedt of animal Spirits, ari- 
ling from a various Dilpofitioq 
of Humors, tpclmont thinks, it 
is fame narcotick, difperfivc Poi- 
fon 
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fon that raifes a Syncope in the 
upper Orifice of the Stomach, 
and takes away Senfe and Motion. 
OStUlU makes the Caufe to lie 
in a vapid and dead Mafs of Blood. 
According tohimalfo fuch Fevers 
may arife, when the Blood fer¬ 
ments too much, and when it's 
Sulphureous Particles are too 
much dillolved. So the Stoppage 
of the bifiux ef Animal Spirits 
may produce one of thefc Fevers. 
According to the Caufe 

is the Pancseatick Juice, that has 
acquired an Acidity more volatil 
than (harp, which coagulates the 
Blood. The Cirttflau* derive it 
from the Extin&ion of the vital 
Flame for a time. It is ®«t Opi¬ 
nion, that bclides the dilturbcd 
Mixtion of the Blood, the Blood 
does cither (tagnate in the Heart 
or at lead is coagulated , where¬ 
upon its Motion ceafesfora time., 
And this may be Caufed by divers 
Acids, fome way or other got into 
the Blood. Nor do we exclude the 
Influx of the animal Spirits to the 
Heart, being either Itopt or dimini- 
(hed So if there be a Swooning with¬ 
out a groffneft of Blood, it argues 
the Athereal Matter then introdu¬ 
ced into the Blood,is quite ditlerent 
from the Athercal Matter whidi 
is ordinarily inixt with it. And 
oftentimes a grofe acid Phlegm 
lies about the mouth of the Sto¬ 
mach, and caules Naufeoufnefr, 
Heart burn, and fometimes Swoo¬ 
ning, which muft be diltinguilh- 
cd from a true Swooning: for 
in the former cafe, the Spirits 
are only^pprcfled, and all the 
Symptoms may be removed by 
one Vomit; but in a true Swoon¬ 
ing the Patient mult he recovered 
by Cordials, 
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§. ii. Caufe of choaking 

Fevers. 

T he ©fltnttti derive Choak¬ 
ing Fevers from grofr 
Phlegm, befetting the Bronchia^ 
and 1 ticking in the firft Ways. 

blames auftere Vapors 
riling to the Gullet, Heart, and 
Lungs, and Wind. Mt think, 
if there be an Oppreflion at the 
Heart, it is a Sign the Sto¬ 
mach is befet with thick Phlegm; 
or that its Membranes are clogg’d 
with it. Nor do we exclude 
aultere Vapors riling to the 
Throat. 

13. Caufe of AJlhma - 
tick Fevers.

But t?tluwat places it 
in the Stomach, and blames mu¬ 
cilaginous Matter gathered there.

be a vifeid Phlegm dillolved by

Para- 
Crlfus holds, that a cough proceeds 
from Tartar,or a diflolved mucilage 
in Fevers So tyelmont makes it 
to come from a lalt Excrement 
fcprated by Fevers According 
to ©anil*, a Cough is an Irrita¬ 
tion of the Nerves or Fibres of the 

i uugs by any thing Heterogeneous. 

bviutwi hiakes the Caufe to be, 
(harp Exhalations and Vapors 
Carried to the Lungs, and pro¬ 
voking them to cough Carita 
blames fhhrp Particles coming 
from tli« Mafs of Blood, which 
telficate the Afpera Jrreria and 
Lungs, and (bcaule a Cough. We 
think, the Caufe of this Fever 
« foreign Stilts, or (harp vif-

lay the Fault on any lixivial 
Feculences, which are apt to 
corrode the Membranous and 
Nervous parts, the Ligaments, or 
the Pertofteum ; which Feculen¬ 
ces are, at the time of the Fe¬ 
ver tit, precipitated to the Joynts, 
and there produce a throbbing or 
gnawing Pain.

Fever. 

-THE ©aUntrt* make the Caufe 
of a Mad Fever to be. Blood

§. 18. Caufe of a Sweat¬ 
ing Fever. 

•THE Caufc of a Sweating F*s 
1 ver, according to the Ancients, 
is a Fufron and Colliquation of 
the Humors. According to 
utufl it is a Pancreatick Juice more 
volatil than (harp. According to 
WftUU tlie Caufc of this Dileafe 
confifls hi a Dyfcrafy and Debility 
of Blood, inafmucli namely as its 
Liquor, like fowreMilk, is conti¬ 
nually apt to run to Whey, and 
then its ov>n Seroiity, and any othe* 
Humors that arc mist therewithal 
(inecthey cannot be aiftmulated, 
are iwcfently voided ; and b?cauft 
the Pores of the Skin are very Ch. 
pen, they are difeharged rather 
by Sweat than any other Way, 
And the Reafon why the Blood is (a 
difpofed to Fufron, lies in tho 
Predominance of a fluid Salt, or 
an Acid in its Mafs, and fometimes 
in a degenerate nervous Juice. 

Caufc is, an over high Circuit 
tion and Fermentation of the 
Blood, which, as it were, melt 
the Blood. Urine and Sweat *» 
grcc in fereral Regards. The 
SupprellioQ of the one encreafcs 
the Difcharge of the other. Now 
the Reafon why the Urine is 
ltopt, is becauie the Nerves of 
the Reins are too much ftraitned, 
and hereupon their Fibres arc 
corrugated, and the tranfcolato- 
ry On ces are (hut, which 
Spa fin, w hen it abates, all is in 
due order again But if tbcfc 
tranfcolatory Orifice* lie too open. 
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either,becaufe abundance of Serum 
is feparated from the Blood, and 
precipitated to the Kidneys; or be¬ 
caufe die Veflels, running through 
the Omentum , are too wide, fo 
that potulent Matter may pafs 
that way to the Bladder, then a 
Diabetick Fever may eafily be 
produced. 

§. 19. Caufe of Spitting 
Fevers. 

T-HE Ancients in Spitting Fevers 
x blame almoft all Parts of 
the Body; but efpecially the 
Spleen. •*!*»«* fays, the Caufe 
is, a Pancrcatick Juice, fo cor¬ 
rupt, that it Hows in abundance 
to die falival Glands. 3 do not 
at all doubt, but in thefe Spit¬ 
ting Fevers die Glands are aflexfted. 
For we fee in Children, that are 
troubled widi Driveling, how 
hard the Glands are all about the 
Neck; therefore the falival Glands 
receive all the ferous Superfluities; 
becaufe the reft are obftrudtcd, 
and cannot. 

§. 20. Caufe of a Fever 
with the Tooth-ach. 

I Think, the Caufe of an Odontal- 
gick Fever is an Arid,(bmetimcs 
very fmall inQuantity,which pricks, 
corrodes, and painfully irritates the 
nervous and fibrous Root of a 
Tooth. For in a (hort time not on¬ 
ly that fide of die Face and Tem¬ 
ples; but the whole Head akes, 
a mnnifelt Sign of the Spafm of 
the Fibres. Then arifes an inflam¬ 
matory or cedematous Swelling, 
with a copious Flux of limpid 


Spittle, fqueezed by the pertina¬ 
cious Contraction of the nervous 
Fibres immediately out of the 
Glands, and mediately out of the 
Blood-Velfels. 

§. 21 .TrognoJUck and 
Cure. 

A S to the Prognoftick and 
Diet, they may eafily be 
gathered from whafc has preceeded. 
We (hall not therefore ufe tedious 
Repetitions but proceed to a fuc- 
cind Cure;and firft eft’all,of a Chill 
Fever. 

§. 22. Cure of a Chill

in all Ages, and at all times, fub- 
jccfed the Female Sex , be they 
Maids, Wives or Widows. The 
time of their going with Child is 
of dubious Events but their Child¬ 
bearing turns the Odds into the 
dangerous Scale. Nay , Riveriut 
reckons up above fix hundred Di¬ 
feafes of the Womb. And certainly 
the Womb is theoceafion of infinite 
Maladiesand inconceivable Trouble 
to Women Confidcr, I pray you 
the Ails that attend the tender and 
foft Bodies of Woman kind, which 
often invert, if not totally evert 
their Stru&ure, and how, while 
they efdiew one mifehief, they in- 
curr a greater. In the time of their 
Virginity the Poor Wretches can 
tell you, how the Wain, Full, and 


Change of the Moon afftidt them. 
And when Married, wllat Trouble 
are they riot Liable to * When they 
are Breeding, they fometimes long 
for ftrange things, and fometimes 
loath whatever is fet before them : 
fometimes their Stomach is fpal- 
inodically aftwfted, and then they 
are forced to Vomit either all Day, 
or at fome certain hours. Towards 
the latter end of their time, when 
tlje Child’s Motion is pretty ftrong, 
they are fenfible of Cruel Pains; and 
if the Child feek to enlarge it felfi 
and make its exit, how violent is 
their Pain ? But when the Child 
is near the Birth, what Torture does 
the Mother not fuffer J The Scrip* 
tures make it fo exquifite, that no 
Pain can furpafi this. And when 
this is over, and the Childbed- 
purgations come, upon what a Rack 
do they put Women? Certainly 
Helmont's faying is nolefs learned 
than true ,'!hat alVoman underlet 
every Difixfe twice. 

A Woman’, 
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A Woman’s condition is mifera- 
ble, compared with Man’s ; be¬ 
cause (he is not only Obnoxious to 
tbofe many Calamities, which the 
make of her Body, being the fame 
with that of Man's, fubje&s her to j 
but (he muft contend with her pe¬ 
culiar Misfortunes and Miferies, in 
regard of her Womb, which is 
gaov in ap Animal in an Ani¬ 
mal. But I have long queftioned, 
whether all thefe tilings are Me¬ 
chanically performed in the Womb 
itfelf, and whether all thefe Ails cah 
be raifed by the foie Ferment of the 
Womb. However I (hall treat of 
this in its proper place. 

Flrft of all there prefent them- 
fclves, Wind, Dropfie, and falling 
down of the Womb. 

The Wind and Dropfie of the 
Womb oftentimes deceive the Pliy- 
lidan; yea, and Patients themfelves, 
they Dreaming of nothing but be¬ 
ing withChild. Therefore the Phy- 
fician muft needs be careful in his 
diftin&ion, that he miftake not 
Wind, or the Dropfie in the Belly, 
for Wind in the Womb; or Wind 
in the Womb for Wind in the Belly; 
but much more let him be care- 
full, that Jie miftake it not for being 
with Child. 

§. a. Difference. 

C Welling or Wind in the Womb 
^ (which is produced only by 
Wind preternaturally detained in 
the Womb) differs from being 
with Child, becaufe in a Swelling 
a Decreafe and Increafe may be ob- 
ferved; in being with Child the 
Belly always Increafes by degrees; 
befides there is ufually Milk in the 
* Breads: And it differs from Wind 
in the Belly; becaufe, when it is in 


Of Wind, Dropfie , 


the Belly, a rumbling may be per- 
c.-ived all the Belly orejr. 

§. 3. Defcription of the 
Dropfie in the Womb. 

Hr HE Dropfie of the Womb is 
a watry gathering, fometima 
in the fubftance of the Womb.fotne- 
times between its Membranes, rare¬ 
ly in its Cavity; and fometimes in 
the Tefticles, out of which I have 
often feen three quarts of Limpid 
Water taken. 

§. 4. Defcription of the 
Falling down of the Womb. 

'"THE Falling down of the Womb 
is falfely fo called; fince it is 
rather the extenfion of the inner and 
rugous vagina beyond its Seat and 
Place, within which according to 
nature it (hould be contained; 
for the following Arguments e- 
vince, that die Womb it fclf can¬ 
not fal| down; becaufe the Strength 
of the Ligaments, by which the 
Womb is faftened to the adjoyning 
parts, cannot be feparated by the 
greatclt Violence; and the (hort- 
nefs of them, being not a Span long, 
will not fuffer the Womb to turn 
out at its inner Neck: Therefore 
the Falling down of the Womb, 
which is vulgarly fo called, is only 
the falling down of the Vagina: For 
if the Womb it fclf fall down, it 
could not fo eafily be replaced, as 
we find it is. Yea, I diflciftcd a 
Woman, who had a Falling dowq 
of the Womb, and though it feem- 
cd, as if die whole Womb had been 
fallen down, yet it was faft to the 
Ligaments, And the Famous Van 
Mehem, 
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Afflux of Blood may be known by 
the Signs of a Plethora , and the. 
ltoppage or excefs of the Menftrua\ 
and fo may a Serous or Pituitous 
Humor. 


Mcckfrn, a Surgeon at Amfler- 
dam, obfervcd it, as well as I. 

f. Signs. 


A S for the Diagnoftick of 
Droplie or Inflation, it is 
very difficult and obfcure, becaufe 
when the Womb is afflided with 
any cold humours, it ufually fullers 
"the fame Symptoms and Signs; yea, 
this Difcafe is very difficult to be 
diftinguifhed from Impregnation. 
But you may cafily attain the Dia¬ 
gnoftick, ifyou obferve the Prece 
dent cades, and the particularSym- 
ptoms of this Difcafe, and the adju- 
vantia and Ixdentia. The uuial 
Symptoms are a Swelling gradual¬ 
ly encreafing. and continuing too 
long time without any fenfe of 
Motion or Life, to be a Conception, 
a Weight alfo about thefe Parts, 
and fometimes a Fluctuation, with 
a fenfe of Cold or Pain; there is a 
waiting of the upper parts, fits of 
the Mother, and a ftippreilion of 
the Men r es : but there is fome Se¬ 
rous or Pituitous Excretion,when an 
humour is gathered in the Cavity of 
the Womb; art! if there be Wind, 
you may know it by the puffing up 
and rumbling in it. The Famous 
Sebt^iut has a Hiftory of a Wo 
man at Strasbourg, tliat had a 
Swollen Belly for above ten years, 
who had both a Droplie, and a Mo/a 
carnoja in her Womb. 

§. 6 . 

T HE Signs of the Falling down 
of the Wo nb, are evident of 
themfelves, and told by the Patient. 
The Signs alfo of the Caufes are ea- 
fily known, if a Phyfician look but 
about him, as he ought; lor an 


7. Caufes of Inflati¬ 
on and Dropfie in the 
Womb. 

T Hefe Difeafes have the fame 
caufes in a manner , as the 
Tympany and Abates have, which 
you may fee in the Third Book. For 
here is a particular extravafation of 
the Lymp)a,mA a Concentration of 
Wind. We doubt not therefore, but 
there is an acid Phlegm lodged in 
the Womb, and rarer.ed into Wind, 
fo that it cannot do its Office. But 
if in'tead of Wind there be a Vifcid 
and thick Lympha,at\& if there were 
formerly an Obttrudion or Coin- 
prellion of the Lymphatick Vellels, 
the Lympha mult needs ftagnate 
and breed a Droplie. 

The Procataritick Caufes are Re¬ 
frigeration of the Genital Parts after 
Childbed or the Menfes, or Cold 
taken in the Hands or Feet, before 
the time of theMenftsrsf dabling in 
cold Water, or the abufe of Cooling 
and Repellent Medicines in infla¬ 
tion of the Womb. Alfo acid, wa- 
try , grofs and vifeous Seed often 
caufes thefe Diftcmpers. Hither alfo 
may be reckoned too much fmall 
Drink, much Sleeping, an idle and 
fedentary Life, ffuch as a Woman’s 
generally is,) Trouble of Mind, 
Sorrow,. Care, and fuch things as 
that Sex lay to heart; Excretions 
alfo, both llniverfal, and Particular 
of the Womb fupprelfed, and 
mifehances by a bloyv, fall, inflam¬ 
mation. 
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rfiation, Contnfion, Seirrhus, Ul¬ 
cers, and fuch like cafe*. 

§. 8. Caufes of the Falling 
down of the Womb. 

T HE Caufes of the Falling 
down of the Womb areeither 
Internal or External; the Internal 
are the Relaxation and Emollition 
of the rugous Coat in the vagina 
uteri by an Afflux of Blood, Serum, 
of fome other humors. So likewife 
the internal Parts may be corroded 
by the Acrimony of the Humors, 
that flow thitlier, and fo a Proci : 
dencemay becaUfcd. Thefe Parts 
alfo may be tom or dilated by afaH, 
an Ulcer, difficult Travail; or an 
unskilful Midwife. 

The External Caufes are feveral, 
an over Cold and Moilt Air, Bath¬ 
ing, Oyntments, Cataplafms, and 
Emollient and Cooling things, too'* 
much Drinking of Water, Slippery 
Diet, Diureticks and Menagogues 
given in over great Quantity, ix- 
ceffive andunleafonable Sleep, e- 
fpecially in moift and cold places 
too violent exercife oft lie Body, ei¬ 
ther Walking, Travelling a Foot, 
Dancing, Riding, Coughing, Sneez¬ 
ing, or Vomiting, (Sc. Sudden 
PaliionsoftheMind contribute their 
Share, efpecially Anger, Grief,Care, 
tic. Excretions either fupprelfed 
or immoderate, as the fupprelfian 
of the Menftru.i , their excel! ive 
Flux, the Flux. of the Lochia, or 
the Whites, Coftivenefs, Loofnefs, 
Dyfentery, tenefinus, exce'liveVe- 
nery. And fo this Difeafe may ca-- 
fily be produced by a Blow, a Fall, 
Contuuon, Ulcer, by the Midwife's 
drawing away .of the. Child or the 
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Secundine violently, a Mo!a, a dead 

Child, &e. 

§. 9 . Prognojlich 

N OW we have done with 
the Caufes, we will proceed 
to the Prognoliick. The Infla¬ 
tion and Droplieof the Womb are 
difficult to cure, as all other 
Dropfies are ; and by rcafon of their 
grievous Symptoms often prove 
Mort.il/uchasInflammations.Ulcers, 
Scirrbi and Cancers, which follow 
poor Women to their Graves. 

The Falling down of the Womb 
is of it felf no dangerous Dileafe; 
but by accident it may prove Ha¬ 
zardous, efpecially if an InHamcn** 
tion, Ulcer, Gangrene or Mortifi¬ 
cation fupervene; or if the Supprel- 
fion of the Menfct, Fits of the Mo¬ 
ther, Pain, Fever or Convullion fol¬ 
low, (Sc. This Difeale, becaule i* 
is ufually of long continuance, is 
called Chronical, and is difficult to 
.be cured, efpecially if the Proci- 
dencc be great and inveterate, or 
produced by a violent caufe in a 
Body, that is Cache&jck or wcuk- 
ned by other Difeafes. 

§. 10. Cure of Wind and 
Dr op fie of the Womb. 

T His thing being premifed as 
| to Theory, we will proceed 
to Practice, y^indand Droplieof 
the Womb require a D.et, that is 
heating, drying , aperient and car¬ 
minative or ditcutient. When this 
is done. Humors, efpecially the Se¬ 
rous, mull be correded and eva¬ 
cuated ; and if there be Wind, it 
mult be difeuifed. 


We 





We may proceed therefore firft 
with inciding, attenuating, open¬ 
ing, and difcutient Medicines; to 


■wit, Decodlioos of the opening 
roots, of Wood of Guajacum, SaJJa- 
fras, China , SarfapanUa, which 
are Sudorificks, and fo expel the 
Serum. Thefe things alfo are good; 
Wormwood, Ieffor Centaury, Sol- 
danella , middle rind of Elder, Bay- 
Berriesjuniper-Berries, Nettle-Seed, 
adding uterine things, Rofemarry, 
Majoran, Penny-Royal, Mug wort, 
&c. Therefore this following Spi¬ 
rituous and Aromatick Liquor will 
be proper, to keep all quiet; 

Take ofWater of Rofemary,Penny- 
Royal, Mugwort each one Ounce 
ana an hair, aqua byjlerica one 
Ounce, prepared Crabs Eyes/ar- 
tarum vitriolatum each half a 
Drachm, Oyl of Salt eight Drops, 
fpirit of Elder half an Ounce, Sy¬ 
rup of the five opening roots one 
Ounce. fijix them. 

Here alfo are proper all Carmina¬ 
tive volatil Oyly Salts, things that 
move the Mev/cs moderately, 
Gums, Myrrh, Caftor, and all 
Martial and Cordial Medicines Thefe 
things premifed, all Hydragogucs 
are proper: for inltancc; 
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Elder , Dwarf Elder, Juniper and 
Bayes are good, efpecially in Wind 
of the Womb; 


Take of Rpb of Elder two Drachms, 
extratlum carminativum one 
Scruple, Refin bfjalap fix Grains, 
Oyl of Anifeeds one Grain. Mix 
them. Make a Bolus. 

Juice of Briony root collected 
and given our way, affords great re¬ 
lief. When things are thus prepa¬ 
red, we mull endeavour to difcufs 
the Humor by Sudorificks and Diu- 
rcticks; 

Take of Spirit of Tartar, SalTafras 
each one Scruple, nitre dulcified 
fifteen Grains, antimonuim dia- 
fboreticum one Scruple, Water of 
Penny-Royal carduus benedicius 
each one Ounce and an half. Mix 
themforaDofe. 

Such Diurcticks are alfo good, 
as we have recommended in the 
Dropfie; andfuch Platters and dif- 
cuticnt Cataplafins, as we have there 
prefcribed, adding alwaysVolatil or 
fixt Salts, or fucn things as abound 
with them , Lungs of Animals and 
Oyly and Aromatick things.Peflarie% 
Baths and Fumes may be here fuc- 
ccfs fully ufed. Pharamundus Rume-

Di¬ 
vers Carminative Externals may be 
ufed, Fomentations, Cataplalms, 
(3c. You may fee die Medicines for 
a Tympany. Sometimes they may 
be mixt with Hyfterick Specificks. 
A Bag may be made of Millet with 
Uterine and Carminative Herbs; and 
internally Carminatives may be 
mixt with Purgers. Glauber has 
an excellent way of getting the Im¬ 
purities andWind out of the Womb, 
by a peculiar inflrument: He puts 
in Salt of Tartar, and Sal Ammo • 
nhek, or the fume of them, that 
it may the better reach the Womb. 
Since there is fcldom an inflation 
of the Womb, without extravafated 
Serum , therefore Hydragogues 
mull be mixt with Carminatives. 

§. xi. Cure of Falling down 
of the Womb. 

T HE Cure of die Falling down 
of the vagina uteri is two fold; 
True and Palliative; and both of 
diem have three Indications: i. To 
remove all things that impede the 
replacing of the vagina uteri ; fuch 
as Inflammation, Tumor, Gangrene, 
Ulcer, Excoriation, Coltivencrs, 
Stoppage of Urine, the Mcnfes ei¬ 
ther fupprefled or too fluid. If 
then there be Wind or Excrements 


may be given. 

Take of the Ingredients for the 
Carminative and Emollient De¬ 
coctions each one handful, Flow¬ 
ers of Bays half an handful, 
Seeds of Cumin, Caraway each 
two Drachms. Boyl them in a 
fufficient quantity of Com non 
Water. In eight Ounces oftbe 
CoLiture, diflolveof FJeduim 
lemtivum , de bacc.s lauri each 
three Drachms, one Yolk of an 
Egg. Make a Clyilcr. 

i. Then let die part, that is fallen 
down and extended, be put up »• 
gain into its place, but hrlt let it 
be walked with foine abltergdtf 
or gently aftringent Decoding or 
let it be anoynted; yet then time 
muff be noin 1amination,/->r/fyefo, 
nor Gangrene. And fudi a Fomen¬ 
tation may be ufed ; 

Take of leaves of Oak, Medlar, 
Plantain each one handful, root 
of Tormentil , Billort each oae 
Ounce, Alum half an Ounce. 
Shred them, put them in a Bag, 
boyl them in Wine, and apply 
them as tlicy ought, to the part. 

A Powder may alfo be (Irewed 
upon it, made of Confolidantsmd 
Aftringcnts, fuch as Frankincmfe, 
Myrrh, Maltich, Sarcocoila , red 
Rofes, and Juice of Hyptcips. 
But above all diingswe mult take 
care, when it is replaced, to keep 
it in its place, and knit it to the ad- 
joy ning parts. To which end the 
following DecoCtion will be pro¬ 
per; 


Take , 
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Take of Rupture wort one handful 
and an half,Flowers of red Rofes, 
leaves of Mug wort. Motherwort, 
each half an handful, Root of 
Plantain, Bidort each one Ounce, 
boyl them in red Wine or Smith’s 
Water, and foment or wafh the 
vagina with it 

Then ufe this or fome fuch like 
Liniment} 

Take of Vnguentum Comitijfe 
fix DrachmS, Crocus Man is 
aftrtngens two Drachms, Pow¬ 
der of Maftich half a Drachm, 
Oyl of Myrtles, what is fufficient 
for a Liniment. 

Then drew on fome of the fore- 
laid Powder, and fet your felf to 
the reduction of it, which you may 
bed do, by placing the Womauon 
a Table, or in a Bed, fo that her 
Head may be low, and put it gent¬ 
ly into its former place, either with 
your hand alone, or with warm 
Cloths. Let the Patient draw in 
her Breath. And when the part is 
put into its former place, care mud 
be taken to faden it inwardly, for 
which end divers Platters may be

Then the Symptoms, as there 
fhallbeoccafion, mud be abated. 

Peflaries alfo made of Adringents 
are good : But before thefeandall 
other things fome prefer fumes of a 
Salt Eel’s skin, Hypocvdis, dried 
Cow’s Dung, Alum, Musk, Aca¬ 
cia. A Clew of Hempen Yam may 
be applycd with Wax; and a(hcs 
of Beetles may be oden drewed 
on the Part, or the patient may 
fit upon cold Oaken Wood.

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CHAP. II. 

Of the Hyfterick Paffon, or fits of the Mother. 


t. 

H E Hyjiericl c Pajfion, is in 
Latin, from the molt Urgent 
Symptom, called Suffocatio Hyjle- 
rsca , in Englifh we call it, Fits of 
the Mother, becaufeit is vulgarly 
held to arife from the Mother or 
Womb, but how truly, I (hall not 
now examine, finee that is decided 
by others already. It is a Concur¬ 
rence of divers Symptoms, anting 
generally from an auttere humor, 
and a Diforder of the Spirits in the 
Womb, yilmont calls it Ajlhma 
uterinum. In Men fomc call it, 
fuffocatio hypochondriac*, as in 
Women it is called fuffocatio uteri - 
tia. cads it fuffocatio and 

firangulatio hypochondriac*, both 
in Men and Women. It is certain¬ 
ly a molt grievous Difeafc.and com¬ 
prehends various Symptoms under 
it; and therefore it frightens not 
only the poor Patients, but the ve¬ 
ry Phyficians and By-ftanders: For 
Women link down on a fuddain, 
their Body is drill, their Breath and 
Speech is gone, their Pulfe ceafes, 
and foinetimes Scnfe and Motion is 
abolilhed, (o that they ly in a man¬ 
ner for Dead. But more of thefe 
filings in the Diagnoftick.

Difference. 

T His Hyfterick Paflion is very 
Analogous to an Incubus in 
Men , and in fome things apes 
with an Apoplexy. But it is diftin- 
guilhed from that, becaufe in the 
Hyfterick Paflion there are Con- 
vullions and Pain; but in an Apo¬ 
plexy there are none of thefe Sym¬ 
ptoms. And in an Epileplie met 
are far more grievous Convuliiora 
than in the Fits of the Mother. And 
thus this difeafe may eaiify be di- 
ftinguifhed from other Cognate 
Difeafes But we need be the left folli- 
citous about diftinguilhing of thefe 
Difeafes, becaufe the Cure in ail of 
them is the fame.

And 
therefore he fays, that the Stomach 
curies the Keys of the Womb. 
WilUa reckons it is the Brain; bc- 
caufe the Nervous kind is aff'e&ed 
ffltn Blame not only the Womb 
•with its Veirels and Glands; but 
: the Nerves and the firit ways, where- 
e in the cauie often lies, which ufes 
I to be communicated to the Heart 
r and Brain, and hence comes a mul- 
a titude of Evils. But before we pro ■ 
t ceed aqy further let us inquire into 
B the principal Symptoms; that from 
it them, as from knowh premifes, 
% the genuine caufc rf this Difeafe 
maybe alfigned.

Motion and Scnfe are fometimes 
wholly, fometimes only in Part, ta¬ 
ken away. Oftentimes a round 
thing may be felt in the Abdomen , 
to pal? up to the Diaphragm, which 
they fay is the Wo.nb; but they 
are rrfiftaken; becaufethe Womb 
w flit tied by its four Ligaments. 
There are alfo Swoonings, various 
Convu!five Motions and Epilepfies, 
tlie Menfes are often fupprefie J. A 
Pul&tion may be felt in each Hypo- 
chondrium , efpecially in the Left. 
The Patients complain of reftlefs- 
nefs r Thirft,divers Pains in the Head, 
efpecially Stomach, Limbi, &c. 
Sometimes they are Coftive, and 
yet Lenitives make them worfe, as 
I observed in a Woman, who upon 
taking an emollient Clyfter with 
half an Ounce of ElcFtiitirium dia - 
carho/icon in it, went to Stool twen¬ 
ty titnes, Swooned, and her ex¬ 
treme Parts were Cold. At length, 
unlefs the Patients die, after the 
Fit is over, Motion and Pnlfe is 
reftftred to the Heart and Arteries, 
the Breaft extends, and refpiration 
is renewed, their Speech comes to 
them,and they complain of Oppref- 
lion at the Heart. Some cannot 
bear Perfumes, to wit, Amber, 
Musk, Cinnamon, Rofes, fife. The 
Scent whereof feveral Men cannot 
endure; wcliavcaninttanccofitin 
Leins the Fourteenth, the prefent 
Frendb King. And thefe are the 
molt grievous Symptom* of this 
Difeafe: but it were impoffible to 
nameaU.

Nature, which arc elevated by the 
Veins and Nervous Kind to the up¬

S piOitttf feems in a manner toa- 
gree to this Dodrine; but he 
cxprelfes the thing otherwife, and 
fays, that a Contention is raifed be¬ 
tween the Pancreatick Juice, carried 
into the inteflmum tenuc , and 
Bile there.confilting of a lixivialSalt, 
Oyl and Volatil Spirit; the Author 
terms it an Effervcfcence. From 
which vitious Effervefcence, he 
queltions not, but auftere Vapors 
arifcto tins or the other part, and 
from thence all thofe Symptoms, 
which we meet with in Hyltericks, 
anfe.

Clmont think,, lIutlhijDi- 
feafe comes not from a Cor- 
iwral confluence of Humors and 
Vapors in the Ventricles of the 
Brain, bui that it is a Difeafe by 
Deuteropathy, and that the Womb, 
which would otherwife be quiet, is 
put into a rage by Anger and Grief.

\A7 think, that in the 
vv lower Parts of the Ab¬ 
domen, but efpecially in the Womb, 
there are animal Spirits, which being 
contained in the Fibres of the 
Womb, if they be obfequious, gen¬ 
tle Motions are conltantly made: 
But if thefe Spirits be much pro¬ 
voked by fomething vitioufly Au¬ 
ftere, that is apt to ferment, then 
they become Tumultuous, and be¬ 
ing thick crouded, and not able to 
get out, they diftend, tear, and 
dilate the Membranes among which 
they are interwoven, and puff them 
up, as if they were blown up with 
Wind, hereupon the Folds of the 
Womb and Meufentery being mov¬ 
ed by the Spirits, do fwell, jump 
and leap within the Abdomen, and 
likewife the Coats of the Stomach 
and Guts being in like manner 
puffed up, by the Expanfion and 
Impctuofity of the Spirits, are vj- 
rioufly diltended and tormented 
with Wind: In this Convulikm, 
while the Guts and Abdomen are 
Convulfe, the Motion is fometimes 
continued to other Parts, hence 
comes that Globe in the Abdomen, 
and from the fpafmodical contracti¬ 
on of the Throat, that Bullet in the 
Throat: hence come Epileptics, (3c. 
In this molt grievous Difeafe, from 
the fame Aad or Auftere at length 
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there fupervenes a ftagnation of the 
coagulated Blood, and from thence 
a total Suffocation of the heart. 

Among the Procatardick Caufes 
>ve reckon a cold Air, Sowre or AU- 
ftere Food, or bitter, and fome- 
‘ times (harp, all perfumes held to the 
Nofc , Musk, Cinnamon, Rofe*, 

! and Civet Sleep and Watching 
exceeding their bounds, are hurt- 
full, and fo is excelfive or unfeafo- 
nable exercife of the Body, and a 
ledentary Life; but Sudden and

Difeafe as fedentary Women , be- 
caufe their Blood is fpirituous, and 
their nervous texture ftrong. It is 
a dangaous Difeafe for Women in 
Childbed, and wi'h Child. Some¬ 
times it degenerates into an Epi¬ 
leptic, an mltance whereof 1 knew 
in this City. That Aphorifm alfo 
of Hippocrates 5.3 5 . has relation 
to this place, Sneesfiiig/upervening 
to a Woman with Child, is good j 
becaufe by that violent Motion, the 
Humors, they being but fmall in 
quantity, that caufe the oblirudion, 
are expelled. So alfo it is good, if 
plentiful belcliingsfupcrvenc, which 
Sylvius has oblcrved, for they of ten 
put an end both to the Fit and the 
Difeafe. 

fj. 10. Dietetick Cure. 

O UT of the Fit look well to 
tlie Diet, and avoid all abufes 
in it. Let the Air be temperate, 
avoid a fharp, Northerly one, and 
thefmcllofa Candle Snuff, Musk, 
Civet, and other Sweets. 

Thp Food muft be of a good 
Jujce. Forbear all things tint are 
Aultere, Acid, Salt, andDiffcult 
of Concodion and Fermentation, 
fuch as Cliefnuts, G 1c. All tilings 
likewife, that are Smoak dried. are 
bad. The Drink, muft be well 
wrought Beer or fmall Wine. All 
Beer, that is not well Boyled and 
Fermented , is naught, and fo is 
drinking of Water, new Wine, (3c. 

Motion and Rgjl, the excreta and 
ret cut a, efpecially thcflpppagc ofthp 
Menjes, a Coitive Body, and Reten¬ 
tion of Seed, if they exceed bounds, 
fell not to occafion this Difeafe. 

Sleep and Watching muft be kept 
within bounds; for cxcefsinthem 
doesharm,becaufeit breedscrudities.

curative intentions in Fits of 
the Mother, one in regard to the Fit 
when it is prefent, the other in -re¬ 
gard to the time free from the Fit. 
They therefore indeavour, that the 
malignant Vapor riling from the 
Womb may be dilIi}Hted,and aver¬ 
ted from the principal parts, then, 
that the Humor, whence the Vapor 
arifes, may be evacuated, and call 
out of the Body, and at length, that 
the Parts may be ftrengthned. If a 
Woman therefore be in a violent Fit, 
they commend loud Shouting, 
plucking the hair, and the earref- 
prcially. Ligatures and Frkftions; 
but above all, according to our ob- 
fervation, tickling the idles of the 
Feet difeufles the Fit They are 
alfo for cupping the Calves of the 
Legs and the Thighs with much 
Flame They hold If rang feenfed 
anditinking things to die Nofejfuch 
as Calf or, afafatiia, fmoak of Par¬ 
tridge Feathers,of Hoofs and Horns, 
C?c. that the Malignant Vapors 
inay be difculfed: tor which end 
fhey burn the great Warts, that 
grow on Horfes Legs, as a fecrct, 
and hold the n to the Note. They 
apply divers fweet things to the Pu¬ 
denda, fuch as Civet, Musk, and 
Gal in mofehata, that the Motion 
of the Humors and Spirits may tqid 
downward, and be abated. 


Clytters made of Uterines and Car¬ 
minatives. And to take away the 
matter of the Vapors it felf, they 
apply Peflaries (which they bar- 
baroufly call nafealia ) to married 
Women they put divers ffemuta- 
tories into the Nofe, they drop Oyl 
of Sage, Amber, Spike, &c. into 
the Ears; they apply a Galbattum 
Platter to the Navil. And if the 
Fits proceed from ttoppage of the 
Menj'cs, they order bleeding, and 
give fcveral Uterines and Anodynes, 
which you may find in feveral Pra- 
dfitioners. 

Out of the Fit they endeavour, 
if it come from corrupt Seed in the 
Womb, to evacuate it by Uterine 
Clylters and Peflaries; they apply 
proper Platters and Oyntmentsto 
the Region of the Womb, for which 
end Sermertus commends the fol¬ 
lowing Unguent; 

Take of liquid Sf or ax two Drachms, 
Cloves, Seed of Agnus Cajlus , 
■Angelica each hair* Drachm, 
AliPta mbfihata one Scruple, 
Oyl of Nard. white Lilies, Wax, 
each what is fufficient. Make an 
Unguent. And die Platter fol¬ 
lowing 

Take of Seed of arms caftuj one 
DraChm, all the Sanders cadi half 
a Drachm, Powder of white 
Rofes one Drachm, Gum ta- 
camahaca one Drachm and an 
half, car arena two Drachms, 
alipta mofehata half a Drachm, 
Turpentine, laianum , Wax,wbat 
j is fufficient. Make a Plalter ac- 
I cording to Art,and let it be duly 
j applied. 
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But if the Fits came from the Re¬ 
tention and Corruption of the Men- 
JlruaaW things thatprovoketheMew- 
Jirua, which fliall be hereafter men¬ 
tioned, will be good, and bleeding, 
alfo, as was faid before. 

And the only aim of all the Ga- 
lenifts is, to difcufs malignant Va- 
i pors, and to ftrengthen the Womb, 
i for which end they extol Bawm , 
Mint, Penny-royal, Calamint, roots 
of Angelica, Mafterwort, Spignell, 
B &c. but efpecially Briony roots , 
ik and they deltil divers Waters from 
>a thefe and other Aromatick things, 
In and they make Powders of them, 
fuch as Jpectes galangte, diacala- 
t mintb<c,aiacinnamomt, See. They 
bj alfo highly value Treacle, Mithri- 
Kt date, requits Nicolai, and Caltor, 
r ; out of which they make divers Re- 
v ceipts, which all Galenical Books 
■g are full of.

they ftink, but as they check and 
deitroy the external Idaa'i which 
are imprefled on the Womb. The 
Author recommends all bitter 
things to Hylterick Women. Hi s 
Hyfterick arcana arc dulcedo Sul-, 
plurts made of vitriolum Veneris , 
tindture of Coral, eflence ot Amber 
and Agate, white dead Nettle, ftink¬ 
ing Horchound, Rue, Southern¬ 
wood, Sage, Nep berries ol Eider, 
Dwarf Elder, afa fatida , the wart 
of a Horfes Leg, red Coral; he goes 
on and (ays, all limples do not e- 
qually cure bewitched Perfons; fo 
neither do they Hyfterick Perfons; 
for each of them has its Angular en¬ 
dowment of Idica, and takes away 
its oppofite Difeafe. Wormwood, 
Sage and Rue drive away Idea's of 
fear. Mugwort, Nettle, ftinking 
Horchound, and black Currans are 
good in cafes contracted from Grief. 
Afa fatida, Caftor, ElderBerr.es, 
and eflence of Agate are good in 
cafes of Anger. St. Johnssport , and 
Phutertium in mad Idads. A dried 
Hare, the tefticles of feme Beads 
dried in the Smoak, a Stag's Fizzle, 
agnus cajius and Amber in Libidi¬ 
nous Idea's Alfo electr ’ mine- • 
rale, prqiared Coral, and greater 
Arcana are next to an univerfal 
Medicine, near to which the Secun* 
dine of a firft born Male, the Gall 
of a Snake, (3c. do approach. And 
thefe Arcana , Helmont fays,feldom 
fail a Man. On the contrary in Di- 
feafes of thc.Womb he contemns all 
fweet things, becaufe in his Opi¬ 
nion they dilturb the quiet ol the 
Womb.

quor. For difcuffing aultere Wind 
find Vapors, belide this Spirit of 
Sal Ammoniack, he cpmmcnds 
Spirit pf Callpr, its tinaure, and 
Oyl of Amber, Mace, ££?c. deltilled. 
But when the iteems or wind are 
both glutinous and (harp, he highly 
values Jprritus nitn dulcis , and 
Spirit of Orange Pill, Rofemary,&c. 
Put where the Vapors are more 
Watry, halide the lorefaid Volatij 
Salts, he advifes the giving of Aro- 
matick tindurcs of Cinnamon, 
Saffron, Mace, npt negleding now 
and then to ufe Hvdragogues, for 
to abate the redundant watry Hu¬ 
mors in the Body. For difcuifing 
the auftere Wind ( and Exhalations, 
that get up to the throat, he com¬ 
mends the abovcfaid Volatil Spirit 
pf Sal Ammoniack or fome Aroma- 
tick or Qleous Salt Among Altera¬ 
tives he commends all Aromaticks. 
Amopg Roots heco.nmends root of 
jlfarum, white Dittany,red Jr/j,tin- 
dure of Sowbred, leller Centaury, 
drijlolochm w;/n^GentiamSchae- 
nanth, Spike, &c. Among leaves, 
Savine, Pcnny-royal,Mugwort,Rue, 
Pawm.Hprehpund.CaJamintjHorfc- 


mint, Nep, Flowers of Chebri ’ 
Saffron, Rofemary, Broom. Among 
Seeds, nigella, Partly, Lupines, 
Smallagc, Fenil, Lovage Among 
Bernes, Bay.

may be removed. All things take 
away the fpafmodick Conculfion , 1 
which reduce the Animal Spirits, at 
they are making their Excurfions, 
into order again: for which purpofe 
we commend all volatil urinous 
Salts, and other fetid and fubrii, 
fharp things, fuch as volatil Spirit of 
Sal Ammoniack, Soot, Horfeshopt; 
tindure of Caftor, Amber, afafit- 
t/da. Paper, or Partridge Feathers, 
burnt. The virtue of fuch fubtil 
Scents or Stinks fhows it fdf al- 
moft by a fenfible eff'ed in thefe 
Perfons; as the fmell of generous 
Wine or any other Aromatick thing 
does in fuch as are extreme Weak or 
in a Swoon; fo that fometimes it 
feems to call them to Lite again. In 
feveral Hyfterick Women ftrong 
feentedthings,fuch as Ufa f*t,da,Cb 
ftor.buming of Feathers, and fineU- 
ingto Volatil things do good. Per¬ 
fumes are able to raife ltupendous 
Symptoms, 


Go gle 
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Symptoms, inafmuch a; they afloft 
th e animal Spirits in the Womb: 
but ’tis admirable, that Perfumes 
taken in fubftance fhouldefle&ually 
flop F its of the Mother. Herat ms 
Augeniut has the following experi¬ 
ment, as it is felated l. ix. Epift. 
But yoo mult obferve here that 
Idiofyncrafies do notably vary ; 

Take of the beft Musk five Grains, 
Cinnamon, Cloves, Nutmeg each 
one Scruple: Give it in a Gla6 
offome vehicle. 

In the fame place he commends 
Musk Pills as an effectual remedy ; 
but have a care that the (cent of 
them reach not the Nofe. There 
arefotne Women alfo, that cannot 
bear Caftor and ftinking things And 
this you'muft alfo obferve in your 
Pradtjce, that Women who are 
Hyfterick from their Liver, abhor 
fweet things. Wherefore a Phyfi- 
cian mutt abftain from them. 

Yet die effetft is the certaineft 
from volatil fetid things. The 
following Powder feldom failed 
me; 

Take offccu/a bryoniic one Scruple, 
prepared Pearl half a Scruple, red 
Coral prepared , Caftor each one 
Scruple, warts of Horfes legs pre¬ 
pared half a Scruple, deltillcd Oyl 
pf Rue, Amber each five Drops. 
Mix them. Divide it into three x- 
qual Parts, give them fuccelfively 
in a convenient Vehicle. f 

It wonderfully appeafes the 
Plaftick Spirit, and the Convulfivt 
Coar&ation of the Throat and o- 
ther parts prefently ceafes. A Grain 
pr twp of laudanum opiatum may 


be added. And this that follows is 
as good; 

Take of Ptthis atforbens Wedelii 
one Drachm, bezoarttcum Jovi- 
ale , Cinnabar of Antimony each 
one Scruple,Caftor half a Scruple, 
laudanum opiatum one Grain. 
Mix them. 

For in the Hyfterick Pafllon Jo¬ 
vial, Saturnine, Anodyne, Caftorine, 
and Cinnab.irineMedicines,perfectly 
quiet thcfeConvulfiveiyiotions, im¬ 
bibe the auftere Humor, and per¬ 
form the Cure. Tmttura betoar- 
rjcd,with Spirit of Sal Ammoraacfc, 
and tin&ure of Caftor, or elixir 
uterinum mixt with ejjentia ano- 
dyna, are generous remedies. I have 
found the following Hyfterick lau¬ 
danum by my Practice to be anoble 
Medicine, which I am willing to 
communicate for the benefit of the 
Sick. 

Take of extradl of Opium made 
with Vinegar one Drachm, 2e-' 
doarv half a Drachm, warts of 
Horfes legs,root of Calamus aro- 
maticus each halfaScruplc,native 
Cinnabar, Caftor each twelve 
Grains, Saffron fifteen Grains, 
Oriental Bezoar Stone half a 
Scruple, Oyl of Amber, Rue 
each what is fufticient. Make an 
extrtdl according to art. Three 
or four Grains of it given in 
Bawm or Calamint Water, do 
Wonders. If you want thefe Wa¬ 
ters,^you may give it in tabic 

Johannes Agricola cries up the 
following laudanum opiatum ; 


Take 
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Take of laudanum opiatum , extradt 
of Liverwort each one Drachm, 
oleum Saturni, Jovis each half 
a Drachm. The Dofe is two or 
three Grains. 

Extradt of 'Liverwort is made 
thus; 

Take of Liverwort a fufficient quan¬ 
tity , pour fome Bawm Water 
to it, put it into a Glafs, for ex¬ 
tracting the tindkure, draw it off 
to the confiftency of an ex¬ 
tract. 

When the Difeafe is very bad, 
there is a ftagnation of the Blood, 
fome way grown Grumous in the 
Pracordia, for the Patient can nei¬ 
ther move her Breaft, nor draw her 
Breath. For correcting the Acid, 
removing the Coapulum of the 
Blood, and for facilitating refpira- 
tion, this following will be good; 

Take of Crabs Eyes prepared, one 
Scruple, antimonium diaphore- 
ticum half a Scruple, Jjperma 
' ceti one Drachm, Caftor one 
Scruple. Make a Powder. Give 
it in warm Broth. 

All hot volatil Salts corredt this 
Acid, foch as Elixir uterinum Je- 
brifug. Mynfycht. becaufe by their 
bittcmefs they corredt a vitious A- 
cid. Spirit ofSal Ammoniack mixt 
with Oyl of Oranges, or of Rue, 
with Amber, docs Wonders. And 
fo does cflence of Caftor, or afa f<e- 
tida, or Myrrh , or this follow¬ 
ing* 


Take of Water of Swallows with 
Caftor two Ounces, Bawm three 
Ounces, Spiritui falit Ammo¬ 
niac t Succinatus hajf a Drachm, 
volatil Spirit of Man’s skull one 
Scruple, Syrup of Bawm fix 
Drachms. Mix them. ■ 

Litjuor cornu cervi fuccinatus , 
alfo tindture of Elder Bernes, and 
all volatil things, as we (aid, are 
propei- in as much as they recal the 
exorbitant Spirits to the Womb; 
for example; 

T ake of W ater of Bawm three Oun¬ 
ces, zedoary fix Drachms, Spi- 
ntus falls ammontaci rutaceus 
one Scrapie, Spirit of Harts-horn, 
tindhire of Caftor each half a 
Scruple, Syrup of Mint fix 
Drachms.

Alfo Spiritus urimfusfalis Am¬ 
moniac i given to half a Scruple, with 
elfence ol Caftor is reckoned a mod 
excellent Medicine in Fits of the 
Mother. Chalybeates alfo are of 
excellent ufe. And fo the Spirit of 
Secundine is reckoned as a certain 
and fpecifick experiment in this Di- 
feafe. The following baUani is an 
excellent Anti-hyfterick;

Antimoniates, efpeciatty eflence 
of Antimony, eaiily takes off the 
Fitsoftlie Mother. Thomas Bar- 
tholinus commends a Medicine 
made of a Stag’s and Bull’s Pizzle, 
cut out at a proper time, as a fecret 
in Fits of the Mother and the Co¬ 
lick. 

Near the time of their Menfis 
poor Women are often miferably 
afflicted with Fits of the Mother. 
Ettmuller commends this follow¬ 
ing. 

Take of aqua hirundinum cum ca- 
Jioreo oneOunce and an hajfjCo-- 
»w'»,im4oneOiince,Crab’s Eyes 
prepared one Scruple, amimo- 
niutn diaphoretic mi lialf a Scru¬ 
ple , fperma ceti one Drachm, 
Syrup of Orange Pill half an 
Ounce. Mix them well. 


Let the Patient take two or three 
fpoonfhls of it now and then; for, 
according to my experience, the 
Fit is not only thereby eafed, but 
the Flux of the Menjes promoted. 
In this cafe one may bleed in the 
Foot. Alfo th.is following ex- 
tradf of Crollius is highly to be va¬ 
lued; 

T ake of extra# of Caftor, Saffron, 
Mugwort each half an Ounce, 
Salt of Mother of Pearl two 
Drachms, Oyl of Angelica, Ani- 
feedi Amber each half a Drachm. 
Mix them. The Dofe is a Scruple 
or two at the beginning of a Fit; 
or for Prevention, once in the 
beginning of every Month. 
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things, in which about three 
Drachms of Salt of Mugwort may 
be put. But you mult have a care 
of fuch as are encltned to fwoon 
and arc weak. Therefore the Pa¬ 
tients mult be asked, whether they 
are able to bear Purges or Cly- 
fters. 

Here you muft obferve, that 
all Anticpdepticks are proper in 
this cafe, and that this Difeafc ufes 
to be cured as an Epileplie; nor 
mult externals lie negledted in the 
Fit. And this you mult obferve 
in general, that though the Sym¬ 
ptoms feem to grow worfo-by 
fome Medicine; yet you mult 
not therefore judge, that the Me¬ 
dicine was improper. Externally, 
for railing of the Patient, Itinking 
things mult be held to the Nofe, 
fuch as Gnoak of the warts of Horfes 
Legs, Feathers of Partridge and o- 
tber Birds, Tabaco, blue linen 
Cloth. But volatil Spirit of Sal 
Ammoniackfurpallesall thefe, or 
this (linking one, that follows, of 
Amber; 

Take of Amber, aja fatida each 
three Ounces, Sal Ammoniack 
one Pound, quick Lime, or 
Oyl of Tartar two Pounds. Deftil 
them according to art, and keep 
them for ufe. 

Afa fstida, Caftor, Rue, and 
Caraway feed are Common, fome 
commend a fume of Bitumen as 
a fecret Some Women an bear no¬ 
thing but the fmell of Vinegar or 
Wine. Thomas Bart ho line makes 
a Girdle, which, he fays, Hops Fits 
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of the Mother. A Sponge may be Some commend Yam boy led, 


wet in a mixture of Spirit us cornu 
cervi and falls ammoniac i aroma- 
ticus, and fo held to theNofe, all 
which things wonderfully appeafe 
the Plaftick Spirit. Several fpirituous 
things may be put into the Mouth, 
efpecially aqua vita ; the Noftrik 
may be anointed with rectified 
Oyl of Amber, or Spirit of Sal 
Ammoniack. Let the Temples 
be anoynted with Apopledick 
Balfam, Rue, Amber, and other 
fragrant things. Sweet feented 
things, as Musk, Civet, Apo- 
plecftick Balfam , and fuch things 
muft be applied to the Navil and 
the Pudenda: for they repel the 
Enemy, and comfort the Spirits. 
The Patient muft rather fit than 
fy in the Fit, fhat the bowels may 
not prefs fo on the Diaphragm. 
Blow Sneezing Powder into her 
Nofe, or Tabaco Sipoak, to raife 
her. Divers Liniments and Plafter* 
maybe applied to the Navil.Thisfol- 
lowing is reckoned one of thebeft j 

Take of Gum Galbanum, tacama- 
haca each equal parts, Balfam of 
Peru one Drachm, Oyl of Am¬ 
ber, Caftor, each one Scruple. 
Make a Plafter according to art. 
Or, 

Take of aja fat id a , Galbanum, 
Ammoniack each two Drachms, 
Treacle one Drachm, Oyl of 
Amber, Caftor each five Grains.

Thus much concerning the gi¬ 
ving of Medicines, while the fit lafts; 
but out of the Fit this Difeafe re¬ 
quires another Method. Out of 
the Fit fuch thin© are proper as are 
fit to imbibe, precipitate and any 
way corred the pontick Acid. And 
we muft have regard to the Womb, 
therefore there will be need of all 
thofe fpecifick Uterines, which were 
before recounted by Sylvius; to 
wit, all aromatick and volatil 
things, and all Precipitants. When 
the auftere,pontick, and oftentimes 
vifeid Humor is correded, it will 
be time to carry it off. For which 
purpofe divers Purgatives are good 
mixtwith Hyftericks The following 
PhyfickWine is of no contempti¬ 
ble ufc; 

Take of leaves 'of Wormwood , 
Carduus bentdiclus , Bawm , 
Spleen-wort, Wall Rue each half 
a handful, root of Zedoary, 
Eryngo, Burnet each half an

dcftilled Oyl of Amber, tiu-

Mix them. Make Pills for feve- 
ral Dotes. But you mult be 
cautious how you Purge. 

After thefe things divers Alterers 
may be given, efpecially Oyly 
Volatils, the Sal volatile oleofum 
Sjrlvii ,or Spiritus falls Ammoniaci 
aromaticus ; and the ufe of them 
may be continued for fome time. 
Sulphureous Eaths will be proper, 
and fo will all Jovial, Martial, Sa¬ 
turnine, Cinnabarine, and all man¬ 
ner of precipitating Medicines; 
various Deco#ions hkewife of the 
Woods, and other Alkali Salts, Me¬ 
dicines of Myrrh, £S 1 c. are good. 
When, according to the Opinion 
of the Ancients, you have a Mind 
to hinder breeding of Seed, then 
venefe#ion, which is not other- 
wife proper in this Difeafe, will be 
advifeable, and there may be given 
agnus cajlus, Camphore, Rue, 
urlguentum refrigerant Galent&c. 
But you muft nave a care not to 
offend the Womb. 

Thefe things following are Em- 
pirical; Johannes-Arcularius lays 
fr. tr. 6 . p. 17. 9. If any one 
every other Day before Supper, 
will take two Scruples of Pilui* 
de Arthemifia , lhe will be kept 
irom Fits; and lhe can find nothing 
more etfc#ual. 

T cypher a magna half a Drachm, 
dried ChamomH one Scruple may 
be given fatting with Wine or Su¬ 
gar. 

Spiritus vitrioli Veneris (a- 
bout three Drops) is good againft 


all Hyfterick Difeafes. Phoderi- 
cus a Caftro gives a Drachm of 
Venice- Treacle. 

Johannes Crato has this lingular 
Medicine. He dries Walnuts, and 
beats them to Powder, and gives 
two Scruples of it. with a few 
Drops of Oyl of Amber. 

Johannes Faber commends 
Salt of Vitriol, becaufe it vo¬ 
mits, and promotes the Men- 
flrua. 

According to Claudius Deo- 
date , Sal Jo vis put into or fpread 
upon the Navil is an excellent re¬ 
medy. 

Petrus Forejlus fays, one 
Who perceived her Fit coming 
prefently prevented it by holding 
root of Malterwort in her Mouth, 
and chewing it a little, fo feveral 
Authors extol Garlick Ihred , and 
applied to the NaviL 

Heurnius gives a Scruple of 
Flowers of Nutmeg in Wine, 
and blew Bottle Water, wherein 
the quantity of a Hazzle Nut of 
Camphore was burnt. 

Fridericus Hofmannus diilolv- 
ed Hens dung in white Wine, 
mixt it with fome Cordial, and 
gave it often with great Suc- 
cefs. 

So Simon Pauli magnifies the 
leaves of Thea, applied hot to the 
Region of the Womb and to the 
Navil. 

Suercetan brags, that only the 
Seed of Garden Parfnep dried 
and powdered, and about half 
a Drachm of it given in a little 
white Wine or Bawm Water is 
a peculiar and a fpecifick Medi¬ 
cine for Fits of the Wothcr, 


L D. 
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I. D. Hultndus rays, that Cow’s 
Dung, or Dew’s, or Sows Dung, 
given in hot Wine prefently flops 
die Fits of the Mother. He alfo 
affirms, that linen Cloths dipt in 
Cows Urine or Dung, and ap¬ 
plied warm to the Navil eafesthe 
Fits. 


Schroder commends Oyl of Gab 
banum ufed either inwardly or out* 
wardly. 

Var iguana fays, the hair of 
the Patient burnt, and the Smoak 
of it received, does wonders. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. III. 

Of the Defefl, Tmminution , and diforderlj Flux 
of the Menfcs with Fain. 



X A ^Omen’s Health wholly 
V V depends upon Nature’s 
Law, in a convenient Motion and 
Meafure of Blood to be voided by 
the Womb} fo if that a hair go 
right, generally all things are well: 
but all is out of order, when this 
cvacution of Blood preternaturally 
fails, or is fupprelTed, or is only 
abated. For this Ebbing and Flow¬ 
ing of the Blood gives a Tcllimony 
of the Conftitution of the whole 
Body. If it itop or do but abate, 
it makes the Body pale: Such there¬ 
fore as the Menflrua are, fo fares 
it with a Woman, as to her health. 
The obltrudiion of them is a com¬ 
mon Calamity, incident to young 
Women above all others , and is 
the foundation of other Maladies. 
Ordinarily they begin to come at 
thirteen or fourteen years of Age, 
fometimes fooner, fometimes later. 
So we knew a Girl, that had her 
Meiifts at five years Old. They 
ceafe about forty five or lifty. At 
thefe Ages therefore you try but in 
vain to bring them. Nor muff you 
procure them in Women with 
Child (in whom the fuperfluous 
Blood turns to nourifhmcnt for the 
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Child ) nor in fuch as give. Suck, 
or are Sick of any grievous Di- 
feafe.

\A 7 Hen the Flux of the 
v v Menfes quite ceafes, it 
is called Stiff rejjian ; when they 
Flow, but-not lufficiently and the 
Patients are Sick, it is ailed Immi- 
tmtion. And though this Flux, 
when it firlt comes in young Wo- 
men,does not cxa&ly obferve every 
Month (for feme are Purged but 
once in three Months) till in pro- 
cefs of time there be greater (tore 
of Blood; yet then itobfervesthe 
ordinary time. 

Here a weighty Qaeftion occurs. 
What may be the Caufc, why this 
Flux keeps fo exad a Period ? Here 
Authors are at odds one with 
another. Moft of them aferibe it 
to the Moon; becaufe according 
to the dilftrcnaofits Phajes it has 
a great influence in altering the 
Humors of Humane Bodiei Yea 
fomc attribute fo much to the 
Moon, that in all Difeafes in a man¬ 
ner, they look to the Phafet of the 
Moon, but oftentimes by tarrying 
for a more happy afpeCt of the 
Moon, they fuller their Patient to 
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die. Now though the Moon have 
a great Power in altering the Hu¬ 
mors of Humane Bodies; yet this 
can by no means be granted; fince 
the difpofition alfo of every fubjedt 
Body, and of the Plaftick Spirit, 
which is altogether peculiar, may 
do much, ancfefpecially the courle 
of Lite, as experience and Wo¬ 
mens own Contelfion teltifie.And 
this verfc does not always hold 
true;

Begnerus Je Graf thinks, thatthe 
Caufe is fotne definite Motions of 
Nature, not yet difcovered. But 
he explains one obfcurity by ano¬ 
ther. In our Opinion tne Flux is 
Monthly, becaufe the Blood Flows 
abundantly to the Velfels of the 
Womb, which nature has rtiade 
many in number and large for 
nutrition of the Child, and tar¬ 
rying there it pricks the little Ar¬ 
teries, and fo by the animal 
faculty is difcharged. And when 
abundance of Blood is fent thither 
to be expelled, it cannot chufe, but 
in procels of time it mult be gather¬ 
ed in fuch ftore as to regurgitate 
into thofc Veflels,by which it came; 
for when once way is made, the 
Blood that is gathered will go that 
way again. 

Definition. 

VV E fcy therefore that a 
” v Sup^redion of the 
Menfes is a total preternatural 
deprivation of theFlux oftbeMen- 
firuous Blood, which Jhould by 
right be once in a Month, arifing 
from feme fault either of the Blood,

T'HE Subject of thefe Difeafes by 
common confent of the Anci¬ 
ents is reckoned, the Womb. Some 
take the Stomach for the Subjed, 
others the Liver, fome the Spleen, 
a few the Kidneys. But it is certain, 
that the Blood is the caufal Subjedt, 
or the Proximate and Primary ob¬ 
ject: for if the Blood be tenacious, 
thick, cold and coagulated, then 
the Menfes flop, becaufc the Blood 
cannot pafs thofc Velfels, and there¬ 
fore mult ofnece/Tity either feek a 
Paflage by fome other Place, or 
muft be retained, and fo produce 
this Supprelfion. 

As to the other fubjed of Inhe- 
fion, molt properly fo called, it is 
the Velfels in the Womb, in the 
Vagina,or Neck of the Womb,that 
arc obftruded, which efpecially are 
the lower branches of the Hypo- 
gaftrick Artery, its Veins not 
excepted: for by Anatomy it is 
now evident, that the Hypogaftrick 
Velfels are not carried to the Womb 
it felf, but to its Neck on each tide; 
And it is proved by this, becaufe 
the Menfes come after Women are 
with child.

§. 9. Prognojlick. 

T H E obftrudion of the Meti¬ 
ses is generally a Chronical 
Evil; and if it be not timely cured, 

altho at firft it may not feem very 
dangerous,yet in progrefs of time it 
may prove the Caufe of divers 
grievous Difeafes, namely of the 


Droplie, Icticophlegmatia , Con- 
fumption, Inflammations, Ulcers, 
Suffocations, and other very dan¬ 
gerous Difeafes. In Maids, this Di- 
leafe does produce in fome the 
Green Sicknels, in others Palpita¬ 
tion of the Heart, in fome Barren- 
nefs, in fome a Pica, and in fome 
a Dyfentery. But this Difeafe is 
not fo dangerous, when it arifes, 
from external Ctufcs, and in Sum¬ 
mer or Spring time, as in Winter 
and Autumn: For the Blood fome- 
times deltroys it felf; and then 
either a Cachexy, Dropfie or Con- 
fumption arifes; this corrupt Blood 
ads mo a cruelly upon the Lungs, 
and either by eating or ulcerating, 
it opens their Veliels, and then 
degenerates into a Confumption. 

io. Cure. 

N Ow we will proceed to the 
Cure; and tirlt according to 
the iDatciuits, who fay, the Cure 
of this Difeafe mult be varied, ac¬ 
cording to the variety of Caufes. If 
therefore the Difeafe arife from ex- 
ceilive quantity of Blood, they a-

Berries of Juniper, and 
Bays. Moft of the Carminative 
Seeds. Gum Galbmum , Saga- 
penum , Myrrh , ( 3 c. He com¬ 
mends the following Phyfick 
Wine j 


Specificks, of which they have an 
infinite number.

P amcllu* highly commends the 
Specifick of an Ox’s Spleen, 
reduced to a Magiftery or Quin- 
teffence for provoking the Menfes ; 
he alfo magnifies effentia Join , 
■which he alls refi'na folis. His 
Difciples magnifie the Scoria of 
fiegu/us of Antimony, and a tin¬ 
cture made thereof, Arcanum An- 
timonti , Sal Pbilojopborum , Oyf 
of Amber, Vitriol, and a thoufand 
Other things.

A ccording to Ipclmont’g Mind, 
the Medicines for the ftopt 
Menjcs are the volatil Tindure of 
Coral,/j/ chalybis , and fach like 
volatil things, got out of Speci- 
DCks.

S pibfus, for a Tough and Vif- 
cid Humor, commends both 
Acids and Aromaticks, abounding 
with a lixivial Salt as well Fixt as 
Volatil, and Fixt and Volatil Salts 
themfelvcs. He prefers Aromaticks 
above all things, whether they be 
bitter, or not; namely root of 
Arjjiolocbid rotunda , angelica , 
Mather, Smallage, Fenil, Parity, 
Ervngo, Lovage, Iris homebred 
and Florentine, Burnet, Schoenanth, 
Spikenard, 0 c. Laves of Penny- 
Royal, Savine, Sage, Dittany, 
Majoran, Garden Rue, Wild Ma- 
joran, Mountain Calamint, Mug- 
wort. Flowers of Rofcmary, Wall- 
Flowers, Spikenard, Chamomil, 
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Take of root of Elecampane two 
Drachms, Galangal, Turmerick 
each one Drachm, laves of Pen¬ 
ny-royal, Majoran, Savin, red 
Mugwort each half a handful. 
Bay berries, feed of Daucus , 
Lovage each two Drachms, quil¬ 
led Cinnamon three Drachms, 
Mace one Drachm. When they 
are cut and bruifed, put them in 
a Bag. Put it in a Jug, and 
Pour a Quart of Wine to it 
Let the Patient drink a glafs at 
Dinner and Supper. 

They that had rather have Pills, 
may take thefc following;

He extols all Volatil and Oyly 
Salts, becaufc they do their work 
kindly and fuccefsfully, and the 
Patient may conveniently take 
them at any time in Broth. Above 
all things he commends Spirit of 
Sal Ammoniack, about five Drops 
or more of it at a time. He fays 
alfo, that all Sudorificks and Diu- 
reticks are proper hoc; in adult 
People' 
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People he Bleeds, and rather in 
the Arm than the Foot. He alfo 
orders the external application of 
Aromatick Oyntments, fuch as 
’Unguenturn Martiatum, Oyl of 
Nard, Chamomil, Fomentations, 
Fumes, Steams, and the like.

N Ow we will go to out oton 
Cure,as it is founded mi cura¬ 
tive Indications. In the firft place 
therefore let the firft ways be recfli- 
fied, then let the Mafs or Blood, its 
Crudity and Thicknefc be correct¬ 
ed ; if there be any obftrutftion 
of the Veflels, let it be removed, 
by taking away, diflolving, and in¬ 
ching thevifadity of the Humors, 
that obftrudb the Vefiels, by cx- 
dting the Plaftick Spirit, to which 
Specilicks, and things that provoke 
the Menfes may be added. 

That we may latisfie the firft 
intentionjt is requifite that the Sto¬ 
mach , which is full of add Cru¬ 
dities and H umors, fhould be clear¬ 
ed j to this end Purgatives are good, 
which diilolve the Vifcidity in the 
firft ways,and remove obftrutftions 
of the Vclfels: for inftance; 

Take of leaves of Penny-royal, 
Baum, Mugwort, Savine each 
half an handful, Vervein two 
Pugils, leaves pf Senna pne 
Ounce, root of Rhubarb three 
Drachms, afarum two Drachms, 
coftus (which is a great provo¬ 
cative ' of the Menfes) five 
Drachms, feeds of Anife, Fenil 
each two Drachms, Filings of 
Steel one Ounce, Schananth pne 


Menfes with Fain, atj 

Drachm, Bayberries No. vj, >root 
ofZedoiry, calamus aromaticus 
each half a Drachm. When they 
arelhred andbruifed, put them 
in a Bag, and pour fome old 
Rhcnifh Wint to them. Let the 
Patient take three Ounces once - 
or twice a day. 

Or if a Powder be more accept¬ 
able;

Scruple, Trochifccs of AlbandqL 
half a Scruple, ex tratft of Saffron 
fix Grains, Oyl of Penny r royal 
three Drops. Mix them and 
make Pills. The Dofe is from 
nine Grains to fifteen. Or, 

Take of Gum Ammoniack, Sagar 
fenum each half a Scruple, Rel;"rf 
of Jalap feven Grains, Magiftery 
of Amber four Grains, VolatU 
Salt of the fame fix Grains, 
deftilled Oyl pf Myrrh three 
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Drop*. Mix them. Make de¬ 
fer) Pills. 


If there be evident Sign*, that a 
vifeous Load lies in the Stomach, a 
Vomit muft be given, efpecially if 
there be Co-indicants, and the Pa¬ 
tient be eafie to vomit, and it be 
Spring or Summer time. 

. After Purging, Die may be hied 
in the Foot. Clyfters made of pro¬ 
per ingredients are fuitable to tender 
Conftitutions. 

Then, for diffolving the Vifci- 
ditv of the Blood, Salts both Fixt 
and Volatil are proper; fuch as a 
pecoeftion of the Woods, and open- 
**?« Roots, with proper Herbs. In 
tills Cat?» commend the conftant 
ufe of Volatil adding Oyly 
things. Or; 

Take of Water of Penny-royal, 
Mtigwort, Rofemary each two 
Ounces, aqua vitre mulierum 
fix Drachms, Spirit of Sal Am- 
moniack thirty Drops, Diapho- 
retick Antimony, prepared Crab’s 
Eyes each half a Drachm, Oyi, of 
Savine ten Drops, syrup of O- 
range Peel one Ounce. Mix 
them. 

Above all for a fyret in thefe 
Cafes, I commend SpiritofS.il Am- 
momack aromatized, with Oyl of 
Orange Peel, Savine, Cinnamon , 
Penny-royal or Mace. Excepting 
this, there is not a quicker Mcdi 
cine in this Cafe, than elTence of 
Myrrh, made with the vinous Spi¬ 
rit ot Sal Ammoniack; or, a more 
compound Medicine, elixir pro- 
trie tat is volatile ,concerning which 
I muft acknowledge, I have ever 
found it fuccefsfuL Myrrhated, 
focrinatcd and Martial Medicines

often do the bufinds, efjaeciaffy 
Iron Spaw Waters. Therefore Ft- 
hugs of Steel prepared maybe put 
in the ordinary Drink; 


Take of Trochifces of Myrrh half a 
Drachm, Venice Borax twelve 
Grains, the belt Caltori Alexan- 
drian Mummy each half a Scruple, 
Oyl of Savine eight Grains. Mix 
them. Make a Powder. Divide it 
into live Dofds. Or, 

Take of Filings of Steel, Powder of 
Nutmeg, Cloves, the belt Saffron 
each one Scruple, Oyl of Cara¬ 
way fix Drops. Mix them. 
Divide it into four equal parts. 

Talife of Humane Secundine pre¬ 
pared, Caftor prepared, Oyl of 
Amber fix Grains.

Take of the root ofboth the Arifto- 
locbix, Mather, cajfia lignea, 
each half an Ounce, leaves of 
Savine, Penny-Royal, Bayes, 
Vervein, Flowers of Maricold, 
Wall-Flower each half an haneb 
ful, crocus Mams aperient two 
Drachms, j'pecics diarrhodon Alb 
bans one Drachm, Trochifces of 
Myrr|| 
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Myrrh a Drachm and an half, 
fxcula bryonia half a Drachm, 
Saffron of Auflria pne Drachm, 
Sal Sulphuris five Drachms, Salt 
/of Mugwort one Scruple. Shred 
and infufe them eight days in 
Water of Penny-royal, Mercury 
each half a Pint, Sack one Pint 
Afterwards deltjl them accord¬ 
ing to Art. 

I have feen feveral young Wo¬ 
men cured by it alone.

Bryony each one Ounce, 
Bay-berries three Drachms, cajjia 
hgnea two Ounces. Infufe them 
in a fufficicnt quantity of Baum, 
Mugwort and Penny-royal water, 
let them infufe a while in balnea 
Maria, afterwards boyl them 
in vafi claufo dssplicato. Let 
the Colature be (weetned with 
Syrup of Mugwort and Cinna¬ 
mon each a like quantity, what 
is fufficicnt. If you have a Mind 
to (harpen it, you may do it with 
tinflura Martis T^welferi. 

When the Mcn(es are ftopt by 
external Cold, and a clotting of the 
Blood arifing from thence, it will 
be proper to give Antimony with 
Caltor, adding fomc Jperma ceti. 


efpedally if a Pleurify be joyned 
therewithal, as fometimes I have 
known it. 

The following Pills are not of 
contemptible jjf$. 

Take of Aloes one Ounce, refinou* 
red Myrrh, extradt of Gentian, 
Anftolochia , Dittany, Saffron 
each half an Ounce, Maflier, Mi- 
thridate each one Drachm. Mix 
them up with Syrup of Mugwort 
into Pills. The Dofe is five, 
fevcn, or more, to be taken every 
day, Morning and Afternoon in 
warm Beer. 

All things likewife that imbibe 
an Acid are proper in this Calc: for 
when the Acid is imbibed, and 
changed into a thjrd Salt, the Pec¬ 
cant matter may properly be eva¬ 
cuated by the Urinary or other 
pallages: forinftancej 

Take of red Coral prepared. Crab* 
Eyes preparedeach halfa Scruple, 
crocus Martis aperitivus fiyj 
Grains. Mix and giv$ it 

But if the Blood flow fome other 
extraordinary ways, then it muft 
be averted, and the obftrudted 
Veflclsofthe Womb mult beopen- 
ed ; which you may do by Volatij 
Medicines, Baths, and fuch like 
means. 

In General therefore, as we faid 
before, all Salts are proper, Fixf 
as well as Volatil; yet you muft 
take thisCaution, That Volatil Salt* 
and fuch things muft be given, 
when the Menfes are prefent, but 
fixt Salts, made out of appropriate 
Herbs, muft be given before 
their coming. Thefe are Spe- 
cifickj, Mugwort, Pennyroyal, 
O094 W4K 
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Wall Flowers, root of Artjlolochia 
rotunda. Cinnamon, Myrrh, and 
Trochifces of it, Caftor, Saftron, 
Borax: formltance; 

Take of Borax one Scruple, quilled 
Cinnamon powdered half a Sprit- 
pie. Mix them. 

Savine and its Oyl defepe great 
commendations. The following 
VoLitil Spirits are of great ufe, to 
wit, Spiritus Salts Ammoniact 
aromatstatus, Spirit of Harts-hom, 
Soot, Sccundine, liquor cornu cervi 
fuccmatus, tinftura falutis, Cajlo- 
ret , elixir proprietatis, especially 
with a Volatil A lkali, tffentia ad 
TAcnfes aurea of our defcription. 

This muft be obferved in gene¬ 
ral, that there is np fort of remedy, 
that has the fame virtue uiall Peo¬ 
ple. Wherefore unlefs the virtue 
in all Medicines be duly obferved, 
and the palfive fubjedk be compa¬ 
red with the a&iye object, we 
fhall not always obtain pip- defired 
end. In exceeding pertinacious Ob- 
ftrudions of the Menjes the lto- 
machick S.ilt, made of the dead 
Stone of Spirit of Sal Ammoniack 
with Salt of Tartar may be con¬ 
veniently ufed with ones Meat. 

If there be an Anafarca, which 
is apt to attend this Difcafe, (hen 
this following will be propet; 

Take of root of Ajdrum, Mather 
each one Ounce, leaves of Savine 
one handfol, Juniper-Berries twq 
Drachms. Boyl them in a fuffi- 
cient quantity of Common-Wa¬ 
ter, adding towards the latter 
end, ofCionamon two Drachms, 
Cardamom one Drachm. Add 
to the Colature of Spirit of Earth- 
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worms tliree Drachms. Mix 
them. 

Let the Drink be Elecampane 
Beer or Wine. In this cafe Pur¬ 
gatives mixt with Haemagoguo 
will be proper. The following 
Phylick-Ale or Wine will be 
good; 

Take of root of Angelica, Lovage 
each half an Ounce, Galangal 
two Drachms, leaves of Rofc- 
mary.

If there be the Green-SickneG 
and a Cachexy, you may joyn Ante 
cachedticks with Uterines j 

Take of fulvis cacbeftictu Hart- 
mount half an Ounce, Goofc 
Dung two Drachms. Mix them, 
for feveral Dofcs. 

In difficulty of the Menfes this 
following is proper ; 

Jake of Water of Penny-royal two 
Ounces, Mugwort half an Ounce, 
cllence of Caftor a Drachm and 
and an half. Spirit of Sal Ammo¬ 
niack half a Drachm, deitillcd 
Oyl of Anifeed three Drops, Sy¬ 
rup of Mugwort fix Drachms. 
Mix .them for once talking. 
Or, 


Take 
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Take of Water of Fenil, Penny¬ 
royal each one Ounce, aqua 
carminativa two Drachm*, tin- 
tfture of Tartar one Drachm, li¬ 
quor cornu cervi Juccinatus one 
Scruple, Syrup of Mugwort half 
an Ounce. Mix them. Or give 
fifteen Drop* of ellenceof Saf¬ 
fron. 

If there be Pain and Convulfions, 
give this following; 

Take of elixir proprietor is Pora- 
cclfi, tin&ure of Opium each 
one Drachm. Mix them. Or, 
TakeofEffence of an Ox’s Spleen, 
Mugwort, Baum, Mars hquatus 
each two Drachms, Savine a 
Drachm and an half. Saffron one 
Drachm. Mix them. The Dofe 
from fifty to threefcore Grain*, 

Externals joyned with thefe In¬ 
ternals are extolled, as having An¬ 
gular etfed. Excellent Externals 
may be made of the Scona of 
Pegulus of Antimony: for in- 
ftance; 

Take of the Scoria of Regular of 
Antimony four Ounces. Boyl 
them in a fuificient quantity of a 
lixivium made of Mugwort or 
other Speciiick Herbs, to the 
extraction of the rednefs. To 
fix Ounces of the Colature add of 
Sack two Ounces. Mix them. 

' Let two Ounces of this Liquor 
be poured upon red hot Stone* 
or Iron, and let Women in defpe- 
rate Cafes, receive the Fume by a 
Funnel. 

Fumes may alfo be made of Sa¬ 
vine,Coloquintida, Myrrh, Stjrax ; 
and fuch like things. 


Glauber's inftrument is deferved- 
ly extolled, which by means of a 
Sponge communicates volatd Salt*, 
efpecially Sal Ammoniack, joyned 
with any Alkalifate, to the Womb 
of a Married Woman. They that 
have not this inftrument, may take 
a Viol, and pour fome volatil Spirit 
into it: forinftance, Spirttus Solis 
Ammoniaci volatilit ££ oromati- 
gotus, and putting a linen Cloth 
about the Mouth of the Viol, they 
may apply it to the fmus fudorts , 
the Body of the Viol may reft upon 
Coals: by thus doing the vifdd Mu- 
cut is diflolved, and the Plaftick 
Spirit is excited. 

Baths alfo, and Fomentations, 
may be made of Uterine Herbs, for 
the lame purpofej 

Take of leaves of Mugwort, Penny¬ 
royal, Motherwort, Mercury 
each two handfuls, Rofcmary 
one handful, Wall Flowers, and 
Flowers of Mallows each half an 
handful, Bay-Berries one Ounce 
and an half, root of Bryony two 
Ounces, anjlolocbio rotunda , 
Mather each one Ounce. Cut 
and bruife them Grofly, and 
boyl them for a Bath. But na¬ 
tural, fulphureous and bitumi¬ 
nous Baths, are to be preferred 
before Artificial ones. 

If you defire a Liniment, here 
follows onej 

Take of Qyl of white Lilies, Wall- 
Flowers each three Drachms, 
Diacclccynthidos one Drachm 
and an half. Mix them. 

So likewife Pcflaries may be ap¬ 
plied in obftru&ions of th eMenJes.

Sala wonderfully commends black 
Hellebore, but bccaufe it muft be 
kept a long time, it is to be feared 
Sn cxulceration may arife. So this 
following is accounted as a certain 
experiment; 


Take of the Powder of Leases of 
fpotted Arfmart, gathered when 
the Sun is in Leo, and dried in 
the Shade half a Drachm, root 
of bhck Hellebore prepared one 
Scruple, with a fufficient quanti¬ 
ty of Gum Tragacanth dhlofved 
in vVhite Wine make a Pelfary. 


But the obftrudKon, that hAs its 
rife from peculiar Difeafes of 'the 
Womb .orta-Veflels, or frdni Di¬ 
feafes of the ways,; the felling down 
of the Womb, im perforation, and 
other fttch like things, its Ciiremuft 
be fought for fomewhere elfe: and 
Menagogdes muft ever be added to 
thefc Medicines. 

In the Imininution of the Menfes 
the fame Medicines in a manner 
will do, but in a lefs Dofe. In dif- 
Colouring of the Menfes, by Putre¬ 
faction , elixir proprietaess, with 
elixir uterinum Crollii is proper. 
Alfoeffince of Mugwort, Baum, 
&c- is good. Mercurius dulcis 
il a generous Medicine in this 
Cafe; 


Take of eflence of Baum three 
Drachms, elixir proprietatis half 
an Ounce. Mix them. The Dofe 
is between Fifty and Thrcefcore 
Drop. Or the following bag; 


Take of leaves of Scordium, Baum, 
lelTer Centaury each one handful, 
root of Bryony one Ounce, black 
Hellebore prepared half an 
Ounce, leaves of Senna nine 


Drachms and an half,large Cloves 
one Drachm, Sal uterinum one 
Drachm. Make a bag for three 
Pints of Wine. 


Thefc things premifed, Sudori- 
ficks muft not be negleded. 

In a diforderly Flux of the 
MenfesaB the forementioned things 
in a manner are proper, eTpecially 
things that purity the Blood and 
correct its Acrimony and Vifcidity; 
fuch as artificial Spaw’s according 
to Ktflcr's and Schroder’s Opinion; 
but natural Martial ones do far ex¬ 
ceed them.

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CHAP. IV. 

Of the e see five Fins of the Menfes, and the 
Whites. 


§. i. 

T HE immoderate Flux of the 
Menfes is of two forts. 
+, When the Menfes Flow in an 
excelfivc quantity and too long. 
2. When they return fooncr than 
they fhould. It is generally de- 
feribed to be. An excretion of too 
much Blood by the Womb , caufed 
by the opening of the Veffels 
thereof. 

The Whites are called in Latin 
Tluor Muliebris , Fluxus albus , 
Menjlrua Alba , Gonorrhcea non 
virulent a.cory^a uteri,&cc. for a Go¬ 
norrhoea does not differ much from 
the Whites, and fometimes they are 
complicated. It is commonly de¬ 
ferred to be -» plentiful and fre¬ 
quent excretion of a Phlegmatick, 
thick. Humor , fometimes White , 
fometimes of another Colour , with¬ 
out Pain , by the Womb: Or ra¬ 
ther, an excretion of an abounding 
inguinal humor by the vaginal 
Glands of the Womb. 

Some are miftaken in calling this 
Difcaie the Menjlrua alba: for 
a. It does not come every Month, 
neither fooncr nor later, as the 
Menjlrua do, 2. The Whites laft 
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the whole time from their firft 
coming till they quite ceafe. 3. The 
Whites are obferved to come before 
and after the time of the Menjlrua. 
For no Age, the firft excepted, 
(and yet I have a Girl not ten years 
Old now under my Cure for this 
Difeafe) is exempt from this Ma¬ 
lady. All which things conGdcred 
fhow, that the Whites have nothing 
to do with the Menjlrua ; though 
juft before the Menfes come, they 
are often in molt abundance, by 
reafon much of that Matter is at 
tliat time gathered about the cer¬ 
vical Glands of the Womb. 

z. Difference. 

T HE Whites differ according 
to the violence qf the Sym- 
ptpms- They continue fometimes 
a Month, or Months, yea, or yean, 
without any great harm, Or grie¬ 
vous Symptoms. H encc the great 
Plat crus calls them Moderate and 
Immoderate. And the fame may 
be faid of the cxceflive Flux of the 
Menfes.

§. 3. Signs of excejjive 
Mcnfes. 

A N D as thefc Difcafes are eafily 
feen, fo their Caufes may 
as easily be difeemed by their Signs. 
For a Plethora has its Signs. And 
as for the Bloods Thinnefs and Acri¬ 
mony, and exorbitant Motion, 
the Blood voided. Pain or no Pain 
. in voiding of it, heat and the like, 
j do fhow them. An Anajlomofts is 
preceded by Caufes apt to produce 
it, excetfive Heat, Venery, hard 
Travail, Mifcarriage, a previous 
SuppreiTion of the Mcnfes, &c. A 
t Dnerefis by Pain and Heat about 

\ the Neck of the Womb, Pain in 

C j Voiding the Blood, and alteration 

L in its Colour, by the juvantia and 

nocentia, excoriation or inflamma¬ 
tion in the Parts, by which the 
k Blood palfes. Such Patients are

ing all over their Body, Palencfs 
* of Face, lofs of Appetite, Heat, 
c Thirlt, Pain in their Loins, Swell¬ 
ings in their Feet, and a thoufand 
t luch things.

Whites.

r T^ HE Whites alfo need no 
f A Signs, as being cafy to be 
^ known by the relation of the Pa- 
tient and By-ftanders. They may 
■ partly be known by the Urine, in 

which one may obferve a Sediment 
Whiter and Cruder than ordinary, 
Phlegmatick and without Smell, or 
one may fee a fort of Phlegmatick 
and White Streaks: And partly by 
the concomitant Symptoms, Pain 
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oftfse Mcnfes, &c. zzi 

in the Back and about the Belly; 
Palpitation of the Heart, Atrophy, 
Dulnefs in the whole Body, and lofs 
of Colour. The Whites indeed, 
when Moderate, are attended with 
no grievous Symptoms; but Im¬ 
moderate, both as to the quantity 
of matter, and the pertinacy ofboth 
Caufes are attended i. With lofs of 
Strength.i.A Cachexy. 3.A Numb* 
nefs in the Hands and Feet, and 
Barennefs. And the excrementitious 
Humors are fometimes White,fome- 
times Pituitous like Whey, fome¬ 
times Pale or Yellow, fometimes 
Green, according to the diverlity of 
the ferous Liquor. 

§. f.Caufe of the excefive 
Menfes. 

A Ccording to the ©altntfls 
A the Caufes of an immoderate 
Flux of the Menjes are an Anafto- 
mofu , Diapedelis, Direrefu, and 
Dtabrojis, which are caufed by 
the cxceifive quantity, Heat, Thin¬ 
nefs, or Acrimony of the Blood, by 
a Blow, a Fall, or a Wound. 

§. 6. Caufe of the 
Whites. 

IN the Whites they lay, the Brain. 
1 Stomach, Liver, Spleen, and 
Mefentery, fend their excrements to 
the Womb, as to the weaker Part, 
and therefore molt apt for recepti¬ 
on : nor do they doubt, but excre¬ 
mentitious Humors may be bred 
in the Womb it fclf, through the 
weaknefs either of the retentive or • 
concodtive Faculty. Therefore they 
blame the Intemperaturc and weak¬ 
nefs of the Womb, which is often 
con traded 
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eontra&ed while they are with 
Child, from their Travail, Abortion, 
Contulion, Inflammation, Abfcefr, 
or Exulceration.

§. I. 

T * 1 E fays, “The breeding of Di- 
I I “feafes of the Womb,is not in 
“ the Womb, nor from it. Becaufe 
“ every Part, that depends upon 
“others, receives detriment from 
“ other Parts. For the Difeafes of 
“ the Womb are Retention and Su- 
“ pcrfluity. According to him, the 
“Womb receives its nutriment 
“from all the Parts once every four 
“Weeks: then it calts out its ex- 
crements, and then Women feel 
SPains in their Back and Head, 
“and Compreflion at the Pit 
“ of their Stomach. The Retention 
“ is not in the Womb, but from all 
“ the Pyts of the Body. He Pro- 
“ cecds §. x. “ For the Men- 
“ ftrttum in the Womb is not the 
"iMcnJlruum, but the Excrement 
“ofthe Menjlrunm. And therefore 
tV- 2 . de gen. bom. he calls it Men- 
ftrua ejecta and ftercus matrtets. 
Then there enfues a conjundion 
of thefe (fincc the Menjiruum 
“ comes from all the Parts, and 
“ fome Parts are Morbid) Deltrudi- 
« on. Alteration, Conclulion, Mix- 
“ tion of a Good and Bad thing, dif- 
“ colouring and the like. When 
“a Woman finds Pain, there is 
“ Oppilation . and an cxceliive 
9 Flux. 


§. 8 . Caufe of the tocceffive 
Menftrua. 

A Ccording to "SvUifujt ha 
ri judgment, the Mcnjlrua ex¬ 
ceed through fome fruit either in 
the Blood, the Womb or its Veliels. 
Through the fruit of the Blood, as 
often as it is too thin or too fharp, 
efpecially at the time of the Men¬ 
ftrua. And the Blood is made fo 
by the Heat of the Air, Sun, Fire, 
Bath, (Sc. alfo by too Spirituous 
and Aromatick Food, by the Paf- 
lions of the Mind, as Anger; alfo 
by exceflive Motion of the Body, 
Running, Dancing, Rubbing, (Sc. 
by over long Watching, by the 
ufual evacuations of Bile, being ei¬ 
ther omitted or quite ftopt. He 
fays, it is through fome fault in the 
Womb, or its Veliels, when they 
are either too Lax,or Moilt,through 
abufe of watry things, eating too 
much horaiy Fruit, Peachcs,Grapes, 
(tic. efpecially when the Menfes 
are at hand, becaufc at that time all 
about the Womb is open. 

§. 9 . Caufe of the 
Whites. 

A S for the Caufe of the White*, 
when Moderate, and often 
continuing a long time without any 
confiderable damage, he makes the 
efficient Caufe to be fome Acido- 
Aultere Ferment produced in the 
Womb, but the Mali of Blood is 
not very much changed. He like- 
wife makes the efficientCaufc of the 
immoderate Whites to be the fame, 
but ading (according as divers 
Symptoms arc railed) aiverfly.and 
the 
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and the Whites. ±i.§ 

the material Caufe is the Mafsof affe&ed by the external Cold, fo 
Blood vithfed divers ways; yet he, that according as it is dilpofedto 
holds, that the Whites may be pro-, the Whites, fo Women are more or 
duced, without any fuch uterine ’ Iefs apt to catch this Difeafe. He 
Ferment, if fo be Pituitous l Iumors, fays, that in the Whites the Womb 
abound in the whole Body, and be is fo vitiated, that the Blood in it 
fent thence to the Womb, andfo 
call out of the Body. Our Author 
thinks.that in this Difeafe the Womb 
is affe&cd in a twofold manner, to 
wit, mediately, the Glands, espe¬ 
cially the Pancreatick, being pri¬ 
marily affedled, which fend the 
Acid to the Womb: Secondly im¬ 
mediately, thefe Glands not being 
hurt; if namely the Womb have 
taken Cold externally. 

Therefore he holds, that tire pri¬ 
mary Caufe of the Whites, mutt al¬ 
ways be fought in the Womb; but 
the fecondary Caufe, and that which 
encreafes it, in the Blood, and other 
bad Humours blended with the 
Blood, and with it tending to the 
Womb: And he proves that the 
Whites can neither proceed from 
Seed, nor from Spirits. He con¬ 
cludes therefore, that the Caufe is 
the Blood, and the more vifcous or 
ferous the Whites are* the more 
vifcous or ferous the Blood then is, 
according to the diversity whereof 
there appears a diverfe colour in 
the excreta. And he derives it from 
an acid Acrimony, which turns 
the Blood into fomething like 
Put. 

Among the antecedent Caufcs, he 
in the firft place reckons cxcellive 
and long protratfred grief of Mind, 
which is a great breeder of a noxious 
Acid, but efpecially of an Aultere. 

Of which Acid and Auftcrc in Wo¬ 
men, he fays, an unexpected Fright 
is a molt certain Caufe. He reckons 
up Cold, the abufe of Adds, and I , 
when the Womb is immediately fliarp, cutting, pungent Particles, 

cxceffiv* 


is corrupted, which according to 
the Variety of the Fault in the 
Womb, Vanes much in regard of 
Colour, Smell,and Quantity. And 
lie holds, that as the uterine Fer¬ 
ment is more or lefs Acid, Auftere, 
orShaip, or any other way Vitious, 
fb it will in a different manner cor¬ 
rupt the Blood, that is carried to 
the Womb. 

So likewife the Blood being di- 
/erfly affe&ed by other Difeafes be¬ 
ing or having been in the Body, will 
be corrupted into a different Hu¬ 
mor by the fame Ferment. Bp that, 
according to him, the diverfity of 
the Humor in the Whites, depends 
fometimes upon the diveriity 
of the corrupting Ferment, fome¬ 
times upon the diverfity of the 
corrupted Blood, and fometimes 
upon both. 

§. 10 . 

H Aving already confidered o* 
ther Mens Opinions, we will 
now give you out oton concerning 
the Caufes of thefe Difeafes. And 
the Caufe of them both mutt de¬ 
pend upon the Blood’s being too a- 
biindant, too thin or Iharp; or 
upon the Veffels which fuller either 
an Anaftomofis , a Dior efts , oc 
(which is very rare) a Diapedejif y 
or externals, to wit, an over hot 
and thin Air, Food or Phyfick, that 
is Hot, Indding and Attenuating, 
or Menagogues, or things that open 
I jfhe Orifices of the Veffels, efpecially 
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exceflive Watching, over much 
Exercife of the Body or the Parts of 
it. Riding, Running, Dancing, 
Playing at Ball, or at any other 
Play, tudden Pallions of the Mind, 
Fright, Anger, various Excretions 
of Blood fupprefled, Misfortune by 
a Blow, Fall, Wound, Ulcer, and 
the like. For according to Nature 
Women find a turgefcence of Blood 
at the time of Menftruation; they 
have a Pain in their Back, a Throb¬ 
bing and Racking in their Loins, a 
Wearinels and Dulneft in their 
Limbs,Head-ach, an Inflation of the 
Hypochondria, and then comes the 
excretion of Blood by the Anajio- 
mofis of the uterine Arteries. And 
we queftion not but a too great la¬ 
xity of the Pores maybe theCaufe 
of this Difeafe, which is ufually 
caufed by divers moift things. 

§. ii. Caufe of the. 
Whites. 

A 7 "® think, that theCaufe 
V V of the Whites, is a viti- 

ous Scrum, corrupted in the vagi¬ 
nal Glands, fometimes Purulent , 
but often Serous, flowing out of 
the Glands ofthe Womb. D. Mich. 
Bernhard Valentinus, one of the 
College of the Curious", and our 
Friend, difeourfes excellently well 
of this fubjedf in a Learned Epiftlc, 
de nova Matricis & Morborum 
Muliebrium Anatome , laying, 
“ Tlie laftand worft corruption of 
«the feminal Liquor is in the Di- 
“feafe, they all Womens Whites, 
‘‘which is proper to thefe Glands, 
“ and is indeed nothing elfe but a 
“ cory\a Vteri, proceeding from 
“ a continual abfeefs, and moft Fe- 
tid Corruption in the vaginal 


“ Glands. He proceeds, For the 
“ morbid Tyrant, is a putrid Thief 
“ in the glandulous Parts,which, de¬ 
frauding not only theadjoyning, 
“ but all the Parts of the Body of 
“their nourilhment, precipitates it 
“ into a putrid Liquor.This is Ihown 
“ by the Itecms of the Body ,holiow- 
“ nefs of Eyes, and Cheeks, unufual 
“ Iamenefs of the Limbs, which is 
‘‘ obvious even to Women. Hence 
** it is, that a kind of Cachexy ac- 
“ companies this Difeafe,in as much 
“ as the Vtfcera being defrauded of 
“ their nutriment do flag, and their 
“ vital Ferments decay exceedingly, 
“efpecially the Stomach, which 
‘‘wanting both Fcwel and Fire, 
“ knows neither how to fried! nor 
“ volatilife the Meat; but turns it 
“ into a putrid Mucilage , which 
“being no way corrafred, gets 
“ where it can, into the Veins, and 
“is nothing but an ufelefs load. 
At Limburg I opened a Woman 
forty years of Age, that died of 
this Difeafe, and found the Glands 
of her Womb fwelled and hard, 
about the bignefs of Peafc. Here 
alfo fometimes .Chyle may be void¬ 
ed, namely, when the Pores of the 
Arteries are fo open, that Chyle can 
h(s through them. And thus we 
ve feen true Purulent Matter, 
voided from an Ulcer in the Womb. 
We, as well as other Phyficians, do 
hold, that this Difeafe may anfe 
from too much Thinnefs and Acri¬ 
mony of Serum. 

We blame in this Difeafe, not the 
obftrudtion, but the over Laxity 
of the Pores and Glands, when Pi- 
tuitous. Serous, and Sharp Humors 
gather thereabout.

A S to the Prpgnoftick of the 
immoderate Menfes , we 
mult obferve, that all immoderate 
excretion of them, if not ofitfelf, 
yet at leaft by accident, is dange¬ 
rous. efpecially in elderly People, 
and if it continue long, for beliries 
that it walls the ftrength, it is the 
caufe of divers Dileafes, to wit, of 
a Droplie, Anafarca , Leucophleg- 
tnatia, Cachexy, ftraitnefs ot Pores 
both in the whole Body, and efpc- 
cially in the Womb, of Inflamma- 
tjon.Exulccration, ($c. and of other 
Pifeafcs. 

It alfo tlireatens an Atrophy, be- 
caufe when the Blood is dimmilhcd, 
it has not force enough in it, (b as 
that the Particles fit, for -nourifh- 
ment.may be tnruft forward ltrong 
enough to (tick to the.Parts, that 
fhould be nourilhcd.

Whites. 

B UT as for the Prognoftick of 
the Whites, it is a more Lift¬ 
ing Ail, efjiecially in old Women, 
Cache&ick, fuch as have had their 
Men/es long ftopt, or quite gone,in 
Maids or Widows, that are troubled 
with the Green Sicknels, or fuch as 
have had fome tedious and grievous 
Difeafe of the Wqmb, and whofe 
cervical Glands are hardned or any 
.other way hurt; for in old Women 
this Difeafe is not (o ealily cured, 
becaufe in them the Fibres are more 
immoveable, and when the Pores of 
the Glands are oncddetorted, they 
cpnftandy remain fo, nor are they 
ealily reduced to their priltine Fi¬ 
gure. 

Yet it has little danger in it, un- 
lefs it prove of long continuance, 
and be very grievous in regard either 
ofitfelf, or of the Caufe whereby 
it is produced. For then indeed it 
occahons fome grievous and very 
dangerous Difeafes. 

14. Dietetick Cure. 

A S for the Cure of the immo¬ 
derate Flux of the Meujey, 
wp think, th£ fame mult he indited 
on here, as in other excrcticns of 
Blood, which has been declared be 
lore: For this-ditiers but very little 
from the Cure of other Hemor¬ 
rhages. 

But in the Whites let the Patient 
ufe a ferene and warm Air, at Jealt 
let her avoid Rajnand Cold- The 
Food mull be contrary to the pec 
cant Humour; and above all things 
let them forbear Acids, thofe Ene¬ 


mies to the Serum and Glands: 
Hence we obferve in Holland , that 1 
this Difeafe is very frequent, be- 
caufe Women at the Table eat 
Salads immoderately.

Drink, 
but little. The Motion of the Body 
and Exercife mult be Moderate.

I ions fake, they bleed iu the Arm; 
and in this Cafe they will have 1 
great Quantity of Blood taken a- 
way; they commend trillions slfo.

To carry off the Bilious and Serous 
Humors, that abound in the Body, 
they prefenbe Purges twice or 
thrice a Week; they alfo fometimes

S JMWiW cures the Menfiruous 
Flux produced by an over thin. 
Sharp and Serous Blood,by attain¬ 
ing from all Non natural thing?, 
that corrupt the Blood, or atlea.t 
by moderating them, efpeciaily, 
when the time of the Mctifcr is 
near, by keeping from all Heat, 
Spirituous and Aromatick Food, 
generous Wine, and chieHy its Spi¬ 
rit, from Anger, violent and long 
motion of the Body. He commends 
divers Emullions made of Almonds!

If therefore 
the ferment of t!ie Womb be Acid, 
the primary Cure of the Whites will 
confid in the amendment of this 
vitious Ferment, andtheSecundary 
in the correction of the whole 
Blood. Therefore the preceding 
Caufes mult be taken care of, fuch 
as Cold, grief of Mind, Fright, A- 
bufe of Acids, (3c. Then the Acido- 
Audere and fometimes (harp Fer¬ 
ment, may very well be correChd 
by pure volatil Salts, fuch as Spirit 
of Sal Ammon iack; and temperate 
oleous things are very ufeful in 
amending a- (harp Acid. And for 
correcting the tainted Blood, which 
is peculiarly corrupt, and ocCalions 
the Whites, or fometimes makes 
them work, he (ays, divers both 
Alteratives and Evacuaters mud be 
ufed according fo the Variety of 
the Cachexy.

Thus not long lince I cured 
a Girl, who had been troubled with 
this exceilive Flux, for above a year, 
tv drinking twelve Ounces of Juice 
of Birch every Day, for fourteen 
days together. 

Outwardly alfo, as in other He¬ 
morrhages, Aftringenti,Incraflants 
and Anodynes may be applied to 
the Hypogaflrium, Pubes, or other 
Parts: So Vinegar applied to the 
Hyfogajlrium either with linen 
Cloths or with a Sponge, is good. 
Alfo Emplaflrum Stypticum or ail 
rupturam Femelii does help; a 
Dcco&ion of Alum often does the 
bufinefs. A Pefl'ary foaked in a De¬ 
coration of Swine's Dung is of great 
nfe. Or; 

Take of the Mofs of a Sloe-tree, 
root of Tormentil, Biftort each 
one Drachm, Galls one Scruple, 
crocus Martis ajlnngens naif 
a Scruple. With a fufficient 
Quantity pf Acacia , make a 
Peflary.

The Cure therefore 
qf this Chronical Difeafe conlifts 
in a Correction of both. Peccant 
Caufes by convenient Medicines, 
in a Mitigation of the moll urgent 


Symptom, and in Corroborates 
the Cervical Glands and Uterine 

Spirits. 

Both Caufesare Corrected efpe- 
cially by Aromatick Baifamjcki, 
fuch as roots of Galangal, Biita, 
Florentine Iris , Elecampane, & 
Among Herbs thefe are proper, 
Mugwort, Motherwort, Savine, 
Wild. Majoran, Bay leaves, Seer- 
dtum. Thefe things a Ho arc good 
Bay,berries, Anifeed, Dai,ousted, 
red Coral, Crab’s Eyes, Chalk, 
Shavingsof. Harts-horn, and Man s 
Skulk Volatil Salts are not to 
be defpifed, as being very ufciiil 
in tedious Difeafes, atld in cormi- 
mg Acido Auftere Liquors. And 
according to the different way 
whereby each Caufe offends, di¬ 
vers receipts of thefe things may 
bepreferibed, both to be taken in¬ 
wardly, as Deco&ions, Phyfick 
Wines, Pills, Powders, Elechuna 
Mixtures, And outwardly, a 
Fomentations, Fumes, die. 

Gumms and Retfns are very 
good m this Difeafe, and Turpefr 
tine better than any % which, a 
m a Gonorrhoea , fo alfo in this 
Difeafe is of great Vh-tue, bo 
caufe ltisa difeafe of the Glands. 
Aromatick Oy Is and other things 
may beufed in this Cafe. Which 
tilings premifed, we ought to 
carry off the corrected Humors, 
either by Phlegmagogues or Hy- 
dragogues. So alfo Rhubarb and 
Turpentine arc good, bccaufc 
they moderately aftringe and 
confolidate.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. V. 

Of Barrennefs. 


*. i. 

G Reat is theobfcurityandblind- 
nefs of Phyficians about 
the Generation and Birth of Man, 
fo that the SaCred Writ it felf feems 
to intimate the fame, Eccl. 11. 
Before therefore that we come to 
the Difeafe, we will difeourfe the 
Work of Generation. Careful 
Dame Nature has three ways of 
Generation, i. Out of Putrefaction; 
as all or moft infers. 2. Out of 
Seed committed to die Earth, which 
after Fennentation germinates; fo 
grow Plants. 3. By Ejngenefts , 
that is* out of an Egg, as moft 
Anifnils afe'Borri, and die moft 
noble of them, Man, according to 
Van Horn, Kjrkytrtgtus and de 
Graaftwho maintain. That in Wo¬ 
men’s Tefticles there are Membra¬ 
naceous little Bladdei's, full of 
Humour, which they do very well 
ftyle Eggs ; and they demonftrate 
that,Man is generated of fuch gn 
Egg, and that there is a very fruit¬ 
ful Ovary in Women. The Vulgar 
fort of Phyficians indeed do hold. 
That a Woman’s Seed is contained 
in her Tefticles, is mixt with the 
Man’s in her Womb, and that fo a 
Conception is made. But Harvey, 
in his excellent traeft de gcnerati- 
one animalium f. m. 2/ fays, That 


all manner of Animals, even the 
Viviparous', yea, Man himfclf is 
bred of an Egg, and the firft con- 
cqition of them, out of which a 
Foetus is made, is very Eggs, dri¬ 
ft 0 tie thinks Conception is made 
out of the Menftruous Blood. But 
the moft received Opinion con¬ 
cerning the manner of Conception 
is , That every Egg in its proper 
Receptacle or Tefticles, is Fecund^ 
ted by the virilecontadfc.that the Fe¬ 
cundated Egg does Day by Day 
encreafe; at length through the 
necelfity of Place and Site it is ex¬ 
cluded thence into'the Womb, and 
there it ferments, til! it hatli re¬ 
ceived all the Lineaments or Parts; 
tlierefore Steno fays, That every 
Womb, while it has a Foetus in it, 
is with Egg Which Opinion has 
already been proved by many Rea- 
fons and Experiments. We con¬ 
clude therefore with Wegner de 
Graaf, and others, thatthofe Vcfi- 
cles, which the Coat of a Woman’s 
Telticlc does invol ve, are true Eggs, 
out of which, aricl Tn which Man’s 
Body is Generated: Thefe Eggs 
are Fecundated by Spirits exhaling 
from the Man’s Seed, and by the 
bene;:t of the glandulous Body are 
difeharged into the tuba Fallcpu- 
nar, throng! 1 which they are con¬ 
veyed into the Cavity of the Womb. 
And hence it may certainly be 
concluded 
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concluded, that thefc Eggs ought 
to remain in Womens Te it ides, till 
they are Fecundated by a. virile 
Air; for that you Can no where fee 
the Membrane of the Teftide per¬ 
forated, and therefore it cannot give 
a pallage to the Eeg; but when tht 
Egg isFecundatcd with the virile air, 
about that time atertain glandulous 
Bo,iy isExcrefcent, which afledting 
the Membrane of the T eltide draws 
pH one Egg from another, w hich 
■when done, this glandulous Body 
in time vaniflics, and the Woman s 
Teiticje is reduced to its priltine 
State.

And fo 
the Noble de Graaf quotes the 
Opinions of the belt Authors about 
Conception and Woman’s Seed, 
dap. 1 i- de Muherum Orgams. To 
whom for brevities lake 1 refer: 
Reader.

T (F. Signs of this Difeafe are 
manitelt; for fuch as are Bar¬ 
ren,either bear not at all,.or very fel- 
dom, and they breed but Weak 
and Tender Children : But all the 
contelt often,is, whether the Caufe 
lie in the Man or the Woman ? 
This caufes Grudges and Litigi- 
oufnefs between a Man and his 
Wife, while the one accufes the 
other of Impotency. For the de¬ 
ciding of this contioverfie, Anti¬ 
quity has propofed feveral ridicu¬ 
lous things: for inftance; Take each 
Mamed parties Urine, and Pour it 
upon Lettuce, and whofe fide Wi¬ 
thers, there is the Barrennefs. But 
it may tar better be known, by the 
cold temperature of the Woman,her 
lira it Loins, defedi of hair on her 
Pubes , and other Parts, and by the 
Whites. And hence perhaps it is, 
that this Difeafe is only cured now 
and then by Chance, for it need 
not be queitioned, were the caufes 
certainly known, but more might 
be cured of it.

OUT to fay no more of thefe 
things, we will -proceed to 
the ./Etiology, and fee what the 
ancient* reckoned to be the Caufe 
of ftarrennefs. And among them 
the aratiUns fly to occult Qua¬ 
lities' 

The €>totcks lay the principal 
blame of ftcrility upon the dis¬ 
agreeable Powers and Qualities of 
the Bed fellows. 

Some have the Faculty of their 
Womb fruftrated from their Con¬ 
ception. RtDtclti* has four Caufes. 

I. When the Reception of the Seed 
b hindred, either through the 
Smallnels and Narrowncfs of the 
Genital Parts of Young 01* Old 
Women; which alfo is hindred, 

•when Maids arc Lame, and have 
their Thighs diftorted; or are Flat 
in the Hips, fo that in Coition they 
Cannot well make a convenient Fi- 
gure/orthe due Reception of Seed. 

He adds exceilive Fatnefs, which 
ftraitens the pallages of the Womb. 

Among the Nonnatural tilings he 
reckons the Paifions of the Mind, 
efpecially hatred conceived between 
the Married Parties, whereby the 
Woman being a verfe from this fort 
of pleafiire, does not fupply Spi¬ 
rits fufficient, wherewith the Geni¬ 
tals at the time of Congrefs (hould 
be Turgid, that the Matrix as it 
were overjoyed may meet tile Man’s

“ fear of a Vacuum ; which, ifit be 
“ done in an undue Moment, is 
done 
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“ done in Vain. For the Womb ofa 
“ Virgin is farce two Indies wide, 
“ becaufe it is folded intoitfelfin 
“ very little Folds But the opening 
“ of it conlifts not in Man’s will, 
“ or in Titillation, or Luxury, but

T )\ 7 with other Authors, 
V V will now examine the 
Caufe of Barrennefs through tlie 
Wife’s faultjas for the Man’s,we (hall 
examine that, in another place. 
Some therefore are Barren, either 
becaufe they are Imperforate, or 
their Fagina is too (trait, to ad¬ 
mit a Man. Some again an admit 
a Man ; but either the Seed, or the 
Air of it, cannot reach the Ovary, 
fometimes through die Falling 
down of the Womb, or the Cervical 
Glands of the Womb being Swell¬ 
ed, or in fuch as whole inner Orifice 
of die Womb is diilorted , clofed 
up, or any way ltraitned, or be¬ 
caufe of Tumors, Exulcerations, 
Cancer, (3 c. or becaufe the tub* 
Fallopian* are oburuded. and 
thustliepaifagesho.n the Womb 
into the tub* fallopian*, are ei¬ 


ther obftruded, clofed up, or com- 
preffed. 

Some are Barren beaufe their 
Eggs are either Intemperate, ob- 
ltruded, hardned or wrapt in an 
over hard Membrane, fo that they 
cannot ferment by contad of the 
Man's Seed. Others, beaufe their 
Eggs are little or juicclefs, and have 
nothing in them. Others, beaufe 
they are Intemperate in their whole 
Body, either Cacochymick, or over 
Fat, or they have their Meufes too 
much, or the Whites; but gene¬ 
rally the Caufe of Barrennefs lies in 
die obltrudion of the tub* Fallo¬ 
pian*. So we opened a Barren 
Woman, whofe Tubes were Cal¬ 
lous ; and another had Stones in her 
Tubes. For if they be obftruded, 
the feminal Air cannot reach the 
Ovary, fo as to Fecundate them. 
And it is apparent, that the obflru- 
diai of thefc Tubes may happen 
divers ways,either by vifcid Phlegm, 
or an Aultere Acid, a Callus , or 
Stone: thefe paflages are ftopt alfo 
by too much Fat, which Fat like- 
wife by its oleolity hinders the re¬ 
fluent Liquors from fermenting: 
whence it is, that over Fat Women 
do not eafily Conceive. There may 
alfo be an abhorrence in the Plaftick 
Spirit. And Conception may be 
huidred by an IU Conttitution and 
too great Laxity of the Pores. 

To thefe may be added external 
Caufes, to wit any intemperate 
Air, or one too thick, cloudy, 
ftinking and impure. And Watry, 
Acid, Aultere, Gutinousand Grofs 
Diet, and fometimes Sp ; .rituous,Hot, 
Aromatick and Mel.mngogick Me¬ 
dicines ufed immoderately; the 
abufeoflncraflating and Moiltning 
Medicines, Baths, ( 3 c. Watching, 
exec,live and unfeafonable Sleep ^ 
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_ r much cxcercife of 
Mind, An Idle and Sedentary Life, 
Paflions of the Mind, and efpecially 
hatred. Excretions cither fupprefled 
.' of exceflive, and cfpeeially a Diar¬ 
rhoea., exceflive Menji jr, Whites, 
too much Sweating, Vomiting and 
the like. Finally misfortune by 
Abortion,difHcult Travafl,aWound, 
Ulcer, Swelling of the Glands,done 
in the Bladder, Blow, Fall, Con- 
tulion, Compreflion, (3 c. or from 
Caufes or Difeafes both of the 
Womb it felf and the adjoyning 
Parts. As for tfW Authors talk 
of the Stars and Enchantments , - 1 
have ever been dubious in the 
Cafe. 

§. 7. Prognoftick. 

A S to the Prognoftick; this 
Difeafe is not dangerous, and 
oftentimes not very prejudicial to 
health. It is Chronical and often 
incurable, chiefly that which arifes 
from a Coalition of Various 
parts of the Womb, cfpeeially from 
a total obftrudjion of the Fallopian 
duds, by a Calais, Stone, ( 3 c. or 
by grievous Difeafes of the Womb, 
an Atljeromafteatoma , Scirrhus , 
Cancer, Gangrene, tedious Whites, 
( 3 c, Likewife, if the*r be a.csmous 
Excrefcencc in the tuba Fallopiatue, 
or if there be an exceflive Cor¬ 
pulency,and if it be Connate. 

§. 8. Dietttick 

Cure., 

P Art of the Cun: confifts 
Diet, or the fix Non naturals 
The firft of them by the general 
confent of Phyficians is the Air. 
It muft be temperate •• Cold 
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and Winter Air muft be 'avoided- 
The change of Air has made many 
Women Barren; I could give an 
infhmce; but for fome rejfons I 
lhall forbear. The Food mult be 
of good Juice, we rejeit all that 
is Crude, Windy , Vifcid, Acid, 
and over Aromatick Drinking of 
Cold Water is hurtful, and Winej 
excefs in which has made feveral 
Women Barren,as dayly experience, 
alas! doesteftifie. Wedifapprove 
ofGuzling toomuch Coffee cxThca. 
Motion mult be moderate, to much 
muft be avoided: for the reafoa 
'hy the Scythian Women are o£en 
Barren, is their too much tiding. 
And therefore Ariflotle writes, that ■ 
through bearing too great burthen*" 
and over toyling, the Barbarian 
Women are apt to be Barren. Upon 
thi* account, we blame Jumping, 
Shouting, Bawling, Coughing, and 
frequent Sneezing. Nor mult we 
exclude Paffons of the Mind, to 
wit, Anger, Sadnefs, Fear, Hatred, _ 
Joy, Love. Sleep muft not exceed ‘ 
aounds, normuftitbeunfeafona- 
ble: So over much watching may 
do hantT, inafmuch as it greatly 
fupprefles the animal Spirits, which 
ought to contribute much to Con¬ 
ception. In this cafe efpecially the 
excreta and retenta mult be agree¬ 
able to Nature: For the Menji-s ei¬ 
ther fupprefled or exceeding, or 
the Whites, do harm. Excefs in 
Venus is hurtful; therefore we 
fee, Whores are generally Barren, 
becaufc the Veflels, are too lax, fo 
that an Egg cannot Hide to the 
Womb.

N Ow we are happily fallen up¬ 
on the Pharmaccutick Cure. 
And we will firft fee the ©iltwcal, 
and indeed that of tt'-Uertu* who 
according to the diverfity of the 
Caufe inlifts upon a diverfe Cure. 
That therefore which has its rife 
from over Fatnefs, muft, according 
to him, be cured by an extenuating 
Diet, and convenient Evacuations 
If Barrennefs proceed from an ill 
Courfe of Diet, as in .Gluttonous, 
Drunken, and Water-drinking Wo¬ 
men, he advifes fuch to a l!rid: rule 
of living. . He fays, therobuft Vi¬ 
rago's mult be effeminated, by ab- 
ftainingfrom Meats of a grofsjuice, 
by Labour and Excercile, and the 
convenient Flux of the Mettjirua 
mult be procured by repeated Pur¬ 
sers, and Venefedion 

But if it proceed from a c(pfure 
of the Womb, Diltortion, Ob- 
Itrudion, Tumor, or Ulcer; care 
mult be taken of them by proper 
Remedies. So an over Hot and 
dry Conltitution.mult bccorreded 
by Coolers and Moiftners; and an 
o'er cold one by Heaters. For 
Ktutctll* fays,That a cold and moilt 
Intemperature is the molt frequent 
Caufe of Barrennefs: therefore in 
. this Gife firit of all he orders the 
pituitous Humors to be evacuated 
by Purgatives, Diureticks and Sudo- 
rificks. For Revullion’s fake he 
applies Cauteries to the Arms and 
^.egs. Then he will have the prm 
cipal Parts llrengthened with Trea¬ 
cle, Mithridate, tobeli arom. refat. I 
ionfecUo Alkermes, &e. After¬ 
wards he lias recourfc to fuch tilings 
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as have a Sped lick property to 
ltrengthen the Womb, help Con¬ 
ception, and provoke Venery, Re¬ 
ceipts whereof you may fee in 
K1ucc.1v.

I N c«r Opinion the Indication in 
Barrennefs may be manifold,and 
now and then contrary; and fo 
divers Remedies may be ferviceable 
to Women; Which makes me the 
more to wonder at the Ignorance 
ami Stupidity of thofe Men; that 
think they ean by one and the fame 
Medicine, Cure all Barren Women ; 
and boait of I know not what Spe- 
cihcks. But we, according to rea- 
fon,do judge. That a different Cure 
Ihould be infilled on, as the Caufes 
differ; and Speciticks may be ufed 
in all. 

Barrennefs therefore, that pro¬ 
ceeds from a Woman’s incapacity 
to admit a Man, is cured by re¬ 
moving die Impediments. That 
which proceeds from an Acido-Au- 
liere, contracting the Fallopian 
duds and other Velfels, and fomc- 
times putting their Fibres into Con- 
vullions, and fo difquieting the 
plaltick Spirit, is cured by things 
that corrcdan Acid, and an -Au- 
lterc, fuch as are volatil Aromaticksj 
alfo divers Abforbents.Cinnabarincs, 
&c. Which end the following 
Po wder anfwers, half a Drachm of 
it being often given ;

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But if the Fallopian dud be 
ftopt by tough Phlegm or fome 
Tartarean matter, fo that the Man's 
Seed canDOt Influence the Ova¬ 
rium, in that Cafe divers Preparers 
will be proper, aslnciders, Attenu- 
ants, and Purgers. Among Pre¬ 
parers and Inciders, this following, 
or fome fuch Phylick Wine, will be 
proper; 

Take of leaves of Rofemary, Baum, 
Sage, Mercury each one hand¬ 
ful, root of Eryngo two Ounces, 
Caffia Itgnea, large Cloves each 
three Drachms, Seed*of Ammi, 
Sermountain each half an Ounce, 
fhavings of Ivory two Drachms. 
Put them in a Bag. 

So a Decoction of Rofemary in 
Wine, for the ordinary Drink will 
be good, eflence of Saitafras Wood, 
Satyrii Crallii, and Amber, made 
with Spirit of Baum, are generous 
Remedies in this Cafe. 

AH volatil Silts are good, inaf- 
much as they open the obltruded 
pallages. Hartman commends Salt 
of Satyrium , if half a Scruple of it 
be given often in Sack or atjua vita; 
Mulierum. So Platerus gives Oyl 
of Majoran, and Musk each one 
Grain, with Hare’s runnet in fome 
convenient Vehicle. Indian Cho¬ 
colate well aromatized, and taken 
every Day in Milk, has an excellent 
faculty , in exciting the Spirits of 
the Womb, and alfo of opening 
the paflages. 

Thcfe Preparers and Inciders pre- 
mifed, you mult evacuate this 
Vifcid Phlegm out of the Body, by 
this following,or fame fuch thing; 

Take of leaves of Mercury, Rofe¬ 
mary each half an handful, ear- 
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dims benediBus two Pugils, roc> 
of Eryngo one Ounce, Flowers 
of Rofemary, Sage each three 
Pugils, root of MechoacsH one 
Ounce, white Agarick half an 
Ounce, feed of C.nthamm one 
Ounce, Ammi, Sermountain each 
one Drachm, large Cloves, caffia 
lignea , the whiteft Cream of 
Tartar two Drachms.

Pills alfo and Potions may be 
given if you pleafe. 

But it the Ail proceed from Poy- 
fon or a Philtre, then we adnfe 
Vomits. Thus a Noble Woman 
vomited up three Worms, and bo» 
camerFruitful. 

Ifthe Difeafe arife from too much 
Seed, then extinguilhers of Seed 
are proper, fuch as agnus caftus, 
Wormwood, Camphore, ( 3 c. But 
if it proceed from fame fruit in the 
cervical Glands, then fuch things as 
we mentioned in the Whites, re¬ 
move it. 

If the teguments of the Eggs be 
too Thick, and cannot be fecun¬ 
dated by the Influence of the Man s 
Seed, the forefaid Volatil Salts will 
be good, efpecially volatil Spirit of 
Sal Ammoniack Anthofate, and 
divers Fumes, Infalions, Pefla- 
ries, &c. 

If it proceed from too much Cor¬ 
pulency, then belide a fpare Dirt, 
a Deccxfiion ofthe Woods and their 
E Hence, and fharp things may 
ufed a long time. Here alfo f Ue

If from Paucity of Liquor con¬ 
tained in the Eggs, all things that 
increafe Seed are proper, cfpecially 
Chocolate boyled ift Milk, and the 
following Electuary ; 

"fake of the Conferve ofFIowcrs of 
Sage, Rofemary each one Ounce, 
Candied Eryngo root, Candied

If Barrennefs proceed from tlie 
Glands being too Lax,divers Aftrin- 
gents both Internal and External 
mixt with Specificks, will do 
good. 

But if it proceed from the long 
continuance of the Whites, then 
firlt give an Uterine Clyfter, and 
afterwards the following Powder of 
Simon Pauls.

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Take of leaves of Speedwel well 
Powdered, Seed or true ammi 
each half an Ounce, letter Car¬ 
damom, choice Cinnamon each 
two Drachms, Sugar Candy a 
quarter Part of the wholeWcight. 
When they are powdered, add 
to them a few Drops of CM of 
Cinnamon. The Dofe is from 
half a Drachm to a Drachm. 

So theriaca cceleftis often ufed 
gives help; for by means of the 
volatil Salts the Fallopian duift is 
opened, whereby the Eggs in a 
Woman's Telticle, are fecundated 
and got out. 

Among Externals a certain vola¬ 
til Liquor made of mineral Spirits 
excels all, which may he ufed in one 
of our Inllruments or Glauber's ; or 
they that want them, may put it 
in a long necked Viol, the Mouth 
may be applied to the Sinus Pudo- 
ns , and the bottom may ftand 
upon (he Coals, and fo the volatil 
Spirit may be received. By doing 1 
• this not only the tuba Fallopiana 
is opened, but the Eggs that are too 
thick skinned, are made thinner and 
tenderer, fo that they may be the 
better fecundated by the Seed, and 
the plnftick Spirit appeafed. Divers 
artificial Baths are good, efpecially 
one marie with Ants. Natural Baths 
: alfo are good, whether Sulphu¬ 
reous, Bituminous, Aluminous, or 
Nitrous. 

We commend alfo Iufeffus made 
of Aromatick Herbs and Roots, and 
of Minerals. After a Bath or an 
Inft ffils, a Fume may be made of 
Gum animd, tacamahaca, Amber, 
Benzoin, 8cc. for alliance; 


Take of Gum juniper one Drachm, 
Berries of Juniper two Drachms, I 
F rankincenfe, Maftich, Gum am- 1

Or after Bathing an Infufionof I 
fome Liquor may be made by a 1 
Syringe.

Nan- 
feOHjnefs , Vomiting, Longing, Spafm, falfe 
Conception, Mifcarriage, and Mola. 


*. I- 

F Rom what was (aid before one 
(fiay gather, that Man is made 
in, and of an Egg: for the bud is 
in thefe Veficles, out of whicli hu¬ 
mane Bodies fprout, to wit, when, 
upon the approach of the feminal 
Air of the Man, this bud is dif- 
pofed to fprout, which difpofition 
of the Egg is called Fecundation or 
Conception. For when the Man's 
Seed is ejaculated into the Womb, 
yea often into the vq-y Ovary, the 
feminal Air exhales, gets into the 
Tefticles, penetrates the Eggs that 
(tick there, and is diflufed through 
the whole fubftance. And if there 
happen to be but one of all the 
Eggs, in whofe bud a Liquor is 
found difpofed to ferment with the 
feminal Air,immediately that Efler- 
vefcence commences, which mull 
laft all the Life long of the Body to 
be produced; and then a Woman 
is laid to have Conceived, and an 
Egg to be fecundated. The Egg 
thus fecundated glides through the 
:Fallopian duds into the Cavity of 
tdie Womh, and then the quantity 
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of the humor ejicreafes; fo that in 
farm of a bubble it indefinently re¬ 
ceives increafc. Hence alrnolt all 
Anatomilts have obferved the Rudi¬ 
ments of a Foetus to be a Bubble 
And what difturbances are railed 
about this ad:, the Symptoms of 
Women with Child do teftifie. For 
in the firft days of Conception,there 
are loathing their Meat, Naufeouf- 
nefs,and Reaching to Vomit,ftrange 
Longing, Gripes, Loofnefs, Tooth- 
ach, Vertigo, Headach, Cramp, 
fometimes the Sciatica, often a falfe 
Conception and Abortion. About 
the middle of the time, the Poor 
big Bellied Women are aflided 
with a Cough, Palpitation of the 
Heart, Swooning, Pain in their 
Loins and Hips, Bleeding at the 
Nofe, Haemorrhage of the Womb, 
( 3 c. In the latter end of their time, 
they are troubled with ftoppage 
of Urine, Strangury, Co(hvends, 
breaking of their Bellies, and often 
inftead of a Child they have a Mols. 
The chief of thefe Symptoms, and 
fuch as happen molt frequently, 
we (hall briefly examine as to their 
Caufcs and Cure.

§. 3. Defeription of Long- 
*”g- 

A Pica, Malacia, or Longing, 
it an Appetite of things Im- 
poiTible or Abfiud. depending upoq 
a peculiar Influx of the animal Spi¬ 
rits, and Regiment of thePlaftick 
Spirit. 


F OR fome indeed are only trou¬ 
bled with a Naufeoufnefs, ac¬ 
cording to the difpofition of the 
Stomach, and aptitude or ineptitude 
of the matter to be voided Some 
are troubled in the Morning, others 
in the Evening, fome after Meal, 
fome caft up all their Meat, others 
none,or but alittle vjfcidmater;fome 
■when they have done Vomiting are 
better, others worfe; fome are ill at 
the very Moment of their Concepti¬ 
on, others not till feveral days after, 
fometimes Weeks, and fometimes 
a Month or two, fome begin to 
vomit in the beginning or middle 
of their time, others are troubled 
with it all the time they arc with 
Child. But this happens accord¬ 
ing to the different Nature of the 
Subjeds, the fcminal Air, the dif- 
pofition of the Eggs, Conception 
and time of Impregnation. Some 
Women with Child caft up Meat or 
Drink, chyle or cholerick Matter, 
others Phlegmatick Matter, and 
fome pure Blood, as we read 
in curiof. Ephemerid. obf. 6. a Cafe 
of a Woman, who from the ffrft 
Month pf her being with Child, to 
the lait, every day ypmited Blood, 


§. 4. Deferiptiou of Mif- 
carriage. 

M lfcarriage is one of the great- 
eft and moft frequent Mif- 
chiefs, that attend Women with 
Child, wherein Women are afflitd- 
ed grievoufly, yea much more 
grievoully than in- a natural Birth. 
Andreas Smtt^ius girts this as a 
reafon, Becaufe unripe Apples can¬ 
not be pluckt without Violence, 
There are fome of thefc poor 
Wretches, that, as Haferus in his 
Hercules medicus fays, do pro- 
teft they had rather bear ten Chil¬ 
dren, than Mifcarry once. There 
are fome that Mifcarry as they walk, 
without going to Bed. I have 
known feveral fuch. An Abortion 
therefore or Mifcarriage may be 
defcribed to be, a preter nature} and 
unjeajonable exdufion of a Child, 
not then perfeRed , or of afhapetefs 
Mole, with great Pain and Anxie¬ 
ty before tlx feventh Month, be 
it born alive or dead, arifing from 
Caufes which lhall be hereafter 
mentioned- 
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§. 5. Defcription of a 
Mole. 

A Mole, orafalfc Conception, 
is, a fhapelefs, inanimate, 
and conglobated Lump , without 
Bones, or Bowels , i.W W co- 
vered with a Pellicle, red and 
bloody on the mfidc, »/j the out- 
fide of a whmjh red, of an (jllong 
round figure, rf/w/r « big as a 
Hen or Qonfe’s Egg, Conceived 
in the Wontbjrefcmbiiug <» Fatus. 

Difference of a Mole. 

T Hcy commonly make a Mole 
to be three fold: The leller, 
and tliat about as big as a Hen’sEgg, 
the)' call a Sun Cap, which comes 
away generally about the third 
Month. The fccond they call a 
Moon calf. And a Woman goes 
with a third a whole year,yea, fomc- 
times all her Life time, as the 
writings of Phy/icians do' teltifie. 

The Delcriptions of the relt of 
the Symptoms maybe had before 
in their proper Chapters. Where 
fore we will now conhder the Part 
afiectcd. 

§. 6 . Part affefl- 
el 

r A s f° r Vomiting in Women 
with Child,tlie Part atfeded 
is by the Univcrfal agreement of 
Phyhcians, reckoned to be the Sto- 
inachjbut how that is atfeChed, is yet 
difputable amonglt them. How¬ 
ever it is beyond difpute, that Vo¬ 
miting is caufed by- Conception 1 , 
whether it be by Communication of 
the Coats or Nerves of thf Stomach, 


with the Nerves of the Womb, or 
by a Heterogeneous Ferment, com¬ 
municated to the Stomach by the 
Womb 

There are fomc, that lay the 
fiui It upon the Spirits being occupi, 
ed about the Formation in the 
Womb, deferting the Stom.ich, 
and the bulinefs of the Hr.'t Digeiti- 
on, being thereby deprived of a 
vital Character, whereupon Crude 
humors are bred and provoke the 
Stomach. Some fay it is caufidby 
the itoppage of Impure and Cor¬ 
rupt Men'druous Blood. For it is 
certain,, that in a Conception not 
only the Blood and Spirits, in re¬ 
gard of their Particles, arc much al¬ 
tered by the Conjuration of the 
Sp ; rituous genital Liquor, w ith the 
Woman’s Egg, or Velicle; but 
the particular Etfervefcence, Tuy- 
gefcence, and otherwife cuftomary 
Evacuation of the Heterogeneous 
Particles in the Blood, if there be 
any, doceafe. So the Part alip¬ 
ed in Longing is the Brain: And the 
Womb is reckoned the Sub,c& of 
an Abortion and Mole. 

§• 7. Diagnoftick. 

H Avingdone with thefe things, 
we will fell upon the Du- 
gnoltick , which we reckon mult 
be taken from the Patient's Rela¬ 
tion, riot neglecting the concomi¬ 
tant Symptoms of this Difeafe. But 
lince Patients do not well know, 
whether they be with Child or no, 
it will be the Part of a Prudent Pby- 
lician to difeem, whether Vo¬ 
miting proceed from gravidity 
or from fome other Caufe. In 
thefe things the Books of Praditio- 
1 ers are plentiful; but in our Opi¬ 
nion, at the very luit a Pbyfon

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cannot tell whether Vomiting pro¬ 
ceed from being with Child or no. 
For oftentimes Vomiting accom¬ 
panies falfe Conceptions. Moles, 
divers Animals in the Womb, and 
a Dropfie often deceives, under a 
notion of Impregnation. Tumors, 
Abicelles and Wind do often ex¬ 
tend the Belly. Concerning which 
you may find many remarkable 
Obfervations in Epbemcnd. Germ. 
Ann. 1. ot’J. 1. ana in other years.

T HE Signs of Longing are. 

when Women with Childdc- 
fire abfurd things, i fuch as are other- 
, wife abhorrent from Nature, fuch 
as raw Fiefh, and Fifh, Eels, Frogs, 
( an inltance whereof I knew j Tar, 
Chalk, Coals, and a thou find other 
things So a Woman bit out a 
piece of her Husbands Arm. And 
Nicol. Tidpiuscbf. med ■/. 2. c. 24. 
has an iultartce of a Woman that 
eat four hundred Herrings I knew 
one that eat Filings of Steel, and 
another that longed tor Lead. 

The Signs of an actual Abortion 
are manifelt. It may happen from 
the firlf moment of Conception, till 
the beginning of the feventh Month. 
It often happens about the end ofthe 
third Month; but it fills out fome- 
times both before and after that 
time. Before,the tenth week after 
Conception. Exdufions are force 
reckoned Mifcarriages, becaufe then 
fcarce any Rudiments of a Foetus 
appear nor Any beginnings of a Pla¬ 
centa: Wherefore then it may rather 
be accounted a Mola-, for unlefs the 
Foetus appear in the Body of the 
placenta, it cannot be allowed to 
be a true Conception, and there¬ 
fore cannot be a Mifcarriage. Now 


the Signs of an imminent Abortion, 
arc various, and often incertain, 
becaufc it comes upon Wo¬ 
men unexpe&ed, and on the 
fudden But you may probably 
know it, by the foregoing Caufes 
already mentioned, which are able 
to produce a Mifcarriage, alfo by 
fudden fhivering and fhaking, at¬ 
tended witha littleHeat, byNau- 
feoufnefsi lofs of Appetite, great 
Thirft, Pain of the fide, Loins, 
Latitude of the whole Body, Faint¬ 
ing, Palpitation ofthe Heart, ftink- 
mg Breath, Fright, Grief, and fuch 
things. By a dull Pain in the Womb 
above the Pubes, lefs delire to Vo- 
nery, Cold of the genital Parts , 
Sfc. It is alfo evident by the Excre¬ 
ta, as ifa Woman with Child have 
her Mcnftrua , or an encreafe of 
the Whites, if the colour of the 
Body change, efpecially the Face. 
There are fome who only by the 
cblour of the Face will foretel an 
Abortion. Bclides, there are fome 
particular Signs, as the Detume- 
fcence of the Breads, or abundance 
of Milk running ’from them. To 
which you may add, a frequent 
cultom of Mifcarriage: for many 
that are ufed to it, Mifcarry upon 
any flight ocfjfion. 

$• 9 - 

A LL the Signs ofa true Con- 
cqition, happen in the Con¬ 
ception of a Mole, the Menfes ceafe, 
the Appetite is depraved, there are 
Naufcoufnefs and Vomiting, the 
Breads Swell, and about ihe fourth 
Month, there is fome Commotion 
ofthe Womb, like quickening, 
which endeavours to eje& the Mole. 
And if it be not ejedted, the Belly 
Swells, and other Symptoiraarife.

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io. Difference. 

B UT it is diftinguifhed from a 
true Conception, in that, in 
a Mole no Milk can be fqueezed, 
out of the fwelling Brealts, as it 
may in a true Conception. In a 
Mole alfo there is no lively Motion 
felt, as from a Child, but it rowls 
only from one lide to another like 
a Stone, with much trouble. It is di- 
ftinguifhcdfroma Dropfie in hard- 
nefs. In a Mole indeed the Belly 
Swells, but the Arms and Legs are 
Lean. Befidcs, it is the property 
of a Mole, that by the prelling of 
the hand, it may be thrult from one 
fide to the other , which cannot 
be in a true Conception. Laltly a 
Woman, that goes with a Mole, 
perceives a violent Commotion in 
her Belly, before the third Month; 
but in going with Child, rarely be¬ 
fore the fourth. 

We have already treated fuffi- 
ciently of the Signs, Caufes and 
Way of Cure ot the reft of the 
Symptoms in the Cure of Difeafcs 
of the Head, Stomach, 

§. ii. Caufe of Nau- 
■ feoufnefs and Vo¬ 
miting. 

T Hefe things premifcd, we will 
enquire into tlie Caufes of 
the Symptoms in Women with 
Child The ©iltiUfU (ay, that 
Vomiting arifes from the ftoppage 
of the Menliruous Blood, which cor¬ 
rupts, fends out Fumes, and fo 
irritates the Stomach. 

<$1>1& U8 fays, That the whole 
time of going with Child, the 
Womb is fo contracted and cor¬ 


rugated, that the Blood (landing in 
its VefTels and Caverns , isrepdlcd 
upwards towards the reft or the 
Mafs, that this Blood is altered in 
the Womb, from the alteration 
whereof feveral bad humooarife. 
But, according to him, the Bile 
together with the PancreatickJuice, 
exerts its Malice, and proves the 
Caufe of Naufeoufnefs and Vomit¬ 
ing , and alfo of Loathing and 
Longing. 

For fuch Women, as have a 
Fluid, moveable and fharp Bile, 
they are not only troubled with 
Naufeoufnefs, but with Vomiting 
alfo. 

But fuch as have an Auftere, 
Pancreatick Juice, they arc more 
troubled with Naufeoufnefs than 
Vomiting. And he afcribes the Canfq 
to Exhalations raifed in the Duode¬ 
num , which are carried to the 
Stomach, and irritate and tickle 
it, and fometimes corrode it. He 
alfo derives the reft of the Sym¬ 
ptoms, as Swooning, Vertigoet , 
Liftle r $ne(sof Body, divers Fevers, 
Leannefs, Cachexy, fhortnefs of 
Breath, from the vitiated Efferve- 
fcence of the Bile and Pancreatick 
juice, by reafon whereof, he fays, 
Exhalations arife to the Stomach, 
and there caufe Fits both Slight and 
Violent, and other Symptqms. 

§. II. 

\ ,\ J ® reckon the Imminu- 
V V tion of Blood and Spi¬ 
rits by Conception is the Caufe, why 
Vomiting and Naufeoulhefs come 
upon big-bellied Women. For it 
is very evident, that the Spirits of 
our Body can by unanimous con- 
fent atleift one another. So the 
plaitick Spirits quartering in great 
Troops 
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Troops about the Womb,by reafon 
of affinity may eafily irradiate the 
Stomach, and do often fpafmodical- 
ly evert it: Naufeoufnefs, Loath¬ 
ing, Fainting, Wearinefs, ando- 
ther Symptoms, familiar to Wo¬ 
men with Child may alfo be dedu¬ 
ced from the diforricr of thefe Spi¬ 
rits. And fo the new bud, Sprout¬ 
ing in the Womb, may esfily 
vellicate the Membranes common 
to the Womb with the Stomach, 
and fpafmodically atfedfc them, 
whence often proceed, Naufeouf¬ 
nefs, Vomiting, fife, as one may 
fee in Vomiting, arifing from the 
Stone in the Kidneys. Many crude 
Salts alfo (which breed through 
the retention of the Menftruous 
Blood ) may be communicated by 
the Blood, Serum and other Hu¬ 
mors, to the Stomach, which irri¬ 
tate the Fibres thereof, and fo are 
the Caules of many mifehiefs, ef- 
pecially of Naufeoufnefs and Vo¬ 
miting. And a depraved difpofition 
of Blood may contribute its fhare 
remotely; therefore they that have 
a Chacochymick and foul Body, are 
moll prone to thefe Symptoms And 
fo does tendemefs of years, becaufe 
their Bodies are not fufficient for 
this adtion. A fedentary Life con¬ 
tributes much: wherefore this Di- 
fcafe is not fo familiar to Country 
and Laborious Women. 

Preternatural things likewife, do 
much promote this Dileafe, through 
Ill conformation. Solution of Uni¬ 
ty, So any Vtfiui not doing 
its duty, and corrupting its pro¬ 
per Aliment and Ferment, may 
tranfmit fuch hoftile Particles 
to the Stomach. And fometimes 
the Difeafes of the Husbands, efpe- 
cra' ly fuch as are Subjedt to Vomit- 
jpij i may contribute fomething, 
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fince that may very well be done, 
by Communication of fpirituous 
Particles in the Seed. 

What Caufes may be aligned 
from Non-natural things, wefhaU 
give ypu, when we treat of Diet. 

§• I?. Cattfe of Long¬ 
ing- 

I Qrteftien not but Longing may 
be Caufed by an Arid, commu¬ 
nicated by the Mafs of Blood, or 
other humors to the Stomach: and I 
have obferved it in feveral Women 
who have not been with Child. This 
Foreign Acid Ferment, therefore 
by allcding the Nerves?of tire Sto¬ 
mach,occalions an unufual Appetite 
therein, namely of things that are 
not Aliment, fuch as Stones.Chalk, 
Com, Earth, Lime, (He. becaufe 
by taking of thefe things the Acid is 
faturated. 

Now the reafon wliy Women 
with Child are troubled with this 
Difeafe, is, becaufe the Fermenta¬ 
tions of the Blood are much altered 
by the Spirit of the M an’s Seed, and 
a Foreign Acid Ferment is com¬ 
municated to the Stomach: And 
fo it happens, that thefe Fermenta¬ 
tions do much alter the Tlmughts 
and Appetite. But there is one rea¬ 
fon efpedally, becaufe Women 
( who at all times do more follow 
their inclinations than Men, and 
whofe Souls do not curb fuch 
thoughtsJ think, that when they 
are with Child they may do any 
thing. I find even my felf, that 
I have a ftrong defire to fomeone 
fort of Meat and this an proceed 
from nothing dfe, but that fome 
peculiar Ferment does in fome cer¬ 
tain manner affed the Nerves, fo 
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that fuch a Meat is reprefented to 
the Soul. Molt certain it is, that 
feme peculiar motion is made in 
the Nerves of the Sixth Pair , 
which is the Caufe of Perception 
and Depravation of judgment. 

§. 14. Caufe of Abor¬ 
tion. 

A Bortion, according «to the 
(Saltiuas, arifes either from 
excels of Blood, and a too great 
Afflux of it then to the Womb, 
or from dcfedof it in the Mother 
to nourifli the Child, and from o- 
ther remote Caufes, which lhall be 
hereafter mentioned. 

$• I). 

S Pltilns fays, the Caufe of Abor¬ 
tion is either a Plethora , by 
reafon whereof the Fattis, (licking 
but loofcly to the Womb, is often 
expelled, when abundance ofBlood 
feeks an Outlet, and finding it in 
the Womb,that cannot bear its Vio¬ 
lence. He doubts not likewife, but 
Abortion may happen from want 
of Blood. Among external Caufes 
he blames, too violent motion 
of the Body, efpecially Dan 
ring. Riding, reaching out of 
the Arms, becaufe by Hie motion 
the Child in the Wotnb is Ihaken, 
whole Bands (that is, the Placenta 
flicking to the Womb) if they be 
loofe, are prefently unfallned, and 
broken, parting Iran the Womb, 
the Child anil Secundine forcing a 
way out. He alfo proves both by 
reafon and experience, that Abor 
tion is often caufcd by the Mothers 
falling. So dayly experience fhows, 
fhat it is caufcd by a great Fright, 


1 from care of Mind, fadnels enfuing, 
and from Anger: For in Anger, 
the Soul is flrangely dilturbed, and 
all the Adions bothAnimal and Na¬ 
tural are mudi hurt, whereupon no 
lefs but a far greater Pertubationof 
all the Fundions in the Fat us doa 
follow, which among feveral other 
things may occalion an Abortion 
He alfo blames excelFive Watching, 
inalinuch as it walls the llrength, 
and fo the Child by degrees wallsi 
and he finds fault with exceffire 
heat of the Air, a violent Loofnefs, 
bloody Flux, and any notorious 
lofs of Blood. 

So, according to him, haema- 
gogue remedies may occalionAbor- 
tion, if either Imprudently or Ma- 
licioufly they be given, during 
gravidity: Such are plentiful Ve- 
nefedion, efpecially in the Foot,, 
violent Purgers taken in great quan¬ 
tity, and efpecially (harp ones. 

Thus likewife the exceifive ufe 
of Spiritous things, inafmuch as they 
diflblve the whole Blood, and fa¬ 
cilitate the Flux of it by the Womb, 
may ealily caufe Abortion; alfo 
the bad internal conrfomation of 
the Mothers Abdomen is apt to 
caufe Abortion. He refers hither a 
Mole, or a Living and a Dead Child 
being together in the Womb, the 
oqe forceing die mifearriage of the 
other. 

1 6. 

X j\ T <S£ do judge the Caufes 
V V of Abortion lie bothin 
the Mother and the Child. In her 
as (lie is miferably afflided by the 
Non-naturals, and the Pretematu- 
rals ading in a various manner. 

In the Child, inafmuch as it either 
ofitfelf; or by accident fulfers feme 
grtf 
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great mutation, and through a bad 1 
and preternatural difpofition endea¬ 
vours its exit. So the Proximate 
Caufe lies fometimes in the Womb, 
when it feme way or other, either 
by a Plethora , by other inconveni¬ 
ent things,, or by an exceiTtve influx 
of animal Spirits, is irritated, and 
fometimes Ipafmodically contract¬ 
ed, to the exclufion of what is con¬ 
tained in it: for as in Vomiting the 
Stomach is offended, fo in Abortion 
is the Womb to the Exclufion of the 
Foetus. 

Alfo any grievous Difeafc of the 
Child, whenfover it arifes, may 
caufe Abortion , inafmuch as the 
Child may then eafdy be excluded 
by the Mother who is well So it 
often happens, when 'he mothers 
Abdomen is not rightly conftituted, 
either tough or hard, not enduring 
a convenient Diftcnfion, that the 
foetus vs excluded. To thefe may 
be added a badConformation of the 
Womb, if the camous Subftance 
be either too thick, or callous, if 
the capacity of the Womb be too 
little, fothat it cannot fufficifntly 
be extended, or if there be too great 
a laxity in the Womb; all thefc 
things may caufe Abortion 

There are other Caufcs alfo of A- 
bortion,when the Mother haslolther 
Strength by a Difeafe either prefent 
or by palt, to wit a Fever.Dropfie, 
Scirrhus of the Womb, Eryftpelas , 
Inflammation, Abfcefs or Cancer, 
whereupon I queition not but the 
Child by content is ltrangely dif- 
affe&ed. 

Sneezing, Coughing, Vomiting, 
Shouting, when they are frequent, 
and violent alfo, endanger Abortion, 
inafmuch as the llrength both of the 
Mother and Child is wafted thereby, 
and the Mufcles of the Abdomen

being (trained do prefs upon th 
Womh, and fo do often force am 
Exclufion of the Foetus , though 
Immature. 

And fo a Mole, (ticking falter to 
the Womb than the Child, with its 
weight prefles do wnwards,and fome¬ 
times forces away the true Child- 
To the Procatardlick Caufes, 
which much affluft the Mother, and 
by consequent likewife afflidl the 
tender Fat us, we refer thofe things, 
that Phyficiani call the Non-na¬ 
turals. 

And in the firft place the Air, 
which if its heat be too violent either 
by the Sun, Fire, Bath, or Stove, 
the Womb may thereby be ftimu- 
lated to the excretion of the con¬ 
ceived Fetus. 

The .ibufc alfo of Specs and Spi¬ 
rituous things, and of Mcnagogue 
Medicines, is very prejudicial, all 
which things contain in them volatjl 
Salts, which may eafilv put die 
Blood inlufion, and disturb the 
animal Spirits, and fo are apt to 
caufe Mifc.irriage. In this cafe Strong 
and Incbriatirig Drink is to be con¬ 
demned. Wherefore the Angel, 
Judo. cap. 13. lays to M<moati» 
Wife, who bore Sampfon, Behold 
now, thou art Barren, and bearcjl 
not: But thouJkalt conceive and 
bear a Son. Now therefore beware, 
I pray thee, and drinl^ not Wine, 
nor ftreng Drink., and eat notary 
Vnclean thing. But let Women 
efpecially forbear Spirit of Wii>e; 
for many fed examples lhow, that 
tliis has caufed Abortion. Some¬ 
times falling alfo has occasioned it, 
and excefs in Meat and Drink. 
And fo has the defire of Meat, which 
could not be procured. 

Violent Motion alfo, as Dancing, 
Riding, either on Horfcback or in a 
Coach, 
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Coach, or arry violent joggir 
the Body, lifting heavy burthe 
bruifeofthe Belly, as l had an in-1 
ftance not long fince, may eafily 
occafion Abortion, inafmuch as the 
bands of the Foetus in the placenta 
are made loofe, and the tender Foe¬ 
tus is lhaken in the Womb, fo that 
the bands at length are forced to 
give way, and let go the Child. So 
all exdefs of Blood may occafion 
Abortion, while it flows more than 
needs to the Womb, prefles the 
Foetus, and irritates the Fibres, fo 
that afterwards the tender Foetus is 
forced away together with the 
Blood- A notorious Haemorrhage 
of any Parts, any exceflive Flux of 1 
the Menjlrua, and a Dyfcntery or 
Loofnefs, are able to c.iufe Mif- 
carriage. 

Too frequent Venery is naught, 
inafmuch as it makes Lax the Neck 
of the Womb and other parts, and 
the Conception already made is ab¬ 
horrent of it; fo that hence Abor¬ 
tion does often proceed. And fo 
the Veflels are made too Lax, by 
the Flux of the cervical Liquor. 

The Pajfions of the Mind ad 
their Parts too, inafmuch as they 
difturb the animal Spirits, put the 
Womb often into ConvulfiOns, and 
fo expel the conceived Foetus. A- 
mong thefe are Anger, Sadnefs, 

Frights at terrible Objeds, and on 
a (udden, which often move the 
Child, and indanger die Mother.

This ftraitnefs fo ftraitens 
the Veflels, that it hinders the Cir¬ 
culation of the Blood, and fo fre¬ 
quently occafions Obftrudions, 
Tumors, Stitches, Abfce/fes, Ulcers, 
Confumption, fliortnefs of Breath, 
(Sic. Let Women therefore have a 
care how they pinch themfelves .and 
let them wear fuch Cloths, as may 
be leaft hurtful to themfelves or 
their Child.

Omiting in Women with 
V Child is feldom dangerous, 
cfpecially upon an empty Stomach, 
and without any great difturbance, 
fince the Plaftick Spirits are careful 
of themfelvei, and only expel that 
which is already feparated, and not 
fit for the Nourifhment of the Child. 
i But be the matter ejeded what it 
will, it is often a comfort both to 
the Woman and the Child. Hence 
Nicol.v‘ s fychxHs demorb. mulier. 
fays,That in the fourth Month long¬ 
ing ceafes, partly becaufe the vitious 
Humours are carried off by Vomit¬ 
ing. Hoeferus in Hercule medico 
l. 7. c. 3. fays, That fuch Women 
have very fair Children,becaufe they 
are nourifhed with die matter of 
Blood depurated by Vomiting. But 
it portends danger, when it comes 
immediately after Dinner or Sup¬ 
per, carrying of all the Meat, that 
fhould turn to Nutriment for the 
Child, when it exceeds in quantity, 
~or in draining and Motion; for it, 
as well as any other violent Excre¬ 
tion, may produce Abortion. Yet 
I know a Woman, that is Mother 
of eight Children, who for the lirlt 
three Months cannot eat one Mouth¬ 
ful, but is forced tofuftain herfelf 
with Drinkables, and often Vomits 
them up too, and belidcs this Vo-

Longing. 

\ S to the Prognoftick of Long- 
Jl V ing, there is no great dan¬ 
ger in it, unlcfs it ftioula laft long, 
which might eneveafe the Caufe, 
or the Woman fhould give way to 
it unreafonably, and long for abfurd 
things, which might occafion feve- 
ral Obltrudtions and Corruptions of 
the Humors. But fometimes if the 
Humor be carried in abundance into 
the Stomach, and be very (harp, 
it may caufe Heart burns, which 
may occafion Swooning, and fome¬ 
times, but very feldom Death. 
Women are ufually rid of dicir 
Longing towards the fourth Month 
of their time. If it continue longer, 
it is obferved to be dangerous It is 
good, if they long for fowre things; 
bad, if they Long for abfurd 
things. 

§. 22. Frogncjlick of 
/Abortion. 

A Bortion, though of it felf it 
be troublefome enough, and 
weakens Women more than La¬ 
bour, is often alfo the Caufe of 
divers other Difcafes, Barrenefs, In¬ 
flammation, Ulcer, EryJitrtUi of 
the Womb, (tic. efpccially if it 
happens at the latter end of their 
time, at which time , becaufe the 
Foetus is big, it is with difficulty 
excluded the Womb, as an unripe 
Apple, which cannot be pluckt 
without 
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without violence; and it occaiions 
great Haemorrhages,’ which are 
attended with Swooning, deliria, 
and Convullions. Hence Aret<eus 
teltifies, that he never faw a Wo¬ 
man recover, who after Abortion 
fell into Convullions.' Mifcarriage 
is more dangerous of ones firlt 
Child, than in one that isufedtoit. 
Women of a very tender Conftitu- 
tion are in greater danger than fat 
Women. Fevers, Palpitation of 
the Heart, Heart bum and other bad 
Symptoms, make the Cafe more 
dangerous.

Cure; and fo the Phyfician by do¬ 
ing nothing does well, when tilings 
that Jhmila be difeharged are dif- 
eharged by Nature, and Women 
find no Inconvenjence from it: for 
there is no Lofs of Strength,if they 
are better after it; efpecially in 
morning Vomit, which provident 
Nature procures for her own Con- 
fervation. 

But the Vomiting that manifeft- 
ly hurts the Body, weakens the 
Child and the Mother. That which 
is exceifive and threatens Danger, 
left it fliould caufe Abortion , in¬ 
dicates its Removal, and fometimes 
Mitigation,which the Phyfician does 
by checking the Motion, by dimi- 
nilhing, tempering, altering, and 
enervating the irritating Caufes; by 
ftrengthning the Plaftick Virtue,and 
by quieting the Spirits. And when 
he would do this, he fetches his 
Remedies from the common triple 
Store-houfe. 

In Chirurgery.the firft that offers 
it felf, is,Bleeding, which we do not 
allow to be adminiftred.unlefsin the 
middle months, for fear of mifearri- 
age,but inftead of it we allow of cup¬ 
ping and fcarifying. Illues.Leecbes, 
and Blifters de r erve Praife in this 
Cafe; and rubbing the Arms and 
Leg?, after Meat efpecially. This 
Rubbing is commended by Mercu¬ 
rial is de Mortis. Maher. 1. i.

From Pharmacy Vomits are ta¬ 
ken ; bat becaufe they are vexatious 
to Patients, they may be omit¬ 
ted; yet I gave of T 'artarym cme- 
tic.nh one Grain, with Salt of 
Wormwood two Grains, and The- 
title* Celejlit one Grain, to my 


own Wife, when fhe was three 
Months gone, with good Succefs. 
Gentle Purgers and Abftergm of 
the Ways may be fubjoyned. But 
it is (lifer to proceed with Abfor- 
bents, efpecially if Heat be joyned 
with it, the Dofe whereof the 
Quantity of the morbid Acid muft 
determine, and the Quality or cor- 
rofive Acrimony, that vellicates 
the Fibres of the Stomach, as it is 
ftronger or weaker. 

Among appropriate Abforbents, 
belide their general life in imbibing 
a morbid Acid, there are fome that 
have a fpecifick property, .is Hazie. 
Mifletoe has an antiepileptick Vir¬ 
tue, Afh Bark a diuretick, Winter 
Bark an antifcorbutick, Martial 
Medicines a cachedhick , Jovial 
and Saturnine an antihedhick. 

In this Cafe therefore thefe things 
are proper, Crabs Eyes, Hartshorn, 
coats of Hens girards.llnicoms hom, 
terra Cateehu, N utineg,Ivory,Mar¬ 
tial Medicines, Bole Armenia, ad¬ 
ding Oyl of Cinnamon, Mint, tic. 
Altringents alfo are good, fuch as 
Tormentil, Bidort, and Terra fi- 
gillata. And things which reffdh 
the Spirits, fuch as Caitor and 
all Balfamicks, efpecially Tin- 
dura Terra Jafonica is an excel¬ 
lent Medicine in this Cafe with 
Ellenceof Opium. Here is a Re¬ 
ceipt for Vomiting, where there is 
alfo Heat; 

Take of Crabs Eyes prepared, Chalk 
each one Scruple, Nutmeg half 
a Sample, Harts-hornprepared 
one Scruple, Theriaca eeelejhs 
one Grain. Mix thru. Make 
a Powder, and divide it into 
two equal parts.

Take of Cinnamon water made 
with Quinces, Mint each one 
Ounce and an half, Spirit of Vi¬ 
triol of Mars twenty five Drops, 
Maftich two Drachms, Lauda¬ 
num npiatum one Grain, Syrup 
of Maltich or de Jgrefla lix 
Drachms. Make a Mixture to 
be taken by Spoonfuls. 

If the Vomiting be like to en¬ 
danger Mifcarriagc, you may mix 
Opiates with other Medicines. Our 
Hyfterick Laudanum given in 
Form of Pills is an excellent Reme¬ 
dy ; for thefe Pills tarry long in the 
Stomach, are grateful to it, and fo 
exert their Virtues the better. All 
B tlfamicks are good, and Choco- 
late, Balfam of Peru , which are 
mentioned before in Vomiting, c- 
fpecially volatil Oyly Salts joyned 
with Opiats, Laudanum cydoma- 
turn Ilojfmanni and Thertaca cce 
teflis are good. Curran Wine ta¬ 
ken by Spoonfuls often does the 
Bulinefs. 

Loathing of ones Meat and 
N«nfeoufnefa are removed by the 


lame Medicines in a manner, here 
Balfamicks are more proper. 

Externally Platters, Unguents, 
Balfams, Cataplafms, and Bags may 
be applied both to the fore and back 
part of the Stomach, according to 
Avicenaae'vx.

the Buflnels with Oleum tarttri 
per dclttjuium alone, giving a ft* 
Drops frequently. Hoffm. won¬ 
derfully commends philofophical 
Spirit of Vitriol, and a Decodion 
ofChamomil, which he prefers be- 
lore all other Medicines.

•p\Ifficult Travail therefore is, 
1 J when the Child cannot be 
born without Pain , and violent 
throws , and danger both to itsfelf. 
and the Mother. Now before a 
legitimate Birth the Water con¬ 
tained in the amnion mud break, 
but neither the os pubis, nor the 
os coxendicis dilates, as many, con¬ 
trary to experience, have thought. 
For the learned Anatomid Georgius 
Francus in his Satyra Medic *, 
fliows by experience, that in Tra¬ 
vail the ojJ'a pubis remain clofe 
knit,

from the Caufes that make it fo,

For lingring, and lan¬ 
guid pains, which terminate rather 
in the Loins and Belly than in the . 
I Womb it felf; and, z. Grievous 
ones, which do not at all bring the 
'Child forward, fhow the Travnl 
; to be difficult. But what theCaufe 
: is, it behoves the Midwife to en¬ 
quire , and relate it to the Phy- 
ik'ian. Since cudom has made it 
ufually Womens Work.

Of difficult Travail , 

Travail alfo may be judged diffi¬ 
cult from the preceding Caufes, if 
namely all things h.‘/e not gone 
well with the Woman, the Child, 
or the Womb, if Ihe have ufed to 
have hard labour, or if (he be too 
Young or too Old. 

The natural and common Signs 
ofTravail,are Hams in the Loyns,the 
falling dqwn 6f a Weight to the 
bottom of the Belly, quick Re- 
fpiration ', and other Signs. And 
whatever unufual Signs happen 
either in excefs or defedi, argue the 
Travail will be difficult. And two 
do it efpecially, i. Want of pain, 
whereby nature excites the animal 
Spirits to force the Child away; 
that is, when the pains are either 
none or too weak, a long time in 
coming and tending backwards 
rather than forwards. Wherefore 
/irijlotle ,3. hijlor. animal c. 9. fays. 
Women that are griped in their 
Belly, are JooneJl delivered, they 
that are pained in their Loins 
have hard Labour, and they that 
are patned at the bottom of their 
Belly, have a quicker, 2. Break¬ 
ing of the Water before the ufual 
time. For it is a peculiar Sign 
of hard Labour, when a great 
quantity of Water comes a- 
way, before Travail, becaufe 
the pafiage is therefore the 
ftraiter. 

Travail is reckoned difficult, 
if it Lift above four and twenty 
hours, and if there be any grievous 
Symptoms' in Travail, or pains af¬ 
ter it. . , 

In regard of the Mpther 
whether (he be weak, or broken 
with Difeafes, (he is belt able to 
tell. 

In regard of the Child, La¬ 
bour is known to be difficult, if 
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it ftir feldom or weakly ; for it is 
in danger of being itrangled, or 
of dying: Or if the Menfes or 
Blood , or after-burthen come 
firlt: If the Mothers Breafts, 
which were full, extenuate On a 
a fudden, or if much or watry 
Milk run out, thefe things fhoW 
the Child is not well, according 
to Hippocrates Sefl. 5. aph. 2. 
If there be twins, the Labour is like 
to prove difficult. One may know 
the Child is weak by its crying. 
The Child is known to be dead, 
when it quite leaves ftirring,whereas 
before it ltirred briskly, and when 
the Mother finds it rowl to and 
again like a ftone. A Sign hereof 
is, when the Pudenda, Abdomen, 
and the No<e are cold, and when 
the whole Body is feveral times 
chill; when the Face and Eyes of 
the Mother are changed in color, 
cleamefs, If Milk run out 

of the (hrunk Breafts, when an 
ichor or any other faetid matter 
runs out of the Pudenda; when 
there is a Fever, Palpitations, 
and Fainting: And you may 
know it by violept precedent 
Caufes, that are apt to kill a 
Child. 

If the way be in fault, the Mid¬ 
wife may find that. You may 
know, that the Secundine is tough, 
and cannot be broke, when the 
throws of Travail continue, and 
never the left no Water comes: 
Here is need of help, and the 
Midwife mult tear the Membranes 
with her Nails.

The Time of an humane Birth 
is reckoned by mod Phyficians to 
be,the end of the ninth Month, af¬ 
ter a Woman has conceived, whe¬ 
ther the Child be alive or dead. 
Natural Birth therefore happens a- 
bout the two hundred and feventy 
third Day, or the twenty ninth 
Week,or the Ninth Month, Solar, 
ItOt Lunar. There are Births in the 
feventh Month. So I obferved it 
»n a certain good Family, where 
the Woman brought forth fix or 
feven live Boys in the feventh 
Month. I have obferved that a 
Child born in the eighth Month 
may live: for befide feveral others, 
»ny eldeft Son was bom in the 
eighth Month, who is now fix years 
old.

It is falfe and ridiculous, that 
the Child endeavours jts Exit in 
the feventh Month: Becaufe there 
it neither Reafon nor Experience 
for it; For Women feel neither 
Pain, nor any Endeavour in the 
Child after the feventh month, as 
Sylvius has well obferved. And 
according to him, the Cliild.comes 
at the feventh Month, when it is 
bigger than ufual, and the Mothers 
Womb too little, or when the heat 
of the Air has dried up the Com- 
millurcs of the Placenta and 
Womb, or upon fome other Ac¬ 
count. The Natural time of Birth 
therefore is about the end of the 
ninth Solar Month.

Caufe of a Dead 
Child. 

r T' , HE Caufe indeed of the firft 
Death we have fecn already, 
the Caufc* of the latter may be 
divers. 1. Some grievous Difcafe 
of the Mother, which being com¬ 
municated to the tender Fat us kills 
it, the Mother recovering. 2. 
Some grievous Difcafe of the Child, 
whencefoever it come. 3. Want 
of nutricious . Juice and neceflary 
Aliment. 4. Some uterine Difcafe 
come in the time of being with 
Chi'd. 5. Plurality of Children, 
which occafions the Death of one 
or both, for the molt part 6. 
Misfortune from external Caufes, 
neceflary or not neceflary, a Blow, 
Fall, Bruife, Wound, Breach of 
the Velfcls and the like. 

So the Labour may prove dif¬ 
ficult through the Midwile’s Fault, 
or the Women by-ltanders, if 
they do not their Duty. Through 
the Midwife's, if lhe be ignorant of 
her Office, or bold and adventu¬ 
rous, and cares not whom (he kills; 
or if (he facrifice more to Bacchus 
than to Lucma , if the be uulcvci- 


A Mong die Non-natural Caufc* 
may be reckoned an over¬ 
cold and dry Air, to wit, a Nor¬ 
thern ; for when a Woman with 
Child has expofed her Body to it, 
it ftraitens the Genitals, and hin¬ 
der them from dilating. And in 
Winter time Labors are mo ft diffi¬ 
cult ufually; becaufc the Air 
then impregnated with a conftriu- 
gent Acid otfcnds teeming Women. 
So likewife an over-hot Air occa¬ 
fions bad Labor, as it waftes 
Strength. 

External Caufes are meats that 
are cold , moift, acid, fait, au- 
ltere, bitter, aftringent, crude and 
apt to corrupt, fuch as horary Sum¬ 
mer Fruits eaten immoderately by 
a Woman with Child. Alio 
drinking cold Drink,when the Body 
is hot, is bid. I have twice feen 
a Child killed, and quite mortified 
by the Mothers drinking Drink 
cooled with Ice. 

Sleep and Reft in excefs are bid, 
and Excercife, which turn* the 
Child before tlie time. Sudden 
Paffionsot the M.nd arc bad. And 
fo are Excretions fuppreflcd, as 
the Urine, which when it is not 
made flops the Child, and lb da 
grofs and hard Excrement* in the

A L L difficult Labour is dan¬ 
gerous either to the Mother 
or the Child, or both ; efpecially 
if either or both of them be lick, 
and weak; if the Mother be too 
young or too old; if the Child 
come out with one Hand lirft, 
which is very bad ; if the Child’s 
Neck be entangled in the Navil- 
ftring. Difficult Labour is often 
attended by a Breach of forne Vef- 
fel in the Brealt, fpittingof Blood, 
a troublefome Cough, Dilaceration 
of the Parts, and the King’s Evil, 
as I knew an Inttancc at Uaiuver. 
Some break the Peritoneum. 
Some have Ruptures in the Navil 
and the Groin. Some have the 
Sight of the Eye dilated, and loofe 
theit Seeing. Some get the Stran¬ 
gury. Some fall lame. Others 
grow barren. Some have their 
Bellies deformed with Wrinkles 
A Procidence of the Vagin* uten 
often happens in hard Labour, be- 
Caufe by the Violence of the 
Pulling it is often forced to follow 
what it contained, and unlefsit be 
gently rqslaced, it produces feve- 
ral other Symptoms When the 
Water has been long broke, the 
Child is in great Danger; becaufe 
the Water ferves it for Refpiratiorr 
as Air does us: for in Infpiration 
the Child takes it in, and in Kefpira- 
tion puts it out. Belides, when 
the Water is gone the Parts are dry, 
which (hould be glib, for the eafie 
Palfage of the Child. 

If the Extremities be cold, a 
Lethargy, cold Sweat and Faint¬ 


ing, Difficulty of Breathing, de- 
hria, Convulfions, Sadneb, De- 
fpair, Sardonian Laughter, &c. 
arc never-failing Fore runnen of 
Death. There are good hopes if the 
Mother be chearful, couragious, rf 
(he have Strength, if (he fnetze, it 
is well according to Hippocrates 
ScR. 5. Apb. 35. When the La¬ 
bour is hard, and all things requi- 
lite well, w e need not defpair. A 
Palfy of one Thigh fometimes re¬ 
mains after hard Travail. Hither 
belong thefe Aphonfms of Hipf>' 
crafts.

She muft know 
the time of Birth very well, and 
how to diftinguifh Pains, and 
not inillake colick Pains in the 
Belly for Pains of Travail, nor 
wandring Pains forconftant, and 
fo wafte the Womans Strength by 
putting her on Labour to nppur- 
pofeShe muft by the Magi (Irate be 
ordered -to be examined by Phy- 
ficians, before the takes the Office 
uponher. 

If the Child offer it ftlf in a 
preternatural Figure, let the Mid¬ 
wife take the Advice of a Phyficiaxi 
about it. And if the Phyfician 
findthe Mother weak, he muft 
prefenbe Analepticks, that the 
Mother and Child may be en¬ 
abled to undergo the laborious 
Task: For which end, fame 
Wme -mulled with Mace, the

When there is an Haemorrhage 
by the Womb and Bladder, it mult 
be flopped with Aflringents, efpe- 
cially with Opiates, Dia/cordnttn, 
Si tv The heat of the Body mult 
be cooled; and all caules that 
hinder tlic Birth, mult be re¬ 
moved. 

- But in this cafe Forcers or Hae- 
magogues, which have a fpecifick 
property , either alone, or mint 
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with other comfortable thihgs, are 
excellent. The molt celebrated by 
experience is borax. Wherefore 
it generally makes up the bafts of 
all Medicines that promote the 
Birth. I have feen feveral admi¬ 
rable effedts from the following 
Powder, which is a molt Serene 
Prineefs herfcCretj 

fake of Amber prepared half a 
Scruple, Venice Borace fix 
Grains, Powder of Hen’s Giz¬ 
zards four Grains. Mix them. 
Make a Powder. It may be 
given at thrice, in the follow¬ 
ing mixture j or in fome other 
vehicle. 

Take of Water of Penny-royal, 
Bawmeach one Ounc?, rubr. 
Danic. halfan Ounce, tindture 
of C ajjia half a Scruple, Mix 
and give it. It may be 
given alfo alone by ipoon- 
hfls. 

The following mixture if 
famous; 

Take of Water of Cinnamon^ 
Penny royal, white Lilies each 
one Ounce, Gall of an Eel half 
a Drachm, Borace, Cinnabar 
of Antimony each one Scruple, 
Spirit of humane Secundinehalf 
a Drachm, Syrup of Peony 
fix Drachms.

In difficult Travail befidesvege¬ 
tables , thefe things deferve com¬ 
mendation , tindures of Catlor, 
Amber, and Saffron, Oyl of white 
Amber, Man’s skull, Hartshorn, 
Soot, Goat’s Blood, fetid Oyl of 
Tartar; and Powders of humane 
Secundine are more effectual, ad¬ 
ding trochifces of Myrrh,or Borace; 
or a tinihire of it, drawn with 
Spirit of Wine, adding a few drop 
of Oyl of Savine. 

Bart ha far Timxits ufes this fol¬ 
lowing potion; 

Take of Water of Bawm, Cinna¬ 
mon , aaua hyftertca each one 
ounce, h^rh one Scruple,Saffron 
half a Scruple.

There are feveral external tfangs 
which liallen the Birth; as Sternu¬ 
tatories, Fomentations, or Bags «p- 
pliedtothcNavil.

tylinont ip hard Labor reckons 
the Liver 6f Eels, Serpents, &c. 
as a fecret. 

When the Water does not come 
away, a Fomentation of emollient 
Herbs is good. 

When the Water comes too 
Foon, it is good to apply Oyl of 
while Lilies or fweet Almonds

Drachms, of Quails, Oyl of 
Wall-flowers, white Lilies each 
one Drachm Amber one Scmpfc 
Mix and give it.

When none of thefe things will 
do, and the pains encreafe, cither 
the Mother, or Child, or both mult 
Die, unlefs you ait out the Child. 
But when the Mother is dead it 
mu ft be done quickly: for the 
Child in the Womb cannot long 
furvive there. And Sedtion of the 
Child out of the Mother alive, is 
eafier laid than done. But though 
it be difficult 3nd frightful, it is 
not impoilible, as we have fcveral 
inftances.

N OW we will proceed to em¬ 
pirical Medicines, where¬ 
of every good Womin has one. 

I have by my own experience 
feen feveral effects of a piece of 
Tiger’s skin, tied to die left 
Thigh.

Johannes Agricola fays, that, 
to force away a Child, the Secun- 
dine, or a dead Child, nothing is 
better than aurum potabile , 

Petrus Bayrus ties the root of a 
Gourd above the reins of a Woman 
in Travail, and, as he fays, flic 
will prefently be delivered- 

Jut. C<tf. Claudtnus , to bring 
pains, gives two Ounces of warm 
Water, and a little Honey. 

Hcrmannus Corbecus Gynacit , 
/. 2. c. 5. gives this as an infallible 
feerct j 

Take Nettle root, boyl it in Wine; 
and in a draught ofthat Wintf 
gjvc pf Powder of Cinnamon 
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two Drachms, Saffron one Scru¬ 
ple. 


Or white Amber and white 
Hawk’s dung cadi half a Scruple 
may be given in Wine. 

Claudius Deodatus will have a 
Woman to chew Bay leaves in her 
Mouth, and to tye them above her 
NsviL 

Let Vervein with root of Poly¬ 
pody be tied to her Hips. 

Franc. Oftcald.Grcmbs in diffi¬ 
cult Travail commends a Drachm 
of Lapis Specular is drunk in white 
Wine, and the Eyes of a Hare, 
taken in March. 

Phil. Grulsngius fays, Med. 
pr.l. 4 part.\. c^. In hard Labour 
there is not a more prefent remedy' 
than this. Give the Patient a piece 
of Bole turn Chrvmum , as big as a 
fmallUean, to chew a little, then 
bid her rub her Navil with the one 
half, and keep chewing the o- 
ther. 

Helmont magnifies the Liver and 
Gall of an Eel dried and powdered, 
and drunk in Wine, about the 
quantity of a Hazlc Nut. And he 
(ays, there is the gift of GOD in 
this iimple experiment. 

Conrad Kjibnradjnedull. dejlil- 
lator.p. t. has this following ex¬ 
periment for hard Labour; 

Take two live Crab’s, bruifc them 
and ftrain out the juice. Add of 
Fox and Hare’s Fat, each equal 
parts, melt them at the Fire: 
then put in the forelaid juice. 
Mix them, and make an Un¬ 
guent. 

He alfo fays, it has been often 
tried, that if Rofemary bcbruifed, 
and fteeped four and twenty hpur* 

sff 3 in 
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in Vinegar, and a little of it tied 1 
to the Womans Navil, and Haifa 
Drachm of prepared Amber taken 
alfo inwardly at the fame time, in 
Wineor Mug wort Water, it will 
haftcn the Birth. He alfo fays, it 
is a certain experiment, if the 
Woman in Travail take a little of 
her Husbands Urine. 

Simon Pitulli fays, this is a 
pever failing experiment; 

Take of Seed of Lavander half a 
Drachm, Plantain, Endive each 
two Scruples, Pcp()er one Scru¬ 
ple. Mix them. Make a Pow¬ 
der. Let the Patient take it 
in three Ounces of Woodbind 
and Endive Water, Or, 

Take of Seeds of Lavander Haifa 
Drachm, white Amber, Borace, 
each two Scruples, Oyl <5f Cin¬ 
namon nine drops. Mix them.

He 
alfo commends a dried Sccundine, 
amulets of Snake's Sloughs. He 
alfo fays, that Coral, Jafper, Knot- 
grals root, and green Coriander 
does ha I ten Travail, tied cither 
to the Hip, or to the Soles of the 
Feet.

Spme alfo fay , that a Glojf* 
petra held in the Womans hand 
till it is warm, haltens her Tra¬ 
vail.

And fo is diclarr\nus Qretifu 
both inwardly and outwardly. 

TheRofeof Jericho put into a 
glafs of Wine, makes a draught, 
highly valued by fome for hard 
Labour. 


§. ii. TheCt/re whejt the 
Child /f Dead. 

W Hen die Child is Dead, 
and fo the difficulty in 
Travail the greater, care mint be 
taken to force it away prefently, 
Ielt it putrefie and endanger the 
Mother. And all the things bciore 
mentioned, 
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mentioned, that promote the 
Birth, and the Menjes powerfully, 
do likewife force away a dead 
Child, fuch as roots of white 
dittany, arijlolocbia rotunda , 
Florentine Ins , afarum, black 
Hellebore, leaves of Savine, Dra¬ 
gons, Motherwort, Saffron, Ma¬ 
rigolds, Gums, as Myrrh, Aloes, 
Borace, Ammoniack, Galbanum , 
Sa^apenum, Pulp of Coloquintida 
and the like. We in this cafe do 
withfuccefs ufe troqhifcesof Myrrh, 
Venice Borax , Savine leaves. 
Saffron, Filings of Steel, &c. 
For we never, as fome Authors 
have advifed, durlt yet ufe Vo¬ 
mits. All Balfamicks, that refill 
Putrefaction, are good: for in- 
ftance; 

Take of white Dittany, Cinnamon, 
tefticle of a Horfe, Borace each 
half a Drachm, Caftor, Myrrh, 
Amber each half a Scruple. Mix 
them. Make a Powder and 
divide it into three equal parts. 

D. Morbus commends this fol¬ 
lowing ; 

Take pf Wall-Flowers, Venice 
borax , white Amber prepared, 
lhavings of Savine wood, Gallia 
mojehata , Saffron each half a 
Scruple, confeilio Alkermes 
half a Drachm , prepared Pearl 
half a Scruple.

Petrus Forcflus gives the juice 
of green Lovage leaves in Mugwort 
Water, or Beer, or Wine. He 
alfo commends the following 
Powder; 

Take of ajfafxtida ,half a Drachm, 
Seed ot Rue, cajjia lignea, Date 
ft ones, Borace each one Drachm 
and an half. Saffron halt a 
Drachm, Myrrh, tbertaca dia- 
tejjaron each one Ounce. Mix 
them. The Dofe is on? Drachm 
in Savine Water. 

He fays alfo obfervat. 7 6. that 
he gave a Woman, who could not 
be delivered of dead Twins, a 
Decoction of Mugwort and Savine 
with Lily Water, and he took

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green Savine, adding a little Pow¬ 
der of Saffron, wrapt it in a linen 
Cloth, jn form of a Peflary; he 
ordered it to be dipt in Oyl of 
Lilies, to be put iip into the 
Womb, and to be kept there a 
little. After taking of which Me¬ 
dicines the Woman was in a quar¬ 
ter of an hour delivered of a dead 
Child. . 

DavidHerlicius fays, nothing 
is better than a Decoaion of Lin- 
feed, or it may be injedled iflto 
the Womb.

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CHAP. VIII. 

Of the Symptoms of Lying-in Women, 


§. i. 

S Everal Symptoms attend ly¬ 
ing-in Women: we fhall 
examine the chief. In fome 
the Secundines remain behind, in 
fome the Flux of the lochia is too 
little,in others too much; all have 
after-pains, and a Milk Fever; 
fome want Milk in their Breafts; 
others have too much and coa¬ 
gulated ; hereupon enfue In¬ 
flammation, Hardncfs and an Ery- 
fipdds■ What other Difeafes oc- 
curr, they may be feen in their 
proper Chapters. 


§. Z. 

HP HE After-burthen is called 
-*■ Secundines a Sccundis , be- 
aufeit is, as it were a Second 
Birth. ^ It might very well be de¬ 
rived a Sequendo ; becaufe by 
right it (hould immediately follow 
the Child. It is called loculus, 
Second*, &c. 
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Defcription of the 4 fter« 
burthen. 

THE Secundines are the Mem- 
1 branes that inwrap the Child, 
or the third and outmoft Coat of 
the Child, befet with Veins and 
Arteries arifing from the Cotyle- 
doncs , and fattened to them, and 
it is fattened likewife to the Navil 
of the Child by the umbilical 
Veflels; and in a Natural Birth it 
always comes away with the Child, 
together with the placenta utertna. 
But in a preternatural Birth, 
fometiraes after the Child is Born, 
the Secundines tarry behind in die 
Womb. 

§. 3. Defcription of the 
Lochia. 

1N every Birtli the placenta me- 
1 rina is feparated by the Mid¬ 
wife, whence proceeds a Flux of 
Blood after delivery, which Blood 
being lodged in the cavernous 
fubltance of the Womb, and eva- 
fated, is called the lochia, or Child- 
•bed Purgations. Some lying-in 
Women have their lochia, for two, 
three. 
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three, four days or more, fome 
have them eight, ten days, or more; 
and fometimes more, fometimes 
lefs Blood comes away in the time. 
Which a good Phyfician ought 
well to confider, and whether the 
Flux be natural or preternatural. 
For Women that have abundance 
of M;vfet , have more of the 
Lochia. 

§. 4. Defer ip t ion of after- 
Pains. 

P Ains do not only come upon 
Women in Travail, but after, 
which are often fo violent, as to 
produce not only a Fever, but 
a delirium alfo, and fometimes 
Death. Thegood Women there¬ 
fore are out,- who think thefe Pains 
are good for thofc that lie-in; for 
in their opinion Pains promote 
the lochia, which is altogether 
falfe, as Sylvius fays very well, 
Therefore becaufe the Cure of thefe 
faid Pains is negledied and hindred 
by many, as beneficial, yet the 
negled thereof colls many Wo¬ 
men their lives in Child bed. 

§.• f. The Milk Fever , 
Hardnefs , Inflamma¬ 
tion and Eryfipelas. 

T Hree days or more after they 
are brought to Bed, Wo¬ 
men are taken with a fhiverjng, 
and a Fever. And fo the Milk un¬ 
dergoes divers mutations, and 
fometimes is coagulated, which 
caufeshardnefs of Brealts, Inflam¬ 
mation apd an Eryfipelas. 


§. 6 . Signs of the Retention 
of the Sifter-burthen. 

QIgns of the Secundines retained 
O are manifeft to the Midwife 
and Women that are by. 

Signs of Flooding. 

Y OU may know a Flooding 
by the large efflux ofBlood, 
Faintnefs, Swooning, Palenefs.Lean- 
nefs, and fuch like grievous Sym¬ 
ptoms, which ufually attend other 
immoderate excretions of Blood. 

Signs of deficient 

Lochia. 

Y OU may know the Lochia 
are fupprelled, partly by the 
Lying-in Woman her felf, and 
partly from the by-ltanders, by 4 
dull pain of the Hypngaftrium, 
loyns, Abdomen , fwelhng of the 
Belly, difficulty of breathing 
Fever, and other fupervening 
Symptoms. 

Signs of a Milk 
Fever. 

A Milk Fever or Ague i» 
known principally hereby, 
vt\. that the Child-bea Woman 
three days after her Delivery ,u 
taken with a (haking, and after¬ 
wards with Heat, Third, fwtlF 1 
ing of the Breads, uneafinefsofthe 
whole Body , Which is fa*- 

times attended with an Inflamnu- 
tion,‘and an eryfipelas of the 
Breafts and Qthcr parts. 
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7. Cauje of the Re¬ 
tention of the After- 
* lurthen. 

IT often happens in Travai*’ 
■* efpecially a difficult one, th at 
when the Child is come into th® 
World, either becaufe the umbilica* 
Veflels are corrupt, or too (mail, 
c* becaufe they are entangled about 
tne Neck or other parts of the 
Child, or becaufe they are pulled 
too violently by the Midwife, or 
becaufe theSecundine flicks toofaft: 
to the Womb , or for fome other 
Caufe, to wit, the Mothers weak- 
nefs, or the doling of the parts, or 
the breaking of the Veflels by the 
ambient Air, or fome other way, 
the Secundine remains in tne 
Womb, and cannot conveniently 
be voided. • 


§.8. Cauf ft of Flood¬ 
ing. 

tLooding has fevcral caufcs, a 
A Plethora , thinnefs or thicknefs 
of Blopd,its Acrimony, or violence 
in Motion, the difordcr of the ani¬ 
mal Spirits, but efpecially the 
Anajlomofis or breach of the Ar- 
terious Veflels after delivery. 

The external Caufe? are the Air, 
when too hot; Aliments and Me¬ 
dicines too (harp, and Menagogues, 
exceflive Watching, unfeafonable 
or exceflive motion of the Body j 
wherefore they that apply them- 
felves to bufinefs before their 
Month is out, are fubiedf to this 
Difeafe. .Sudden paflions pf the 


Mind, as Anger. Other excretions 
fupprelfed, betides other tilings 
which may befal them as a blow, 
fall, &c. Or the violent dilacera¬ 
tion of the Midwife, that eaufes 
an excoriation of the Womb, which 
mull needs be painful, efpecially 
when any great Veflels of the 
Womb are broke. Sylvius fays, 
the primary Caufe of After pains, 
is the clofe connexion of the Se¬ 
cundine with the.Womb; and the 
fecond is the flowing of the Blood 
by the rent and excoriated parts of 
.the Womb, which corrodes them, 
efpedally when the Blood is 
(harp. 

§. 9. Caufe of the Sup - 
prejfion of the Lo¬ 
chia. 

A Suppreflion of the lochia 
is, when a. ter delivery either 
no Blood at all, or very little, and 
that Serous or Pituitous, either 
with or without Pain, is voided 
by the Womb. It proceeds from 
fome fault in the Blood-, orDi- 
fcafes of the Womb and its Veflels, 
rarely from the Difeafes of the 
vagina and other parts. The 
Blood is in fault, when there is 
little in the Body, and when much 
of it was lolt before the Travail, 
and in it, when it is Grumous and 
Thick, as it is ufual after delivery, 
at which time even fuch as have 
their lochia , ufually void great 
clods of Blood, and fometimes 
alfo it is foPhlegmatick and Vifcid, 
that it flpps the Veffels. TheVefleb 
alfo may be in fault, whentheyaro 
obflrudfed and comprefled by a tu¬ 
mor of theWomb or of other parts, 
or 
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orare ftraitned by the cold ambient 
Air, or over cool, incralfant and 
aftringent Food, or Medicines In¬ 
ternal or External. External caufes 
alfo may be in fault, the Air, Meat, 
Drink, and Medicines too cold, 
over much Watching, too much 
Sleep and Reft, fudden and grie¬ 
vous Palfions of the Mind, fudden 
cooling of the Hands and Feet, a 
Fever, or any other Difeafe. Pain 
alfo may ftop the lochia. For Ett- 
muller has obferved, that it is not 
the Tranflation of the matter to 
theBreafts, that rtops the lochia,- 
but the pain; for notwithftand- 
ing the Breads are full, when 
the pain ceafes, the lochia come 
again. And he has feveral times 
obferved, that after-pains have ftopt 
the lochia. The Caufe of After-' 

_pains, when the lochia do not 

Come well, or not at all, is 
when there are fliarp humors in 
them, which exulcerate and fret 
the parts, uy which they muft 
pafs. • 

§. 10. Caufe of a Milk 
Fever. 


A Milk Fever may eifily arife, 
either becaufe chyle Hows 
by its du&s in greater quantity 
than ufual into die Mafs of Blood, 
and difturbs it, or through the 
Retention of the lochia , or too 
violent After-pains I think that 
the Caufe of thcfc Fevers may alfo 
be fome infenfible and heteroge¬ 
neous Particles, which traver/ing 
the Blood, do put it into an Efter- 
tefcencc. 


11. Caufe of want of 

Milk. 


T HE Breeding of Milk ishin- 
dred, either by fome fault in 
the Breafts, or in the Chyle. The 
Breads are in fault when the glands 
are wanting, or when they are 
inept either to breed or keep Milk. 
The chyle is in fault, when it qj- 
ndt come at the brea fts. Or whm, 
though it be carried, it is un- 
ht. 

§. ii. Caufe of too much 
Milk. 


T HE Caufe. of too great 
ftore of Milk, is laudable 
and plentiful chvle, the non-natu- 
turals being in gbod order, efpe- 
cially a good conllitution of the 
Glands of the Breads, which con- 
fids in their fmtnefs. For it is 
obferved, that Women who have 
fuch Glands, have the mod 
Milk. 

§. 13. Caufe of curdling 
of the Milk. 

M ilk Curdles in the Bread

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you may fee in other Haemor¬ 
rhages. _ . 

After-pain* are eafily cured* 
becaufc lemetimesthcy go away of 
themfelves. 

The Milk Fever portends no 
bad, if care be but taken, that the 
Eflervefcence ofthcBloodonce raif- 
ed degenerate not into a worfr; and 
if the Breafts fell, die Milk be drawn 
out: Othcrwifc an Inflammation, 
Tumor and Abfcefs of the Breaft* 
may be feared. 


§. 14 . Caufi of Inflamma¬ 
tion of the Breafts. 

A N Inflammation has generally 
a Fever with it, and arifes 
from an over Etfervefcent Blood 
for then the Sulphureous Particles 
being carried to the circumference 
of the Breads, the external parts.

And if they are not 
got out by Nature or Art, flic 
Woman muft die. 

The fuppreflion of the lochia is 
a dangerous cafe, not only becahfe 
particular Difcafes are caufed by It, 
but urtiverfal ones may be bred in 
the whole Body, as acute Fevers;

§. 18. 

S ptWuff, who thinks it proceeds 
from the abufe of grofs and 
glutinous Food, which produces 
tne like Blood, that the After-bur¬ 
then Iticks fo faft to the Womb, 
commends things that correct 
glutinous Phlegm, namely Iixivial 
Salts, volatil and fixt, Aroma tick 
things, Phlegmagogues, and a 
correct Diet; Sudorificks, Diu- 
rcticks, and Emmenagogues. 

§• 19 - 

TN my judgment the intentions 
of Cure, are to expel the Se- 
cundine prefently, to mitigate 
the Symptoms, and to prefcrve 
ftrength. Things that bring away 
the Sccundine, are either Pharma- 
ceutick or Chirurgical. The Phar- 
maceutick arc fuch as powerfully 
expel the Menfes and a dead 
Child. If therefore a Woman, after 
fte is delivered, cannot get rid of 
the Secundine, for want of flrength, 
ihe muft firft of all be refreihed. 
with convenient Food, as Caudle 
made with Wine, Saft'ron, Sugar 
and Eggs, gelly broths of Chicken 
and Partridge. Then fhe muft hold 
her Breath, and fqueeze her Belly. 
And the Midwife muft do her 
Office. Fumes and bags may be 
ufcd, made of Uterines. 

Here divers Internals are proper 
which we have mentioned before. 
But a Drachm of the Powder of 
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dried Secundine given in broth 
has a fpecifick virtue. And fo has 
a Drachm of the skin of a Hen s 
Gizzard, given in white Wine. 
Or the Powder following, or feme 
fuch like maybe given; 

Take of Amber prepared one 
Drachm, Borace half a Drachm, 
Trochilcesof Myrrh one Scru¬ 
ple, Mather half a Drachm, Saf¬ 
fron half a Scruple. Mix them. 
Make a Powder. Give a Drachm 
in Wine and Sugar. Or, 

Take of Venice Borace, white 
Amber each one Scruple, Saffron, 
cajjia lignea , Caftoreach half a 
Scruple. Mix them. Make a 
Powder. Orthisdeco&ion; 

Take of root ofScor^onera, Peony, 
Cichory each one Ounce, leaves 
of Scordtum, Borrage, Bawm, 
Mugwort, each half an handful. 
Boyl them in fair Water. Add 
to the colature of Syrup of 
Mugwort, Limons each two 
Ounces. Mix them. :

Take of leaves of Motherwort, 
Penny-royal each one handful, 
Savine two handfuls, Berries of 
juniper, Bays each one Ounce, 
Coloquintida half an Ounce 
Shred them grofly, and boyl 
them in fair Water, the hot 
fteam whereof may be received 
by a .Funnel in a Clofc-ltool Cafe 
a while, and may be rqieated fe- 
veral times.

varies the Cure accor¬ 
ding to the Caufes. If the 
racking and repeated Pains come 
from ah Acid or a Salt, redoun¬ 
ding in the Blood and carried to 
the Womb, they muft be cured by 
volatil and aromatick Acids. If 
the Womb is excoriated, it muft 
be healed by Vulneraries. If the 
Lochia be exceftive.by Aftringents 
To which end he ufesthe famous 
Mixture for Haemorrhages, and 
mixes -Vulneraries and Narcoticks 
together.

When the after-pains proceed

he aUo joyns Sudorificks, that 
they may 00 the Bulinefs the foo- 
ner. To this end he commends 
things that provoke the Menfes. 
But as foon as a Fever arifes, for 
want of the Lochia, he eameflly 
advifes not to be over bufie with 
Aromaticks, left we increafe the 
Fever: But he rather advifes the 
ufe of Acids with Aromaticks, as 
deftilled Vinegar, Aqua Amjlelo- 
damenfis alextfharmaca or pro- 
phqlaflica, Salt of Vitriol, (£c. 
efpecially if Crabs eyes, Autimo- 
nium dmphoreiicum and the like, 
which dilfdvc coagulated Blood, 
be added to thefe Mixtures. If 
they have been ftopt feveral days, 
the Cure will be difficult. In 
this Cafe lie orders Bleeding, and 
Clyfters. He fays tliat Fomenta¬ 
tions and OyDfments are good, ap¬ 
plied to the Belly.

After¬ 
wards they advife things that 
make Revolution of the Blood 
upwards, as Fridions and Liga¬ 
tures of the upper parts, Cupping- 
g Li lies to the Brealts and each Hy- 
fochondrium. They fay alfo the 
Body muft be fwathea becaufe 
thereby the VelFels are comprelfed 
and the Immpderate Flux ftopt; 
they alfo advife to apply Linen 
Cloths to the Loyns, diptinOxy- 
crate. IfFlooding endanger Life, 
they have recourfe to more eft'e- 
(ftu.il things, as to Opiats, and di¬ 
vers Powders, and other Forms 
of Medicines, which you may 
find in other Haemorrhages. Ex¬ 
ternally they apply divers Cata- 
plafms and Unguents; as;

31. Cure of a Milk 
Fever. 

T HE Cure of a Mdk Fever is 
ufually committed to Na¬ 
ture, and as long as the Lochia 
come well, this Milk Fever goes 
off well without Phyfjck, gene¬ 
rally in plentiful Sweat. In thefe 
Fevers therefore Di.iphoreticks arc 
proper, and often do the buiinefs;

T HE Hardnefs of the Glands, 
arid want of Milk thereupon 
is cured (especially if it come from 
an Aufterc juice and Grief) by 
jafingboth inwardly and outward¬ 
ly Medicines, that abound with a 
volatil Salt, and Spirituous Aroma- 
tjeks. Among Internals he com¬ 
mends Waters dellilled bra Aro¬ 
matick Plants, with Spirit of Wine, 
which rpult be mixt with Water of 
Mint, Feriil, Bawin, adding con¬ 
venient Syrups,volatil Salts,Aroma- 
tick Oy's, and fometimes Lauda- 
ttum Opiatum. And thefe Aroma- 
tick waters,mixt with a volatil Salt, 
may be outwardly applyed with 
Cloths to the Brcalts.So Aromatick 
Pyiitments and Oyls are proper. 
It is good alfo to chafe the Breafts 
gently. Volatil Salts corred an 
auftere Humor. 

But when the VeflTels, which 
tend to the Breafts are -too (mall, 
it fcarce ever is cured, or very 
(lowly by frequent and gentle rub¬ 
bing the place, by which the Blood- 
Veftcls p.ifs to the Breafts, with 
emollient Oyntments and Oyls, as 
Vnguentum Althaa , Mucagi- 
vum. Kcrvi num , Oyl of white 
Lilies, fwcet Almonds, Mans Fat 
and other Creatures. 

If the Ferment in the Glands 
of the Breafts be dull, it may be 
cured with thefbrefaid Aromatick 
and Spirituous things, abounding 
yvitjj volatil Sajt.

V V man is troubled with 
too much Milk, and it is occalion- 
ed by a laudable, thin and fluid 
Blood, it muft be made vifcid,and

a thick and glutinous juice, fuch as 
very juicy Vegetables, Plantain, 
Purfl.un, Brooklime, Pears, Quin¬ 
ces, Medlars, &c. 

If a plentiful and fpirituous 
Iadiferous Ferment occafion it,(he 
muft take things to dull and fix 
the Acid, fuch as all things that 
are Fat, Glutinous, Bitter, Watry, 
and lixivious, fixt Salts. 

Cure of depraved 
Milk. 

M I L K is depraved, when it 
is faulty in any Quali¬ 
ty- 

A yellow Milk is produced by 
a Tindure of Bile abounding in 
the Blood, and is corroded by 
purging the Bile at Intervals. Vi¬ 
triol correds its exccflive Tin¬ 
dure, efpecially made of Mars, 
and its Anodyne Sulphur. 

A very white Milk from a 
PhJegmatick Blood is cured by 
corroding the Phlegm with A- 
romaticks and volatil Salts, and by 
Phlemagogucs. 
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A bitter Milk produced by 
Bile is corrected as the yellow. 

A fait Milk is aired by carry¬ 
ing off the fait Serum from the 
Blood. 

A thick one muft be inetded 


by Aromaticks and volatil Salts. 

A thin Milk mutt be thickned 
by a prudent and conrtant ufe of 
auftere things, mixt with Food.

Take of Seed of Fcawort, q- 
mis cajlus each two Dradrau, 
Cummin one Drachm and an 
half, alumcnfctfftle two Scru¬ 
ples. Boyl tltein to a fourth, 
always itirring them. 

Lndovicus Mere at ns found this 
always very beneficial, which s 
made of an Equal quantity of 
frelh Butter and Turpentine, 
walhed in Wine and Rofe Water 
He fays alfo that Oyl, in wish 
Radilh thin diced has been boyled 
a long time, is of great Mo¬ 
ment. Pulverinus commends I 
Platter made of‘three Eggs, a 
Scruple of Saffron , and Wu 
what'is fufficient.

Jof. pierce tan 
commends Rcw bruifed with 
Vinegar, and applied to the 
Breaits.

Of the Green*Sicknefs. 


§• i. 

HI!> Difeafe is ailed 
Chlorofis from 
a whitifh Green. It is 
alfo called Febris alba , Morbus 
Virgincus, patlidi Virginum co¬ 
lores, and Icterus a/bus, from its 
likencfs to ajaundice. It is a fort of 
Leucopblegmaha. It is generally 
defcribed to b:,A vitious Habit of 
the Body, anfing from Obftru- 
Bions of the Veins of the Liver, 
Spleen and Mefentery, but efpe- 
cially of thofe about the Womb, 
with a dulnefs in the Limbs, 
Palpitation of the Heart, Short- 
tiefs of Breath, Appetite to ab- 
furd things, See. It might bet¬ 
ter in my Opinion be defcribed 
thus, It is an Uterine Difeafe, 
produced by the Oppreffion of 
the Plaftick. Spirit, and the 
Thickiiejs and Acidity of the 
Blood, objlrtiding the Capillary 
Veffels of the Womb, with a 
Dulnefs of animal Spirits. 

This Difeafe is much of the 
fame Nature with a Leucopbleg- 
matia. Cachexy, and Longing, 
and is almoft under the tune 
Caufe and Cure.

'THE Subject by the general 
A Confent of Authors is 
reckoned to befthe Womb, with 
the rell of tlie'Bowels where Ob- 
ftru&ions an be made. 

§• 3. DiagstoflicL 

N OW we muft (how, how 
the Enemy may be difeo- 
vered invading the Plaitick Spirit 
The Colour of the Face and 
whole Body is Pale and Whitilb, 
and fometimes Leaden, Livid and 
Green. It is ufually attended 
with a Swelling and Inflation 
of the Hypochondria, a fjxxita- 
neous Latitude of the whole Bo¬ 
dy, the Legs fwell efpecully about 
the Ankles, the Body looks foft and 
flabby, they cannot go up a Pair 
of Stairs, or ltir, but they are out 
of Breath; they have ufually a Pal¬ 
pitation of the Heart, with a Pupa¬ 
tion of the Temporal Arteries, 
the Pulfe is fometimes fo 
quick, that they feem to be in 
a Fever, and therefore it is called 
Febris alba, they have a dull and 
Ming Head ach, they are very 
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flcepy and dull about every thing, 
and by Reafon ot' a depraved Acid 
in the Stomach, they fometimes 
loath their Vjifruals and long for 
abfurd things, and then generally 
their Mcnfes are itopt. They are 
not very thirlty, they are troubled 
with Belching, the Belly fwells 
after Meal, they have a Rumbling 
in their Guts, are Squeamiih and 
generally Coitive. All their Ex¬ 
cretions are crude and phlegma- 
tick. They are ordinarily cold, 
unlefs when they have a Flufhing, 
which they often have By thefc 
Signs you need not doubt of the 
Difcafc. 

§. 4. Caufc. • 

T HE old ©altwtlM do here 
blame ObltrucHons of all 
the Veins, efpecially of thofc about 
the Womb, which are caufed by 
grofs, vifcid and crude Humors, 
bred ufually of a bad Diet Yon 
may fee leveral Authors in the 
Chapter of Leucophle«m,nia and 
Cachexy.

N ©i't Opinion the Green- 
licknefs arifesfrom Phlegm a 
little too acid, and oftentimesffom 
a vitious and corrupt Liquor pro¬ 
ceeding from die vaginal Glands 
of the Womb, dilturbing the 
Crafts of the Mafsof Blood, and 
opprelfing the plalbck Spirit. 
Hereupon the whole Mafs of Blood 
is flow in Fermentation, arid fome¬ 
times turns fharp, as tnav appear 
by die Symptoms which make 
Uiem look as Tale as Death. 
Swelling and Inflation cf 


the Hypochondria in this Di- 
feafe do frequently arife from Wind 
raifed by a vitious Gas , which 
di If ends the Cavities of the Ab¬ 
domen , and by forcing the 
Diaphragm upwards caufc, lhort- 
nefs of Breath , which is in- 
creafed by Exercife, becaufe 
then the Humours grow hot¬ 
ter, and dilate and raretie, and fo 
make all worfe. 

A fpontuieous La/Titude of 
the whole Body arifes from the 
Torpor of the Plaltick Spirit, 
and from the Paucity and Vif- 
cidity of the animal Spirits, 
which ltick in tile Mire of the 
Womb, and cannot extricate 
themfelves, and therefore are in- 
fufficient for much Exercife. 
Lallitudc may alfo arife from 
the Obit ruction of feveral Nerves 
in the Mufcles all the Body over, fo 
that few animal Spirits can get 
into them, and fo the Limbs are 
unable to ltir.

IN thefe Difeafes the Brain and

Confent with the genital Parts 
and the Womb. For the Realbn 
why they are delirious, isbecaufe 
the genital Parts about the 
Womb are continually irritated. 
So that while they think and talk 
of nothing but Venery, they go 
quite befides themfelves. Young 
Widows and Maids of a hot 
and melancholick Complexion 
are chicliy fubjed to this Di¬ 
feafe.

A Lthough this Difeafe, when 
inveterate, need no Signs, 
as being ealic to be known by 
Dotage, and Difcourfe, which tell 
it; yet one beginning is very 
Latent in modeit Women, and 
cannot be known but by a Pru¬ 
dent Conjedure. However you 
may know it by Sadnefs, Silence, 
Tears, a fmall, weak and flow 
Pulfe, and now and then quick, 
that is, if there happen to be any 
Difcourfe of Love, or a handfome 
young Man.

C Ertainly,if any one,our di¬ 
vine Hippocrates is Solli- 
citous for the Health of 
Children, in divers of his 
Aphorifms faying; Such things 
as theft befal Children new Bom , 
Thrufhet, l'omitin ^ , Coughs, 
Watching, Fear , Inflammation 
of the Navil, running of else Ears. 
When they are Elder, and begin to 
breed Teeth, Itching of the Gums, 
Fevers , Convulftotis, Loofneffes, 
do trouble them moft that breed 
their Eye-teeth, andfitch Children 
efpecially as are Grefs,and Cofhve. 
When they are grown up a little; 
Luxations of the TonlilLe and 


Vertebrae inward, Afthma, Stone, 
Worms'Warts , Strumae, and other 
Swellings, but efpecially tbefare- 
faid. When they are bigger, and 
near Pubefcence. Many of theft 
things, and tedious Fevers, and 
and bleeding at the Nofe, and 
many Difeajes are judged m Chih 
dren, fotne in forty Days, fame in 
feven Weeks, others in feven Years , 
fame when they come to Pubefl 
cence, but fitch as remain , and 
terminate not at Pubefcence in 
Boys, and when the Menftrua 
come in Girls, lafl all ones 
Life.

properties and manners get with 
the Milk into the Child, as it has 
been obferved in Children brought 
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up with Hind’s or Goats Milk. Sec

Milk may eafily offend the tender 
Fibres of a Child’s Stomach, may 
caufe Gripes, a Loofnefs and feve- 
ral other Ails A Serous Milk, 
Caufcs Loo r nefs, and Scabbincfi, 
a Cafcous Milk, Coltivencf*, 
want of Appetite and Vomiting- 
a Yellow and Sharp Milk, Vomit¬ 
ing anJ Loofiiefs, and PulUcs.

H OW Want of M.lk maybe 

lupplycd, and its ill quaff, 
tes Cacrcdcd, we have obferved 
before in Ddeafes oftlic Breatl It 
is luficicnt to fucklc a Child two 
years at the molt ; .and neither 
Mother nor Nurfc, when they 
have Conceived , mull give Suck 
but the Cliild mull be weaned, 
and ufed to folid Food. If the 
Motfier cannot give her Child 
Suck, the mult get a Nurfc; but 
if the be able, it is belt for the 
Mother to give her own Child 
Suc<c. AN urfe mutt be of a good 
Habit of Body, a middle Age, well 
coloured, Honelt, neither a Glut¬ 
ton, nor Drunkard, one that has 
bom two Children at leaft, and 
brought them up. She mult not 
be difeafed, becaufe the Nurfe’s 
Difeafcs are communicated to the 
Child. She mult obfervea good 
Diet. Let her take elpecial care 
of Purgers and Acids, which may 
vellicite Children’s tender Fibres 
in their Stomachs, caufe Gripes 
and Convultions. Wine and Spi¬ 
rituous Drink/ arc naught forNur- 
fes. She mult avoid an Intempe¬ 
rate Air, immoderate Watching, 
and too mult Rclt and Step. Her

31 6 What rnift he done in the Month , 
Meat muft be of good Juice, and 
eafie Conception; if the Nurfe 
» a Country-Woman, her Meat 
snail not be Dainty, for it is worfe 
for her Stomach than her ac- 
cuftomed Food. She muft for¬ 
bear Cheefe, becaufe it is apt to 
curdle the Milk in her Brealts, 
alfo Salt and Aromatick things, 

Futfe , Salt Fifli , but efperially 
Vinegar ahd Acids, which is often 
the occafion of Fits, as Sylvius has 
obferved, and Beer not well boyled 
orwrought,becaufe it fpoylsthe Fer¬ 
ment of the Stomach, and Caufcs 
Loofnefs.and Gripes. Let her avoid 
all violent Paffions of the Mind, 
for by difturbingthe animalSpirits, 
the Nervous kind, and through 
their means the Mafs of Blood, and 
the reft of the Humors in the Body, 
they alter, and by the fame-means 
corrupt the Milk: But efpecially 
let her avoid Fright and Anger; 
therefor^ her Domefticks mult- 
give her no occafion. Ettmuller 
gives a notable inftance of a Fright. 

He lays, “A Child-bed Woman was 
“heartily frighted', but prefently 
u as foon as flic was come to her 
“ felf, fhe made a Whelp draw her 
“ Breads, left the altered Milk 
“ might hurt the Child, prefently 
“ the Whelp fell into Fits, but by 
“giving it Treacle, after a long 
“Sleep the Fits went off. I have 
feen three Examples. Anger is 
as bad. For both of" them diiturb 
Digeftion. Nurfes do ill in giving 
the Child Suck too often, tor (o 
they kill it with kindnefs. As to 
the excreta and retent a they muft 
all be in order. Neither Nurfes 
nor Women with Child muft give 
Suck: for as often as a Nurfe has 
her Menjes, an alteration may be 
found in the Child. But a ftrange | 


alteration is made in the Mift,whe& 
the Nurfe is with Child: for then 
a corrupted Milk is bred, which 
makes a horrid impre.fion on the 
Child. It turns to Cheefe in the 
Childs Stomach, which may make 
the Child rue it all its days. Ett¬ 
muller, Schockttts , and Digby 
give this as a Caufe of feveral Men's ^ 
hating Cheefe. Therefore let fuch 
as give Suck keep from their 
Husbands. 

§. 6 . 

N OW alfo we muft fay fome- 
thing of Children’s Food. 
And the good Women ihould be 
admonifhed, who in the firit 
Months, make Pap of Meal, Milk 
and Sugar, and feed their Chil¬ 
dren with it, which Pap, as Ett¬ 
muller fays, is fitter for a Book¬ 
binder to pa ft his Books withaf 
than to eat For it loads the Sto¬ 
mach, this fpoyls the tirft Con- 
coPHon, and consequently the fe- 
cond and third. Hildanus cent. 6. 
obf. 6, obferves a moft dangerous 
obllruPtion of the Pylorus by fuc* 
glewyPap. Wherefore it is belt 
the fir ft four Months, tor the Club 
dren to be content with the Mo¬ 
ther’s Milk only: Afterwards they 
may eat Broth. Nurfes alfo do 
very ill by Children, in chewing 
their Victuals in theirown Mouths, 
to foften it with the Spittle. Here¬ 
by feveral Difeafes may be com¬ 
municated to poor Children. 

All Childrens Difeafes proceed 
from an Acid, and a Vifcid. The 
<&*limft« blame a Grofsand Acid 
Phlegm. The IBatatclttii* an Acid 
Salt or Tartar. call it a vijeous 

Acid. All Medicines therefore 
that correPl this, are good in 
Children*

0 / the Jaundice. 


§• I- 

C Hildrcn not only after they 
are born, but when they 
are in the Womb are in¬ 
ferred with the Jaundice. Yet it 
ufually comes after the Child is 
bom; it will continue a while, and 
then {trike in again. It (hows it 
fclf by the Skin’s being as Yellow as 
Saftron, wlien not only the whole 
fuperficies of the Body, with the 
Whites of the Eyes; but the Fat, 
and fjefhy parts, the Membranes, 
and Parencbymata are tinged. This 
Difeafe may fometimes be known 
by the Yellownefs of the Urine, 
which turns Clothes Yellow, and 
by the Stools being White.

S J>Mu« thinks, in Children the 
Jaundice may often come, 
without the obftrudion of the 
bilary Dud, that is, from the Spi¬ 
rituality, and therefore ineptitude 
of the Bile to ferment. 

SHC deduce the Caufe of this 
Difeafe from Bile, or too many 
Sulphureous Particles in the Mals 
of Blood. Wherefore Children 
bom of Mothers w ho give thern- 
felvcs to drink Spirituous and 


Vohtil things, to wit, Brandy, 
Sack, and fuch things, as foon as 
they are born, have the Jaundice. 
Without doubt therefore a volatil 
and fliarp Bile, may caufe the 
Jaundice, and I queition not but it 
may proceed from an obltrudion 
of the bilary Dud, by the Alrco- 
nium, or fome vifeid Humor. 

§. 3. Cure. 

I T may eafily be cured, by 
uling Lixivious, oyly Salts In¬ 
ternally and Externally. If the 
Belly be bound, it may be loo filed 
with Syrup of Buckthorn, lidding 
fome Powder of Ivory ; Or Syrup 
of CichOry with Rhubarb, or 
Rhubarb, and other convenient 
things may be put in the Nurfcs 
Drink. Afterwards things may 
lie given to incide, and 0|>en the 
Choledochal Dud. Every day 
fome drops of tindure of Saffron, 
or a Grain of Saffron in Subftance 
may be given. For all things of 
SaHron. are gpod. So. are Sudq- 
rificks : Sylvius commends a 
Grain of Be^oarticum tniuerale. 
Externally divers things, men¬ 
tioned in thejaundice, will be pro¬ 
per.

C Hildren about four days after 
they arc Bom, have a Purple 
Effiorefcencc all over tlicir Skin, 
with Itching, and a little Exco¬ 
riation. 


*• 

T HE Caufe is, bccaufe tlie 
Childs Blood in the Mothers 
Womb, is often tainted with the 
Mother's Scorbutick Blood, which 
upon the approach of the external 
Air, received by refpiration, fer¬ 
ments too high. And by this inter¬ 
nal Motion the immifcible Salts are 
thrown off to the circumference , 
efpecially to tlie Intercutancous 
Miliary Glands,where they fhow 
thcmlelvcs by Itching. 
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'T’HE Cure of this Difeafe con- 
-*■ fills chiefly in procuring 
Tranfpiration- Therefore the good 
Women waflj the Body in warm 
Wine, and by gentle rubbing, open 
the Pores of the Skin, at wliidi 
thefe Heterogeneous Salts, and 
morbid Sfceds, may be difeharged; 
and fo likewile the Vifcofity, ac¬ 
quired in tlie Womb, and obltrudi- 
ing tlvc Pores, may be waflied 06I 
To this purpofe, fome ufe a little 
Soap,th.it they may wafh tlteclcan- 
ner. So much for prevention. If 
the Difeafe be troublcfome, frveral 
Sudorifick Alkalies mull be given. 
In this Cafe alfo a Grain of volatil 
Salt, inwardly will be proper ; and 
fo w ill, a Grain of Antimonium 
Diafbo'rencum. 



CHAP. 





Of Childrens Gripes. 


i r. 

Ripes are very familiar to 
new born Children,which 
not only proceed from 
the Curdling of the Nurfes Milk, 
but from either Wind or Humors 
peccant in an acid Acrimony. It 
is a fign of Wind, when the Belly 
is very much fwelled, and when 
they are relieved by breaking 
Wind. The Signs of an Acid are, 
befides their Crying, Stools either 
Green, tinged by an Acid, and 
corrupted, or Yellow, and after 
a while turning Green, and finel- 
ling Sowre. 

§. i. Caufe. 

’T'HE Gripes come upon young 
Children, from the bad Diet 
either of the Mother or Nurfe, to 
wit, when they feed upon Meat 
that is apt to breed a vifcous Acid, 
or upon high feafoned Meats,which 
encreafe Acrimony of the Bile, or 
upon Sawces, that are apt to breed 
an acid I Junior. 

§• 3 - C»re. 

TTHefe things premjfcd, the Cure 
may ealily be performed, 
which confilts in dilculling of 


Wind, and in the Correlating and ; 
Carrying off the Caufes. Among 
things that difcufs Wind,I deferved- 
ly value aqua carmmativa Myn- 
Jicbti, Water of Zedoary, Anife, 
Mint, Fenil, adding a drop or two 
of Spiritus Anttcolicus ex Nitre 
D. Michaelit , or Spiritus Nuri 
dulcis. for in dance ; 

Take of Aqua Carminativa , Wa¬ 
ter of Fenil, Mint cadi one ; 
Ounce, Spiritus Nitri dulcis 
fix Drops, tberiaca calejiis * 
three Grains, EJfentia Cifrt 
facebanni ‘Z^eclferi what is 
fufficient. Mix them. Give a 
fpponlul of the mixture. 

If inftcad of Spirit of Nitre, one 
would ufe volatil Spirit of SalAm- 
moniack, or any other Spirit Aro¬ 
matized, he might. 

When the matter is both Gluti- '' 
nous and Sharp, we mult always 
have an Eye upon Wind, which 
mult be dilculled with carminative 
ClyIters. Ettmuller in this Cafe 
gives tome Powder of Anileed 
with half Coral, or Elxojaccha- 
rum Amji, or Spiritus falls Am- 
motiiaci volattlts amfatus. Gripes 
caufed by Wind are alfo ffopt with 
Opiates, fuch as Syrup of Poppy, 
or Laudanum Opiatum added to 
Carminative mixtures, as thtre 





fhall be ocafion. Externally alfo 
in this Cafe Icveral things will be 
proper, fuch as deftilled Oyl of 
Chamotilil.Fcnil Caraway .Anifecd, 
Orange-pee!,mixt with boylcdOyls 
of Dill, Worms, Caltor, alfo Oleum 
Ci-rmiiuuivum Mptficbts , Em- 
plafl rum tie baccu Laurt, applyed 
a'l over the Belly. Bags filled 
with Carminative Herbs maybe 
applyed to the Belly. 

When a Glutinous matter is the 
Ciufe, cutters of Phlegm are good, 
which are generally the foremen- 
tioned Carminatives. When thefe 
things have been given, the 
tough matter mud be carried off, 
by Manna, Syrup of Cidiory with 
Rhubarb, or Pe.tch-Howers, Rofes 
Solutive with Senna, fharpened 
with a little Relin of Jalap But 
w hen Children cannot bear Purg¬ 
ing, the N. rfc mult take a large 
Dole, that the virtue of the Pur¬ 
gatives may with the Milkbecom- 
municated to the Children If the 
Belly befwelled with Wind, and 
there be glutinous Matter befides, 
it will be bed to give a Clyfter 
before Purging Externally you 
may ufe the following Oynt- 
ment; 

Take of Gum Ammoniack half 
an Ounce, Turpentine three 
Drachms, Aloes , Myrrh each 
one Drachm, Ox’s Gall one 
Scruple. Mix them. With 
Deer’s Suet make an Unguent 
of a due confidence. 

When ah |cid Acrimony is joyn- 
ed with the forefaid Wind, or 
otfends alone, the Cure of the 
Gri|ies will conlilt, i. In re¬ 
moving all the external Caufcs. 
2. In Corrcding the Acid in the 
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Mother or Nurfe. 3 . In Corrcding 
the Acid in the Child- 
External Caufes mud be re¬ 
moved ; fuch as acid Food.Sawcei, 
or Phyfick , ufed immoderately 
by the Mother or Nurfe. The 
Palfions of the Mind mudbe avoid¬ 
ed, Grief, Fear, and Anger. For 
if any fuch thing happen, the 
Bread mud be drawn, before the 
Child fuck. 

The Acid may be Correded by 
Spirituous and Oyly things, and 
by fixt and volatil Salts, whethet 
manited orlafentin Coral, Pearl, 
Crabs-Eyes, ( 3 c. 

And to difeharge this Acid,when 
Correded, Aromatick Diureticks 
are good This fame Acid alfo is 
is correded and expelled by 
Sweat 

To temper the Acid in the Child, 
which frets the Guts, Abforbents 
and Precipitants are proper. Pulvis 
" Ettmulleri rarely fails in 


fpec,ficus Ei 
this Cafe ; 


Take of Crabs-Eyes preparedhalf 
a Drachm, Harts horn prepared 
without Fire one Scruple, red 
Coral prepared half a Scruple, 
red Myrrh, Cador each five 
Grains, eberiac.i calejhs four 
Grains. Mix them. Make a 
fine Powder. The Dofe is from 
half a Scruple to a Scruple. 

If you fear the Gripes may 
put the Child into Fits, as they 
often do, then volatil Salts will be 
proper. The following or fome 
fuch mixture may be given by 
fpoonfuls; 

Take of Water of Flo wen of Lin¬ 
den tree, Fenil each one Ounce, 
Spirieus falts Ammcmaci ani- 
X x x fatus 
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fit us half a Drachm, Crabs Eyes 
prepared one Scruple, Native 
Cinnabar half a Scruple,r/jer;4C4 
calcfits three Grains, Syrup of 
Mint half an Ounce. Mix 
them. 

Or give the following Pow¬ 
der; « 

Take of fulvis ALircbionis one 
Scruple, atmimfuhninans three 
Grains, depurated Nitre two 
Grams. Make a Powder. Di¬ 
vide it into four equhl parts. 
Or, 

Take of pilvis Abforbcus Wedclii 
one Scruple, Cinnabar of Anti-1 
mony feyen Grains, Caitor pre- 
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pared fix Grams, theritet ce- 
lejhs two Grains. The Dofe is 
from half a Scruple to fifteen 
Grains. 

In tliis Difeafe I have with good 
fuccefs given ptilvis ab/orbens Lu- 
dovtct and JVedelii. Opiates are 
fometimes fufficient. Tberiaea ct r- 
leftts or Mithridate may with a 
little Cotton, be put into the 
Navil. 

Externally the forefaid Carmi¬ 
native and Aromatick Oyls are 
proper. 

Thefe faid Medicines may alfo 
be given in green Stools, which 
proceed from a preternatural 
> Acid. 
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CHAP. IV. 


Of Belching, Hiccough, Maujeoufnefs, Heart-hum] 
Vomiting , but efpecially of Curdling of the 
MHki 


§• I. 

C Hildren new bom have 
often dtiMe&ed Sto¬ 
mach*, whence come Bel¬ 
ching , Hiccough , Naufeoufnefe, 
Heart-burn, and feveral forts of 
Vomiting. No wonder, if a great 
deal of an acid , tough Mucus 
which may eafily be bred of cor¬ 
rupt Milk, create trouble to the 
Stomach, and when this Mucus 
ferments, it turns to Wind, ho 
wonder if there be Belching: but 
if it turn not to Wind, and cleave 
to the Oritice of the Stomach, it 
muft needs by its Acrimdhy, vclli- 
cate and corrode thofe nervous 
Parts, and fo caufe the Heart- 
bum. If the Mucus pals not by 
the Pylorus, the Appetite muft 
needs be deftroyed. If the Stomach 
be irritated and fpafmodically con¬ 
tracted , Vomiting mult needs 
enfue, which fomerimes docs the 
Quid good, efpecially if it Vomits 
a green Mucus . 


TTIcooughing is caufed by Milk 
li corrupted and coagulated 
by an Acid, efpecially if an acid 
Mucus ftick to the upper Orifice 
of the Stomach, becaufe of the fal¬ 
lible Nerves. Hereupon, byreafon 
of its firm Connexion with the 
Diaphragm, this convulfive Con¬ 
traction is caufed, which they call 
the Hiccough. 

§. 3. Caufe. 

F OR the moil part therefore it 
is an arid Acrimony,which irri¬ 
tates the upper Orifice of the Sto¬ 
mach , and draws the Diaphragm 
into confent. 

§• 4 - 

\ Nd fince Belching, Vomiting,' 
Hiccough, Naufeoufncfs, 
and Heart-bum, differ little in 
their Caufes, fo with a very 
fmall alteration , they require tie 
fame Cure; namely things tliat dif- 
pel Wind, cure Belching, fuch 
as the Carminatives mentioned in 
the foregoing Chapter. 
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314 0 / Belching, Hiccou 

In a Heart bum arifing from a 
Sharp, vifcid Humor, flicking to 
the Mouth of the Stomach, all that 
corrects that vifcid Acrimony is 
good, efpecialiy cjJeYitia carmi-‘ 
nativa Wedelii, mixt with elfencc 
ofCaftor, of Opium , internal and 
external Carminatives,and ltrength- 
ning Nervines. I have often given 
the following Powder, with good 
fuccefsin mint Water. For Mint 
audits Water is Sylvius hisSpeci- 
fick in the Hiccough; 

Take of Powder of Nutmeg half a 
Drachm, Crabs-Eyes prepared 
one Scruple, Caftor half a Scru¬ 
ple, hetfCoral prepared. Cloves 
each one Scruple, deftilled Oyl 
of Mint two Grains, tberiaca 
cctlcjht three Grains. Mix them. 
Make a ftibtil Powder. The Dofe 
is half a Scruple. 

Thofe that are Elder may take 
now and then a fpoonfiil of the 
following mixture; 

Take of Water of Mint two Oun¬ 
ces, Cinnamon one Ounce, tin- 
dKire of Amber one Scruple, 
effintia Anodyna half a Drachm, 
Syrup of Mint two Drachms 
• Mix diem. 

If the Contraction of the Sto¬ 
mach be great, and Fits be feared, 
then we mult have recourfe to 
Cinnabarlnes and Opiates; in wliich 
cafe the following Powder is fa¬ 
mous; 

Take of Cinnabar of Antimony 
two Grains, atirtim fuimn/atis, 
t 'x-riaca cjrieflis each one Grain. 
Mix them for a Dole. Or 
give the quantity of a Pea

of Mithridate or Venice-Tra- 

clc. 

<g>ylbtti(S in Childrens Naufeouf- 
nefs and Vomiting commends 
Spirttus nitrt dulcis , and Opiates. 
To the Elder he gives, for the 
Hiccough,a Vomit. Then he gives 
pulvis Jocltt, highly valuecl by 
Ettmullcr in the Hiccough. It is 
made of Harts-hom and prepared 
Coral, adding a drop or two of 
deitilledOyl of Cinnamon or Ani- 
feed. He commends Anifeeds for 
elder Peoples Hiccough externally 
and internally, and Cattor like- 
wife. If the Vomit be Idiopathick, 
and there be a Naufeoufnefe and. 
Shortnefs of Breath, it mul,t not 
be ft opt, until the peccant Matter 
be thrown oft'. When that is 
done, the Stomach muft be 
ftrengthned with the following 
Ballamick mixture; 

Take, of Cinnamon Water one 
Ounce and an half. Spirit of 
Maltich one Drachm, Eltenceof 
terra Japontca one Scruple, Sy¬ 
rup of Cinnamon half an Ounce. 
Mix them take a fpoonful, now 
and then. 

This Pow der is Ettmulier's ; 

Take of Nutmeg one Drachm, red 
Coral,Cloves each half a Drachm. 
Mix them. Give a little at a 
time. 

He values Treacle inwardly and 
outwardly. And for fuch as arc 
weaned half a Drachm of Cloves, 
and two Scruples of Maftich boylcd 
in Wine. I look upon this as 
an ufeful Medicine in all thefc 
Cafes; 


Take 
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Take of fulvis Be^oardlcut one 
Drachm, Crabk-Eyes prqiared, 
Cinnabar of Antimony each one 
Scruple, Caftor half a Scruple, 
tberuca ctr/ejiis four Grains, 
deltilled Oyl of Cinnamon, de- 
ftilled Oyl of Mipt each one 
drop. Mix them. TheDofeis 
from five Grains to tea 

In want of Appetite, I firftgivca 
Vomit, and then Sal volatile Cin- 
tiamomifatum with Eflence of 
Balfam of Peru ; or terra Catechu , 
adding fome drops of Oyl of Cin¬ 
namon, or Mint, or Mace or fome 
Aromatick deltilled Oyl 
In all thele Difeafes externals are 
good; Liniments. Oyls, Halters, 
Cere cloths, and Spirituous things 
mu it he applied to the Stomach and 
Belly. Here my external Bal¬ 
fam ick mixture of Chocolate, Con- 
feftio Alkermes , Oyl of Nutmeg, 
Balfam of Per:/, Cinnamon and 
Sack is excellent. Oleum Stonia- 
cbicum Cratonit , Oyl of Mint, 
Mace, Cinnamon, &c. alfo a Cere¬ 
cloth of Laudanum and Tacama- 
haca will be good. And Spirituous 
things, fuch as Spirit of Mint, 
Maftich, LilyConval, tberiacalis 


camphor atm, &c. Bread dipt in 
Sack, and fprinkled with Oyl of 
Mace or Cinnamon, applied to the 
Stomach is good. In Vomiting 
Opiates, fuch as thenaca CcclcJnBi 
may be put into the Navil, ora 
Plalter or Treacle may be applied. 
If the Excrements be varirgated!| 
Cly Iters give great relief. Ou red 
Plalter applied to the Belly is good 
in all thefc cafes; 

Take of Gum Tacamahaca one 
Ounce and an half, Myrrh fix 
Drachms, Maltich two Drachms, 
Powder of red Saunders one 
Ounce and an half, red Rofes 
lialf an Ounce, Oyl of Nutmeg 
by expreifion two Drachms, 
Maftich, Wormwood each what 
is fufficient, Wax what is fuffi- 
ejent.

N OT only Children’s Sto¬ 
machs, but their Guts 
likewife are out of 
order, fometimes being Loofe, 
and fometimes Coftive. Chil¬ 
dren are generally troubled with 
Loofeneffes about the time they 
breed their Teeth; and if a 
J-oofenefe turn to the Bloody- 
Flux, it proves generally fa¬ 
tal.

'■ A Looliiefs proceeds either 
Ji from fome fault in the 
Milk, or from Corruption of 
Food, or from fome (harp Mat¬ 
ter gathered in the Guts. Co- 
ftivenefs arifes from a tough Mat¬ 
ter, which is alfo Aufterc, and con- 
trads the Guts.

tiefs. 

' 1 1 HE cure of a Loofnefe con- 
X (ills in the abovefa d Sto- 
machicks. At firlt Ablfergents are 
good, as a dqcodion of Barly 
with Syrup of Rofes Solutive, and 
alinngent Balfunicksboth inward¬ 
ly and outwardly. Here all Car¬ 
minatives, Theriacals, Imbibers, 
Bcabardicks, Opiates, G?c. are pro¬ 
per- This following is excellent 
to remove the Pains and Convul- 
(ions of the Guts, and to Hop any 
Loofnefs, or to take off the Acri¬ 
mony. 

Take of ejjentia theriacdlis one 
Drachm, Anodyna half a Scruple, 
Balfam of Peru one Scruple. 
Mix them. The Dofe is a few 
drops, according to the Age 
of the Patient, and the urgency 
of the Symptoms. 

M^giftfjy of Coral with Citron 
juice. Ivory prepared without 
Fire, Nutmeg, Maltich, Aqua 
Ctnuamcm Cydotuata , Syrup of 

Coral, 
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Coral, of dried Rofes, Spirit of 
Maliich, thcriaca Andromachi 
and cttlejhs , and Laudanum O- 
fiatum Cydtmiotum Hoffmmt 
are excellent Medicines: for in- 
ltance; 

Take of Water of Plantain one 
Ounce, Aqua Cinnamm* Cy- 
dom.ua half an Ounce, Sy¬ 
rup of Coral one Ounce, Spirit 
of Mailich one Drachm.

Take of M.igiftery of Coral, with 
Citron juice, Ivory prepared 
without Fire each one Drachm, 
terra Catechu one Scruple.

4. Caufe of Cojlive¬ 
nefs. 

C Hildfen are bound becaufe 
either of a tough Pafte> 
•which dulls the fcnfc, becaufe 
Bile flows not to the Guts 
which Ihould be the Stimulus 
or of an Auftere, either in the 
Pancreatick juice or in the 
Bile. 


§. 5'. Cure of Cojlive- 
nejs. 

C Oftivenefs in Children is 
cured by Lenitives, which 
mutt be given both to the Nurfe 
and the Child. The Nurfc may' 
take Broth with leaves of Senna, 
and Anifccds boyled in it. The 
Child may take a Clyfter of fwcet 
Milk, with Turpentine, and Volks 
of Eggs dillolved in it. If the 
ob 11 ruction be pertinacious, I ufe 
to out in a little aqua benediila, 
and tlicn give Manna in Broth. 
If the matter be Vifcid, and the 
Child elder, I give as many Grains 
of Powder of Jalap in Syrup, as 
the Cliild is years old: Or I give a 
Pill of Pilula Angelica or Aloe- 
tica, or according to Ettmuller, 
Syrup of Buckthron alone, or 
mixt with Syrup of Fumitory. 
For Children that are weaned, 
he advifes fomc Grains of Mer- 
curius dulcis , which ditiolves the 
Mucus , and kills Worms; a 
Grain or two may be given in 
Milk or Pap. I ufually give a 
fpoonful or two of the following 
Potion according to the Nature of 
the Difeafe and the Age; 

Take of leaves of Senna one 
Drachm and an half. Seeds of 
Anife, Fenil each one Drachm, 
Acid of Tartar half a Drachm. 
Infufe them a night in Mallow 
or'Mercury Water. Boyl them 
in the Morning on a gentle Fire. 
In three Ounces of the Colaturc 
difTolye one Ounce and an half 
of Manna. Strain it again, 
and add of Syrup of Ciaiorv 
V>jtl\ 
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may be made of Honey v 
htera ptcra ; or a Fig faftned 10 a 
Hired may be thrutt up the In- 
tejlinum rcftum. If you would 
have a Liniment. This or fome 
fuch may be made} 


with Rhubarb fix Drachms, 
Powder of Jalap half a Scruple. 
Mix them. 


Outwardly the Belly and Navil 
may be anoynted with warm Oyl 
of Chamomil, wherein a little 
Coloquintida has been boylcd, 
or the Belly may be anoynted 
with Vnguenfum de Artbamta , 
which I nave often found fuccefs 
by. Goofe or Hen’s Grcafe, 
applied with the outer rind of

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CHAP. VI. 


Of a Thrnfh. 


*• i. 

A Thrulh, which is vulgar¬ 
ly, but erroneoufly, held 
to be Ulcers, in feme 
(light Ed'hars, that a rife in the 
heads of certain Puftules in tl>e 
Mouth, fall off and come again, of 
divers Ccdours, and with various 
Accidents. Sometimes it comes 
in one part of the Mouth, forne- 
times in another, and fome- 
times in the Oefophagus, Stomach, 
Guts, and the slfpera Artena. It 
is of various Colours , whereof 
Sylvius de Aphtha gives a rea- 
fon, and derives it from Bile, 
joyned with an Acid in a different 
manner. Some Thrulhesare foft 
and moiit, others harlh and dry; 
fomettick lightly to the parts, and 
fall off ealily, others (tick fait, and 
are removed with difficulty; fome 
are contiuent, others diltinift. 

i. Dugnojlick and 
Caufe. 


1 fometimes like a cruft, .. 
makes as it were but one Ulcer, 
fretting the Cuticle, but not 
confuming the Flclh, as other 
Ulcers do. It begins at the Gums, 
afterwards it creeps to the Tongue, 


Palate, all over the Mouth and 
Jaws, and by the Continuity of 
the Coat runs quite down the 
Oefophagus , Stomach and Guts. 
Children get it by the Corruption 
of the Milk, and an Acrimony and 
Acefcence enfuing upon it, which 
frets and excoriates the Mem¬ 
branes of the forefaid parts. Some 
blame an acid Ljpnpha. But the 
foundation of the peccant Acid is 
in the Stomach, from the Corrup¬ 
tion of the Milk. Ettmuller thinks, 
that the Acidity exhales from the 
Stomach, and thefe (harp Vapors, 
while they ftick to the Parts, or 
are mingled with the Saliva, do 
by their Acrimony raife Puftules, 
like Efdiars raifed by Art It fome¬ 
times (though rarely) proceeds 
from Agues, and more frequently 
from continual Fevers, and other 
Difeafes, when Crude, Porraceous 
recrements ly in the Stomach. 

Prognojlick. 

T HE event is various, accord¬ 
ing to the variety of the 
Thrulh and its Caufes. A (harp, 
Symptomatick Thrulh is bad, a 
Critical one is better. It is a good , 
one, that comes prefently, and 
takes up but little room, if it be 
difperfed only here and there, if it 
be white, foft and moift, if it fall 
off 
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offin waffling, thoit comes again, 
if it diminifh the Difeafe, if it be 
attended with Salivation; for 
ufually it goes away yvitfi Saliva- 
tion. On the contrary that is bad, 
which is Livid, or Yellow, or 
Black, or Dry, which gives no re¬ 
lict, which runs all into one, and 
which augments the Difeafe. 

§. 4 . Cure. 

'T’HE Cureconfifts in corred- 
X ing the Acid, in hindring it 
from breeding anew, in ripening 
and healing it. The Yolk of an Egg 
mist with Rofe-water and Sugar- 
Candy, ft range ly correds the Acid 
in a Thruih. The juice of Tur- 
nq« laid to a Thruih, w ith a little 
Honey or Sugar does the fame. 
Juice of Crey-fifl), and Speedwelis 
good. This that follows, leldom 
fails me, wherewith every day ooce 
or twice 1 rub the Mouth, with 
an InftrumeiU wrapt in a Cloth; 

Take one Yolk of an Egg, of 
clarified Honey two Drachms, 
juice of Speed wel, Turnepseach 
half an Ounce, Saftfon fix 
Grains, Mace half a Scrupe, 



Water of Siieedwel and Rofe* 
each what is fuffiricnt. 

Freft Beer, Whey, Beer altered 
with Figs and Liquorice, and Sy¬ 
rup of Jujubes are good to waih 
the Mouth. A Decodion of 
S|iced wel, oleous and mucilaginous 
things, fuch as PJylltt.m and Quin¬ 
ces, muff be given between whiles, 
with Honey or Water, wherein 
Steel has been quenched, and Sage 
and Honey boyled. 

You mult take a care of Sharp 
things, Specially Acid and Salt, 
Spirit of Vitriol, Sulphur, Salt, 
Nitre, (&c. which do a Thrufli 
much harm. We mull not be 
forward to purge in this Difeafe, 
becaule a Loofnefs might follow, 
which is very bad- Therefore a 
Stool may be procured by a Fig. 
Then the gentle Sudorifick follow¬ 
ing may be given; 

Take of BezoarMcum Miner ale 
from one Grain to five, Bezoar 
ftoqe from threeGrainsto feven, 
Saffron from two Grains to fix. 
Mix them. Make a Powder.

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CHAP. VII. 

Of Fits. 


involuntarily, and after the Fit 
^ I, are much changed,do dy. 


T HE falling Sicknefs in 
grown Peribns has great 
Affinity with Fits in Chil¬ 
dren, only with this Difference, 
Children have it by Sympathy 
with the Stomach and Guts. 
And both in the Stomach and 
Guts an Acid is the Caufe, as the 
cruginous, porraceous and black 
Excrements do tefti ie. Some¬ 
times Worms, fometimes Teeth, 
arc the Caufc; and oftentimes 
before the coming out of the 
Small Pox or Meafles,Children have 
Fits. 

x. Prognoftick. 

'\/\7 HEN Children yawn 
V V and ltretch often, have 
a Quivering in their Eyes and 
Eye lids, when their Hands fluke, 
their Arms extend , when they 
ftart and tremble, and when they 
wake too much, Fits may be fea¬ 
red. If Fits be dangerous in 
grown I’erfons, without doubt 
they will be fo in Children, when 
Froth appears about the Mouth, 
and w hen they lhriek much. And 
they that in the Fit hold their 
Breatli, or void their Excrements 


3. Cure. 

T H E Cure of the Fits in 
Children confifts in a due 
Regulation of the Non-iuttirals, 
efpecially of the Meat and Drink. 
Nothing corruptible muft be gi¬ 
ven, as Milk-meats, which are 
apt to curdle on the Stomach. 

On the contrary their Meat 
mult be of a good Juice; Pap 
therefore may be made of Broth 
and Bread, without any Fat or 
Salt. The drink muft be Barly 
Water boyled with Anifecd, Li- 
quorice and fuch things. 

If you fufped an Acid, then a 
kindly Purge and a gentle Vo¬ 
mit will be good. Or a Clyftcr 
of Whey and Honey, or a Sup- 
uolitory may he given of a Candle, 
Venice Soap, red Beet, or a Par- 
fly Stalk, &c. 

Afterwards all things arc good 
that imbibe an Acid, FolCI 
and Sea Unicorn, Be^oar, Pulvis 
Marchioms , Harts-hom, Mans 
Skull, Coral, Elks Hoof, Ma- 
gijlcrium Lunx, and a thoufand 
other things. Cinnabarines exaj- 
ted with Laudanum OPiatum, or 
fornc Anody nc,are good;or joyned 
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with Precipitant?. This is an excel¬ 
lent Powder following; 

Take of Cinnabar of Antimony, 
Man’s Skull prepared. Elks 
Hoof prepared each half a 
Drachm, Powder of the Heart 
and Lungs of a Mole two Scru¬ 
ples, Bctoardicum Lun<e , Eme- 
rauld each one Scruple, Saffron 
half a Scruple, Amber-grifetwo 
Grains. Mix them. 

Cinnabar of Antimony im¬ 
bued well with Clyjfus made of 
Antimony and Sulphur is ac¬ 
counted a great Arcanum in 
Fits. 

Ettmuller magnifies the Meal 
found upon Clubmofs, becaufe 
jt is of a Sulphureous Nature and 
takes fire and cracks like 
Gun-Powder. Half a Scruple 
may be given. I haye tried half a 
Scruple of Earth-Worms dried 
and powdered in a convenient 
Vehicle, and Alhes of a Mole, 
and have had good Succefs. 
Or (iich a Powder may be gi¬ 
ven; 

Take of humane Secundine, red 
Coral prepared, Man's Skull 
prepared each three ^Grains, 
Oyl of Amber one Drop. 
Mix and give it in a proper 
Vehicle. 

Many commend Aurum ful- 
mttians and Nitre, Spirit of Linden 
Tree Flowers, black Cherry, Flo¬ 
wers of Peony, Lily Conval, Flo¬ 
wers of Stxcbas, Orange and 
the like, drawn after Fermen¬ 
tation are as good, and fo are 


Amber and Musk. All Medi¬ 
cines of Caftor are good a- 
gainft an Acid; and fo are Me¬ 
dicines made of Treacle, and 
Opiates , volatil Balfamicks, 
fuch as Liquor Cornu Cervi 
fuccmatus , are gbod. Or, 
for Sucking Children this Pow¬ 
der; 


Take of Crabs Eyes prepared 
twelve Grains, Cinnabar of 
Antimony four Grains. Mix 
them. Make a Powder. Di¬ 
vide it into four Parts. 

§• 4 * 

E xternally alfo, to corred 
the Acid, a Plalter may 
be applied to the Brain, Sto¬ 
mach , and Navil, of Trea¬ 
cle, adding a little Oyl of 
Amber, Amber-grife, Musk; or 
a Galbanum Plafter, with the 
fame added. The Noftrils may 
be anointed with Oyl of Am¬ 
ber or Rew; and Spirit of 
Sal Animoniack, or (ome other 
volatil Spirits may be held to 
the Ndfe. 

Fridtions of the lower Parts 
mult not be negle&ed. Bli- 
ftcrs may be drawn behind 
the Ears and on the Wriits, 
or Cauteries may be made in 
the Head. But becaufe of 
the Torture , I never ufed 
them. 

The Head mud be ftreng- 
thened with Caps ; Empla- 
Jlrum tpilepticum Cratonis , and 
Mpfiebti mult be applied to 
th: 
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the Crown of the Head, and 
muft be worn Day and Night. 
The Stomach and Guts muft 
be fenced with Intcma's and Ex¬ 
ternals.

$• i. 

T Hough fome (as Hifto- 
ries record ) are bom 
with their Teeth; yet 
fitch Inftances arc rare. The Eye- 
Teeth, called Canini or Inafo- 
res, cut about the eighth Month 
they are fometimes a Year, fel- 
dom two, and very rarely three 
in coming. There is a true and 
a falfe Dentition. A Falle is 
nothing but a Swelling of the 
hind Part of the Gums into a 
fharp Protuberance, hindring the 
Child from Sucking, ariiing from 
Afflux of fharp Humors refcm- 
bling the Cutting of Teeth. 

The Germen of a Tooth in 
the Jaws is mucous and thin, 
like ihe White of an Egg, con¬ 
tained in its Cell, which Day by 
Day grows harder, till the Mat¬ 
ter , being throughly hardned, 
breaks through, which perrup- 
tion occafions many Symptoms 
to poor Infants, the chief where¬ 
of Hippocrates reckons up, S. 3. 
Afb. 25. When they begin to 
breed Teeth, troublefome Itch¬ 


ing of the Gums, Fevers, Con- 1 
vulfions, and Loofnefles arife, 
efpecially when they breed the 
Eye-Teeth, and when Children 
are grofs and coftive. The true 
Signs of Dentition are taken from 
the time (which varies much) 
and Occurrences about the 
Mouth, if they put their 
Fingers or any thing elfe in their 
Mouths, when they bite the Nur- 
fes Nipple, when there is an in¬ 
ward Heat in the Mouth, Red- 
nefs in the Cheeks and Whitenefs 
in the Gum. Itching and Pain 
proceed from the Teeths velli- 
catingthe nervous Fibres, incut- 
ing the Gum, and the fharper 
the Tooth is the more exquilittf 
the Pain, which made Hippo¬ 
crates b'ame the Eye-Teeth, as 
the Authors of worfc Symptoms 
than any of the reft. 

And this Pain is augmented 
by the Afflux of a fharp Lym¬ 
ph* through former Pain, where¬ 
by not only the Gums, but 
the tender Teeth themfelvel 
may be affli&ed, as in the 
Tooth-ach of grown Persons, 
Sylvius will have the Blood to 
be 
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t* extravafatcd and ftagnate, 
which caufes Swelling, Pain and 
other Symptoms. 

The frequent Salivation de¬ 
pends upon Pain, Commotion 
of the Spirits, the Acrimony 
and Fluidity of the Lymfba. 
For by Pain the Veflels of the 
Glands, dpecially the Membranes 
cncloiing them, are ufuaRy'velli- 
cated and contrafted, and fo 
comes the plentiful Effulion of 
Saliva into tlie Mouth. And 
this Saliva is continually running 
along the Throat into the Sto¬ 
mach. If the Saliva be kind¬ 
ly and natural, the Defluxion 
proves harmlefs. If it be fharp, 
it* irritates and corrodes the 
Throat, and raifes a dry Cough. 
If it fall upon the Stomadh it 
caufes Vomiting, Lofs of Ap¬ 
petite, and many Mifcniefs more. 
When it paffes to the Guts, it 
likewife irritates the miliary 
Glands, and makes them pour 
out more Matter to it, which 
occaflons a LooGiefs, fo ufual in 
Breeding of Teeth. How Fits 
and Frights come may ealily be 
gathered from what has been 
already (aid. 


§• z. Prognojlick. 

D Entition has fome Danger 
in it. And there is molt 
according to Hippocrates, when 
a Child breeds its Teeth with 
a Cough. Tliere is good Hope, 
wlicn a Tooth cuts quickly , 
•when the Child is not difeafed 
before, when the Symptoms are 
remifs, efpccially if there be no 
Convulsions , but all the Sym¬ 


ptoms vanilh of thetnfclves, like 
a light extinguifhed, or a 
Thom pulled out, but if a 
Tooth be flow in cutting, if 
the Symptoms daily encreafe, 
and when one is gone anotlier 
comes , when the Child's 
Strength is gone, the Cafe proves 
Mortal. 


3. Cure. 

A LL Endeavours mult be 
ufed, to promote the 
Cutting of the Tooth, to re¬ 
move all Obftacles, and to miti¬ 
gate the urgent Symptoms. Fir if 
of all the Belly muft be kept 
loofe if it be coftivc, by Cly- 
fters, or Manna , or Syrup of 
Cichoty with Rhubarb or Pow¬ 
der of Jalap. The Gums muft 
be anointed with May Butter 
mixt with Liquorice Powder, 
the Fat of a Hen, Goofe, Duck, 
Quail, or a Hare are good, to 
which laft and the Brains much 
is attnbuted. They commend 
allb the Brain of a Calf or 
Lamb, and Oyl of white Lilies, 
Sweet Almonds, Chamomil, 
Cream, Honey of Roles, Mu¬ 
cilage of Seed of PfyUium and 
Line , Juice of lire Crabs with 
Water of Blew-bottle Flowers. 
A peicc of Bacon, Marih-Mallow 
or Florentine Irit Root may be 
given Children to be conftantly 
flicking. Some commend new 
Figs fplit and applied to the 
Gums. Timauj and others 
commend a Drop or two of the 
Blood of a Cock's Comb hot 
rubbed upon the Gums. Ett- 
mulltr has a better Remedy; 

namely, 
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namely, the Marrow of a Calfs 
Leg, and Oyl of Sweet Almonds 
applied to the Cheek, or a Bag 
of emollient Herbs and Flowers 
or only of Chamomil Flowers, 
or a Plafter of Treacle may be 
applied to the Cheek. The 
Women ufe Coral and other 
hard things to rub Children’s Gums 
with, which are naught And 


Of difficult Breeding of Teetfo 

I take all their Amulets to have 
no other Virtue, but the Irapo- 
fers Imagination. It is proper 
fometime to lance or open the 
Gum, and to draw Blifters, 
make an Itfue, and apply Leaches. 

This is Willis his Way. If 
there be much Pain and want of 
Sleep, a Drachm or two of Dior 
codium may be given.

' their Fibres likewife, whence a 
Cough and Hooping proceed.

If the Cough conic from a 
lharp Lympba , infelting the 
Larynx , and from a cold Air, 
half a Scruple or a Scruple of Sper¬ 
mit Cen 11 good: Or a Spoonful 
of the fallowing Mixture now 
and tfidn;

deftroyed in a Stomach that has 
little heat in it, fuch as Childrens 
is, (and Helmont derives Worms 
from a Vital ExcrementJ but 
bring forth, and fo Worms are 
bred of the Food (but according 
as the Eggs of Different Flies are 
eaten, or as Heat is weaker, fo 
divers forts of Worms are bred ) 
which finding Nutriment in the 
Guts, tarry there, and confume 
much of the Chyle, and when 
Chyle is wanting they gnaw the 
very Guts, and fo by vellicating 
the Fibres they not only caufe 
(harp Pains and a Fever; but I 
have feen the Guts have Holes

C Hildren’s Confumption is 
Oiled Atrophia, Macies 
Puerorurn, tabes dorfalis, 
Febris bcHica, and Pbthifts. 


Description. 


I T is, a Preternatural wafting 
of the whole Body and the 


of the whole Body and 
Parts, through Nutrition being 
frnftrated in Children, arifing 
commonly from an acid and vis¬ 
cous Mucus, obftruFling the Ori¬ 
fices and Paftages, of the lacteal 
Vejfels, and cotijcquently fluffing 
the Mefaraic^ Glands, feldom 
from the decayofthe Vifcera, often 
from the Worms called Come¬ 
dones A Swelling of the Abdomen 
generally accompanies this Difeafe; 
for in as many as I opened , that 
died of this Difeafe, I found the 
Glands of the Mefentery fwclled 
andobftu&ed, whereby the parts 
woe deprived of their Nourilh- 
ment, the milage of it being ob- 
ftrudled, fo that the Parts mull 
needs waft,the Blood likewife turn¬ 
ing Sharp, and fo unfit for Nu¬ 
trition. 


The Dyfcralieof the Nurfes Milk 
and a bad food does the Child 
much harm. And the fharp and 
faline Particles are unfit for Nutri¬ 
tion, which by their corrofive

Befide thefe things, fometima 
through a peculiarPravity and Cor¬ 
ruption of Nutriment, Worms lie 
under Cliildren's skins, which they 
call Crinonet, Dracunculi , 3nd 
Comedones. The Caufe of them 
is hindrance of Tranfpiration, and 
a Stagnation and Corruption of 
Serum thereupon, and then a Pro¬ 
duction of occult Seeds. In this 
cafe alfo there is a great Acrimony 
and Vifcidity of the Lympha, to 
Nutrition is fruftrated, the Child 
cries continually, never Sleeps, and 
w itliers like a flick. Many Phyli- 
cians will not believe, that thefe are

HE Rickets i s,Wl)en through 
an unequal dijlrsbutionof 
tlx Nutritious juice, for want of 
it in one place, and too much of it 
in another, one part walls away, 
and another grows over big. 

§. i. Signs. 

Hr H E Phenomena of this Di- 
-X feafe are a very great head, 
and here’ and there divers great 
Protuberances in it, a wit beyond 
the Child’s Age, fwclling of the 
abdomen, Itraitnefs of Breatt, 
flicking out of the Cart Hugo Enfi- 
formis, the Back and Bones crook¬ 
ed, big about the Joints, Iiltlefnefs 
to ftir, they mult lit when they 
play, their back an farce bear 
their head, there is Ihortneft of 
Breath, a Loofnefs, and a weak nets 
in all the Parts. Sometimes they 
grow Confumptivc, have big Bel¬ 
lies, a Cbugh, and the like Sym¬ 
ptoms. 

3. Caufe. 

TTHey that write of the Rickets, 
make the Caufe to conlilt 
in the obftru&ion of the 
Ipmal Marrow and Nerves, and in 
the defed of the nervous Influx

is alfo in fault, becaufe the Glands 
of the Mefentery are ob’.tru&ed, 
which makes the Belly to fwelL 

4. PrognoHick. 

T His • Difeafe feldom proves 
mortal, unlefs through the 
violence of its Symptoms it turn to 
a Confumption, Droplie or fome 
other Difeale. They that are not 
cured, -before they are five years 
old, are lickly all their Life after. 
The longer the Rickets is coming 
after the Birth, if it follow a Fe¬ 
ver, if the Itch fupervene, and the 
Symptoms abate, the mpre hope 
there is If the Lungs are naught, 
and the Brealt fo flrait, that they 
have not room to play, but caule 
an Ajlhma , and difficulty of 
Breathing, it is incurable. Adult 
Pcrfons are not troubled with it, 
becaufe their Head and Bones are 
come to their full growth. 

§. 5 -. Cure. 

HE Cure of the Rickets con- 
j lilts in the removing the 
vifeid Matter, that aufes the ob¬ 
it rudtion of the Nerves and fpinal 
Marrow. The Cure mult be begun 
with Purging. This is Sydenham's 
Method i

Take of Tamarm* half an Oiince, 
leaves- of Senna two Drachms, 
Rhubarb one Drachm amt ar 
half.

Among Chymical things the 
molt famous is the Illuitrious 
Boyi't invention, ailed fbiffone-

Theriwasa Man,who got much

dulous Inftrument, fo made of 
fwathing Bands, that one Swath 
went about the Breaft, under the 
Annpifs, another went about the 
Head wider the Chin , and there 
were two handles for the two 
hands. And the Body was thus 
held up, till it was brought into 
due lhape. 

Fomentations are good, applied 
to the fpine and debilitated Parts.

P 1 Toppage of Ume come* in 
Children not only from the 
^" Stone,but from vifcous Mat- 
ter.ftopping tliepaflages; yet Chil¬ 
dren are troubled with the Stone, as 
one may fee fometimes three days 
after tlicy are Bom,when theClouts 
have often red Gravel in them. 
When they area little Elder, fuch 
a fediment is oft obferved in the 
Urine. And this grofs fediment 
may be occafioncd by the Milk, 
grofi Food, or by a hereditary 
difpoiition. 


I Ncontincnce of Urine is familiar 
to Children, by reafon of the 
imbccillity and refolution of the 
SpbinHer Mufclc of tlie Bladder, 
bccaufe of the ferous Intempera- 
turc in Children,w hich often makes 
it habitual and cultomary. 


5. Cure of Jloppage 
Vrine. 

QToppage of Urine is cured by 
O internal and external means, 
and in Children rclpeift muff al¬ 
ways be had to the Mucilaginous 
acid Matter, which mult be dilfol- 
red. If there be Stones, they mult 
be expelled by gentle means We 
therefore give a Scruple of white 
Amber very finely powdered, mixt 
with Powder of Crab’s Eyes, or 
Goat's Blood in Milk or Parfly 
Water, or Birch Water- For the . 
elder fort a deco&ion of the root A 
of Parfly, Reft-harrow, Ajparagusjf 
Fenil, Butcher’s Broom, &c. will 
be proper. For Children that are 
Weaned, Joel commends three 
drops of Spirit of Vitriol in good 
Wine. 

In Spring time juice of Birch is 
good. 

Baths and Oyntments are good. 
Artificial Baths may be made of 
root of Reft-harrow, leaves of 
Marfh-Mallow, Mallow,Flowetsof 
Chamomil.Gc. After Bathing, the 
region of the Bladder, and tome- 
times of the Back ma y be Anoint¬ 
ed with Oyl of Scorpions or white 
Lilyj 
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Lily; or a Cataplnfin of bruifed 
Chervil and Oyl of Chamomil, &c. 
may be applied to the Pubes. 

If the Belly be bound, Clyfters 
and Suppofitories are good. 

Divers things may be given the 
Nurfe, as a Deco&ion of Reft-har- 
row root. 

When there is a Dyfury or Stran¬ 
gury with it, a fpoonful or two of 
the following or foine fuch 
ture may be given.

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CHAP. XVI. 

Of Agues and Fevers in Children. 


§• I- 

\ f\ J E will nowconfider the 
V V Agues and Fevers of 
Infants, which often take them 
away; and therefore do well de- 
ferve our conftderation. 

§. i. Caufe. 

T Hefe continual Feven are' ge¬ 
nerally How, as proceeding 
from a vifeous Acid, wherewith 
Children abound. Sometimes there 
are periodical continual*, when in 
fucking Children the Milk is Cur- 
d led by an Acid, whence proceed 
obftm&ioos, which afford Matter, 
for a febrile Ferment, then this 
Ferment gets out of its receptacle 
at certain times into the Blood, and 
there dilhirbs its mixtion, whence 
periodical Fevers and fometimes 
Agues arife. And if this dittur- 
bancc and fecretion of Blood 
be violent, the Fever proves 
Malignant, and appears fometirocs 
with fpots, fometimes without. 
But certain it is, that all Fevers, and 
efpeci.illy Agues have their rife 
from the internal Corruption of 
Milk , or from the external ob- 
ftru&ionof the pores of the Skin. 
For thereby the perfection ofdi- 
geftion is hindred and fpoiled, and 
iince this error cannot be corrected 
inthefecond digettion, the Blood 
mult needs be dilturbed, and a 
febrile Etfervefcencc arife in fuch 
tender Bodies. 


3. Cure. 

A Gues, though they feldom 
afflict Children, vet they 
areeafily cured; Quotidians and 
Tertians by Vomits, I wifh we had 
fafer and gentler means! In this 
cafe therefore a little of the emetick , 
Syrup may be given in Mint or 4 
Fenil Water, at leveral times. But 
we muft have a care of Antimo- 
niates. The fafett way therefore is 
to purge, which evacuates the fame 
Matter another way. You may 
therefore give a Potion of Senna, 
Rhubarb and other things by 
fpoonhils. I have often prevented 
the Fit and cured an Ague by 
giving a Clyltcr before the Fit 
came. Thcfe thing premifed, we 
may betake our felves to alteratives, 
and in Children’s Agues, I would 
above all things commend Spirit of 
Sal Ammoniack, or inftead of it . 
the fixt Salts of Herbs; car dims f r 
benedtHus , Wormwood, leficr 
Centaury,(i>c. or ,ire .mum dupit co¬ 
mm Mynficbti, mixt with Crab’s 
Eyes. Camphore may be hanged 
about the Neck. External topual 
Medicines fhould not be neglected. 

A febrifuge Plafter may be applied 
to the Wriits, or Horfe-Radifh and 
other things may be laid to the foies 
of the Feet. 

As for the continual Fevers, the 
forefhid Purges and Clyftcrs are 
good in them ; after which, Spirit 
of Sal Ammoniack does the bufi- 
nefr, efpecially u catarrhal fevers, 
coming 
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coming from an add Lympha, and 
fowill Spirit us Walt* Ammonia* 1 
Anifatus , and liquor cornu cervr 
fuccmatus. In thefe catarrhal Fe¬ 
vers , I prefer tinllure of Myrrh 
before all other Febrifuges. Ab- 
forbcntsalfo mult not be neglcdted 
of which pulvis febnlis Litdovt- 
cianui is one of the belt; or tliis 
following 

Take of Powder of Crab’s Eyes 
twelve Grains, Cinnabar of An¬ 
timony four Grams. Mix them. 
0 Make a Powder. Divide it into 
(T four equal parts. 

For fuch as are weaned liquor 
tax tars, or falls Ammoniac 1 cum 
oculis cancrorum juniit, is belt. 

If the Fever be burning and the 
Child be tlurity, it is good at firlt 
togive a Vomit or a Purge, to get 
the vifcid Matter out of the nrlt 
ways, and then to give often a 
fpoonful of th? following or fomc 
luch mixture; 


Spam Waters or lapis pruneIU 
in Whey may be given to fuch as 
arc ftroug. 

If malignity be feared, and the 
mixture of Blood be much difturb- 
ed, then bciide the aforcfaid tilings. 
Mixtures made of bezoardick and 
tlieriacal Medicines are proper, vt%. 
of dsafeordsum, thertata cteleftss, 
cltduarturn dc ovo and fuch things, 
\ Diaphorcticum one Scruple, I which you may find before m our

Take of Water of car duns bent- 
duhts , Scar font ra each one 
Ounce and an half, Antsmomum 


Fire half a Drachm, Sugar candy ^ 
; What b fufticient. Mix them 
for the ordinary drink. 

Or a Decoition of Harts horn 
may be given Ettmullcr com¬ 
mends Horfedung tied in a Cloth,' 
and (teeped in the ordinary drink. 

For the elder forf, mtrum Ants- 
momatum, arcanum duplication , 
and divers acid Juleps arc proper : 
for mltanoej 

Take of Water of Sorel, Scores- 
Iiera each two Ounces, tindura 
corroborant , or tin&ure of the 
cordial Flowers or of Daifieone 
Drachm, Sfrupits acctofitatis 
««-i,what will make it pleafartt. 
Mix them.
